Twenty  Miles  South 

of  Ashland. 

Ashland  Wis.,  Jan.  15. — (Special  to 
The  Herald.) — Mrs.  Nathan  Sherrard 
and  four  children,  agred  1.  2.  4  and  6 
years,  were  burned  to  death  at  Echlins* 
lumber  camp,  twenty  miles  south  of 
Ashiand,    this    morning. 

Nate  Sherrard.  the  camp  cook,  arose 
at  4  o'clock  and  began  getting  break- 
fast for  the  hundreil  men  who  com- 
posed the  camp,  leaving  his  wife  and 
children  asleep.  An  hour  later,  the 
board  shanty  In  which  they  siept,  burst 
Into  names.  The  lumberjacks  many  ot 
them  half  dressed,  rut^hed  to  the  shanty, 
but  there  was  nothing  to  fight  the  fire 
with   except   snow. 

Sherrard  rushed  Into  the  burning 
building,  determined  to  throw  his  life 
awav.  but  was  dragged  out.  frightfully 
burned,  and  is  in  a  cilttcal  condition  at 
an  Ashland  hospital.  The  entire  camp 
of  lumberjacks  will  escort  the  burned 
bodies  to  Odanah.

Samuel  Mundheim  &  Co.  went  on 
strike. 

Mundheim  Is  president  of  the  Hat 
Manufacturers"  association,  lie  said 
today  that  the  vote  to  discontinue  the 
use  of  the  label  was  unanimous.  He 
said  the  reason  for  this  action  Is  tliat 
the  union  of  employes  has  failed  to 
keep  a  working  agreement  made  with 
the  Geyer  Hat  company  of  Philadel- 
phia. Under  this  agreement,  he  said, 
the  men  were  to  continue  work  until 
a  settlement  of  pending  questions  were 
reached,  but  the  men  quit  work  in  that 
factory  three  weeks  ago  and  have 
since  refused  to  return,  although  the 
manufacturers  have  been  trying  to  in-

St.  Paul.  Minn..  Jan.  15— (Special  t» 
The  Herald.) — The  timber  Interests  and 
any  others  who  may  be  concerned  will 
have  a  chance  next  Wednesday  after- 
noon, to  be  heard  on  the  bill  to  pre- 
vent forest  files,  prepared  by  the  state 
forestry  commissioner  and  presented  in 
the  house  yesterday  by  Representative 
Holmberg   of   Renville  county. 

The  chief  object  of  the  measure  is  to 
compel  lumhennen  and  others  who  are 
cutting  timber  or  clearing  forest  lands, 
to  take  care  of  the  slashings,  which  in- 
clude branches,  tops  and  other  refuse. 
There  is  at  present  no  state  law  gov- 
ernin;?  the  disi»o.sal  of  this  inftanunabie 
material,  so  usually  it  lies  in  the  wooda 
to  become  drv.  and  this  is  turned  into 
kindling  wood  that  helps  the  forest 
fires  along  amazingly.

Judge  Wilson    Says   It 

Was  Fad  to  Siam 

Railroads. 


But  That  Hobby  Is  Out- 
grown by  State 
Legislators. 


Judge  Thomas  Wilson  of  St.  Paul, 
general  attorney  for  the  Chicago,  St. 
Paul.  Minneapolis  &  Omaha  railway, 
and  one  of  the  best  kuown  railroad  at- 
torneys In  the  West;  is  at  the  Spalding 
today. 

Judge  Wilson,  according  to  his  state- 


ment made  to  a  Hf»rald  reporter,  does 
not  believe  that  any  radical,  adverse 
railway  legislation  will  be  enacted  by 
the  present  legislature.  The  railroad 
attorney  Is  of  the  opinion  that  radical 
railway  legislation  has  seen  the  height 
of  its  activity  and  that  business  inter- 
ests have  seen  the  evil  effects  growing 
out  of  such  adverse  action  by  legis- 
lators, and  that  unwise  and  unthinking 
action  on  the  part  of  state  legislators 
Is  a  thing  of  the  past. 

"I  do  not  anticipate  any  radical  leg- 
islation adverse  to  the  Interests  of  the 
railways  of  the  state  at  the  present 
session  of  the  legislature,"  said  Judge 
Wilson.  'I  am  of  the  opinion  that 
anti-railway  legislation  was  more  or 
less  of  a  fad,  a  kind  of  epidemic  If 
you  will,  which  caused  state  legisla- 
tures to  enact  many  measures  that 
were  very  unwise,  uncalled  for.  and 
very  harmful  not  only  to  the  railroads, 
but  also  to  the  general  business  Inter- 
ests of  the  state  and  nation 

Judge  Wilson  was  asked  if  he  be- 
lieved that  anti-railway  legislation  had 
resulted  In  hurting  the  general  busi- 
ness of  the  country. 

"Tliat  Is  the  general  impression  we 
have,"  replied  Judge  Wilson.  "I  be- 
lieve that  conditions  will  show  that 
such  an  effect  followed  the  many  ad- 
verse measures  passed  against  the  rail- 
roads. I  believe  that  people  are  In  a 
more  sane  state  of  mind  at  tlie  pres- 
ent time,  and  while  some  railway 
measures  have  been  introduced  Into 
the  legislature,  I  do  not  look  for  the 
Hood  of  adverse  bills  that  were  Intro- 
duced two  years  ago." 

According  to  Judge  Wilson,  there  Is 
little  of  news  Interest  in  the  affairs  of 
the   railway   lines   of   the   state   at    the

John  Tierney's  testimony  was  then 
read  and  Judge  Crane  asked  the  jurors 
if  they  desired  to  hear  the  cross  exam- 
ination read.  The  jurors  talked  among 
themselves  and  Juror  Denham  arose 
and   said: 

•Your  honor,  I  am  sick,  and  If  we 
can't  agree  within  an  hour  I  ask  you 
to  discharge  us." 

Justice  Crane  directed  Dr.  Hicks  to 
examine  both  Jurors  Walsh  and  Den- 
ham and  they  went  behind  the  jury 
box  where  they  consulted  with  the 
physician. 

•I  would  like  to  hear  that  part  of 
vour  honor's  charge,"  said  Juror  Mc- 
Lean, "that  had  to  do  with  man- 
slaughter   In   the   first   degree." 

Thornton  Hains  appeared  startled  by 
the  request. 

Justice  Crane  read  that  part  of  his 
charge    referring    to   manslaughter. 

Juror  Boenig  wi.'Jhed  to  have  his 
recollection  refreshed  on  that  portion 
of  the  judge's  charge  that  had  refer- 
ence to  Thornton  Hains  walking  away 
from  his  brother  on  the  dock  just  be- 
fore  the  shooting. 

"I  think  I  can  make  that  clear."  said 
Justice  Crane.

PRIMARY 
ELECTION 

New  System  Is  Proposed 

by  North  Dakota 

Legislator. 

Would  Have  Party  Con- 
ventions and    Direct 
Primary  Elections. 


Blsimarck.  N.  D.  Jan.  15. —  (Special  to 
The  Herald.) — The  White  primary  elec- 
tion till.  jntrodiKed  in  the  house  by 
Representative  George  A.  White  of 
Traill  county  is  substantially  the  same 
In  Its  general  makcMp  as  the  bill  In- 
troduced by  hltn  two  years  ago.  The 
first  section  says  that  the  act  shall  be 
liberally  construed,  and  no  mere  tech- 
nlc.il  error  eltlier  in  the  giving  of  any 
notice,  the  marking  of  ballots,  the  con- 
ducting of  the  primary  election  or  cer- 
tifying the  results  thereof,  shall  be  al- 
lowed to  defeat  the  will  of  the  electors. 

On  the  tliird  Tuesday  of  June,  next 
preceding  a  general  election,  a  primary 
election  shall  be  held  to  nominate  party 
candidates,  including  all  state,  national 
county.  Judicial  and  legislative  candi- 
dates, as  well  as  L'nited  States  sena- 
torial candidates. 

It  is  with  reference  to  the  nomination 
of  candidates  in  the  primary  election 
that  this  bill  differs  mnterially  from 
other  measures  proposed  during  the 
past  two  sessions.  -Mr.  White  would 
have  the  candidates  named  in  conven- 
tions, the  people  to  ratify  or  disapprove 
of  the  convention  selections,  as  they 
see  fit  in  the  June  primary  election. 

The  bill  providesJ  for  the  holding  of 
caucuses  for  tiie  purpose  of  nominating 
delegates  to  the  county  conventions.  In 
the  county  ct'nventions.  which  shall  be 
held  on  tut  first  Tuesday  in  April,  can- 
didates for  the  various  county  offices, 
as  well  as  delegates  to  the  state  con- 
yentlon  and  district  convention,  shall 
be  nominated.  With  reference  to  this 
question  of  countv.  district  and  state 
conventions,    the    White    bill    is    as    fol-

•n'he  countv  convention  shall  meet  at 
a  plate  withfn  the  county,  selected  by 
the  county  central  eommittee.  on  the 
first  Tuesdav  In  April,  at  11  o'clock  In 
the  forenc'on.  to  nominate  candidates 
for  the  several  county  offices,  and  to 
elect  delegates  to  the  slate  convention, 
and  all  district  conventions  in  which 
the  county  shall  be  entitled  to  repre- 
sentation. 

"Majority  and  minority  nominations 
for  the  office  of  county  commissioner 
shall  be  reported  to  the  convention  in 
open  session,  and  be  certified  to  the 
county  auditor,  the  same  as  nomina- 
tlon.s  "for  otlier  county  offices. 

The  county  convention  shall  elect 
delegates  to  the  judicial  district  con- 
vention, and  the  delegates  so  elected 
»hall  convene  at  a  place  selected  by 
the  judicial  district  central  committee 
on  tr.e  .second  Tuesday  in  April,  at  11 
o'clock  in  the  forenoon,  and  place  in 
nomination  a  majority  and  a  minority 
candidate  for  the  office  of  judge  of  the 
district  court   of  the  district. 

"In  counties  constituting  a  part  of  a 
senatorial  district,  the  county  conven- 
tion sliall  elect  delegates  to  the  legis- 
lative convention.  The  delegates  so 
elected  shall  convene  at  11  o'clock  a. 
m  on  the  second  Tuesday  of  April,  at  a 
place  within  the  district  selected  by 
the  legislative  central  committee  of  the 
district  to  nominate  majority  and  mi- 
nority candidates  for  the  legislative 
assembly. 

"In  a  county  constituting  one  or  more 
Bcnaiorial  distr.cts,  the  delegates  elect- 
ed at  the  caucuses  within  their  re- 
Bpectlve  districts  shall  constitute  the 
legislative  convention  of  the  district, 
and  they  shall  convene  immediately 
after  adjournment  of  the  county  con- 
vention, and  place  in  nomination  ma- 
jority and  minority  candidates  for 
members  of  the  legislative  assembly. 

••The    state    convention    of    eacn    po- 
litical party  s^all  convene  at  11  o'clock 
In    the   forenoon    of    the    third   Tuesday 
In    April    preceding    a    general    election, 
at  such  place  within   the  state  as  may 
be   selected    therefor    by    the   state   cen- 
tral committee  of  the  party.     The  state 
convention    shall    place    in    nomination 
malrrlty    arid    minority    candidates    for 
United  States  senator,  members  of  con- 
eres«    judges  of  the  supreme  court  and 
all   «iate   offices.     The  state  convention 
Bhafl    elect    delegates    to    the    national 
convention    of    its    party    and    place    In 
nomination    candidates    for    presidential 
electors,    If    It    be    the    purpose    of    the 
cariv   organization   as   such    to  partici- 
pate' in    the   election   of   a   president   of 
the    Unlttd    States;    but    only    majority 
candidates      for      presidential    electors 
Bha'l     be    nominated    and    their    names 
shall    not    be    placed    on    the    primary 
election   ballot."  ..„„ 

The  bill  then  takes  up  the  question 
of  rules  governing  state  conventions, 
the  so-called  unit  rule  being  tabooed, 
each  Individual  member  of  a  county 
delegation  being  voted,  although  the 
delegates  can  be  called  by  countjes  and 
the  vote  of  that  delegation  given  so 
many  for  and  so  many  against,  as  the 
case  may  be.  The  bill  then  takes  up 
the  question  of  voting  for  party  can- 
rliilAtes    being  as  follows: 

•The  votiiil  for  candidates  shall  con- 
tinue until  one  person  has  a  majority 
of  all  the  votes  cast,  and  such  person 
shall  be  declared  the  majority  nominee 
of  the  convention,  and  »!'«  P«''-«f'",.'^,f|^: 
ing  the  next  highest  number  of  votes 
shall  be  declared  the  minority  nominee 
of  the  convention.  ^     ^    , 

"No  convention  shall  ever  entertain, 
consider  or  vote  upon  any  motion  or 
nroDOsltion  to  make  the  nomination  of 
the  majoritv  candidate  unanimous  and 
any  and  everv  attempt  to  do  so  Is  here- 
by declared  to  be  subversive  of  the 
purpose   of   this   act  and   void.' 

The  primary  election  shall  be  held 
the  same  as  a  general  election  The 
ballots  of  the  different  political  par- 
tie-  shall  all  be  at  the  voting  polls 
and  no  one  person  can  vote  more  than 
one  party  ballot.  The  names  of  both 
?he  majtfrity  and  the  minority  candi- 
dates of  the  convcrtions  are  placed  on 
the  ballot,  the  majority  candidate  s 
name  being  placed  above  the  minor- 
ity   tandidates    name. 

With  reference  to  the  election  of 
United  States  senators,  the  bill  pro- 
vides that  the  party  candidates  receiv- 
ing the  highest  vote  shall  be  given  a 
certificate  of  nomination  by  the  secre- 
tary of  state,  which  shall  be  presented 
to  the  speaker  of  tiie  house  and  the 
T)re«»ldent  of  the  senate,  those  nominat- 
ed to  be  considered  the  party  -candi- 
dates before  the  legislative  assembly. 
The  legislative  pledge  or  act  by  whieli 
a  candidate  for  the  legislature  binds 
himself  to  vote  for  his  party  s  choice 
for  United  States  senator  is  cared  for 
In  the  following  manner: 

••Tl>e  acceptance  of  any  convention 
nomination  to  the  legislative  assembly 
Bhall  be  construed  as  a  pledge  on  the 
nart  of  the  person  so  accepting,  that  he 
will  vote  for  the  candidate  nomina  ed 
by  his  party  at  the  primary  elect  on 
for  United  States  senator,  unless  the 
candidate  for  the  legislative  assembly 
shall  publlclv  announce  In  the  oonven- 
?lon  nominating  him  that  he  will  not 
be  so  pledged,  or.  In  lieu  of  svich  an- 
Souncement  In  the  convention  he  may 
publish  a  notlee  to  the  same  effect  over

Case  Is  Held  Up  While 

Legal  Point  Is 

Argued. 


John  Carltiuist.  a  miner,  who  wa-s  in- 
jured in  the  Negaunee  mine  at  Negau- 
uoc.  Mich.,  seeks  to  recover  $20,000 
from  the  Cleveland-Cliffs  Iron  com- 
pany for  his  injuries.  Tlie  case  was 
called  in  di.strict  court  this  morning, 
and  after  some  testimony  had  been 
introduced,  was  held  up  until  this 
afternoon,  while  Judge  Dibell  took  a 
point  raised  by  the  defense  into  con- 
sideration. 

The  suit  is  brought  against  the 
Cleveland-Cliffs  Iron  company,  and  ser- 
vice was  made  on  that  corporation. 
Now,  it  is  claimed  by  the  defense,  that 
the  Negaunee  Mining  company  is  the 
owner  of  the  mine,  the  Cleveland-Cliffs 
people  having  only  a  small  interest. 
A  motion  was  made  to  vacate  the  ser- 
vice on  that  account,  and  the  Jury  was 
dismissed  until  2  o'clock  this  after- 
noon, while  the  court  took  the  matter 
under    advisement. 

Carlquist  attributes  his  injury  to  the 
failure  of  the  company  to  provide  tim- 
bers for  blocking  up  a  drift  after  a 
blast.  The  injury  occurred  on  April  3. 
1908.  Carlquist  and  liis  partntjr  had 
just  entered  the  drift  as  they  went  on 
shift  in  the  morning.  Carlquist  claims 
that  with  his  arm  resting  on  a  timber, 
he  looked  up  at  the  roof  of  the  drift 
and  just  at  tliat  moment  a  quantity  of 
loose  dirt  descended,  striking  his  arm. 
It  was  badly  smashed  and  now  is  still 
ai  the  elbow,  and  so  deformed  that  he 
will  never  be  able  to  use  it  again. 

It  Is  claimed  that  on  the  night  before 
the  accident,  after  the  men  working 
in  the  drift  had  blasted,  they  were  un- 
able to  rtnd  any  timbers  In  the  place 
where  they  were  usually  kept,  and  con- 
tinued to  work  through  the  night  with- 
out any  bracing  on  the  roof  where  the 
blast  had  loosened  the  dirt.  It  is 
claimed  the  shift  boss  had  been  in  the 
drift  at  3  o'clock  in  the  morning  and 
had  seen  conditions,  commenting  on 
them,  but  falling  to  do  anything  to 
remedy  them. 

Carlquist  was  on  the  stand  all  morn- 
ing until  the  adjournment  was  taken.

ORDINANCE  IS 
HELD  VALID 

Village  of  Hibbing  Al- 
lowed to  Fix  Fire 
Limits. 

The  ordinance  of  the  village  of  Hib- 
bing setting  tire  limits  and  prohibiting 
the  rebuilding  of  a  frame  building 
partially  destroyed  by  fire  unless  it  is 
made  fireproof  was  upheld  in  a  de- 
cision issued  by  Judge  Dibell  in  dis- 
trict   court    this    morning. 

The  restraining  order  secured  by 
Mrs.  Lizzie  Koski  against  Robert 
biratton  ,as  village  attorney,  and  oth- 
er officials  of  the  village  of  Hibbing, 
enjoining  them  from  interfering  with 
her  in  the  rebuilding  of  a  partially 
burned  building  owned  by  her,  is  va- 
cated   bv    the   court. 

The  case  was  of  some  local  interest 
at  Hibbing.  The  building  was  quite 
badly  burned,  and  the  commis.sion  de- 
cided that  it  should  not  be  reconstruct- 
ed unless  made  fireproof.  Tiie  village 
officials  threatened  to  enter  he  prem- 
ises and  tear  down  the  building  If 
the  repair  work  persisted,  and  Mrs. 
Koski  tlien  appealed  to  the  district 
court,  a  temporary  restraining  oriler 
being  secured.  The  order  Is  vacated 
by  the  decision  of  the  court  and  the 
woman  will  probably  be  required  to 
rebuild  so  as  to  make  the  structure 
fireproof.

To  the    Editor   of   The   Herald: 

The  Mesaha  Telephone  company  is  at 
present  removing  its  Instruments  at 
Grand  Hapids.  About  one-half  of  tlie 
same  are  ordered  out  by  customers,  and 
more  than  likely  the  balance  will  be 
ordered  out  soon.  Wliile  the  Increase 
in  rate  is  not  satisfactory,  it  is  not 
the  chief  bone  of  contention.  Previous 
to  the  year  1905.  the  exchange  was 
owned  and  controlled  by  the  Iron  Range 
Teleplione  company,  which  held  a  fran- 
chise under  agreement  to  give  long- 
distance service  before  1904.  but.  fail- 
ing to  fulfill  the  same  was,  on  June  12. 
1905,  served  with  a  notice  from  the 
village  council  to  install  long-distance 
service.  During  the  year  1904.  officials 
of  the  Mesaba  Telephone  company  ap- 
peared before  the  coimcll.  stating  that 
they  were  desirous  of  taking  over  the 
exchange:  that  they  would  remodel  it. 
end  would  give  the  village  a  better 
service;  also  that  they  would  fulfill  the 
conditions  promised  by  tiie  former  com- 
pany, with  reference  to  long-distance 
service.  An  ordinance  was  prepared, 
similar  to  the  one  under  which  the 
former  company  was  doing  business, 
and  was  one  of  the  files  at  the  end  of 
the  council  term,  March,  1905.  but  later 
one  was  passed  which  did  not  contain 
several  sections  relating  to  rates  and 
service,  although  the  council  supposed 
It  was  passing  an  ordinance  wlilch  had 
been  under  discussion  during  the  fall 
of  1904.  The  Mesaba  company  failed  to 
make  good  Its  promises,  and  the  serv- 
ice was  not  only  poorer,  and  more  un- 
satisfactory in  the  year  190S  than  at 
any  time  since  the  exchange  was  In- 
stalled, and  repeated  promises  did  not 
seem  to  help  any.  In  the  face  of  such 
service,  the  company  served  notice  of  a 
raise  in  rates,  and  the  council  at  once 
passed  an  ordinance  fixing  the  same 
at  the  price  which  was  the  basis  of 
rates  when  the  franchise  was  granted, 
but    the    company    has    by    Its    actions. 


refused  to  obey,  claiming  confiscation 
of  property,  but  has  not  endeavored, 
except  by  verbal  statements,  to  prove 
that  the  rates  were  unreasonable  and 
the  people,  being  tired  of  the  promises 
and  "con"  talk  are  glad  of  an  oppor- 
tunity to  get  rid  of  It.  The  movement 
now  is  for  an  independent  company, 
but  a  request  will  probably  be  sub- 
mitted to  the  voters  this  March  to 
have  a  municipal  Rxchange,  and  the 
same  would  undoubtedly  carry.  Tiie 
citizens  of  Grand  Rapids  do  not  ex- 
press themselves  as  willing  to  continue 
without  the  service  of  a  telephone  ex- 
change but  see  in  this  condition  an 
opening  to  get  rid  of  the  present  one, 
and  obtain  a  service  similar  to  that 
enjoyed  by  other  towns  of  this  size, 
and  the  arbitrary  actions  of  the  com- 
pany will  undoubtedly  put  it  out  of 
business  In  the  very  near  future.  Yours 
truly,  A    CITIZEN.

St.  Paul,  Minn..  Jan.  14.— (Special  to 
The  Herald.) — If  t'le  1.000.000  cows  In 
the  state  of  Minnesota  were  all  in  the 
butter  producing  business,  the  quantity 
of  butter  produced  would  be  tremen- 
dous and  would  flood  the  market.  The 
dairy  and  food  commission  has  issued 
a  report,  covering  the  creamery  pro- 
duction of  the  state  for  the  ten  years 
intervening  between  1897  and  1907.

Paris,  Jan.  15.  —  Fifty  thousand 
people  a  day  have  been  visiting  the 
first  exhibition  of  flying  machines  yet 
held. 

There  may  be  scoffers  who  think  the 
idea  of  an  exhibition  of  flying  ma- 
chines Is  premature,  but  when  the  first 
motor  cars  appeared  not  so  many  years 
ago  other  scoffers  called  them  interest- 
ing, but  not  Important, 

It  is  only  fifteen  years  since  M. 
Michelin.  whose  ousiness  turnover  low 
exceeds  $15,000,000  a  year,  was  a  lock- 
smith in  an  humble  way  of  busint.ss: 
.\l.  C'KiiK'iit,  wlu)  DOW-  employs  L',000 
hands,  was  an  apprentice  learning  to 
put  his  first  bicycle  togethor,  and  M. 
Darracti  whs  a  maker  of  iron  racks  tor 
holding    bottles. 

The  Wright  aeroplane  is  the  great 
attraction  of  the  show.  "Where  is  the 
Vrichte?"  Is  one  of  the  first  <iiifesiions 
asked,  that  being  as  near  as  a  French- 
man  can  get   to   pronouncing   Wiight. 

The  majority  of  the  spectators  ware 
not  aware  that  the  machine  they  were 
lioking  at  is  not  the  one  tn.it  holds  all 
f  e  records  of  the  i^lr.  bit  the  hrst 
Wright  machine  made  in  the  work- 
sliops  at  Dunkirk.  The  historic  aero- 
plane of  Le  Mans  is  the  property  of 
Lazare  Weiller,  who  has  refused  $20,- 
000  for  it.  -^ 

A  Dlritcible  Balloon. 
Next  to  the  Wrigiit  machine  in  inter- 
est comes  tiie  dirigible  balloon  Vllle  de 
Bordeaux.  Fully  inflated  it  hangs 
above  the  crowd.  stretching  nearly 
across  the  Grand  Palais.  The  car  comes 
down  almost  to  the  level  of  the  heads 
of  the  people  and  a  staircase  is  placed 
so  that  spectators  can  ascend  and  walk 
about  the  platform  of  the  car  and  ad- 
mire the  two  Hotchkiss  mitrailleuses 
with  which  it  is  fitted.  Two  ordinary 
balloons  are  on  show,  also  fully  In- 
rlated. 

The  place  of  honor  in  the  aeroplane 
section  is  given  to  the  Avion,  designed 
and  built  eleven  years  ago  by  a 
French  engineer  named  Ader.  The 
machine  resembles  a  huge  bat  and  is 
driven   by   a  steam   engine. 

It  was  built  for  the  war  department, 
and  officers  alone  were  present  on  the 
only  two  occasions  it  was  tested. 

Wright's  first  flight  with  a  motor- 
moved  machine  was  on  Dec.  17.  1903. 
over  six  years  later.  At  the  second 
test,  despite  a  strong  wind.  M.  Ader 
succeeded  in  flying  250  yards,  but  was 
unable  to  steer  the  machine  along  the 
given  course,  a  circle.  It  was  driven 
off  at  a  tangent  and  in  landing  was 
considerably   damaged. 

The  military  authorities  abandoned 
the  whole  affair,  although  they  had 
previously  granted  the  Inventor  a  sub- 
sidy of  $100,000.  Utterly  discouraged. 
M  Ader  destroyed  his  manuscripts  and 
machines,  except  the  Avion,  and  so 
ended  twenty  years'  incessant  work 
and  an  expenditure  of  $2  10,000  of  his 
own  money.  The  inventor's  friends  say 
that  an  earlier  machine  of  his.  the 
Kole.  flew  fifty  yards  at  the  Chateau 
d'ArmainviUe   on   Oct.    9.   1890. 

M  Bierlot,  who  has  invented  and 
built  eleven  flying  machines,  has  three 
on  show,  two  monoplanes  and  one  bi- 
plane. The  latter,  as  yet  untried.  Is 
very  like  the  Wright  machine  in  its 
outlines. 

The  Monoplane. 
Robert  Esnault-Pelteria  clings  to  the 
monoplane.  At  the  end  of  each  wing 
is  a  small  bicycle  wheel,  and  the  aero- 
plane is  supported  by  a  single  wheel  In 
the  middle.  Resting  on  this  middle 
wheel  and  one  of  the  wing  wheels,  the 
apparatus  Is  started  by  its  propellers. 
As  the  motion  quickens  the  wing  leaves 
the  ground,  and  when  It  becomes  suf- 
ficiently rapid  the  aeroplane  flies. 

Under  the  cupola  is  a  tiny  aeroplane 
built  by  Santos-Dumont  and  called  the 
Demoiselle.  It  is  so  small  that  It  looks 
like  a  toy.  The  stretch  of  Its  wings  is 
not  six  yards,  and  its  total  surface  is 
not  ten  yards  square.  The  total  weight. 
In  working  order  is  only  4  40  pounds, 
allowing  110  pounds  for  the  pilot.  San- 
tos-Dumont does  not  exceed  that 
weight.  ,  .  , 

Farman's  machine  is  on  view,  also 
its  twin  brother.  Delagrange's.  There 
are  models  bv  the  score,  their  makers 
all  prepared  to  demonstrate  that  the 
problem  of  aviation  is  definitely  solved. 
And  tiiousands  of  visitors  take  an  in- 
telligent Interest  in  them,  visitors  of 
all  ages  and  classes,  and  all  go  home 
convinced  that  France  is  leading  the 
way  in  a  new  science  and  that  no 
other  country  could  hold  a  slmiUar  ex- 
hibition.

SCHOOLMASTER 
WAS  FINED  $40 


For  Moral  and  Intellec- 
tual Damages  teHis 
Pupils. 

Paris,  Jan.  15. — A  Dijon  schoolmaster 
has  just  been  fined  $40  and  costs  for 
moral  and  intellectual  damages  to  a 
pupil.  Morizot.  a  teacher  of  the  local 
communal  school.  was  proceeded 
against  by  the  father  of  one  of  his 
pupils,  for  having  in  a  mixed  class  of 
children  given  utterance  to  anti-re- 
ligious, antl-patrlotlc  and  grossly  Im- 
moral teaching. 

The  defendant,  in  addressing  his  pu- 
pils during  school  hours,  is  said  to 
have  described  the  French  army  as  a 
band  of  ruffians,  to  have  contended 
that  the  Germans  were  right  in  killing 
off.  during  the  war  In  1870,  French 
infants  in  their  cradles  and  to  have 
characterized  those  who  believed  in 
God  as  being  little  better  than  fools, 
adding  that  the  only  true  God  was  a 
well  filled  purse. 

The  Injured  father  first  applied  to 
the  administration  chiefs,  but  the  au- 
thorities of  public  instruction  refused  to 
listen  to  him,  so  he  entered  a  legal  ac- 
tion, claiming  $400  by  way  of  moral 
and  Intellectual  damages  for  the  wrong 
done  his  son. 

The  court  decided  that  it  was  incom- 
petent to  hear  the  action  and  said  that 
the  defendant's  utterances  were,  after 
all.  merely  a  matter  of  opinion  and 
that  the  case  was  one  for  the  educa- 
tional authorities    themselvos  to  settle.

mm  A  RIVER

How  Roch«ter  and  New 

York  Central  VVork 

Together. 

Rochester,  N.  Y.,  Jan.  15, — The  city 
of  Rochester,  and  the  New  York  Cen- 
tral railroad  are  co-ojierating  on  a 
plan  to  build  a  new  station  In  that 
city.  It  Is  proposed  to  build  the  depot 
over  the. Genesee  river,  a  small  stream 
which  divides  the  city  In  ttvo  sections. 
Twin  boulevards  on  w^ched  viaducts 
over  the  water  and  along  the  banks  of 
the  river,  uniting  in  one  broad  en- 
trance to  the  station  alp«!  a  part  of  the 
plan. 

The  physicett  surroundings  of  the 
river  site  for^.Hie  pasitenger  station 
add  very  mat^ally  to  the  plan  from 
an  artistic  standpoint.  The  wide,  ele- 
vated boulevards  and  the  spacious 
plazas  will  be  attractive.  The  rocky 
bed  of  the  river,  the  shallowness  of 
the  water  for  the  greater  part  of  the 
year  and  the  elevated  tracks,  about 
twenty  feet  above  the  neighborlag 
streets,  make  an  econoralcal  and  con- 
venient station  design. 

The  widening  vista  down  the  river 
with  the  broad  facade  of  the  station 
spanning  the  stream  will  present  a 
pretty  and  unusual  setting. 

Arcade  buildings  like  those  on  the 
Rue  de  Rlvoll.  Paris,  are  to  cover  the 
sidewalk  along:  each  boulevard  from 
the  principal  street  to  the  plaza.  They 
are  intended  to  mask  the  rear  of  the 
stores  and  factories  that  line  the  banks 
of  the  river.  They  will  also  produce 
revenue  for  the  abutting  property 
owners. 

The  general  idea  of  the  terminal  as 
planned  by  Wliltam  J.  Wllgus.  chief 
engineer  of  tlw  New  Yoik  Central  rail- 
road, is  to  combine  uillity,  conveni- 
ence and  beauty.  The  city's  business 
men,  repres.intlng  dlversifled  Interests, 
the  mayor  and  th«.  ralli  oad  are  work- 
ing together. 

The  railroad  had  already  purchased 
a  site  for  the  new  station  which  was 
not  satisfactory  to  the  Rochester  citi- 
zens because  H  wa»  In  an  undesirable 
location  and  Was  not  to  be  artistic. 
There  was  a  strong  st^ntiment  for  a 
"Beautiful  Rochester."  A  delegation  of 
Rochester  citizens  went  to  New  York 
city  and  conferred  with  the  railroad 
engineer  and  bther  officials.  The  first 
plan  was  abandorwed  and  the  plan  for  a 
station  over  th^  rjver  \/Sis  adopted. 

ITS  DIAMOND  TRADEHEAVY. 

Germany  Has'shipped  13,000  Carats 
Since  Sept.  15. 

Berlin,  Jan.  15. — According  to  infor- 
mation supplied  to  the  Frankfurter 
Zeitung,  the  amount  of  diamonds  found 
in  the  neighborhood  of  Luderitz  bay 
and  shipped  since  Sept.  15  is  13,000  car- 
ats, and  the  last  lot  shipped  realized  a 
price  of  $7.25  a  carat.  While  these  fig- 
ures are  better  than  those  of  previous 
independent  estimates,  they  do  not  go 
far  to  support  the  optimism  of  the  "ex- 
pert geologist."  who  informed  Herr 
Dernburg  that  there  might  eventually 
be  an  output  of  5.000  carats  a  day,  and 
well  Informed  financial  circles  are  In- 
clined to  take  a  modest  view  of  the 
prospects  of  the  Ge-man  diamond 
trade.  It  is  stated  that  Herr  Dern- 
burg's  expert  Informant  was  a  dia- 
mond merchant  named  A''oit. 

The  Amsterdam  correspondent  of  the 
Frankfurter  Zeitung  says  that  the 
news  of  fresh  finds  of  diamonds  Is  wel- 
come in  Holland,  because  It  Is  feared 
that  an  increase  In  the  supply  may 
tend  to  lower  prices.  He  adds,  how- 
ever that  the  German  reports  are  re- 
garded in  Holland  as  exaggerated,  and 
that  the  president  of  the  Amsterdam 
Diamond  Workers'  union  has  declared 
that  it  is  practically  mpossible  that 
diamond  mines  can  exi.st  in  the  places 
where  stray  stones  have  been  found. 
According  to  this  authority  the  Am- 
sterdam diamond  cutting  trade  has 
nothing  to  fear  from  German  competi- 
tion.   

M'VEY  CONSIDERING. 

May  Not  Accept  University  Presi- 
dency Until  Later. 

St.  Paul,  Minn..^Jan.  14. — (Special  to 
The  Herald.) — The^te  if  a  possibility 
that  Franklin  J^.  J^Vty  of  the  state 
tax  commissioor' who  h£.s  been  selected 
for  the  presldeaiuy  of  tie  University  of 
North  Dakota,  "tnay  not  sever  his  con- 
nection with  the*  comml»islon  until  June. 
He  is  understood  t^  have  asked  Gov- 
ernor Johnson  to  be  allowed  to  re- 
main   until    that    time.   „        ^     ^

Thrilling   Sensation   of 

Being  Caught  in  a 

Cyclone  Cloud. 


New  York.  Jan.  15. — "Thrilling  ex- 
periences?" repeated  Leo  Stevens.  "Oh, 
sure:  You  get  them  in  ballooning, 
naturally.  In  a  wey  It'B  like  leaving 
suddenly  for  a  new  world  and  getting 
there  in  a  few  minutes — a  strange  land 
of  wonderful  sights  and  sensations, 
great  air  currents,  clouds,  rainbows, 
snow  and  rain  factories,  cyclones — yes, 
don't  forget  cyclones. 

"My  most  dangerous  experience  came 
just  last     summer — after   twenty-three 

years   of   ballooning. 

"Allan  Hawlev  and  I  made  an  asceni. 
at  Pittsfleld,  Mass.,  taking  along  a 
young  chauffeur  from  the  city,  of 
whom  the  local  Aero  club  wished  tu 
make  a  licensed  pilot. 

"A  licensed  pilot,  you  know,  must 
have  made  in  all  at  least  ten  ascents, 
two  of  which  must  be  conducted  under 
a  regular  pilot,  one  alone  and  one  at 
night." 

Stevens  stopped  and  chuckled.  "This 
young  chap  got  all  his  experience  con- 
centrated In  this  one  trip.  I  guess,  and 
Mr.  Hawley  and  I  each  had  a  new 
one. 

"We  went  up  very  nicely — straight 
up  for  a  few  thousand  feet — and  then 
floated  away  from  the  cit.v  toward 
Dalton,  a  suburb.  It  was  a  fine,  clear 
day,  the  weather  predictions  were  fav- 
orable, and  when  we  struck  our  course 
we  began  plotting  on  the  map,  just 
liow  far  we  should  go  and  about  where 
we  might  land. 

"Just  over  Dalton  the  balloon  stop- 
ped for  a  moment  and  circled  easily 
back  toward  Pittsfleld.

Just 
east  of  the  city  we  stopped  again  and 
came  back  In  a  narrower  circuit,  more 
swiftly  this  time,  and  so  around  again 
and  again,  swifter,  swifter,  swifter — 
and  then,  as  Quick  as  a  flash,  we 
plunged  into  night: 

"There  was  a  great  long  streak  of

of  a  cataract.  We  were  still  circling, 
but  in  such  a  small,  fast  circumference 
tliat  it  made  us  dizzy.  And  all  the 
time  there  was  rasping,  grating  noise 
under  the  basket. 

"  'We're   scraping    the   tops   of  trees!' 


yelled  the  boy.  and  that  was  the  last 
thing  1  heard  him  say.  Suddenly  there 
was  a  flash  of  light,  and  Hawley  leaned 
over   the    car."

Struggling  against  a  cyclone  is  like 
dealing  with  a  balky  wild  beast — you  d 
best  lie  low  till  each  gets  good  na- 
tured.  ,     ^  , 

••Wefl,  we  got  to  the  end  of  that  long 
funnel  after  a  while,  and  seemed  to  pop 
out  suddenly  upon  what  looked  like  a 
dark,  billowy  sea.  Then  we  began  to 
descend. 

"I  remember  hoping  that  we  would 
not  land  on  Mount  Greylock.  We  were 
going  down  fast  and  threw  out  most 
of  our  sand,  then  our  rugs,  carrying 
cover   and    lunch   baskets. 

"Suddenly  the  ground  loomed  up 
and  I  saw  an  open  field  and  farmhouse. 
A  man  was  plowing  and  I  yelled  at 
him.  He  thought  some  one  was  call- 
ing to  him  from  the  front  of  the  house 
and  hurried  away,  leaving  his  horses. 
We  were  coming  down  directly  over 
them  and  I  threw  out  my  last  half 
sack  of  sand.  The  balloon  stopped, 
quivered  a  moment,  floated  away  and 
landed    nicely.

All  these  ladles  are  excessively 
intelligent  and  amusing,  but  1  want  to 
see  what  the  young  ones  are  like." 

He  himself  has  left  a  small  harem  of 
six  yiung  wives  at  Teheran.  He  has 
already  fallen  in  love  with  a  young 
Polish  debutante  whom  he  met  at  a 
party  given  by  the  Perslon  consul  and 
to  whom  he  proposed  the  next  day.  The 
girl's  parents  did  not  seem  Inclined  to 
accept  this  princely  suitor,  possibly  on 
account   of  the   six    wives   In   Teheran. 

Scarcely  less  interesting  Is  the 
prince's  private  secretary.  being  no 
less  a  personage  than  the  French 
author  who  writes  under  the  name  of 
Pierre  de  Caulevaln.  This  lady  is  half 
Russian,  her  mother  being  a  Princess 
Wolkowska.  and  was  married  to  a 
Russian,  Count  Wikulinow.  Her  book 
on  England  made  a  sensation  a  year 
or  two  back. 

Countess  Wikulinow  is  a  great  ad- 
mirer of  England  and  English.  She 
went  to  Persia  with  the  intention  of 
founding  a  French  school  In  Teheran 
for  the  daugliters  of  Persian  nobles. 
The  Medjlis  was  to  give  her  a  charter, 
but  when  this  body  was  dispersed  by 
the  shah  she  left  the  country  with  the 
prince  at  his  urgent  request  that  she 
would  help  him  during  the  first  weeks 
spent   in   new  surroundings. 

The  countess  is  a  brilliant  linquist 
and  a  most  Interesting  conversational- 
ist. She  Intends  sliortly  to  publish  a 
book    upon    Persian    customs.

Twice  as  Many  Students 

Could  be  Accomodated, 

Says  He. 


"The  Duluth  state  normal  school 
could  accommodate  fully  twice  as 
many  students  with  a  comparatively 
small  addition  to  the  teaching  force.  \t 
another  dormitory  sliould  be  construct- 
ed." declared  J.  L.  Washburn  of  the 
normal  board  today,  when  discussing 
the  needs  of  the  normal  schools. 

Mr.  Washburn  stated  that  there  were 
so  many  things  that  should  be  done 
that  he  had  concluded  to  remain  on  the 
board,  as  Governor  Johnson  and  many 
others  seemed  to  desire  it.  Dormitory 
accommodations  are  the  great  need  of 
the  Duluth  school,  paramount  to  all 
others,   he  said. 

"The  benefit  of  dormitories  to  the 
school,"  continued  Mr.  Washburn,  "has 
come  to  be  thoroughly  recognized.  The 
additional  facilities  for  culture  and  the 
home  life  furnished  by  them  make  them 
no  small  part  of  the  school  equipment. 
Added  to  that,  the  cost  of  board  in  the 
citv  of  Duluth  to  young  women  coming 
here  from  the  outside  is  substantially 
prohibitive. 

"The  dormitories  when  constructed 
have  been  self-sustaining.  In  the  city 
of  Dulutli  we  have  been  able  to  furnish 
rooms  and  board  at  $15  fftr  Wionth  and 
give  to  the  occupants  of  the  dormitory 
wholesom  efood,  well  and  properly 
cooked,  and  the  surroundings  in  the 
hall  are  ideal.  Miss  Pettiglll.  who  has

mestic  science  department  in  the 
school,  has  no  superior  in  her  line  any- 
where. Parents  from  out  of  the  city 
can  feel  absolutely  secure  in  sending 
their  children  to  the  school  If  they  can 
have  such  a  home. 

•The  state  normal  board  has  recom- 
mended tliat  $65,000  be  appropriated 
for  an  additional  hall  at  the  Duluth 
school.  Tliev  have  also  recommended 
the  construction  of  one  of  the  wings 
which  was  omitted  from  the  building 
when  it  was  first  erected.  This  wing 
would  be  used  for  model  school  pur- 
poses and  would  enable  us  to  doUhle 
the  capacltv,  at  least,  of  our  practice 
schools.  The  plan  Is  to  obtain  the 
dormitory  out  of  the  first  years  appro- 
priation, one  wing  to  the  building  out 
of  the  second  year's  appropriation,  and 
then  when  the  next  legislature  meets, 
go  to  It  for  the  other  wing  of  the 
building,  in  which  latter  wing  we  could 
have  library  room,  gymnasium  and 
possiblv  a  better  auditorium,  and  with 
these  things  done,  this  school  can  take 
care  of  300  normal  students  and  nearly 
as  many  model  school  pupils. 

"I  would  like  the  people  of  this  city 
to  appreciate  the  benefit  this  school, 
this  state  institution,  is  to  this  locality 
and  to  appreciate  the  service  It  is  ren- 
dering the  state.  It  is  an  Institution 
that  is  not  being  run  with  any  clamor 
or  with  the  jingling  of  bells  or  the 
sounding  of.  trumpets,  but  it  is  stand- 
ing for  a  high  ideal,  and  is  manitainlng 
a  high  standard  of  requirement  in 
those  it  sends  out  to  teach.  There  Is  a 
corps  of  teachers  at  work  in  this 
school  who  have  no  superiors  in  any 
school  in  this  state.

NOW  FOR  ACTION. 

Attorney  General  George  T.  Simpson  yesterday  ren- 
dered an  opinion  to  the  effect  that  the  legislature  has 
power  at  this  session  to  prescribe  the  bounds  of  the  legis- 
lative districts  of  the  state.  In  his  opinion  Mr.  Simpson 
concurs  in  the  opinion  of  Former  Attorney  General 
Young  rendered  a  year  ago.  The  constitution  of  the 
state  prescribes  that  "at  their  first  session  after  each 
(state)  enumeration  so  made,  and  also  at  their  first  ses- 
sion after  each  enumeration  made  by  the  authority  of  the 
United  States"  the  legislature  shall  have  power  to  pre- 
scribe the  bounds  of  congressional  a/id  legislative  dis- 
tricts. The  attorney  general's  office  holds  that  the  word 
"first"  is  clearly  directory  and  that  if  the  reapportionment 
is  not  made  at  the  first  session,  the  legislature  may  do  it 
at  the  next  session. 

The  state  constitution  also  provides  that  "the  repre- 
sentation in  both  houses  shall  be  apportioned  equally 
throughout  the  different  sections  of  the  state  in  propor- 
tion to  the  population  thereof."  The  representation  is 
now  notoriously  unequal.  The  matter  has  been  thor- 
oughly discussed  and  the  need  of  reapportionment  is  ad- 
mitted by  all.  but  there  is  some  reluctance  to  act  owmg 
to  the  fact  that  some  sections  of  the  state  must  neces- 
sarily suffer  a  loss  of  representation  in  any  reapportion- 
ment that  may  be  made.  It  is  therefore  a  public  duty  of 
the  highest  importance  to  the  people  they  serve  that  the 
newspapers  of  Central  and  Northern  Minnesota  shall  set 
this  matter  forth  in  their  every  issue  with  facts,  figures 
and  opinion  to  the  end  that  the  members  of  the  legisla- 
ture may  be  encouraged  and  commanded  to  proceed  m 
this  matter  and  to  establish  justice  where  injustice  now 

prevails. 

The  press  of  the  state  has  a  most  important  duty  to 
perform.  It  has  never  yet  failed  in  Minnesota  to  respond 
to  such  a  call  and  it  will  not  fail  this  time. 


is  composed  of  eminent  men  of  all  parties  and  is  now 
actively  at  work  to  secure  a  national  law  similar  to  that 
of  New  York.  Such  a  bill  has  passed  the  house  and  is 
now  in  the  senate.  That  it  will  ultimately  be  enacted  into 
law  cannot  be  doubted.

His 
great  interest  in  this  feature  of  the  state's  educational 
system,  arr  interest  which  as  gone  to  the  length  of  com- 
manding both  his  time  and  means  to  an  unusual  extent, 
has  been  recognized  by  his  colleagues  as  one  of  the 
most  valuable  educational  forces  in  the  state.  His  con- 
sent to  accept  reappointment  has  therefore  been 
anxiously  sought  and  will  be  received  with  a  realization 
of  the  great  value  to  the  state  of  a  continuation  of  such 
services. 

To  the  Duluth  normal  school  Mr.  Washburn  has 
been  most  helpful.  He  has  been  a  very  present  help  in 
every  time  of  need  and  his  devotion  to  the  needs  of  the 
school  and  his  active  interest  in  its  actual  work  has 
been  an  inspiration  to  the  local  board,  to  the  faculty 
and  to  the  student  body  alike. 

The  appointment  is  one  that  sought  the  man,  and 
the  people  of  Duluth  and  of  the  state  are  glad  that  it 
has  been  able  to   retain   his  services.

A  SUDDEN  SOLUTION. 

There  are  few  states  of  the  Union  which  have  not  on 
their  statute  books  a  corrupt  practices  act  of  some  kind. 
There  are  no  states  in  which  these  acts  accomplish  in  the 
slightest  measure  the  lessening  of  the  evils  which  they 
are  aimed  at.  Minnesota  has  such  a  law  and  it  is  just  a^ 
ineffective  as  it  is  in  other  states. 

The  demand  for  some  means  by  which  to  check  the 
widespread  and  constantly  increasing  corruption  in  politi- 
cal elections  caused  the  enactment  of  all  the  corrupt 
practices  acts.  It  was  hoped  that  by  compelling  candi- 
dates to  swear  to  a  statement  of  their  expenses  the  pur- 
poses for  which  money  was  spent  in  elections  would  be 
laid  bare  and  that  men  would  thereby  be  deterred  from 
spending  e.xcept  for  legitimate  purposes.  But  in  actual 
practice  it  was  soon  discovered  that  under  the  conditions 
imposed  by  established  political  conditions  it  is  impos- 
sible for  any  man.  having  opposition,  to  be  nominated 
for  or  elected  to  any  office  with  the  expenditure  of  the 
amount  of  money  allowed  by  the  statute.  There  are 
exceptions,  but  they  are  very  unusual.  The  inevitable 
result  is  that  candidates  for  office  have  filed  the  report 
provided  by  law.  but  have  somehow  compounded  with 
their  consciences,  or  have  entirely  disregarded  that  small 
but  insistent  inner  voice,  and  have  made  their  affidavits 
tc  only  such  portion  of  their  expenses  as  they  have  been 
pleased  to  single  out  from  the  others  as  worthy  of  public 
scrutiny.  The  law  is  a  dead  letter.  It  is  neither  re- 
spected nor  observed  by  any  one. 

But  we  have  suddenly  accomplished  in  another  way, 
and  practically  without  the  compulsion  of  law,  the  object 
sought  for  in  the  corrupt  practices  act.  We  have  com- 
pelled publicity  for  campaign  contributions,  with  the 
result  that  there  was  in  the  recent  national  campaign,  an 
almost  total  cessation  of  contributions  from  corpora- 
tions and  from  other  sources  which  put  the  successful 
candidate  under  obligations  which  directly  contiicted  with 
the  duty  he  owed  to  the  whole  people. 

The  change  in  sentiment  in  regard  to  such  contr!bu- 
lions  has  been  revolutionary.  It  is  only  a  very,  very 
short  while  ago  that  Mark  Hanna  openly  and  without 
comment,  except  the  comment  of  wonder  and  admiration 
for  his  genius,  financed  a  national  campaign  and  elected 
a  president  and  rewarded  himself  for  his  work  with  a 
seat  in  the  United  States  senate  and  the  practical  dictator- 
ship of  his  party.  Today  such  a  thing  is  impossible;  it 
has  been  impossible  for  some  little  time.  Very  little 
money  that  carried  any  obligation  with  it  was  contributed 
to  either  great  political  party  in  the  recent  campaign. 
In  contrast  to  Mark  Hanna,  who  openly  levied  and  col- 
lected his  political  assessments,  Charles  P.  Taft,  the 
brother  of  the  Republican  candidate,  supplied  from  h- 
private  pocket  the  largest  single  contribution  of  the 
campaign.  Hanna  took  his  sear  in  the  United  States 
senate  as  his  natural  and  legitimate  reward;  the  senti- 
ment of  the  country,  revolutionized,  denied  a  similar 
honor  to  Taft. 

This  revolution  in  methods  has  been  brought  about 
by  means  of  a  public  sentiment  which  has  been  defined 
by  Perry  Belmont,  president  of  the  National  Publicity 
Law  Organization  in  the  following  words:  "It  is  now 
the  accepted  opinion  that  a  contributor  to  a  political  com- 
mittee has  no  right  to  secrecy.  The  false  conception  that 
in  respect  to  political  contributions  the  individual  has 
the  right  to  use  his  money  as  he  sees  fit  no  longer  exists 
In  disregard  of  long  established  restrictions  upon  the  use 
of  money  in  elections.  It  is  now  admitted  that  campaign 
fund  publicity  is  not  an  unnecessary  interference  with 
alleged  individual  rights,  and  that  publicity  is  essential  in 
determining  the  propriety  of  motives  prompting  political 
contributions." 

The  society  of  which  Mr.  Belmont  is  president  is 
directly  responsible  for  the  only  campaign  fund  publicity 
law  in  the  country,  the  New  York  law,  whose  provisions 
were  practically  followed  by  both  the  Democratic  and 
Republican  parties  in  the  recent  campaign.    This  society 


SUNDAY  EVENING  NEWSPAPER. 

The  irtepressible  Frank  A.  Munsey  just  delights  to  do 
something  that  nobody  else  has  done,  and  the  more 
things  of  that  kind  he  can  do,  the  better  pleased  he  is. 
He  is  to  the  magazine  world  what  Hearst  is  to  news- 
paperdom — the  uneasy,  the  specious,  the  sensational. 
Anything  to  make  people  talk  is  the  motto  of  Hearst 
and  of  Munsey.  Magazines  and  newspapers  occupy 
different  spheres  of  thought  and  action,  but  granting 
this  difference,  Munsey  and  Hearst  are  much  the  same. 

Mr.  Munsey's  newest  announcement  is  that  he  will 
publish  a  Sunday  evening  newspaper.  Mr.  Munsey 
entered  the  newspaper  field  some  time  ago  and  is  the 
owner  of  the  Washington  Times,  the  Boston  Journal 
and  the  Baltimore  News.  He  occasionally  gives  a  little 
thought  to  their  management.  Few  things  appeal  to  Mr. 
Munsey  unless  they  are  new — the  new  attracts  every- 
body's attention,  is  always  a  valuable  advertisement,  and 
is  more  easily  made  over  into  dollars  than  anything  else. 
Mr.  Munsey  appreciates  all  these  things,  particularly  the 
dollars,  as  he  quite  frankly  says  in  his  reply  to  the  pro- 
tests of  Cardinal  Gibbons  and  other  church  men  on  this 
subject,  and  he  proposes  to  work  his  newest  new  dis- 
covery for  all  there  is  in  it.  His  argument  for  a  Sunday 
evening  paper  is  very  characteristic  of  the  man.    He  says: 

"There  is  no  sane  argument  against  doing  a 
thing  because  it  is  not  being  done,  or  because  it 
never  l.as  been  done.  The  fact  that  there  is  now 
no  Sunday  evening  newspaper  in  America  does  not 
weigh  heavily  again.st  the  idea.  If  there  are  any 
reasons  why  we  should  not  have  a  Sunday  evening 
newspaper,  they  are  vital,  not  conventional.  Con- 
vention is  often  accepted  as  a  reason,  but  there  is 
no  reason  in  it.  It  is  mere  usage,  habit,  and  this 
habit  is  sometimes  well  founded  and  sometimes  not. 
The  Sunday  morning  newspaper  is  an  accepted  fact. 
It  is  no  "longer  a  question  of  discussion.  It  is  as 
conventional  a  thing  as  any  weekday  morning 
paper.  It  has  crystallized  into  a  necessity,  as  all 
daily  papers  have.  To  cut  it  out  now  would  be 
Impossible.  If  the  Sunday  morning  newspaper,  why 
not   the   Sunday   evening   newspaper?" 

How  reasonable  this  all  is — providing  you  do  not  stop 
to  think  that  the  sum  total  of  the  argument  amounts  to 
nothing  at  all!  Mr.  Munsey.  too,  is  quite  tickled  with 
the  argument  that  a  Sunday  evening  paper  "completes 
the  scheme  of  publicity — a  well-rounded-out  and  well- 
ordered  news  service."  The  mental  machinery  of  the 
people  is  as  alert  on  Sunday  as  on  any  other  day  and 
Mr.  Munsey  is  appalled  by  the  spectacle  of  a  "broken 
service,"  of  an  aching  void  of  twelve  whole  hours  without 
the  shrill  cry  of  the  newspaper  boy.  We  do  not  fast 
from  eating  on  Sunday,  he  says,  and  that  we  should 
fast  from  the  news  of  the  world  from  Sunday  morning 
to  Monday  morning  is  "illogical  and  unsound."  When 
the  shops  and  theaters  are  closed  Sunday  evenings  and 
the  lid  is  on  and  the  people  are  at  home  they  need  a 
newspaper,  he  declares. 

Mr.  Munsey's  Sunday  evening  edition  may  be  a  hit 
with  the  people  already  groaning  under  a  heavy  burden 
of  print  paper  every  Sunday  morning  but  we  doubt  it. 
We  Americans  are  a  most  restless,  aggressive  people,  and 
we  seldom  stop  to  rest,  it  is  true,  but  there  is  a  growing 
conviction  that  it  will  be  good  for  our  health  to  take  at 
least  a  part  of  the  rest  that  Sunday  was  made  to  provide 
us  with.  Mr.  Munsey  may  make  money  with  his  new 
venture  but  he  will  not  make  for  the  uplift  of  the  people 
with  it,  and  this  is  true  even  if  we  leave  the  ethical 
aspect  of  the  matter  entirely  out  of  the  question.

CONTINUED  COLD 


The  cold  snap 
came  as  predicted, 
but  it  was  hardly 
as  severe  as  the 
weather  man  ex- 
pected, and  the 
lowest  point  readi- 
ed was  8  degs.  be- 
low zero.  The 
cold  will  probably 
continue  through  tonight,  but  it  is  ex- 
pected to  moderate  tomorrow,  and 
there    will    be  some   snow    flurries. 

A  year  ago  today  it  was  snowing, 
and  the  temperature  was  about  the 
same   as   today. 

The  sun  rose  this  morning  at  7:50  a. 
m.  and  will  set  this  afternoon  at  4:46. 
making  eight  hours  and  fifty-six  min- 
utes of  sunlight. 

Mr.  Richardson  makes  the  follow- 
ing comment  on  weather  conditions: 
"The  Alberta-Saskatchewan  cold 
wave  extends  eastward  to  and  includ- 
ing Lake  Superior  with  the  highest 
pressure  overlying  Manitoba.  Zero 
weather  prevails  In  Alberta,  Saskat- 
chewan, Manitoba.  Western  Ontario. 
Northern  Michigan,  Northern  Wiscon- 
sin. Minnesota,  the  Dakotas  and  Mon- 
tana, the  coldest  being  36  degs  below 
at  Prince  Albert.  Temperatures  have 
risen  in  Atlantic  states  and  through- 
out the  Far  Northwest,  due  to  low 
pressure  areas  central  off  the  New 
England  coasts.  During  the  past 
twenty-four  hours  these  disturbances 
caused  rain  or  snow  over  the  lower 
Misissippi  and  Ohio  valleys.  Atlantic 
and  Gulf  states.  South  Dakota,  the  up- 
per Rocky  mountains,  plateau  region 
and  Pacific  states.  Indications  favor 
snow  flurries  at  the  Head  of  Lakes 
tonight  and  Saturday  and  moderating 
temperature   Saturday."

That    Franked   Typewriter. 

Chicago  Dally  News:  In  the  midst 
of  the  uproar  which  has  followed  the 
president's  letter  on  Senator  Tillman, 
the  fact  has  come  out  that  the  pic- 
turesque South  Carolinian  lately  at- 
tempted to  make  use  of  his  franking 
privilege  to  cover  the  transportation 
by  mall  of  a  typewriter  from  his  home 
to  Washington.  The  postmaster  as 
the  capital  held  that  an  article  of  this 
kind  was  not  frankable,  and  that  the 
senator  would  have  to  pay  postage  ac 
full  letter  rate  before  he  could  get 
possession  of  the  machine.  Senator 
Tillman  refused  to  pay  the  $16  asked 
of  him,  saying  that  the  typewriter  be- 
longed to  tiie  government  and  that  he 
was  not  interested  to  the  extent  of  $16 
in  getting  pos>!ession  of  it.  ,  ,    ^ 

Occasional  Instances  of  this  kind 
serve  to  enlighten  the  public  as  to  how 
the  franking  privilege  is  abused.  If 
Senator  Tillman,  in  the  course  of  his 
duties  as  a  public  official,  needed  .to 
have  a  typewriter  sent  from  one  place 
to  another,  the  cost  of  shipment  should 
have  gone  into  an  expense  account. 
Presumably,  however,  it  would  have 
been  cheaper  for  the  government  to 
send  the  machine  by  express  than  to  let 
It  cumber  the  mails. 

The  chief  trouble  with  the  franking 
privilege  is  that  it  leads  to  waste.  Be- 
cause It  costs  nothing  to  send  an  article 
through  the  malls,  under  the  franking 
privilege,  the  malls  are  burdened  with 
non-paying  matter.  It  is  short-sighted, 
however,  to  say  tliat  It  costs  nothing 
to  have  this  service  performed.  It 
would  be  far  better  If  the  franking 
privilege  were  done  a-way  with  alto- 
gether, except  perhaps  for  the  business 
of  the  postofflce  department  Itself,  and 
each  department  of  government,  Includ- 
ing the  legislative  department,  were 
required  to  make  an  accounting  for  (he 
service  furnished  by  the  postofflce  de- 
partment. Only  in  this  way  can  abuses 
be  eliminated  and  proper  economy  se- 
cured in  the  use  of  postal  facilities  by 
other  departments  of  government.

Scylla    and    CharybdiM. 

St.  Louis  Post-Dispatch:  Scylla  is  a 
promontory  on  the  Italian  mainland 
jutting  out  into  the  sea  and  greatly 
feared  by  mariners,  ancient  and 
medieval.  According  to  the  legend, 
Carybdls  was  a  ravenous  woman  whom 
the  gods  converted  into  a  wlilrlpool  and 
placed  In  the  sea  off  the  coast  of  Sicily, 
opposite  the  promontory  of  Scylla.  The 
strait  of  Messina  being  very  narrow, 
sailors  who  escaped  the  rocks  of  Scylla 
were  In  danger  of  being  swallowed  up 
by  tho  ravenous  whirlpool  of  Charybdis. 

Out  of  this  fact  grew  the  proverb 
which  is  older  than  Virgil,  going  back 
probably  to  the  earliest  days  of  naviga- 
tion, when  seamanship  was  a  matter  of 
mere  personal  courage  and  skill,  and 
had  none  of  the  aids  of  science  which 
make  the  modern  voyage  "plain  sail- 
ing." 

The  proverb  has  survived  its  applica- 
tion, and  is  used  to  denote  that  predica- 
ment in  which  men  find  themselves 
when  they  can  do  neither  one  thing  nor 
the  other  without  getting  into  trou- 
ble. But  it  has  become  too  "literary" 
for  popular  usage,  and  when  we  speak 
of  a  man  in  that  "fix"  we  say  he  is  be- 
tween the  devil  and  the  deep  sea — a 
saying  which  can  be  understood  with- 
out a  reference  to  Bullfinch.

Returns  From   Forests. 

Topeka  State  Journal:  That  the 
benefits  In  the  way  of  material  re- 
turns to  settlers  from  the  new  policy 
of  the  Federal  Governtnent  in  the  man- 
agement of  the  forests  of  the  nation 
are  not  inconsiderable  is  evidenced  by 
a  statement  issued  recently  by  the  for- 
est service  department  of  the  United 
States  department  of  agriculture.  It 
shows  that  during  the  last  fiscal  year 
ending  June  30.  the  forest  service  Is- 
sued to  settlers  in  the  neighl>orhood  of 
national  forests  in  Western  states  over 
30  000  "free  use"  permits,  under  which 
the  settlers  received  free  about  264.000 
cords  of  firewood,  posts,  poles  and  saw- 
logs  worth  1169,320.  or  about  64  cents 
per  'cord  In  the  forest — a  low  valua- 
tion. ^   ^ 

Besides  this,  the  different  states  re- 
ceived for  school  and  road  purposes  2S 
per  cent  of  the  Income  from  the  na- 
tional forests  amounting  last  year  to 
$447. OGi.  Tlie  direct  return  to  tlie  states 
In  lieu  of  taxes  on  the  147,000,000 
acres  the  estimated  area  of  unpatented 
land  In  the  national  forests,  amounted 
then  in  the.last  year  to  $616,384  In  cash 
and  "free   use"   timber. 

In  1907,  the  total  of  "free  use"  ma- 
terial and  money  paid  over  amounted 
to  about  $253,400.  The  increase  of  the 
amount  given  to  the  states  from  10 
per  cent  to  25  per  cent,  of  course,  is 
largely  responsible  for  the  large  return 
In  190S,  but  even  had  this  percentage 
not  been  changed  a  good  Increase 
would  have  been  shown,  despite  the 
demoralization  of  the  lumber  business 
caused  by  the  financial  flurry.

Have  Disappeared  From 
of  Government 
Buildings. 

Washington.  Jan.  15.— Duluth  got  its 
postoflice  several  years  too  early.  Ita 
bulLling  ta  one  of  the  old  architectural 
regime,  under  which  all  public  struc- 
tures, no  matter  what  their  character. 
had  to  be  replicas  of  the  capitol  In 
Washington. 

Wtlhm  the  last  half  dozen  years,  a 
momealous  change  has  com*  about,  ill 
unobtrusively,  in  the  style  of  post- 
offices.  Domes  and  towers  have  disap- 
peared. 

You  may  not  get  the  full  signifi- 
cance of  that  the  first  time  you  read  it. 
The  proposition  is  important  and  needs 
study.  So  oe  it  repeated — domes  and 
towers    have    disappeared. 

J«»w  Yon  Know  What  Yon  Ml.tse*. 
Porhaps  now  that  your  attention  is 
called  to  it  you  may  recall  that  the 
newer  tedt>ral  structures  you  may  have 
happened  to  see  were  somehow  differ- 
ent from  the  model  that  was  all  the 
vogue  in  your  youth.  You  don  t  quite 
know  wiiat  the  trouble  was.  but  you 
had  an  uneasy  feeling  that  something 
was  wrong.  What  you  really  missed 
was   the  dome   or  tower. 

There  was  a  time  when  no  public 
structure  was  complete  without  one. 
The  federal  government  had  no  mon- 
opoly on  them.  No  statehouse  or  coun- 
ty courthouse  was  considered  finished 
without   its  dome. 

Of  course,  there  was  no  particular 
reason  for  a  dome  on  a  postoffice  or 
courthouse.  It  served  no  useful  pur- 
pose. It  was  merely  set  down  on  the 
roof  like  an  Inverted  tumbler  on  a  cen- 
ter table,  heaven  knew  why. 

As  for  the  tower,  it  ordinarily  was 
a  little  two  by  three  affair,  too  small 
to  be  of  any  earthly  use.  It  was  in- 
tesUeu    merely    for   ornament. 

Now  the  modern  common  sense  idea 
in  arcliitecture  is  that  a  building  in- 
tended for  business  nothing  can  poa- 
slblv  be  ornamental  tliat  isn't  useful 
as  well.  So  when  the  present  super- 
vising architect  of  the  treasury.  James 
K.   Taylor,   came  into  office,   trained   in 


•he  modern  school,  why  the  domes  and 
^wera   went   out. 

Where  It  Is  Irlxcnsable. 

"The  dome  may  be  architecturally 
Justified  on  a  church."  Mr.  Taylor  said 
the  other  day,  "because  it  crowns  the 
auditorium.  It  is  all  right  on  the 
capitol  because  It  emphasizes  the 
unity  of  the  building  with  the  senate 
wing  on  one  side  and  the  house  wing 
on  the  other.  Besides,  it  makes  a  sort 
of  portal  Into  which  the  whole  nation 
is  supposed  to  How.  Bqt  it  serves  no 
possible  use  on  postoffice«,  so  we  aren  t 
designing  any  more  like  the  one  In 
Duluth. 

"The  tower  had  to  be  cut  out  along 
with  the  dome.  That  is.  the  old  style 
of  narrow  tower.  The  only  Justifica- 
tion for  the  tower  is  that  it  be  big 
enough  to  be  of  use.  The  Metropolitan 
Life  tower  in  New  York  is  merely  an 
office  building  emerging  from  a  lower 
structure.  That's  all  right.  Towers 
might  be  put  on  new  public  buildings 
if  there  were  any  need  for  them.  But 
we  can't  stand  for  architectural  fea- 
tures  that   don't   mean   anything." 

The  style  of  architecture  now  in 
vogue  for  the  new  government  build- 
ings is  the  renaissance  modification  of 
the  classic.  A  good  model  is  the  pro- 
posed bureau  of  engraving  and  print- 
ing in  Washington,  in  which  the  row 
of  columns  along  the  front  shelter  an 
expanse  of  light-giving  windows  that 
without  the  columns  might  give  the 
building  the  appearance  of  a  green- 
house.

WIFE  MURDERER 
WAS  ACQUITTED 

As  the  Result  of  an  Un- 
written Law  in 
Italy. 

Rome.  Jan.  15.— The  acquittal  of  the 
sculptor  Clfariello.  who  was  tried  for 
the  murder  of  his  wife  three  years 
ago  in  Naples  has  reawakened  the  dis- 
cussion about  a  reform  of  the  penal 
code  There  seems  to  be  an  unwrit- 
ten  law    in   Italy   that   wife   murderers 

should  not  be  PU"'''^^-'^, /l"^iiUnJ''nis 
the  conviction  of  a  man  for  killing  nis 
wife  is  practically  unrecorded  in  the 
annals  of  judicial  history, 
^"whenever  such  a  crime  •»  comm.  ted 
the  friends  of  the  prisoner  initiate 
what  is  known  as  a  campaign  di  saiva- 
taggio,  or  campaign  to  save  him.  lhe> 
sefure  the  services  of  the  leading  law- 
yers who  strive  to  delay  the  trial  and. 
in  the  meantime,  attempt  to  convince 
the  crime  was  committed  to  safeguaid 
family     honor. 

Friendly  newspapers  publ  sh  long  ac- 
counts of  the  case  favorable  to  the 
p?rsoner.  The  victim  is  generally 
painted  In  the  darkest  colors  and  the 
crime  excused.  When  the  trial  Is  held, 
and  very  often  two  or  three  years  are 
employed  for  the  preliminary  Investi- 
gation, the  friends  of  the  prisoner  are 
present  In  court  to  appiaud. 

In  the  case  of  Cifariello.  when  the 
trial  was  first  held  at  Naples.  It  could 
not  be  continued  on  account  of  the  ap- 
plause which  greeted  the  prisoner  and 
his  lawyers  .  on  every  occasion  when 
they  spoke.  Whenever  the  prisoner 
came  into  court  he  was  enthusiastically 
aoplauded  and  the  same  thing  hap- 
pened when  he  left  it.  He  was  ap- 
plauded even  In  the  streets  when  after 
each    day's    sitting,    he    was   carried    to 

^  The  trial  was  stopped,  to  be  begun 
over  again  at  Campobasso.  a  small  pro- 
vincial town  in  Southern  Italy.  The 
lury  was  composed  of  country  people, 
and  Clfariello.  although  acquitted, 
complained  that  his  dignity  as  an  artist 
was  deeply  offended,  owing  to  the  fact 
that   he  was   tried  by  peasants. 

The  prisoner  pleaded  guilty.  His  de- 
fense was  that  he  killed  his  wife,  not 
while  of  unsound  mind,  but  simply  to 
revenge  his  outraged  honor.  During 
the  trial  it  was  proved  that  Cifarlelio 
knew  quite  well  that  his  wife's  behav-

"The  thousands  of  young  Grmans 
who  cross  the  channel  to  learn  busi- 
ness and  English  manners  return  to 
advocate  the  English  rules  of  dress  for 
men,  but  their  exanpple  seems  only  to 
add  to  the  perplexltj-. 

"The  result  is  that  the  new  luxurious 
hotels  with  restaurants  and  palm 
courts  present  a  wild  riot  of  Incongru- 
ous attire.  Some  guests  come  to  lunch- 
eon and  tea  In  evening  coats  or  dinner 
Jackets  while  others  arrive  to  dinner 
and  late  supper  in  lounge  or  morning 
suits."

"W^hy  not?"  says  the  conservative 
business  man,  assuming  the  role  of  the 
confirmed  pessimist  for  the  nonce. 
"A  new  jail  on  the  courthouse  site 
will  cost  $250,000,  if  it  will  cost  a 
cent.  The  people  of  St.  Louis  county 
can't  stand  for  these  enormous  ex- 
penditures forever.  A  new  Jail  will 
mean  new  bonds,  and  we  have  about 
all  the  bonds  we  can  handle  now, 
They  say  we  can  build  a  jail  for  $150,- 
000.     W^e  can't  do  it. 

'The  old  Jail  is  just  about  as  good 
as  any  county  in  the  state  has.  The 
steel  in  it  is  of  the  very  best.  The 
hardest  files  and  saws  that  jail  break- 
ers can  devise  don't  any  more  than 
scratch  the  paint.  The  jail  may  be  a 
little  too  small  for  the  future  needs 
of  the  county,  but  that  is  easily 
remedied  and  would  cost  less  than 
the  erection  of  a  new  building. 

"There  isn't  any  necessity  of  intro- 
ducing an  incongruity  into  the  group 
of  public  buildings,  either.  Why  not 
move  the  old  jail,  set  it  back  on  tho 
site  and  orect  a  sheriffs  residence  of 
the  same  material  as  the  new  court- 
house on  the  front  of  it,  turn  the 
present  quarters  of  the  sheriff  into  a 
women's  department  and  let  the 
present  women's  department  be  an 
addition  to  the  men's  quarters.  There 
you  have  It  at  much  less  expense  than 
$250,000.  ^       ^^.   ^ 

"The  only  question  is  whether  Third 
street  Is  wide  enough  to  allow  the  Jail 
to  pass  through  it.  There  isn't  any 
question  of  the  practicability  of  the 
plan.  Bigger  buildings  than  the  Jail 
have  been  .successfully  moved  greater 
distances  than  from  the  present  site  to 
the  courthouse  site.  I  believe  the  de- 
tention home  plan  is  a  good  one,  but 
let's  have  the  jail  before  we  have  a 
detention  home.  I  am  in  favor  of 
saving  enough  ground  on  the  site  of 
the  old  courthouse  for  a  detention 
home  and  erecting  it  when  the  county 
can  see  its  way  clear  to  do  so.  For 
the  present,  the  jail  question  is  the 
most  important  one. 

"Above  all,  I  am  not  in  favor  of 
using  the  jail  on  its  present  site  when 
court  Is  held  In  the  new  courthouse. 
Nobody  can  tell  when  something  may 
come  up  which  would  find  the  distance 
between  the  courthouse  and  the  jail  a 
great  inconvenience.  A  small  army 
would  be  necessary  to  guard  some 
Classes  of  prisoners  while  being  taken 
from  the  jail  to  the  courtroom,  and 
such  a  condition  shouldn't  exist.  I 
hope  the  county  board  will  attend  to 
the  matter  and  do  it  as  soon  as  pos- 
sible, so  that  the  jail  on  the  new  court- 
house grounds  will  be  ready  when  the 
building  is  occupied."

CARMICHAEL  IS 
PLACED  IN  GRAVE 

Remains  of  Minister-Mur- 
derer Are  Buried  in 
Micliigan. 

Romulus.  Mich.,  Jan.  15.— The  re- 
mains of  Rev.  J.  H.  Carmichael,  who 
murdered  Gideon  Browning  at  Rattle 
Run  and  committed  suicide  in  Car- 
thage, 111.,  were  burled  here  this  morn- 
ing, with  brief  ceremonies.  Four  doc- 
tors who  examined  the  minister's 
brain    make    this    report: 

•"We  find  that  Carmichael  was  a  suf- 
ferer from  acute  mania.  The  blood 
vessels  of  the  brain  were  congested. 
There  was  an  adhesion  of  the  cover- 
ings of  the  brain  to  the  cranium,  which 
showed  an  anaemia  of  the  right  side 
of  the  brain,  and  we  found  granula- 
tions of  the  superior,  posterior  sur- 
face of  the  cerebrum.  It  is  evident 
Carmichael  suffered  several  attacks  of 
acute    inflammation   of   the    brain." 

The  doctors  agreed  that  the  marks 
found  upon  the  body,  which  gave  rise 
to  a  report  that  the  minister  was  ad- 
dicted to  the  use  of  a  hypodermic 
syringe  for  administering  drugs,  were 
made  after  the  minister's  death.

territory  from  forest  fires.  They  must 
take  energetic  caution  to  prevent  fires, 
and  must  visit  all  parts  of  roads,  trails, 
camps  and  frequented  places,  warn 
campers  and  other  users  of  fire,  and  ex- 
tinguish small  or  smouldering  fires. 
They  must  investigate  fires,  find  out 
how  ^hey  started  and  locate  the  blame, 
if  nossible.  ,     ,  ,         . 

The  forestry  commisHioner  is  to 
divide  into  districts  the  territory  ex- 
posed to  fires,  and  in  a  dry  and  dan- 
gerous season  employ  a  ranger  for 
each  district  to  have  the  power  and 
perform  the  duties  of  fire  wardens.  In 
the  employment  of  rangers,  preference 
is  to  be  given  to  cruisers  and  woods- 
men, game  wardens  and  forestry  stu- 
dents who  are  known  for  reliability  1 
and  efficiency.  Ran^eis  are  to  be 
paid  by  the  state  at  $o  per  day  for  tbe 
time  actually  employed,  with  reason- 
able traveling  expenses. 

The  forestry  bureau  is  to  be  equip- 
ped with  funds,  and  its  annual  ex- 
penditures for  fire  protection  are 
limited  to  $28,000.  The  bill  carries  an 
appropriation  of  $30,000  annually,  and 
the  commissioner  is  empowered  to  give 
rewards  to  the  extent  of  $2,000  a  year 
for  specially  meritorious  services  in 
preventing  and  extinguishing  fires. 
Fire  wardens  are  to  be  paid  25  cents 
an  hour  and  actual  necessary  ex- 
penses. Half  this  expense  is  to  be 
carried  by  the  county  and  half  by  the 

For  neglect  of  duty  on  the  part  of 
officials,  and  for  carelessness  on  the 
part  of  anybody  leading  to  fires,  there 
are  to  be  fines  of  $50  to  $100  or  im- 
prisonment for  thirty  to  ninety  days, 
or  both.  Malicious  sftting  of  fires, 
whereby  property  and  lives  are 
destroyed  means  a  fine  of  $500  or  ten 
years'  imprisonment  or  both. 

Campers  who  start  campfires  in  the 
woods  are  required  to  clear  the  ground 
for  ten  feet  around,  and  carefully  to 
put  out  the  fire  before  leaving. 

The  matter  of  chief  importance  m 
the  bill,  howler,  is  that  providing 
that  any  person  or  corporation  who 
cuts  timber  shall  pile  and  burn  the 
slashingc  at  the  time  of  cutting;  pro- 
vided, however,  that  11  the  cutting  is 
done  between  March  and  November  the 
slashings  shall  be  piled  and  burned 
during  the  following  winter.  Failure 
to  heed  this  provision  Is  punishable  by 
$50  to  $100  fine,  or  thirty  to  ninety 
days  in  the  county  Jail.

The  bill  which  Representative  Wells 
of  Breckenridge  proposes  to  introduce 
later  taxing  water  powers,  which  was 
brierfy  referred  to  in  The  Herald  last 
evening,  carries  into  the  plan  the  spirit 
of  the  tonnage  tax  idea.  Water-powers 
are  now  taxed  upon  an  ad  valorem 
basis,  just  as  other  property  is  taxed, 
and  Mr.  Wells  believes  that  they  do 
not  really  pay  anything  like  the  same 
rate  of  taxes  that  other  property  pays. 
He  illustrates  this  belief  by  figures  of 
the  earnings  of  the  Mississippi  water- 
power  at  Minneapolis.  He  would  make 
the  tax  upon  the  basis  of  the  number 
of  units  of  horse-power  supplied,  not 
upon  the  potential  horse-power.  A 
privately-owned  water-power,  for  in- 
stance, might  have  a  possibility  of  10,- 
000  horse-power,  yet  be  supplying  only 
1,000  horse-power.  Mr.  Wells  would 
tax  it  upon  the  1,000  and  not  upon  the 
10,000. 

This  tax  is  for  state  purposes,  of 
course,  and  this  measure  is  probably 
only  the  first  of  a  flood  of  similar  mea- 
sures providing  special  taxes  for  the 
benefit  of  the  state. 

«  *  * 
Duluth  is  especially  interested  in  tlie 
bill  introduced  in  the  house  yesterday 
by  Representative  Nimocks  of  Minne- 
apolis, requiring  railroads  to  pay  spe- 
cial assessments  for  local  improve- 
ments including  drainage.  At  present 
the  railroads  pay  a  tax  of  4  per  cent 
upon  the  gross  earnings,  in  lieu  of  all 
other  taxes  and  assessments,  and  in 
many  cases  this  absolutely  prevents 
needed  local  improvements.  Mr.  ^l•n- 
ocks  does  not  propose  to  interfere  with 
the  gross  earnings  rate,  but  would 
simply  require  the  railroads  to  begin 
paving  their  share  of  the  cost  of  im- 
proving streets,  etc.  They  should  pay 
it  of  course,  because  they  benefit  by 
the  improvements  as  much  as  any 
other  interests.  Indeed,  oftentimes  the 
improvements  are  made  necessary 
solely  because  the  railroad  is  there, 
and  streets  have  to  be  paved  to  enable 
the  passengers  and  freight  carried  by 
the  railroads  to  get  to 
depot. 

Representative  Spooner, 
bill  in  increasing  the  gross  earnings 
tax  rate  to  6  per  cent,  says  he  be- 
lieves  that  it  is  not  possible  to  make 
the  railroads  pay  local  assessments, 
because  it  would  be  double  taxation. 
Midway  between  the  Spooner  plan  and 
the  Nimock's  comes  the  bill  intro- 
duced oy  Daniel  Robertson  of  Argyle, 
to  increase  the  gross  earnings  tax  rate 
to  5  per  cent,  and  also  to  make  the 
railroads  pay  local  assessments. 
«  *  * 
The  obvious  comment  on  the  in- 
crease of  the  railroad  taxes  is  that  the 
state  can't  keep  on  raising  and  lower- 
ing freight  rates  without  defeating  its 
own  ends.  There  is  a  point  where  both 
are  fair,  and  few  people  believe  that 
that  point  has  been  yet  reached  in 
either  case.  Nevertheless,  it  is  said 
the  railroads  are  not  ill-pleased  with 
the  agitation  for  higher  railroad  taxes, 
because  it  helps  to  convince  the  courts 
that  it  isn't  safe  to  let  the  state  cut 
freight   rates. 

There  Is  a  law  now  against  letting 
minors  enter  billiard  and  pool  halls, 
and  Representative  Mork  of  Brycelln 
wishes  also  to  close  the  doors  of  the 
bowling  alleys  against  them,  so-he  in- 
troduced  a  bill   to   that   end    yesterday.

Nothing    More    Delicious-

French  dres.sing  nor  the  mayonnaise 
hive  an  opportunity  to  mar  the  deli- 
cate delights  that  await  you.

WILD  BUGS  HE  H\S  MET. 

An  Aneient   Mariner  Recalls  Ente- 
mological  Experiences. 

New  York  Sun:  "Speaking  of  politi- 
cal conventions  reminds  me  of  bugs, 
said  the  ancient  mariner,  romancer  of 
seven  sea-s.  and  he  reach-'d  for  his  pa- 
pers and  rolled  a  cigarette.  "And  about 
bugs — well,  I  know  stomething  ot 
strange  bugs.  I've  been  bit  by  em, 
crawled  over  by  "em,  driven  crazy  by 
■em  all  the  way  from  Petropavlovsky 
Nova   Zembla.  .  .       . 

"These  fellows  write  books  about 
wild  animals  they  have  known.  Why, 
say.  young  man,  if  1  should  write  a 
book  about  wild  hugs  I  ve  known  Id 
have  all  the  publishers  offering  me 
a  dollar  a  word.  That's  something  out 
of  the  ordinary  you  knowthat  wild 
bugs  subject.  I'm  something  of  a  bird 
fancier  myself,  and  what  I've  done  to 
lielp  the  Smithsonian  out  in  the  line 
of  preserved  bugs  had  best  be  kept 
private,    for    I"m  U    modest    man. 

•Now,  for  instance,  right  here  on 
East  Twenty-third  street.  New  York. 
I've  batted  about  the  whole  world  and 
been  bitten  l)y  more  kinds  ot  bugs 
than  you  could  h\ipt  up  in  ornithology 
books  in  a  montl*.  come.i  a  beetle  and 
bites   me   thirty-six    tlmtis    on    one   leg. 

But   what "      ...  1,   .,    5„    >,ia 

The  ancient  mariner  "eached  in  nis 
desk  and  brought- oOt  a  paper  upon 
which  was  drawn  in  ink  a  chart  of  nis 
leg  each  of  the  thirty-six  bites  being 
noted  bv  a  dot.  He  pointed  to  the  ar- 
ray of  dots  with  hlai  cigarette  holder 
and    continued;  ,  , 

"This  here  beetle  I  take  to  be  one  of 
the  very  rare  species  of  geometrical 
beetles  found  in  the  Celebes,  down  off 
the  coast  of  Java.  1  never  saw  one  out- 
side the  islands  there  be'ore.  But  along 
comes  this  beetle  and  takes  those  thir- 
ty-six bites  out  of  me  one  night  a 
week  ago  and  the  next  morning  I 
found  him.  put  him  In  a  bottle  of  al- 
cohol and  shipped  him  down  to  the 
Smithsonian   as   a   very    rare   type. 

"The  geometrical   beetle  is  so   named 
because     he     always     bites     in     strictly 
geometrical    designs.        You    notice    by 
this  chart  here  that  these   bites  are   in 
two    exactly    parallel    lines,    each    line 
containing   the   same   number   of   spots. 
"Now   draw   imaginary    lines   between 
the    top    bite    on    the     left     hand     line 
and   the  bottom  bite  on  the  right  hand 
line    and    you   get   a   regular    parallelo- 
gram,   which    can    be    dvided    by    pi    it 
you    are    a    mariner    like    myself    and 
konw   how   to   take  the   sun.       Some  of 
these  beetles  down   in   the  Celebes    I  ve 
known    to    bite    a    perfect    Pythagorean 
problem    on   a  man's  back— the  sum  of 
the  squares   of   the   opposite   sides   of  a 
right    triangle    equal-    trte    square    of— 
well    you    know    hoTV   it    goes.    Yes.   sir 
you   could   stand   right    up   against   that 
man— he    was   a    Swede— and    work    out 
that   problem,    using  the  lines  that   the 
beetle  had  bit.  ^,  .    ,  ,^, 

•But  I  must  say  that  the  geometrical 
beetle  can't  touch  the  Eist  Indian  cock- 
roach I  think  that  cockroach  is  the 
king  of  bugs,  just  like  the  lion  is  the 
king  of  beasts,  which  he  isn't,  for  a 
tiger  gives  you  a  bigger  rund  for 
your  money.  Why,  when  I  was  shoot- 
ing tigers  down  in  the  Malay  states — 
but   to   get   back   to   that   cockroach. 

"He  is  as  long  as  your  Anger  and 
as  broad  as  the  blade  of  a  Ititchen 
knife  and  he  has  legs  on  him  that 
can  take  him  over  the  side  of  your 
ships  cabin  so  quick  a  i  you  can  see 
is  a  blur.  He  also  smtlls.  but  that  we 
won't  talk  about. 

"Well  sir  this  coclcroach  you  get 
south  of  Singapore  and  east  of  Aden 
all  the  way  down  to  Australia.  What 
makes  him  so  bothersome  is  his  feed- 
ing habits.  He'll  come  up  to  you  at 
night  and  gnaw  all  your  toenails  off 
Tf  you  happen  to  be  a  heavy  sleeper 
uue  mvself-  yessir.  he'll  gnaw  em 
down  to  th;  Juick.^  Not  fingernails, 
just    toenails    he    Prefers. 

"Not  only  that,  but  he'll  eat  all  of 
the  waxed  thread  oUt  of  your  shoes 
You  wake  up  in  the  morning  and  start 
to  pilt  on  your  shoes  and  the  uppers 
fall  apart  from  the  soles  and  you  ve

THE  REFORMED  BRONCO. 
To  tlie  general  public  the  word 
bronco  suggests  everything  wild  and 
vicious  in  horseflesh.

His  middle  piece  is  no  longer  dis- 
tended from  much  eating  of  gross  food, 
nor  is  he  so  loosely  joined  to  his  quart- 
ers as  his  prototype.  Higher  living  has 
rounded  him  into  a  strikingly  well  pro- 
portioned saddle  horse.  In  his  new 
estate  ne  subsists  less  on  the  fresh, 
juicy  grasses,  and  the  new  order  grows 
quite  a  different  animal. 

But  through  all  this  transformation 
he  still  retains  the  leg  characteristics 
of  his  bronco  ancestry,  perfect  sym- 
metry, rather  light  in  muscle  and  slen- 
der in  bone,  but  the  muscles  of  strong 
quality  and  the  sinews   very  firm. 

His  power  of  endurance  has  dimin- 
ished somewhat,  but  even  so  he  has 
few  equals  and  no  superiors.  His 
toughness  and  grit  have  changed  little 
in  the  cross-breeding,  and  doubtless 
if  turned  out  to  the  freedom  of  the 
range,  he  would  give  as  good  an  ac- 
count of  himself  as  did  iiis  ancestors 
in   the   early   days   of   the   West.

Jury  in    the    Eveleth 

Slander  Case  Is 

Discharged. 

After  about  twenty-four  hours  of 
deliberation,  the  jurors  In  the  case  of 
Vivian  Prince  vs.  Morris  Stein  reported 
to  Judge  Ensign  in  district  court  late 
yesterday  afternoon  that  they  could 
not  agree.  The  foreman  reported  to 
the  court  tliat  the  twelve  men  were 
hopelessly  divided,  and  they  were  then 
discharged. 

The  jury  retired  at  about  3:30  Wed- 
nesday afternoon,  and  the  foreman 
said,  after  being  discharged  yester- 
dav  that  they  were  hopelessly  divided 
from  the  start.  The  first  ballot  stood 
seven  to  five  in  favor  of  the  defendant, 
and  once  the  tide  turned  to  eight  to 
four  in  favor  of  the  plaintiff,  but  the 
jury  was  never  nearer  to  an  agreement 
than  that.

Like  ^yosepmne  s 
handkerchief,  her.  Intimates  thought 
her  soiled  lace  Wfts  an  innovation  in 
fashion,  and  adopted  means  to  copy 
It. 


A  suit,  which  Is  regarded  by  Duluth 
people  Interested,  as  an  attempt  on  tlie 
part  of  the  Union  Carbide  company  of 
New  York  to  gain  free  advertising,  or 
scare  off  prospective  customers  of  the 
American  Carbolite  company  of  Duluth, 
has  been  filed  In  the  United  States 
district  court  at  Chicago.  Infringe- 
ment of  the  fundamental  patent  on  the 
main  product  Is  charged,  and  a  perpet- 
ual injunction  Is  asked  in  addition  to 
damages  alleged  to  have  been  sus- 
tained by  the  Union  Carbide  company 
in  the  sale  and  use  of  the  product 
by   the   Duluth    company. 

The  suit  is  not  regarded  as  Important 
by  Washburn,  Bailey  &  Mitchell,  local 
attorneys  for  the  American  Carbolite 
company.  Oscar  Mitchell  said  today 
that  he  liadn't  heard  of  the  suit,  be- 
yond what  he  saw  in  the  Chicago 
papers. 

•There  Isn't  anything  to  It,"  he  said. 
"They  can't  get  service  on  this  cor- 
poracion  in  Illinois  because  we  haven't 
any  representatives  in  that  state.  They 
may  have  filed  a  complaint,  but  it  can- 
not amount  to  anything  but  an  adver- 
tising sclieme.  We  are  sure  of  our 
ground  and  have  nothing  to  fear  from 
the  suit  or  the  result  of  the  one  now 
pending  In  New  York." 

The  New  York  .'iuit,  which  is  still 
pending,  was  brought  some  time  ago  by 
the  Union  Carbide  company  against  a 
purchaser  of  carbolite  from  the  Duluth 
concern.  The  suit  was  brought  during 
the  existence  of  the  defunct  American 
Carbolite  company,  but  rhe  points  in- 
volved are  of  just  as  much  consequence 
to  the  new  concern,  which  took  over 
the  patent  rights  of  the  former  com- 
pany. ,    . 

The  Union  Carbide  company  claims 
the  exclusive  right  to  manufacture  the 
product  from  which  acetylene  gas  is 
made.  Ic  first  brought  suit  aimed  at 
the  Duluth  concern  in  the  Ohio  courts, 
but  that  was  dropped  and  then  the 
pending  new  York  suit  was  brought. 
The  Chicago  action  is  the  first  against 
the  Duluth  company  direct,  but  as  no 
service  has  been  obtained,  it  is  not 
likely   to  ever  come  to  trial.

ASK  FOR  REHEARING  OF 
TAX  AMENDMENT  CASE 


Attorneys   File  Petition 

With  Supreme  Court 

for  Review. 


Call  Attention    to  Two 

Points  That  Were 

Overlooked. 


A  petition,  prepared  by  H.  H.  Phelps 

I  and    C.    O.    Baldwin,    attorneys    for    tlie 

Duluth    Real     Estate    exchange,    which

I  em     Minnesota.        The     attorneys     wlio 

tiled    the    petition     today     believe    that 

the    court   erred    in    the   decision,    losing 

sight   of   some   points,   and   attention   is 

calied   to   two    points   in   the   petition. 

It  is  pointed  out  that  instead  of  re- 
I  versing  the  decision  of  tiie  lower  court, 
I  the  supreme  court  sliould  have  remand- 
ed the  case  for  further  Investigation. 
The  court  held  that  the  count  did  not 
proceed  far  enougli,  and  the  amend- 
ment could  only  be  declared  not  to  have 
carried  when  the  recount  had  been  so 
extensive  that  the  majority  against  the 
amendment  could  not  be  overcome  by 
all  the  remaining  votes  being  counted 
in  tiie  affirmative. 

The  attorneys  point  out  that  such 
being  the  case,  the  court  should  not 
declare  the  amendment  carried,  but 
rather  should  remand  the  case  to  the 
trial  court,  that  the  remaining  ballots 
might  be  counted  or  such  evidence  re- 
ceived as  to  their  contents  as  might  be 
available. 

The  second  point  raised  is  one  to 
which  no  reference  was  made  by  the 
supreme  court  in  the  decision.  Tlie  at- 
torneys point  out  that  in  their  briefs, 
they  contended  tliat  the  election  as  far 
as  it  affected  the  tax  amendment  and 
the  good  roads  amendment,  was  not 
legal  under  the  .section  of  the  state 
laws  prescribing  that  amendments  to 
the  constitution  submitted  to  tiie  elect- 
ors shall  occupy  corresponding  posi- 
tions on  the  ballots  and  taily  sheets. 
On  that  point,  it  is  contended,  the 
election  should  be  declared  void  and 
the  judgment  of  the  people  on  the  tax 
amendment  at  the  recent  election,  ac- 
cepted as   final. 

J.  L.  Washburn  was  consulted  by  a 
number  of  local  people  interested  in  the 
decision  of  the  supreme  court,  and 
a.sked  to  aid  in  anyway  lie  could.  In 
response  to  requests,  lie  also  prepared 
a  brief,  addressed  to  the  supreme  court 
by  him  as  a  disinterested  attorney 
The  brief  was  submitted  to  Messrs. 
Phelps  and  Baldwin,  and  after  a  con- 
ference it  was  attached  to  tlie  petition 
of  the  attorneys  directly  interested  in 
the  case,  and  the  whole  was  submitted 
to  the   supreme  court. 

The  petition  of  Messrs.  Phelps  and 
Baldwin,     excepting    citations,     follows: 

"In  the  decision  filed  by  your  honors 
in  said  cause,  a  complete  reversal  of 
the  judgment  of  the  lower  court  Is 
ordered. 

"In  the  majority  opinion  accompany- 
ing said  decision  it  is  said: 

"  'Such  a  contest  is  not,  in  a  strict 
legal  sons*,  an  adversary  proceeding. 
It  Is  neither  an  action  at  law  nor  a 
suit  in  equity.  It  is  more  In  the  nature 
of  an  Investigation  for  the  purpose  of 
discovering  tlie  truth.' 

•  And  again:  'But  It  is  not  necessary 
or  desirable  that  every  technical  rule 
of  evidence  shall  be  observed  with  ex- 
treme nicety,  nor  should  the  result  In 
a  matter  of  such  public  importance  be 
determined  i>y  a  nice  balancing  of 
presumptions   and   possibilities." 

"These  holdings  are  In  line  with 
the  former  rulings  of  this  court,  where- 
in It  is  held  tliat  the  courts  will  take 
judicial  notice  of  the  vote  of  the  peo- 
ple on  a  constitutional  amendment. 

"In  the  trial  of  the  above  entitled  ac- 
tion in  the  district  court  the  rulings 
of  the  honorable  presiding  judge  were 
to  the  effect  that  this  contest  was 
governed  by  the  same  rules  as  a  contest 
between  two  Individuals  contesting  for 
an  office,  and  that  tlie  identity  and 
preservation  of  the  ballots  must  be 
shown  In  this  case  with  the  same  ile- 
gree  of  certainty  as  in  any  other;  that 
the  best  evidence  must  be  protluced, 
and  that  the  recount  must  have  been 
made  In  the  presence  of  the  legal  cus- 
todian  of   the    ballots. 

"As  we  understand  the  opinion  of 
your  honors,  such  "technical  rules  of 
evidence"  are  not  now  required  In  or- 
der to  determine  in  this  proceeding 
what  actually  was  the  vote  of  the  peo- 
ple on  this  amemlment,  but  the  court 
may  satisfy  itself  as  to  the  facts  by 
any  reasonable  evidence  which  will  aid 
it   in  such  determination. 

"In  consequence  of  the  rulings  of  the 
trial  court  sixty-five  precincts  that  had 
been  recounted  by  the  Inspectors  were 
eliminated  from  tlie  proofs.  The  ob- 
jections to  the  recount  of  these  slxty- 
flve  precincts  were  purely  technical. 
The  ballots  had  been  <■  "nd  by  the  in- 
spectors and  as  carefully  recounted  as 
any  of  those  receiveil  in  evidence.  The 
reports  of  the  inspectors  showing  the 
true  vote  in  those  sixty-five  precincts 
as  found  by  the  recount  are  on  file  in 
the  office  of  the  clerk  of  the  district 
court,  wiiere  said  cause  was  tried,  and 
are  still  available  to  show  to  the  court 
what  the  vote  was  in  the  sixty-five 
omitted  precincts.  Tlie  receipt  in  evi- 
dence of  tlie  true  vote  in  tliese  sixty- 
five  precincts,  will  reduce  the  yes  vote 
on  the  tax  amendment  2,076  votes  be- 
low what  the  trial  court  found  that 
vote  to  be.  In  other  words,  if  the  vote 
In  the  sixty-five  precincts  is  shown  it 
will  leave  the  tax  amendment  with  a 
yes   vote   of    138.636. 

"As  we  understand  your  honors  to 
hold,  if  the  recount  had  gone  far 
enough  to  reduce  the  affirmative  vote 
on  the  tax  amendment  to  a  point  where 
by  crediting  the  tax  amendment  with 
the  larger  'yes'  vote  on  the  two  amend- 
ments In  the  uncounted  precincts.  It 
would  lack  a  majority,  then  the  con- 
testant would  have  made  out  a  case. 
The  language  of  the  opinion  Is: 

■"It  could  be  determined  only  by  a 
recount  of  the  entire  vote  or  at  least 
of  such  a  proportion  thereof  that  even 
if  all  the  remaining  voles  were  count- 
ed one  way  they  would  not  affect  the 
final    result. 

'By  this  language  the  court  cannot 
mean  that  the  contestant  must  have 
counted  to  a  point  where  all  the  'yes' 
votes  on  both  amendments  must  be 
overcome.  This  was  a  case  of  trans- 
position of  the  votes  on  the  two 
amendments,  the  vote  of  the  one  being 
".•ounted  for  the  other,  and  we  take  It 
that  the  court  means  that  the  count 
should  have  gone  to  a  point  where.  If 
the  larger  of  the  two  "yes'  votes  were 
creditoil  to  the  tax  amendment  in  each 
of  the  precincts  not  recounted,  It  would 
yet  lack  a  majority  of  all  the  votes 
cast   at    tlie   election. 

"An  examination  of  the  official  re- 
turns will  show  that  If,  Jn  all  of  the 
precincts  not  recounted,  the  larger  of 
the  yes'  votes  on  the  two  amend- 
ments were  credited  to  the  tax  amend- 
ment, it  will  then  have  In  those  pre- 
cincts 9.396  more  votes  than  was  al- 
lowed it  in  those  precincts  by  the  offi- 
lial  returns  and  by  the  findings  of 
the   trial    court. 

"A  changv-  in  the  precincts  not  vet 
recounted  of  less  than  5,000  votes, 
would,  therefore,  reduce  the  vote  on 
this  amendment  to  a  point  where  It 
would  fail  of  carrying  under  this  rule 
as    laid    down    by    your   honors. 

"In  practically  ail  of  the  territory  r«- 


the 


counted  where  the  official  returns 
showed  a  larger  'yes'  vote  for  the  tax 
amendment  than  for  the  goods  roads 
amendment,  tlie  vote  on  the  two 
amendments  was  found  to  have  been 
transposed  in  recording  it  on  the  tally- 
sheet.  The  only  exceptions  were  two 
small  precincts  in  Jackson  county.  This 
being  the  case  in  the  seventy-three 
counties,  portions  of  which  were  re- 
counted by  the  Inspectors,  there  Is 
every  reason  to  believe  that  the  same 
state  of  things  exists  in  the  remain- 
ing territory  not  recounted,  and  that 
therefore  a  further  recount  would  con- 
tinue to  reduce  the  affirmative  vote  on 
the  tax  amendment  so  that  the  addl- 
toinal  5,000  change  required  to  reduce 
the  vote  on  that  amendment  to  the 
point  where  it  would  fail  of  carrying, 
under  the  rule  now  announced  by  your 
honors,    could    undoubtedly    be    secured. 

"i'our  petitioner  verily  believes  that 
if  instead  of  absolutely  reversing  the 
judgment  of  the  lower  court,  as  has 
been  done  by  the  order  of  your  honors 
already  filed  you  will  remand  the  case 
to  the  lower  court  with  power  to  fur- 
ther investigate  and  receive  further 
proof  of  what  the  vote  on  this 
amendment  was  in  the  precincts  of  the 
state  not  already  recounted,  that  it  will 
be  possible  to  yet  get  at  the  truth 
and  know  what  the  people  actually  did 
In    voting  on   this   amendment. 

"Your  petitioner  is  not  Informed  as 
to  whether  or  not  the  ballots  in  the 
uncounted  precincts  are  still  in  exist- 
ence, but  if  they  are  not  verily  be- 
lieves that  It  will  be  possible  to  prove 
m  many  cases  what  the  vote  actually 
was  on  said  amendment  by  secondary 
evidence. 

"Certainly  what  ought  to  be  desired 
in  tins  matter  is  tiie  truth.  If  the 
people  voted  this  amendment  In  it 
ought  to  be  declared  a  part  of  the 
constitution.  If  they  did  not  It  ought 
not  to  be  so  declared.  Every  reasonable 
means  ought  to  be  used  to  arrive  at 
the    truth. 

Election     la     Void. 

"In  the  opinion  filed  by  your  honors 
no  mention  is  made  of  one  point  raised 
hy  respondant's  counsel  in  their  briefs 
and  we  therefore  conclude  that 
court  has  overlooked  It. 
.. 'TliP  P<5'nt  in  question  Is  the  one  to 
the  effect  that  the  election  on  this 
amendment   was  void. 

'"The  election  was  not  held  In  ac- 
cordance with  the  provisions  of  law 
as  the  statutes  require  the  amend- 
ments to  be  In  the  same  order  on  the 
ballot  and  tally-sheet.  They  were  not 
In  the  same  order.  The  erroneous 
count  was  the  result.  If  It  Is  Im- 
possible to  ascertain  the  truth  In  con- 
sequence of  this  error,  then  the  elec- 
tion ought  to  be  held  void.  We  re- 
spectfully refer  the  court  to  the  au- 
thorities cited  In  respondant's  briefs 
already   on    file. 

"The  counting  of  the  votes  is  as 
much  a  part  of  the  election  as  the 
casting  of  the  ballots.  The  ballots 
might  be  cast  but  If  never  counted,  no- 
body would  know  the  result  and  there 
would  be  no  election.  To  have  a  legal 
election  It  Is  therefore  essential  that 
there  should  be  a  legal  count.  Is  the 
count  legal  when  the  machinery  pro- 
vided for  making  It,  Is  so  out  of  gear 
that  the  vote  for  one  proposition  is 
credited    to    another? 

"We  will  concede  that  It  Is  the  rule 
that  where  It  Is  possible  to  ascertain 
the  truth  regarding  the  vote  at  an 
election,  the  election  ought  not  to  be 
held  void  and  under  the  rule  adopted 
in  this  case  by  the  trial  court  it  was 
possible,  but  under  a  rule  which  re- 
quires all  the  votes  to  be  recounted,  or 
requires  the  recount  to  go  to  an  extent 
sufficient  to  overcome  all  the  votes  cast 
In  the  remaining  territory  a  different 
proposition  presents  Itself,  and  one 
which  we  believe  the  respondent 
should  have  a  right  to  fully  argue  be- 
fore your  honors. 

"We  ask  the  court  to  consider  the 
magnitude  of  this  error.  In  589  elec- 
tion precincts  recounted  an  error  of 
15,337  votes  was  found  on  this  amend- 
ment, and  this  is  not  guess  work  nor 
presumption,  but  Is  actual  fact  found 
by  the  trial  court  and  not  disputed  by 
anybody.  Was  ever  an  election  where 
sucli  a  gigantic  error  was  conclusively 
shown  allowed  to  stand  by  any  court? 
There  are  numerous  authorities  which 
show  such  an  election  to  be  void. 

"The  same  cause  which  led  to  these 
errors  of  over  15.000  votes  In  589  pre- 
cincts was  present  at  each  and  all  of 
the  other  precincts.  Ought  not  the 
court  to  fully  consider  the  question  as 
to  whether  or  not  this  was  a  legal  elec- 
tion? 

'Wherefore,  your  petitioner  prays 
that  your  honors  will  grant  a  rahear- 
ing  In  this  matter  and  will  reconsider 
the  decision* already  arrived  at  by  the 
lourt.  and  that  if  your  honors  cannot 
affirm  the  judgment  of  the  trial  court 
you  will  at  least  remand  the  case  for 
further  Investigation   upon   the   facts.

Higher  Judge  Orders  Re- 
arrest in  Suspended 
Sentence  Cases. 

System  of  Granting  Free- 
dom on  Promises, 
Declared  lllegaL 


Chicago,  111.,  Jan.  16. — Municipal 
Court  Judge  McKenzle  Cleland's  fa- 
mous "parole  on  honor,"  system  was 
attacked  today  by  Judge  Olson,  chief 
justice  of  the  municipal  court.  The 
municipal  court  system,  heade-d  by' 
Olson  and  numbering  among  Its  magis- 
trates Judge  Cleiand,  is  the  succes- 
sor   of    the    old    justice    court    regime. 

Judge  Cleland's  reform  system  is 
paternal  In  cliaracter.  First  offend- 
ers, young  persons,  defendants  in  dis- 
orderly conduct  charges,  etc.,  have 
been  paroled  on  promises  of  leading 
l>etter  lives.  Judge  Cieland  claims  that 
the  scheme  has  been  a  great  success 
and  he  recently  became  interested  In  a 
magazine  for  the  purpose  of  teacliing 
the  tenets  of  his  uplift.  Once  a  montli 
Judge  Cleland'Sy"paroles"  with  witnes- 
ses to  verify  their  stories,  report  prog- 
ress to  him.  Recently  a  husband  wlio 
liad  quarreled  frequently  wltli  his 
wife  and  was  sentenced  to  present  tlie 
latter  with  a  bouquet  of  flowers  or  a 
box  of  candy  weekly,  reported  that  the 
sentence  had  resulted  in  apparently 
permanent  conjugal  felicity.  Similar 
cases  have  been  numerous  In  this 
court. 

Today,  however.  Chief  Justice  Olson, 
declaring  the  system  to  be  illegal,  or- 
dered the  re-arrest  of  all  "paroles" 
the  suspension  of  whose  sentences 
had    been    Indefinite. 

Judge  Cieland  claims  to  have  kept 
within  the  law  by  continuing  motions 
to  vacate  judgments,  but  Chief  Olson 
claims  that  when  no  date  is  set  for 
the  hearing  of  these  motions  execution 
of  the  judgments  is  not  stayed.  Hence 
in  these  cases  the  chief  of  the  munici- 
pal bench  ordered  the  rearrest  of  all 
such  defendants,  who  number  some 
scores.

The  Old  Wituli'or  hotel  property,  lo- 
cated at  the  southwest  corner  of  Su- 
perior street  and  Fifth  avenue  west, 
owned  by  C.  E.  Henderson  of  Mary- 
land was  damaged  by  fire  this  after- 
noon to  the  extent  of  several  thousand 
dollars,  only  partly  covered  by  in- 
surance. 

The  blaze  started  at  12;30  o'clock. 
The  exact  cause  doesn't  appear  to  be 
known,  but  as  near  as  the  firemen  were 
ables  to  ascertain  up  to  1:30  o'clock  1_^ 
was  due  to  a  leak  in  the  gas  malrH 
In  the  basement,  under  the  Levine  sa- 
loon which  occupied  tlie  corner  of  the 
building  facing  Superior  street  antl 
Fifth  avenue.  Just  how  the  gas  be- 
came   ignited    Is   a   mystery. 

Wliile  no  tlames  were  to  be  seen 
from  the  street,  the  dence  volumes  ot 
smoke  pouring  from  the  buildmg  made 
a  spectacular  sight,  and  a  crowd  con- 
sisting of  thousands  of  people  soon 
galher"d  to  watcti  Hie  efforts  of  the 
firemen.  The  llames  were  confined  al- 
most entirely  to  the  basement,  al- 
though Hie  clouds  of  smoke  in  the  up- 
per part  of  the  building  were  so  dense 
as  to  make  it  almost  an  utter  Impossi- 
bility for  the  firemen  to  remain  there 
at    their    work.

Four  fire  companies  responded  to  the 
aalrm.

For  a  time  ail  traffic  was 
blocktd.    and    the    black    smoke    filling 
Superior  street,   and    blowing  eastward, 
made    it     impossible    to    see    for    more 
than     half     a     block,     which     made     it 
appear   that   the  fire  was   bigger  and  of 
more  importance  tiian  at  first  appeared. 
The   Windsor  hotel  and  wooden   store 
building    adjoining,    tlie    two   occupying 
a    frontage    of    seventy-five    feet,    were 
valued  at  about  »40.000.  and  paid  some 
of   Hie  highest   rentals   in   the  city.   The 
Superior  street  corner  was  occupied  by 
Gus    Levines    saloon,    and    the    building 
adjoining,    on    Superior   street,    was    oc- 
oupitd  bv  the  Maniiaitan  Clothing  coni- 
panv.  and  owned  by  C.  H.  Meyers. 

Mr  Mtjers  valued  his  stock  at 
llSOt'O.  with  ^ll.^'OO  insurance.  While 
his  «tock  will  not  be  greatly  damaged 
by  fire,  it  will  be  so  thoroughly  sat- 
urated with  smoke  and  water  as  to 
be  practically  a  lotal  loss.  The  flames 
spread  so  rapidly  in  the  wooden  build- 
intf  and  the  smoke  in  the  upper  stories 
became  so  thick,  that  nothing  but  the 
cash  register  was  taken  out  of  the 
store  By  a  curious  coincidence.

WILL  MEET 
IN^LUTH 

Probate  Judges  of  Min- 
nesota to  Come  Here 
Next  Year. 


Oppose  Repeal  of  Inebri- 
ate Farm  Law  at  St.  • 
Paul  Meeting. 

The  Slate  Association  of  Probte 
Judges  of  Minnesota  will  meet  in  Du- 
luth  next  year.  Just  before  the  asso- 
ciation adjourned  at  St.  Paul  Wednes- 
day. Judge  Middlecoff  of  the  St.  Louis 
county  probate  court  invited  the  asso- 
ciation to  visit  Dululh  ne.xt  year.  The 
Invitation  was  unanimously  accepted. 

The     association     will     gather     here, 

Jan.    12.    1910,    and    will    be    in    session 

Just  one  day.  By  that  time,  it  Is 
hoped  to  entertain  the  judges  in  the 
new  courthouse  and  the  fame  of  St. 
Louis  county's  beautiful  building  will 
be  spread  through  the  state  by  that 
medium.  About  forty  delegates  usually 
attend   the  session. 

One  of  the  most  important  actions 
taken  by  the  association  at  St.  Paul 
was  the  passage  of  a  resolution  com- 
mending Chapter  -'88  of  the  Laws  of 
1907.  providing  for  establishing  a  state 
Inebriate  farm.  «  Th»  resolution  is  in 
oppf.'sltion  to  the  move  said  to  be  con- 
templated by  the  legislature  to  repeal 
tlie  law  at  the  present  session  and 
cople.s  of  it  will  be  sent  to  every  rep- 
sresentatlve   and   senator. 

•"Probate  judges  prol^ubly  come  into 
contact  with  Inebriate  Insane  more 
than  any  other  officials,  and  their  ad- 
vocacy of  the  establishing  of  the  farm 
should  have  some  weight."  said  Judge 
Middlecoff.  who  returned  last  evening 
from  the  convention.  "We  have  cases 
weekly  in  which  mesi  are  run  down 
from  the  effects  of  drinking  and  insane 
after  a  fashion,  but  tli^y  are  hardly 
subjects  for  the  insane  asylums.  A 
special  permit  is  necessary  to  get  them 
Into  the  Insane  a.sylum  and  then  tliey 
are  only  kept  until  they  sober  up,  be- 
ing turned  out  to  go  right  back  to 
drink   again. 

•The  inebriate  farm  will  supply  a 
want.  The  law  is  one  of  the  most 
charitable  passed  by  the  Minnesota  leg- 
islature in  a  good  many  years,  and  I 
hope  the  legislature  now  in  .session 
turns   down    tlie   attempt    to    repeal    it." 

The  law  provides  for  a  fund  made  up 
of  1'  per  cent  of  the  nioney  received 
from  liquor  licenses  to  support  the 
farm,  and  the  law  has  been  declared 
constitutional.  A  tract  of  640  acres 
at  Willmar  has  been  settled  upon  as  a 
site  for  the  farm,  and  if  the  movement 
to  repeal  the  law  fails,  the  farm  will 
prol>ably  be  established  during  the 
present  year. 

RAILWAY  AND 
VILLAGE  CLASH 

Brookston  Would  Compel 

Great  Northern  to 

Cover  Crossway. 

Tlie  village  of  Brookston  and  the 
Gr-at  Northern  Railway  company  have 
become  involved  In  a  row  over  a  street 
crossing  that  has  reached  the  district 
court.  The  village  filed  a  complaint 
this  morning,  demanding  an  order  com- 
pelling tlie  railway  company  to  cover 
a  railroad  crossing  at  Second  avenue, 
in  compliance  with  an  order  of  the 
village    council. 

The  complaint  sets  forth  that  the 
company  has  failed  to  build  a  crossing 
where  its  main  track  and  switches 
cross  Second  avenue.  The  matter  was 
taken  up  by  the  village  council  and 
an  order  was  served  on  the  railwav 
company,  giving  thirty  days  for  the 
construction  of  the  crossing.  Tlie 
company  hasn't  made  a  move,  though 
the     order     was     served     Nov.     10.

Nearly  1.500  Hands  Em- 
ployed in  Factories 
This  Winter. 


Reopening  of  Mill 
Give  Work  to  300 
More. 


Though  an  industrial  relaxation  may 
exist  in  other  cities.  West  Duluth's 
manufacturing  and  milling  enterprises 
-seem  to  be  little  affected  this  winter. 
Judging  from  the  number  of  men  who 
I  are  now  being  employed  by  West  Du- 
luth   companies. 

Though  the  day  of  the  lumber  mill 
is  gradually  passing  in  West  Duluth. 
the  other  industries  are  enlarging  and 
increasing  constant^',  so  that  the  loss 
of  the  lumber  mill^i^'ill  soon  be  over- 
come by  the  growtii  of  the  other  in- 
dustries. A  few  years  ago,  when  all 
the  West  Duluth  lumber  mills  were 
running  full  force,  summer  and  win- 
ter, hundreds  of  men  found  work  in 
them.  Now  every  mill  is  closed,  except 
the  lied  Cliff,  which  during  this  season 
only  operates  its  planing  mill,  whicii 
requires  only  seventy-tive  men.  In  the 
summer  that  company's  other  mill  is 
in  operation  and  more  men  are  em- 
ployed. There  is  a  report,  however, 
that  tlie  Virginia  &  Rainy  Lake  com- 
I>anv  anticipates  opening  its  mill  in 
West  Duluth  by  Feb.  1,  and  will  keep 
employed  two  full  crews,  night  and 
dav.   of   150  men   each. 

Along  other  lines  manufacturing 
seems  to  be  nourishing.  It  is  through 
the  growth  and  enlargement  of  such 
companies  as  the  Zenith  Furnace  com- 
pany, the  National  Iron  works,  the 
I'nion  Match  company,  the  American 
Carbolite  and  the  Elliott  Packing  com- 
pany, that  the  loss  of  the  sawmill  in- 
dustry is  being  partially  it  not  wholly 
counterbalanced. 

The  Zenith  Furnace  company  is  now 
by  far  the  heaviest  employer  of  labor 
in  West  Duluth.  That  company  has 
now  on  its  payroll  750  men.  In  the 
season  of  navigation,  when  men  are 
needed  about  the  docks,  the  number  is 
increased    by   from   50    to   100   more. 

There  are  now  employed  in  West 
Duluth.  not  counting  the  men  working 
in  stores  and  at  smaller  industries,  at 
least  1,450  wage  earners,  and  if  the 
Virginia  and  Rainy  Lake  Lumber  com- 
panv  starts  up  its  sawmill,  there  will 
be  added   to  this  number  300  more. 

With  the  completion  of  the  improve- 
ments at  the  Elliott  company's  plant, 
that  company  will  increase  lis  force. 
It  now  employs  seventy-five  men. 

C.  J.  Pelrushke's  box  factory  is  not 
running"  a  full  crew  at  present.  The 
factorv  employs  only  forty-five  men. 
which  is  40  per  cent  less  than  it  does 
in  its  busy  season.  The  Duluth  Tar 
company  has  recently  closed  down  for 
a  time.  The  Dululli  Brass  works  is 
employing  onlv  a  small  force  of  men. 
But  in  spite  of  this.  1.435  men  are  em- 
ployed at  West  Duluth  plants  this 
winter.

LOCOMOTIVE 
JUMPS  RAILS 


Engineer  and  Fireman 

Remain  in  Engine  and 

Escape  Injury. 

A  serious  accident  was  narrowly 
averted  yesterday  afternoon  when  a 
locomotive,  backing  on  to  the  Duluth, 
Mlssabe  &  Northern  trestle,  was  de- 
railed   and    ran    for    some    distance    on 

the  ties  at  the  very  edge  of  the  trestle. 

The  fireman  and  engineer  had  pres- 
ence of  mind  enough  not  to  jump, 
though  both  clung  to  the  outside  of  the 
engine,  expecting  that  at  any  moment 
it  would  plunge  to  the  ground,  forty 
feet  below.  If  It  had  left  the  trestle  it 
would  probably  have  meant  death  to 
them,    or   serious   injury. 

The  engine,  which  was  drawing  a 
number  of  cars  of  crushed  stone,  was 
backing  over  a  switch,  when  the  wheels 
left  the  track.  The  engineer  instantly 
closed  the  throttle,  but  the  engine  did 
not  come  to  a  standstill  until  it  had 
bumped  along  for  several  feet  on  the 
ties. 

A  derrick  and  wrecking  crew  were  at 
work  yesterday,  and  today  hoisting  the 
locomotive  back  on  to  the  tracks.  It 
was  a  ticklish  job,  for  the  least  false 
move  miglit  have  hurled  the  unsteady 
engine  from   the  trestle.

Was  Employed  on  Rail- 
road Job  by  John 
Runquists 


Ole  Trulson,  a  blastman,  58  years 
old  and  employed  by  John  Runquist, 
the  contractor,  met  a  horrible  death 
this  morning  at  about  7  o'clock  on 
the  Duluth,  Missabe  &  Northern  tracks 
not  far  from  the  Fifty-ninth  avenue 
west  spur. 

As  far  as  is  known  no  one  witnessed 
the  accident.

Left  Family  to  Starve 

While  He  Went 

Trapping. 

The  sympathies  of  all  present  In  the 
municipal  courtr6om  this  morning  at 
the  trial  of  Frank  Koski,  cliarged  with 
wife  desertion  and  non-support  were 
enlisted,  when  his  daughter,  a  very 
pretty  child,  Just  17  years  old  today, 
told  a  story  of  almost  imbellevable 
cruelty.  At  the  close  of  the  testimony 
of  the  child  and  her  moth«;r.  the  only 
witnesses,  Koskl  was  giver  a  straight 
jail  sentence  of  ninety  days. 

The  beauty  of  the  girl  and  her  testi- 
mony, given  with  flashlnsr  eyes  and 
flushd  cheeks,  could  not  help  but 
have  its  effect.  The  girl  stated  that 
while  she  was  earning  from  $1.75  to 
$2  a  day  at  the  match  factory,  her 
father  was  content  to  stay  at  home, 
but  when  her  earnings  dwindled  to  94 
cents  a  day,  he  quit  the  family  and 
went  to  the  woods  to  trap  and  hunt, 
leaving  his  family  of  six  -hlldren,  of 
which  she  was  the  oldest  and  a  baby 
of  15  months,  tWe  young.jst,  to  get 
along  the   best  they  could. 

The  last  money  .<hat  he  j^ave  to  the 
family,  the  child  said,  was  on  Nov.  10, 
when  he  handed  Qver  $10.  After  that 
he  lived  on  her  meagre  wages,  finally 
leaving  tliem  for  the  woods.  On  the 
day  before  Christmas  he  returned  to 
find   them   half  starved. 

He  stopped  with  them  onlj-  over  night, 
and  when  he  left  .offered  to  give  them 
$1.80.  After  they  .had  spent  that,  he 
said  that  he  hoped  they  would  starve. 
The  mother  threw  the  pitifully  small 
sum  back  In   his  face. 

The  testimony  brought  out  that 
Koski  in  tlmefe  of  passion  threw 
knives,  plates  »nd  forks  at  his  wife, 
whose  deafness  provoked  his  wrath. 
Sometimes  they  were  thrown  with  such 
force  that  they  would  stick  in  the 
walls. 

When  the  father  left  for  his  last 
hunting  and  trapping  trip,  just  before 
Christmas,  he  to*k  with  him  every 
morsel  of  food  in  the  house,  and  also 
two  blankets  which  were  gieatly  need- 
ed   by  the   family.

Denver,  Colo.,  Jan.  16. — To  add  to  the 
horror  of  the  wreck,  a  second  relief 
train  on.  Its  way  to  Glenwood  loaded 
with  injured  has  been  tied  up  by  the 
derailment  of  some  of  the  freight  cars. 
The  first  relief  train  bearing  a  num- 
ber of  the  more  slightly  Injured  reach- 
ed Glenwood  this  morning,  bringing 
reports  of  the  wreok,  which  appears  to 
have  been  one  of  the  worst  in  the 
history  of  railroading. 

Most  of  the  slaughter  was  done  in 
the  chair  car.  Of  sixty-nine  passen- 
gers iji  that  coach,  sixty-eight  are  said 
to  have  been  killed.  The  only  human 
being  to  escape  was  a  six-year  old 
girl,  who  was  found  under  the  body 
of  iier  mother  and  who  is  too  near 
dead  to  remember  her  name  farther 
than  that  it  is  "Alice." 

Little  identification  of  the  dead  has 
been  made,  according  to  the  reports 
reaching  Glenwood.  The  dead  are  in 
many  instances  so  horribly  mutilated 
that  identification  will  be  very  diffi- 
cult 

It  was  from  the  chair  car  that  the 
worst  of  the  dead  were  taken.  The 
known  dead:

time  indicated  by  his  watch.  When 
Hearing  Dotsero.  Oison  looked  at  his 
watch  and  read  the  time  to  be  9:45  p. 
m.  It  was  then  9:50.  Thinking  he  had 
plenty  of  time  to  make  the  next  siding 
below  Dotsero,  he  pulled  the  throttle 
of  his  engine  wide  open  and  was  mak- 
ing forty-five  miles  an  hour  on  a 
down  grade 'When  he  collided  with  the 
freight,  which  was  laboriously  climb- 
ing up  the  hill,  under  a  full  head  of 
steam   of  two  engines. 

When  the  passenger  did  not  stop  at

The  three  big  engines  telescoped, 
and  when  they  came  to  a  standstill,  re- 
sebled  one  huge  piece  of  twisted  steel 
and  iron  rods  and  mechanism.  The 
combination  baggabe  and  express  car, 
the  smoker  and  the  day  coach,  which 
followed  the  engine,  telescoped,  wlille^ 
the  three  heavy  Pullman  sleepers  an<l 
diner  crushed  them  into  a  mass  against 
the  engine.  The  day  coaches  were 
smashed. 

Everybody,  except  one  In  the  chair 
car  was  killed.  Eight  of  the  passen- 
gers were  decapitated,  as  though  by  a 
guillotine,  their  heads  rolLign  from 
their  bodies.  Most  of  the  bodies  of  the 
dead  are  mutilated  so  badly  that  iden- 
tification will  take  hours.  The  only 
person  to  escape  was  Alice  Williams, 
4  j-ears  old,  from  some  point  In  Iowa. 
She  wa.s  found  under  her  dead  mother, 
guillotine,  their  heads  rolling  from 
head  to  foot  with  blood.  Tlie  child  was 
taken  to  Glenwood  Springs  in  the  sec- 
ond  relief  train. 

The  second  member  of  the  train 
crew  injured  was  John  Anderson,  whc 
in  jumping  sprained  his  ankle.  Engi- 
neei;  Gus  Olson  of  the  passenger  is  a 
brother  of  .mg-  Olson,  who  was  In 
charge  of  the  head  engine  of  the 
freight  train.  Harry  Jeffreys  was  tht 
engineer  in  the  second  engine..  Both 
Sig  Olson  and  JelTreys  live  at  Glen- 
wood Springs.  The  wreckage  caught 
fire  immediately  after  the  collision  and 
a  holocaust  was  avoided  by  passenger.s 
who  were  not  killed  or  seriously  In- 
jured, and  the  members  of  the  train 
crews,  who  secured  shovels  and  boards 
and  put  out  the  blaze  with  snow,  which 
is  piled  in  huge  banks  alongside  ths 
tracks.

Business  Men's  Cltib 
in  Favor  of  Pro- 
posed Cliange. 

Ely,  Minn..  Jan.  16. — (Special  to 
The  Herald.) — The  Business  Men's 
club  discussed  the  question  of  amend- 
ing the  city  charter  at  their  last  regu- 
lar meeting. 

The  charter  Is  deemed  deficient  at 
present  in  that  It  does  not  permit  the 
city  to  bond  or  borrow  for  the  pur- 
pose of  improving  the  system  of  sewer- 
age and  water.  • 

At  present  the  main  sewer  is  merely 
the  creek  channel  on  the  south  edge 
of  the  city  and  is  an  open  sewer  soon 
after  the  creek  crosses  the  Iron  Range 
Railway  company's  right  of  way  at  the 
depot,  exposing  the  residents  in  that 
section  to  contagious  disease  and  the 
unpleasantnes."*.  In  general,  of  living 
near  an  open  sewer.  This  sewer  is 
constructed  on  private  property  and 
on  account  of  using  the  creek  chan- 
nel for  a  main  sewer,  the  sewage  does 
not  carry  away  as  It  would  were  the 
sewer  made  of  regulation  sewer  pipe. 
The  probabilities  are  that  a  new  main 
sewer  will  be  constructed  on  First 
avenue  that  will  take  care  of  all  of 
the  sewage  of  the  city,  and  will  be 
built.  i>o  doubt,  entirely  beyond  tht 
limits  of  the  city,  and  In.stead  of  dis- 
charging the  sewage,  as  at  present, 
into  the  lake,  a  septic  tank  will  be 
provided,  in  which  all  of  the  .sewage 
will  be  treated  with  acid  that  will 
destroy  any  germs  that  may  be  In  the 
sewage.  — 

This  is  the  recommendation  of  the 
health  officer  to  the  city  council  and 
no  doubt  .some  .such  improvement  will 
be  made  in  the  near  future.  Another 
feature  of  the  plan  is  that  Instead  of 
the  property  owners  along  the  ave- 
nue on  which  the  main  sewer  will 
probably  be  constructed,  standing  the 
expense  they  will  not  be  required  to 
i>ay  two-thirds  of  the  cost,  as  Is  the 
custom  and  law  here  In  other  con- 
struction work  of  laying  sewers  and 
water  mains,  for  those  property  own- 
ers have  already  borne  their  sewer  and 
water  taxes,  and  since  the  improve- 
ment will  be  for  the  benefit  of  the 
entire  city.  It  should  be  so  borne.

Starts  In  Attic.  Damage 

From  Smoke  and  Water 

Resulting. 

Proctor;  Mlrih.,  Jan.  16.— (Special  to 
The  Herald.)— Fire  In  the  upper  part  of 
the  Proctor  hotel,  a  two-tsory  frame 
structure,  managed  by  Henry  Babln.

The  fireWafr  discovered  about  4 
o'clock  An  alarm  was  turned  In  and 
the  department:  was  promptly  on  the 
scene  and  soon  had  Mtreams  of  water 
nlavlng  on  the  blasie,  which  seemed 
to  be  confined  to  the  attic.  It  was 
soon  extinkulshed  ar.d  sighs  of  relief 
swept  over  the  crov^d  that  gathered 
about  the  burning  structure,  fearing 
the  worst.  The  origin  of  the  fire  has 
aot  been'lbarB*d   IX  It  had  broken  out 


telescoped  and  the  first  passenger  coach 
was  wrecked.  It  Is  said  that  not  a 
single  person  in  the  day  coach  escaped. 
It  was  impossible  to  carry  the  wound- 
ed around  the  wreck.  This  delayed 
the  relief  to  passengers  for  more  than 
an    hour. 

The  passenger  train  was  going  at  a 
high  rate  of  speed  when  It  readied  the 
siding  at  Dotsero.  It  is  supposed  that 
the  engineer  of  the  passenger  thought 
the  freight  had  passed  the  siding,  and 
was  going  too  rapidly  to  stop  his  train 
when  he  saw  the  danger.

New  York,  Jan.  16. — The  holiday  sea- 
son just  past  is  responsible  for  the  re- 
publication of  a  letter  by  the  late 
Bishop  Potter  commending  the  charity 
of  the  people  of  the  stage. 

"There  is  no  profession  which  so 
largely  gives  of  its  energies  and  its 
material  means  for  the  healing  of  tlie 
afflicted  as  that  of  the  theater"  he 
said.  "The  ear  of  the  player  is  never 
deaf  to  the  cry  of  pain  or  want,  and 
vihile  other  crafts  look  after  their  own. 
sometimes,  in  the  hour  of  storm  or 
stress,  the  actor  leaps  to  the  relief  of 
any  individual  or  any  class  when  the 
voice  of  appeal  is  heard." 

Bishop  Potter  was  right,  and  right  to 
a  greater  degree  than  the  public  in 
general  knows.  Sometimes  overenthu- 
siastic  press  agents  give  an  almost 
offensive  publicity  to  these  charities, 
suggesting  that  the  charities  are  of 
the  Pharisaical  kind,  performed  for 
the  fsake  of  this  very  publicity.  But 
while  this  may  be.  and  unfortunately 
is.  the  case  sometimes,  it  is  certainly 
not  the  case  in  the  majority  of  in- 
stances as  any  one  who  has  liad  per- 
VmatUif*'  Tlxese  wharities  usually  spring 


sonal  relations  with  the  actor  folk  can 
directly  from  the  heart,  and  not  from 
a  thirsty  pocketbook,  expecting  a 
"hundred-fold"  increase  for  funds  ex- 
pended. The  stories  concerning  the 
charities  are  dug  up  often  by  over- 
zealous  newspaper  reporters,  who  re- 
gard stage  people  as  their  natural 
prey,  and  not  by  the  press  agents  at 
all.

Option  Taken  by  Jones   Furnace   Interests  on   Old 

Spur  Mine—Ore  From  Saginaw  Mine  Being 

Shipped  to  Canadian  Soo, 


Already  having  taken  over  a  very 
extt-nive  acreage,  for  the  most  part 
Menominee  range  tracts  containing  low 
Kraile  ores  for  which  there  h«Uf  here- 
tofore been  little  demand,  the  inter- 
ests associated  with  John  T.  Jones  in 
the  operation  of  his  newly-invented 
furnace  at  Iron  Mountain,  are  steadily 
enlarging  their  holdings  of  mineral 
lands.  The  latest  property  on  which 
It  is  understood  that  an  option  has 
been  taken  is  the  old  Spurr  mine,  lo- 
cated in  Baraga  county.  Mich.,  at  the 
western  end  <>f  the  Marquette  range. 
The  Spurr  has  been  idle  for  many 
years.  It  wa-:  opened  in  IS "3  and 
made  its  last  shipment  in  lSiJ3.  Its 
total  output  was  164,000  tons.  The 
product  was  a  hard  specular,  with  oc- 
O&slonal  mas-ses,  the  mine  in  this  re- 
spect resembling  tlie  big  Republic  and 
Champion  properties,  to  the  east,  al- 
though the  ore  was  much  more  mixed. 
The  operators  of  the  Spurr  contented 


themselves  with  taking  out  the  ore 
contained  in  the  original  lens  en- 
countered, aiul  there  has  long  been  a 
belief  that  exploration  would  reveal 
more  other  deposits  of  greater  extent. 

The  old  Bird  mine  property,  in  the 
Crystal  Falls  district  of  the  Menominee 
range,  a  lease  to  which  has  been  ac- 
quired by  the  Jones  furnace  people, 
is  owned  by  the  county  of  Houghton. 
Much  land  in  the  mineralized  regions 
of  Upper  Michigan  was  granted  to  this 
Copper  country  county  years  ago.  in 
return  for  the  construction  of  roads, 
and  a  very  considerable  acreage  still 
remains   in   its   pos.session. 

Ore  from  the  Saginaw  mine,  in  the 
Norway  district,  west  of  Iron  Moun- 
tain, is  being  shipped  this  winter  to 
the  Algoma  Steel  company  at  Sault  Ste 
Marie.

Bishee,  Ariz.  Jan.  1^. — Since  the 
hews  has  gone  forth  of  tli--  final  end- 
ing of  the  Yaqui  war  througii  the  sign- 
ing of  the  peace  treaty  at  Hermosll'.o, 
there  has  been  an  awakening  of  inter- 
est in  Sonorn  mining  properties  that 
tlds  fair  to  grow  into  the  biggest 
boom  that  has  ever  been  inaugurated 
is  the  adjacent  state  of  the  southern 
republic.  The  Yat|ul  disorders  have, 
more  than  any  other  factor,  retarded 
the  devel<ipment  of  the  rich  mineral 
districts  of  Sonora  and  with  the  Yaquis 
off  the  warpatli  and  devoting  tlielr 
time  to  labor  and  tilling  of  the  soil 
In  the  fertile  sections  where  they  have 
tor  years  resided.  In  the  mining  indus- 
try in  Sor.ora.  and  esnecially  in  the 
once  Infested  districts.'^  will  have  an 
opportunity  to  expand  to  its  rightful 
prf)portions. 

The  Miner  has  It  from  a  reliable 
Bource  that  all  of  the  large  mining 
Intereats  In  the  Southwest  are  already 
preparing  to  send  men  into  the  Sonora 
field  fo  rthe  purpose  of  picking  up 
valuable  properties  before  the  boom, 
■which  is  surely  coming,  succeeds  In  in- 
flating the  prices  of  Mexican  mines 
and  i>rospect8  They  can  be  had  at 
present  at  very  reasonabie  figures,  but 
just  as  soon  as  there  is  a  general 
movement    toward    the    acquisition     of 


properties  in  Sonora,  the  prices  are 
bound  to  advance.  Just  as  tliey  have  in 
the  various  mining  districts  of  Arizona 
after  an  important  deal  is  consum- 
mated. 

Sonora  is  rightfully  classed  as  one  of 
the  richest  mineral  countries  in  the 
world.  Almo.^t  every  kind  of  precious 
and  base  mineral  can  be  found  in  the 
state,  and  in  paying  quantities,  and  it 
is  safe  to  predict  tfiat  in  the  course  of 
a  very  short  time  Sonora  will  furnish 
some  of  the  riehe.st  gold  and  copper 
mines  in  the  world.  There  is  a  vast 
country  south  of  Cananea  and  between 
the  Y'aqui  river  and  the  coast,  almost 
all  of  which  Is  heavily  mineralized,  and 
which  has  scarcely  been  scratched  be- 
low the  surface.  Numerous  small 
companies  have  operated  In  this  iso- 
lated country  during  the  last  half- 
dozen  years,  but  it  Is  doubtful  If  there 
has  been  a  paying  venture,  though 
thousands  have  been  expended.  In  the 
entire  country,  suuth  of  the  Nacozarl 
and   Cananea  districts. 

The  influx  of  mining  men  and  pros- 
pectors into  the  Sonora  fields  Is  ex- 
pected to  be  a  very  heavy  one  within 
the  next  few  months,  and  It  is  certain 
that  numerous  Important  mining  deais 
will  be  consummated  within  a  very 
brief  period. 


THE  THREE  R'S  MINE  IS  SOLD 


Butte,  Mont.,  Jan.  16. — (Special  ot 
The  Herald.) — The  development  work 
on  the  2,000  and  2,300-foot  levels  of 
the  North  Butte  is  progressing  slowly 
and  that  fact  has  given  rise  to  rumors 
that  the  developments  there  have  not 
been  as  satisfactory  as  were  expected. 
The  fact  is  that  so  far  as  the  work  has 
progressed  the  results. have  been  entire- 
ly satisfa.ctor3',  but  the  crosscuts  have 
not  gone  far  enough  to  get  under  the 
main  ore  body  on  which  the  big  min- 
ing has  been  done  on  the  1,800-foot 
level,  and  will  not  be  reached  for  at 
least  two  months.  So  far  as  the  vein 
has  been  opened  It  is  stronger  than 
on   the   level   above. 

Buttc-Montana. 

The  Butte-Montana  Mining  com- 
pany has  begun  making  shipments  of 
ore  from  the  Alex  Scott  mine,  but 
for  some  time  the  shipments  will  be 
Irregular.  The  ore  comes  from  the 
1,200-foot  level,  and  is  a  good  aver- 
age of  Butte  ore.  Development  work 
is  being  pushed  on  the  900-foot  level 
and  drifting  is  being  done  on  a  goOd 
looking  vein.

The  companj-  has  a  capital  of  150,000 
shares,  JIO  par,..and  has  all  been  sub- 
scribed on  the  Installment  plan,  $1 
having  been  paid  in,  and  the  remain- 
der being  subject  to  call.  The  com- 
pany has  secured  the  old  Minnesota 
group  of  three  claims  situated  between 
Corbln  and  Wlckes  at  Gregory.  A  quar-

Because  of  dissension  among  some 
of  the  big  shareholders  of  the  Keating 
Gold  Mining  company,  it  looked  for  a 
time  as  if  the  property  under  option 
would  be  lost,  but  at  almost  the  last 
moment  on  Jan.  2  an  agreement  was 
reached  and  the  payment  then  due 
was  made.  Alvin  P.  Nlpgen,  who  had 
been  pre.sident  and  general  manager 
of  the  mine,  resigned  and  Jesse  B. 
Roote  was  elected  pre.sident,  while 
C.  C.  Willis  has  been  put  in  charge  of 
operations.

Calumet  &  Arizona  People  Wanted  it,  But  Eastern 

Capitalists  Closed  Option-Calumet  &  Arizona 

Takes  Bond  on  the  Ad'ioining  Oroiind. 


Tucson,    Ariz..     Jan.     16. — The     Three 

R'S   group   of   copper   claims,  consisting 

of    thirty-nine    claims    about    six    miles 

southwest  of  Patagonia  has  been  sold 
by  Ben  Ileney  to  Eastern  capitalists, 
through  John  C  Montgomery  of  New 
York,  and  Henry  S.  MacKay  of  Los 
Angeles. 

Tl'.js  same  property  was  sold  to  W. 
C.  Greene  df  Cananea.  just  before  the 
financial  crash,  and  after  paying  two 
payments,  amounting  to  Jl,;!;{3.o3.  t)e- 
sldes  doing  considerable  development 
work  hf  was  unable  to  make  the  third 
payment  which  fell  due  in  tha  midst 
of  tlie  slump  and  the  bond  was  finally 
forfeited.  Since  then  the  Calumet  & 
Arizona  people  made  examination  of 
the  property,  and  their  report  was 
strongly  favorable,  but  the  closing  of 
the  deal  was  delayed  and  in  the  mean- 
time new  mining  capital  was  secured 
at  a  limited  eption.  These  new  capl- 
tali.sts  made  their  examination  and 
closed  within  thirty  days  with  their 
first  payment.  Man  Warrln,  who  had 
been  with  the  Calumet  &  Arizona  for 
three  years  stated  that  he  considered 
the  Three  R's  country  as  good  as  the 
Cananea  district  and  he  backed  his 
faith  by  taking  up  twelve  claims  ly- 
ing to  the  south  and  doing  all  the  nec- 
essary work  upon  them. 

During  the  examination  period  thev 
had  on  the  ground  besides  their  engin- 
eers Mr.  Wright  of  the  Miami  Copper 
property  of  Globe.  Since  closing  on 
the  Three  Rs,  they  have  taken  under 
bond  all  adjoining  claims  to  the  num- 
ber  of  fifty  or  more.     Upon   placing  of 


the  deed  in  escrow  they  immediately 
wired  to  New  York  for  a  mining  man- 
ager who  was  Instructed  to  begin  act- 
ive development  work  at   once. 

Mr.  Heney  says  he  does  not  wish 
to  divulge  the  consideration  agreed 
upon  at  thie  time,  although  It  ran  well 
up  into  the  six  figures,  neither  do  the 
parties  behind  the  deal  wish  to  have 
the  names  in  evidence  at  present. 
I'Jnough  to  know  the  purchasers  repre- 
sent some  of  the  largest  copper  capi- 
talists in  the  country  and  it  will  mean 
much  to  the  Patagonia  district  and 
this  entire  section  In  having  these  peo- 
ple there.  It  is  their  intention  to  do 
development  work  on  a  big  scale. 

The  reason  for  selling  as  Mr.  Heney 
states  is  that  they  had  not  enough  cap- 
ital to  install  a  large  amount  of  ma- 
chinery with  which  to  economically 
operate  the  property.  Like  all  copper 
mines,  after  reaching  a  certain  stage, 
further  development  requires  large 
capital    to   keep   the   mine   in   operation. 

William  Kemp,  field  engineer  of  the 
Calumet  &  Arizona  has  taken  a  bond 
on  all  ground  between  the  Three  R's 
and  the  Flux  mines  and  the  World's 
Fair  mine  and  development  work  is  In 
progress. 

On  Saturday.  Jan.  2,  L  W.  Powell, 
general  manager  of  the  Calumet  & 
Arizona  came  to  Tucson  and  inquired 
of  Mr.  Heney  if  the  deal  of  the  Three 
R's  had  been  actually  closed,  and  up- 
on being  assured  that  it  had  been  and 
that  the  first  payment  had  been  made 
and  the  deeds  placed  in  escrow,  said 
he  had  always  hoped  to  secure  the 
property  for  his  people.

On  Property  of  Arhona  &  Eastern  Consolidated  Co.— 

Big  Strike  That  Was  a  Cliristmas  Gift-"  Rich 

Six-Foot  Vein  Uncovered, 


El  Paso.  Tex..  Jan.  16. — Maj.  E.  L. 
DeLestry,  general  manager  of  the  Ari- 
zona &  Eastern  Consolidated  Mining 
company,  came  down  from  Globe  a 
couple  of  nights  ago  and  Is  regis- 
tered at  the  St.  Regis  for  a  few  days. 
The  company  has  made  two  rich  ore 
strikes  on  Its  properties  on  Mineral 
creek,  southwest  from  Globe,  and.  quite 
naturally.  Mr.  DeLestry  feels  highly 
elated,  and  so  are  a  number  of  Ei 
Paso  citizens,  who  only  a  month  ago 
quietly  purchased  some  of  the  com- 
pany's stock,  and  who  are  calling  to 
extend  their  congratulations.  Pointing 
to  a  display  of  high  grade  copper  ore 
on  exhibit  in  the  lobby  of  the  St.  Regis, 
Maj.  DcLeatry  »aid  to  a  Herald  re- 
porter. 

"Our  last  strike  was  a  Christmas 
present.  We  had  anticipated  striking 
shipping  ore  In  our  No.  1  shaft  for 
some  time,  although  we  have  not  yet 
reaciied  the  depth  which  we  wish  to 
attain.  However,  the  formation  Is 
ideal.  The  ore  occurs  between  a  quartz 
and  limestone.  It's  a  true  Assure  and 
needs  only  further  exploration  to  prove 
Its  great  extent.  Leading  mining  men 
Who  have  seen  our  property  agree  with 
me  as  ,to  Its  great  value.  I  had  al- 
ready advised  our  stockholders  of  this 
strike  as  a  Christmas  greeting,  as  we 
cut  into  the  pay  streak  on  Dec.  17,  but 
I  was  not  quite  prepared  for  a  second 
surprise  so  soon  after  the  first  And.-    It 


was  a  few  hours  before  quitting  time, 
the  da>  before  Christmas.  A  small  crew 
had  been  working  in  our  No,  2  tunnel 
about  half  a  mile  from  the  shaft  where 
the  ore  was  struck,  and  my  calcula- 
tions were  that  we  had  fully  150  feet  to 
drive  before  cutting  the  main  ledge. 
Seated  in  front  of  my  cabin  with  a  vis- 
itor. I  was  aroused  by  a  great  commo- 
tion near  the  tunnel.  Believing  some- 
thing had  gone  wrong,  we  made  our 
way  down  the  creek  to  Investigate  the 
cause  of  the  racket.  Our  -foreman  met 
us  and  conducted  us  to  the  breast  of 
the  tunnel,  and  I  was  greatly  and 
agreeably  surprised  to  find  a  six-foot 
face  of  ore  that  leaves  not  a  shadow 
of  room  for  doubt  as  to  what  we  have. 
I  at  once  sacked  a  quantity  to  bring  in 
for  a  test.  This  ore  body  lies  In  a 
talc.  It  Is  streaked  heavily  with  28 
per  cent  copper  glance,  and  In  places 
there  were  pockets  which  ran  up  to  48 
per  cent.  A  considerable  body  of  the 
ore  ran  in  an  18  per  cent  brown  car- 
bonate, while  the  whole  carries  enough 
sulphites  and  iron  to.  make  It  self- 
fluxing.  It  is  a  beautiful  face  of  ore 
easily  mined,  and  tons  of  ore  can  be 
taken  out  without  firing  a  shot  or 
driving  a  drill. 

"We  shall  now  continue  to  drive  this 
tunnel  to  the  main  ledge  and,  if  this 
ore  body  continues  all  the  way  In,  we 
shall  have  one  of  the  greatest  copper 
deposits,  of  high  grade,  known  In  Ari- 
zona." 


Bisbee,   Ariz..    Jan.    16. — According   to! 

the    best    obtainable    figures      at      this 

time.  Cochise  county  had,  during  the 
year  1908,  tlie  second  and  third  largest 
producing  smelters  In  the  United 
States,  and  there  is  every  reason  tn 
believe  that  the  Copper  Queen  and 
Calumet  &  Arizona  smelters  will,  hold 
these  respective  positions  In  the  fu- 
ture, because  of  the  many  Improve- 
ments and  additions  which  have  been 
made   by   both   companies. 

The  approximate  output  of  the  Cop- 
per Queen's  Douglas  reduction  works 
for  the  last  year  was  96.000,000  pounds 
of  blister  copper,  of  which  about  75- 
000,000  pounds  came  from  ores  from 
the  company's  Blsbee  mines.  While 
the  figures  in  detail  of  the  production 
at  the  Calumet  &  Arizona  smelter  have 
not  been  compiled,  the  total  output  for 
the  year  1908  was  in  round  numbers 
50,000,000  pounds,  the  record  annual 
output  for  that  smelter.  It  Is  not  as 
yet  known  just  what  percentage  of 
this  output  was  from  Calumet  & 
Arizona  ores,  but  from  Superior  & 
Pittsburg  ores,  but  the  output  of  the 
latter  company  was  very  large  during 
the  last  few  rfionths  of  the  year. 
Total     Output     Heavy. 

The  total  output  for  the  two  smelt- 
ers. Including  only  Warren  district 
ores  for  the  year  was  approximately 
125,000,000  pounds,  or  an  increase  of 
about  15,000,000  pounds  over  the  out- 
put of  the  district   for  the  year  1907. 

The  year  that  has  just  begun  will 
undoubtedly  break  all  records  for 
production  of  both  the  smelters  and 
the  Warren  district,  as  the  output  has 
been  considerably  increased  during  the 
last  few  months.  It  will  also  be  re- 
membered that  during  the  entire  year 
with  the  exception  of  the  last  few 
weeks  in  December.  no  ore  was 
shipped  to  the  smelters  by  the  Shat- 
tuck  company,  the  entire  outpilt  of  the 
Warren   district  coming  from  the  Cop- 


per Queen,  l^alwiiet  &  Arlzrna  and  Su- 
perior &  PittsT&ttrgr  mines.  The  last 
year  was  also  a  poor  one  for  custom 
ores,  as  many  smairShlpperM  have  been 
idle  since  the  slump  in  the  price  of  tlie 
metal.  The  greater  pait  of  the  Cop- 
per Queen  smelter  production,  exclu- 
sive of  Warren  district  ores,  came  from 
Nacozari    concentrates. 

C  A.  A.  AA'ili   IncreiiMe. 

The  work  of  remodeling  several  of 
the  blast  furnaces  at  the  Calumet  & 
Arizona  smelter  has  not  been  wholly 
completed,  but  It  will  be  in  a  short 
time,  and  the  output  of  the  smelter 
will  be  considerably  Increased  there- 
after. 

The  coming  year  will  also  see  three 
new  shippers  at  CourtlancI,  and  the 
smelter  output  of  the  county  will  be 
greatly  augmented  upon  the  comple- 
tion of  the  railroad  from  Douglas  to 
that  camp.  Both  smelters  will  handle 
Courtland  ores,  as  botli  companies 
have  large  interests  in  the  new  camp 
and  there  will  be  at  least  one  import- 
ant independent  shipper. 

If  other  Arizona  camps  do  as  well  as 
those  in  Cochise  county,  the  output  of 
the  territory  for  the  year  1909  should 
far  exceed  any  In  the  history  of  the 
territory,  and  Incidentally  place  Ari- 
zona firinlj'  In  Its  position  an  the  great- 
est copper  producing  state  or  territory 
In  the  country,  a  position  It  has  held 
for  the  last  two  yelars. 

OpcratluK  Five   Fnmaera. 

Everything  is  moving  smoothly  at 
the  smelters  in  Douglas  since  the  be- 
ginning of  the  new  year.  At  the  Calu- 
met &  Arizona,  work  Is  proceeding  on 
the  enlargement  of  No.  6  furnace  from 
Its  original  capacity  of  30C  tons  to  a 
capacity  of  500  tons.  This  work  was 
started  before  the  holidays  and  Is  ex- 
pected to  be  complete  within  the  next 
few  weeks.  The, Calumet  &  Arizona  Is 
now  operating  five  furnaces;,  all  It  has 
except    the    one    b«ing    enlarged.      One 


of  the  fl\e  in  use  has  a  capacity  of 
500  tons  and  the  other  four  accommo- 
date only  300  tons  daily.  However,  it 
Is  the  Intention  to  enlarge  all  the  old 
furnaces  so  that  all  will  have  the  same 
capacity  of  50  tons.  The  material  for 
this  work  has  already  been  gotten  out 
and  as  a  result,  the  machine  shops  of 
this  plant  have  been  fairly  busy  during 
the   last   six  months. 

Product  For  December. 

The  local  managers  of  the  smelters 
never  give  out  th*  exact  figure  as  to 
monthly  production,  but  it  Is  known 
that  the  two  smelters  produced  dur- 
ing the  month  of  December  very  near 
15,000,000  pounds  of  copper.  The 
Copper  Queen  reduction  works  turned 
out  more  than  9,000,000  pounds  and 
the  Calumet  &  Arizona  product 
amounted  to  more  than  4.500,000 
pounds.  This  is  about  the  largest  pro- 
duction ever  recorded  In  Douglas.  It 
Is  expected  that  the  production  during 
the  present  year  will  greatly  exceed 
that  of  last  year.  This  is  expected 
from  the  enlargement  of  the  capacity 
of  the  Calumet  &  Arizona  and  also 
from  the  increased  output  of  concen- 
tfates  from  Nacozarl  as  a  result  of  the 
new  concentrating  mill. 

The  Copper  Queen  smeter  put  into 
commission  last  week  an  additional 
furnace  and  now  has  eight  out  of  ten  in 
commission.  The  Queen  is  operating 
six  converters.  This  plant  has  been 
running  irregularly  during  the  past  six 
months,  as  to  the  number  of  furnaces 
In  cotnmlssion,  but  the  product  has  re- 
mained about  the  same  and  the  policy 
seems  to  be  to  produce  about  so  much 
copper  per  month,  using  as  many  fur- 
naces as  may  be  required  for  that  pur- 
poses.

AT  THE  LAKE  COPPER  MINES 

Atlantic  Driving  Fifteentlt  Level  Crosscut  Througli  What  May 
be  Main  Working  Bed  of  Baltic  Formation— Heavy  Over- 
burden of  Land  Causes  the  North  Lake  Much  Trouble. 


Houghton,  Mich.,  Jan.  16. — (Spe- 
cial to  The  Herald.) — Atlantic  Is 
actively  engaged  in  driving  Its  fif- 
te?nth  level  crossing  through  what  may 
prove  to  be  the  main  workbed  of  the 
Baltic  formation.  The  crosscut  Is  in 
amout  thirty  feet,  disclosing  fifteen 
feet  of  well  mineralized  ground  on  the 
foot-wall  side  of  the  lode,  the  ground 
showing  somewhat  leaner  as  the  hang- 
ing wall  Is  approached.  The  new  dis- 
covery is  approximately  400  feet  west 
of  the  Section  16  shaft  in  which  con- 
slderabe  work  has  been  done  in  an 
endeavor  to  locate  the  Baltic  lode. 
Drift  and  crosscuts  have  been  driven 
in  every  direction  without  disclosing 
much  of  value,  the  ground  at  nearly 
all  points  of  attack  being  badly  shat- 
tered, a  condition  not  "kindly"  to 
copper.  Some  copper  ground  Is  ex- 
posed, but  the  extent  is  limited  and 
nowhere  has  a  continuous  stretch  of 
copper  ground  exceeding  200  feet  In 
length  been  opened.  Small  pockets  of 
copper  are  disclosed  at  several  points 
throughout  the  workings,  the  balance 
of  the  ground,  for  the  most  part,  be- 
ing shattered.  The  dally  output  of  cop- 
per rock  Is  small,  the  product  of  de- 
velopment work  only,  no  stoplng  be- 
ing in  progress.  The  shaft  is  ap- 
proaching the  twentieth  level. 
North  Lake. 

An  unusually  heavy  overburden  of 
(Sear  sand  Is  causing  the  North  Lake 
company  considerable  trouble,  and  It 
Is  likely  that  the  first  of  the  two  sand 
pipes  which  are  being  driven  pre- 
liminary to  diamond  drilling.  will 
shortly  be  abandoned  after  having 
reached  a  depth  of  400  feet  without 
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encountering  the  ledge.  The  second 
sand  pipe  has  attained  a.  depth  of 
nearly  180  feet,  and  difficulty  In  sink- 
ing is  beginning  to  be  experienced  here 
also.  The  company  had  a.n  engineer 
out  recently  to  locate  an  outcropping 
on  the  property,  and  actual  drilling  In 
rock  Is  expeced  to  bo  in  progress  at 
an  early  date,  though  how  the  heavy 
overburden  can  be  avoided  In  secur- 
ing a  complete  cross  section  of  the 
property  remains  to  be  solved.  There 
is  little  doubt  that  the  Lake  lode 
traverses  this  property,  bvit  Its  exact 
location  Is  yet  to  be  determined  and 
if  the  "outcrop"  is  found  to  lie  below 
this  blanket  of  sand,  expensive  shaft 
sinking  may  be  expected.  That  the 
lode  carries  copper  In  payable  quan- 
tities is  not  a  certainty,  as  the  lode 
has  not  been  treated  at  thin  point,  but 
the  wonderful  showing  ol  the  Lake 
mine  immediately  adjoining.  Is  much 
in  Its  favor. 

t-Sepeca. 

At  the  Senega  mine  the  new  shaft 
sinking  for  t^  Kearsarg.;  lode  has 
been  fitted  with  a  t-oncrete  collar  and 
sinking  is  again  under  way.  The  first 
level  will  be  established  200  feet  from 
surface,  which,  depth  the  sihaft  is  ex- 
pected to  make  by  the  middle  of  Jan- 
uary. The  crosscut  to  be  driven  at  that 
level  should  encouniter  the  lode  about 
one  month  later.  A  drill  core  ob- 
tained a  year  ago  at  somewhat  great- 
er depth  is  understood  to  have  been 
richly  charged  With  copper.

Butte,  Mont.,  Jan.  16. — The  fact  that 
the  Lexington  mine,  at  a  depth  of  1,400 
feet,  has  completely  passed  through  the 
zinc  zone  and  at  that  depth  Is  mining 
copper  ore  of  fairly  good  value,  is  a 
matter  most  encouraging  to  all  the 
district  lying  north  of  the  proved  cop- 
per belt  known  as  the  "hill.  "  All  of 
the  district  east  of  Walkervllle  and 
extending  east  beyond  the  Butte  &  Su- 
perior properties,  is  of  similar  forma- 
tion and  to  considerable  depth  shows 
zinc  to  the  extent  of  about  42  per  cent 
and  the  ore  above  the  1,400-foot  level 
is  so  refractory  that  It  cannot  be  treat- 
ed profitably  at  any  of  the  smelters. 
In  the  Lexington  the  percentage  of 
zinc  Is  ftot  particularly  great,  although 
sufficient  to  penalize  the  ore,  on  the 
700,  800  and  1,000-foot  levels,  and  b'^' 
selecting  Its  ore  the  company  Is  able  to 
ship  from  80  to  100  tons  of  ore  a  day 
from  those  levels.  On  the  1,400-foot 
level,  however,  the  rlnc  has  completely 
disappeared  In  some  of  the  drifts,  and 
the  copper  deposits  are  becoming  pro- 
nounced. The  Lexington  shaft  is  1,400 
feet  deep  and  is  being  continued  to  the 
1,600,  where  it  Is  expected  that  it  will 
prove  to  be  a  copp6r  mine  of  Immense 
value. 

The  theory  that  the  zinc  zone  has  Its 
depth  limit  in  the  neighborhood  of 
from  1.200  to  1,400  feet  In  the  district 
east  of  the  Lexington  is  being  proved 
in  the  Butte  &  Superior  property  which 
is  coinniencin.g  to  show  the  coiiper 
values  at  a  depth  of  1,200  feet.  At  this 
depth,  however,  in  the  Butte  &  Supe- 
rior, the  ore  Is  still  refractory,  and 
between  this  level  and  the  500,  tliou- 
sands  of  tons  of  zinc  ore  exist  and  have 
been  blocked  out.  Above  the  1,200  and 
up  to  the  500  the  Butte  &  Superior  is 
a   zinc   mine. 

Drifting  on  the  1,200-foot  level  has 
resulted  in  the  finding  of  copper  ore 
assaying  between  5  and  6  per  cent  cop- 
per,   and    26    ounces    of    silver.       There 


Is  also  a  good  trace  of  gold.  The 
streak  of  copper  ore  which  was  recent- 
ly discovered  on  the  1,200-foot  level 
also  carries  some  covellte,  and  this  is 
considered  as  a  strong  indication  that 
the  zinc  zone  practically  has  been 
pierced  and  that  the  lower  depths  will 
reveal   large   copper  deposits. 

Although  the  Butte  &  Superior  com- 
pany feels  encourage<i  with  the  Indi- 
cations, there  is  no  presumption  that 
the  property  has  yet  developed  into  a 
copper  mine.  It  is  confidently  believed, 
however,  that  before  the  1,600-foot 
level  has  been  reached  the  property 
will  prove  its  value  In  copper.  The 
shaft  is  now  down  nearly  to  the  1,400- 
foot  level.  Whether  it  will  be  the  policy 
of  the  company  to  run  a  crosscut  on 
the  1,400  or  not  is  not  known,  but  It 
Is  probable  that  no  further  under- 
ground development  work  will  be  done 
until  a  depth  of  1,600  feet  has  been 
reached.  Before  summer  the  property 
should  decide  the  correctness  of  the 
theors'  concerning  the  depth  of  the  zino 
zone. 

Although  definite  plans  have  not  yet 
been  decided,  it  is  highly  probable  that 
the  Butte  &  Superior  company  will 
build  a  concentrator  at  an  early  date 
for  the  saving  of  the  zinc,  and  if  this 
is  done.  It  Is  believed  that  the  property 
can  be  worked  at  a  profit  regardless 
of  the  copper  values,  whicli,  it  Is  an- 
ticipated, will  be  opened  up  on  Ihe

The  Butte  &  Superior  company  is 
strong  financially.  i3  equipped  with  a 
magniflc>nt  .surface  operating  plant 
capable  of  sinking  the  three-c<»mpart- 
menl  shaft  to  a  depth  of  2.500  fe*^t 
Huring  all  of  the  period  of  financial 
depre.^.slon  work  at  the  property  wi-iit 
on  unceasingly,  and  Capt.  A.  B.  Wol- 
vln.  president  of  the  company.  ha« 
.stated  that  operations  will  continue 
until  the  value  of  the  property  is 
proved   one   way  or  the   other.

Has  Entered  Ranks  of  Steady  Shippers. 


Bisbee,  Ariz.,  Jan.  16. — R.  B.  Hegardt, 

superintendent    of    the     Old    Dominion 

Copper  company  of  Globe,  who  was  in 

the  city  a  few  days  ago.  expressed  him- 
self as  greatly  pleased  with  the  mines 
of  the  Warren  district,  and  he  was 
particularly  Impressed  with  the  Shat- 
luck,  at  whlc  hhe  spent  considerable 
time.  Asked  concerning  conditions  at 
Globe.  Mr.  Hegardt  was  extremely  en- 
thusiastic. "Globe  seems  to  be  holding 
the  center  of  the  copper  stage,"  he  said, 
"If  one  Is  to  judge  by  the  numerous 
flotations  recently  made  and  the  big  ore 
deposits  which  are  being  uncovered  In 
the  district.  Almost  every  group  of 
claims  In  the  district  Is  being  devel- 
oped or  IS  about  to  be  developed,  and 
the  city  Is  enjoying  a  boom  that  is  un- 
rivaled in   the   history  of  the  camp. 

"The  Globe  Consolidated  has  en- 
tered the  ranks  of  the  steady  shippers. 
"The  company  is  shipping  about  twen- 
ty-five tons  daily  to  our  smelter,  and 
It  is  highly  desirable  ore,  as  It  con- 
tains an  excess  of  sulphur.  Lack  of 
sulphur  has  been  the  one  drawback  to 
the  district,  and  we  have  been  getting 
a  great  deal  of  sulphide  ore  from  Cali- 


fornia. The  Superior  &  Boston  is  rab- 
idly opening  up  some  good  mines  and 
the  Arizona  Commercial  has  been  very 
active,  although  a  heavy  flow  of  water 
in  its  Eureka  shaft  has  delayed  work 
considerably.  The  Gibson  anJ  Black 
Warrior  are  steady  shippers,  and  the 
Miami  has  recently  made  a  test  run  at 
our  mill,  which  I  understand,  was  high- 
ly   favorable.

IMPORTANT  STRIKE  IS  MADE 

In  the  Honerine  Extension  at  Stockton,  Utah—Black 

Bess  Company's  Holdings  at  Alta  Bought  by 

Utah  Mines  Coalition. 


Salt  Lake,  Utah,  Jan.  16. — An  im- 
portant strike  has  been  made  in  the 
Honorine  Extension  at  Stockton.  The 
Extension  company  has  a  permanent 
right  of  way  through  the  5,000  foot 
tunnel  of  the  Honerine  company  and 
has  run  250  feet  from  Its  end.  Less 
than  a  week  ago  the  tunnel  cut  a 
body  of  ore  that  Is  wider  than  the 
tunnel.  A  general  average  sample  gave 
assay  returns  of  25  per  cent,  lead,  four- 
teen ounces  silver  and  80  cents  in  gold 
to  the  ton. 

Several  feet  of  ore  carrying  lead,  sti- 
ver, gVild  and  copper,  worth  In  the  ag- 
gregate between  $70  and  $80  a  ton, 
has  been  opened  in  the  Bullion  Canon 
company^s  property  near  Cedar  Cltty, 
Iron  county.  In  a  winze  below  the  tun- 
nel level. 

The  Black  Bess  company's  holdings 
at  Alta  have  been  bought  by  the  Utah 
Mines  Coalition,  a  new  corporation  Just 
organized  by  a  number  of  Salt  Lake 
operators,  including  Duncan  McVichle, 
J.  B.  Risque.  R.  H.  Strickland,  L.  H. 
Farnsworth  and  James  A.  Pollock,  who 
are  the  directors.  The  Black  Bess  Is 
located  at  the  head  of  Big  and  Little 
Cottonwood  canons  and  Is  surrounded 
by  properties  that  have  produced  mil- 
lions. Running  through  the  property 
are  four  large   fissures  and   a   big  con- 


tact lode.  One  of  the  veins  has  been 
developed  to  a  depth  of  350  feet  by  a 
sh.afi  and  workings  sent  out  from  It 
are  in  good  ore.  The  management  has 
decided  to  drive  a  tunnel  on  the  most 
northerly  vein  and  from  this  level  to 
crosscut  the  other  four  and  connect 
with  the  present  workings.  This  tun- 
nel  will  give  a  depth  of   1.000   feet. 

The  Bingham-Butte  Mines  company 
operating  at  Bingham,  has  authorized 
a  bond  issue  of  $200,000,  running  five 
years  at  6  per  cent.  The  money  Is  to 
be  used  in  paying  up  purchase  con- 
tracts in  the  acquirement  of  new 
claims  and  for  equipment. 

According  to  the  Davis  county  Argu» 
Patsy  Marley  has  struck  a  ledge  eight 
feet  wide  near  Farmington,  carrying 
free  gold  In  great  quantities.  Marley 
has  been  working  the  property  since 
1896.

Involved,  congress  should  resolve  any 
reasonable  douVit  as  to  Its  legislative 
power  in  favor  of  the  people  and 
against  the  seekers  for  a  special  priv- 
il*^ge. 

"My  reason  for  believing  that  the 
Federal  Government,  in  granting  a  li- 
cense to  dam  a  navigable  river,  has 
the  power  to  impose  any  conditions  it 
finds  neecssary  to  protect  the  public 
including  a  charge  and  a  limitation  of 
tlie  time,  is  tliat  its  consent  is  legally 
fsstntial  to  an  enterprise  of  this  cliar- 
acter.  It  follows  that  congress  can  im 
pose  conditions  upon  its  consent. 

Power   Should   Be    Exerelaed. 

"Believing  that  the  national  govern- 
ment has  this  power,  I  am  convinced 
that  its  power  ought  to  be  exercised. 
The  people  of  the  country  are  threat- 
ened by  a  monopoly  far  more  powerful, 
because  in  far  closer  touch  with  their 
domestic  and  industrial  life,  than  any- 
thing known  to  our  experience.  A 
single  generation  will  see  the  exhaus- 
tion of  our  national  resources  or  oil 
and  gas  and  such  a  rise  in  the^  price 
of  coal  as  will  make  the  price  of  elec- 
trically transmitted  water  power  a 
controlling  factor  in  transportation.  In 
manufacturing,  and  in  household  lig-ht- 
Ing  and  heating.  Our  water  power 
alone,  if  fully  developed  and  wisely 
used,  is  probably  sufficient  for  our 
present  transportation,  Industrial,  rnii- 
nicipal,  and  domestic  needs.  Most  of  it 
Is  undeveloped  and  Is  still  In  national 
or  state  control.  ,_, 

"To  give  away,  without  conditions, 
this,  one  of  the  greatest  of  our  re- 
sources, would  be  an  act  ot  folly,  ir

The  president  reiterates  the 
opinion  expressed  in  April,  1908,  when 
he  vetoed  a  bill  to  extend  the  time  for 
the  construction  of  a  dam  across  Rainy 
river  on  the  ground  that  the  "policy 
pursued  In  making  these  grants  is 
unwise  in  giving  away  the  property  ot 
the  people  in  the  flowing  waters  to  in- 
dividuals or  organizations  practically 
unknown,  and  granting  In  perpetuity 
these  valuable  privileges  in  advance  of 
the  formulation  of  definite  plans  as  to 
their    use."

Only    because    of    its    compli- 
ance in  this  way  with  these  conditions 
did    the    bill    extending    the    time    limit 
for  that  project   finally   become  a   law. 
Senate    Commltte    Rapped. 
"An  amendment  to  the  present  bill," 
says  the   president,   "expressly   author- 
izing the  government  to  fix  a  limitation 
of  tune  and  impose  a  charge,  was  pro- 
posed   by    the    war    department.       The 
letter,    veto    message,    and    amendment 
above   referred    to   were   considered   by 
the  senate  committee  on  commerce,  as 
appears   by   the   committee's   report   on 
the    preesnt      bill,    and      the    proposed 
amendment    was    characterized    by    the 
committee    as    a    'new    departure    from 
the    policy    heretofore    pursued    In    re- 
spect   to    legislation,    authorizing      the 
construction    of    such    dams.'

"The    total    v.ater   jiower   now   in   use 
bv   power    plants    in    the   United    States 
is"  estimated  by  the  tureau  of  the  cen- 
sus and  the  geological  survey  as  5,300.- 
000-horse  power.     Information  collected 
by    the    bureau    of    corporations    show.s 
that   thirteen   large   concerns,   of  which 
the   General    Electric   company  and   the 
Westinghouse  Electric  &  Manufacturing 
company  are   the   most  important,   now 
hold  water  power  installations  and  ad- 
vantageous   power      tites      aggregating 
about  1,040, 000-horse  power,  where  the 
control     by    these    concerns    is    practi- 
cally   admitted.      This      Is    a      quantity 
equal   to   over   19   per   cent   of   the   total 
now    In    use.       Further    evidence    of    a 
very  strong  nature  as  to  additional  In- 
ter-corporate   relations,      furnished    by 
the  bureau,  leads  me   to  the  conclusion 
that    this   total    should   be   increased    to 
24    per    cent,    and    still    other    evidence, 
though  less  conclusive,  nevertheless  af- 
fords  reasonable   ground   for   enlarging 
this  estimate   by  9  per  cent  additional.

Time  to  Attnclli  Conditions. 
"It   is,    in   my   opinion,    relatively   un- 
important  for   us   to   know   whether   or 
not    the    promoters    of    this    particular 
project  are  affiliated  with  any  of  these 
great  corporations.     If  we  make  an  un- 
conditional  grant   to    this   grantee,   our 
control  over  It  ceases.     He.  or  any  pur- 
chaser  from   him,   will    be   free    to   sell 
his  rights  to  any  one  of  them  at  plea- 
sure      The    time    to    attach    conditions 
and  'prevent  monopoly  Is  when  a  grant

"The  amendment  of  the  agricultural 
bill  providing  for  Irrevocable  permltt 
being  new  legislation,  was  stricken  out, 
under  the  house  rules,  upon  a  point  of 
order  made  by  fri<>nds  of  the  house 
bill— that  Is,  by  friends  of  the  POwer 
companies.  Yet.  In  the  face  of  this 
record  the  power  companies  complain 
that  they  are  forced  to  accept  revocable

"Thenew  legislation  sought  in  their 
own  Interest  by  some  companies  in 
the  West,  and  the  opposition  of  other 
companies  In  the  East  to  proposed 
legislation  In  the  public  interest,  have 
a  common  source  and  a  common  pur- 
pose. Their  source  is  the  rapidly- 
growing  water-pcwer  combination. 
Their  purpose  Is  ii  centralized  mon- 
opoly of  hydro-elecric  power  develup- 
ment  free  of  all  public  control.  It  Is 
obvious  that  a  monopoly  of  power  in 
any  community  calls  for  strict  public 
supervision   and   regulation. 

Six  Neceasarr  Conditions. 
"I  repeat  the  w^rds  with  which  I 
concluded  mv  me.ssage  vetoing  the 
Rainy  river  bill:  In  place  of  the  pres- 
ent haphazard  policy  of  permanently 
alienating  valuable  public  property  we 
should  substitute  a  definite  policy  along 
the  following  lines:  ,,     .^  j 

"First  There  should  be  a  limited  or 
carefully  guarded  grant  In  the  nature 
of  an  option  or  opportunity  afforded 
within  reasonable  time  for  develop- 
ment of  plans  and  for  execution  of  the 
project.  ^  , 

"fiecond.    fiudi  ft.  ftTAUt  or  ooacession 


should  be  accompanied  In  the  act  mak- 
ing the  grant  by  a  provision  expressly 
making  it  the  duty  of  a  designated  of- 
ficial to  annul  the  grant  if  the  work 
is  not  begun  or  plans  are  not  carried 
out  in  accordance  with  the  authority 
granted.  ,       ,    x        m 

•Third.  It  should  also  be  the  duty  of 
some  designated  official  to  see  to  t 
that  in  approving  the  plans  the  maxi- 
mum development  of  the  navigation 
and  power  is  assured,  or  at  least  that 
in  making  the  plans  these  may  not  be 
so  developed  as  ultimately  to  interfere 
with  the  better  utilization  of  the  water 
or  complete  development  of  the  power. 

"Fourth.  There  should  be  a  license 
fee  or  charge,  which,  though  small  or 
nominal  at  the  outset,  can  In  the  fu- 
ture be  adjusted  so  as  to  secure  a  con- 
trol In  the  interest  of  the  public. 

"Fifth  Provision  should  he  made 
for  the  termination  of  the  grant  or 
privilege  at  a  definite  time,  leaving  to 
future  generations  the  power  or  au- 
thority to  renew  or  extend  the  conces- 
sion In  accordance  with  the  conditions 
which  may  prevail  at  that  time. 

"Further  reflection  suggests  a  sixth 
condition,  viz:  The  license  should  be 
forfeited  upon  proof  that  the  licensee 
has  joined  in  any  conspiracy  or  unlaw- 
ful combination  In  restraint  of  trade, 
as  Is  provided  for  grants  of  coal  lands 
in  Alaska  by  the  act  of  May  28.  1908. 

"I  shall  insist  upon  the  conditions 
mentioned  above  not  only  in  acts  which 
I  sign,  but  also  in  passing  upon  Plans 
for  use  of  water  power  presented  to 
the  executive  departments  for  action. 
I  esteem  it  my  duty  to  use  every  en- 
deavor to  prevent  this  growing  mon- 
opoly, the  most  threatening  which  has 
ever  appeared,  from  being  fastened 
upon  the  people  of  this  nation.'

Question  of  Women's  Suf- 
frage is  Put  Up  to 
Voters. 

The  question  of  women's  suffrage 
has  been  revived  in  Duluth  in  the 
form  of  a  petition  which  is  being  cir- 
culated for  signatures. 

The  petition  is  sent  out  by  Mrs. 
Maude  C.  Stockwell  of  Minneapolis, 
president  of  the  Minnesota  Women's 
Suffrage  association,  at  the  request  of 
the  National  American  Women's  Suf- 
frage association.  Such  petitions  are 
beng  circulated  in  every  state  in  the 
Union  and  when  a  sufficient  number

MINNESOTA'S  GOOD  WORK. 

Although  the  weather  conditions  were  unfavor- 
able t.>  the  hunting  of  big  game  in  Minnesota  last 
fall,  and  the  kill  was  therefor  comparatively  small 
it  is  the  consensus  of  opinion  among  those  who 
were  in  the  woods  that  there  has  not  been  for  years 
so  many  deer  and  moose  in  Minnesota  as  at  pres- 
ent. 

S  '  much  for  the  work  of  the  state  game  and 
fish  commission.  It  is  good  work.  In  the  face  of 
the  slaughter  by  pot  hunters  and  Indians,  in  the 
face  ot  inadequately  protective  laws  and  insufficient 
money  for  the  carrying  on  of  the  work,  Minnesota 
has  actually  contrived  to  increase  its  big  game. 
The  increase  is  a  valuable  asset  to  the  state  and  to 
humanity  and  it  ought  to  be  encouraged  and  pro- 
moted by  every  means  in  our  power. 

Minnesota  is  not  the  only  state  which  has  so 
protected  its  big  game  as  to  increase  it.  There  are 
more  deer  and  moose  in  the  Maine  woods  today 
than  there  were  ten  and  twenty  years  ago.  Gov- 
ernor Johnson  and  the  state  game  and  fish  commis- 
sion have  made  recommendation  to  the  legislature 
for  legislation  which  will  enable  the  state  to  under- 
take the  care  and  increase  of  game  just  as  it  now 
undertakes,  and  accomplishes,  the  care  and  in- 
crease of  fish,  and  it  is  quite  probable  that  work  of 
this  kind  will  be  attempted  by  the  state  through  the 
commission  very  shortly.  As  to  the  protection  of 
big  game,  the  state  game  and  fish  commission 
needs  larger  powers  and  more  money  to  use  them 
with.  Could  the  state  make  effective  warfare  on 
the  pot  hunter,  big  game  in  Minnesota  would 
multiply  much  more  rapidly.  It  is  believed  by  all 
students  of  this  subject,  also,  that  the  total  suspen- 
sion of  the  open  season  for  big  game  for  a  period 
of  tw  <  years  would  be  a  most  salutary  measure. 

There  is  still  something  to  be  said  for  the  set- 
tler in  this  matter.  In  the  past  it  was  almost  im- 
possible for  the  state  to  secure  convictions  of 
offenders  against  the  game  laws  of  the  state.  This 
was  owing  to  the  lack  of  discrimination  on  the  part 
of  the  state,  settlers  who  shot  deer  for  their  daily 
needs  out  of  season  being  prosecuted  as  relent- 
lessly as  were  mere  pot  hunters.  While  the  set- 
tler was  technically  equally  guilty  with  the  pot 
hunter,  he  was  not  so  in  fact,  for  the  law  was 
never  intended  to  make  it  harder  for  the  Minnesota 
pioneer  to  subdue  the  wilderness  but  to  prevent  the 
killing  of  big  game  f.»r  wanton  pleasure  or  for 
profit.  The  state  has  in  some  measure  learned  its 
lesson,  prosecutions  of  actual  settlers  are  infre- 
quent.and  the  hostility  of  the  settlers  to  the  state 
game  laws  has  much  abated.  Injustice  to  settlers 
in  this  respect  is  still  done,  however,  and  within  a 
month  a  St.  Louis  county  settler  has  served  time  in 
the  St.  Louis  county  jail  because  he  killed  a  deer 
to  support  his  lonely  life  in  a  cabin  on  a  home- 
stead far  removed  from  any  town.  If  the  state  is 
to  succeed  in  its  work  it  must  enforce  the  law  as 
to  its  intent,  not  as  to  its  letter. 

On  the  whole  Minnesota  has  been  doing  good 
work  in  this  respect  and  the  outlook  is  that  it  will 
do  distmctly  better  in  the  future. 


man,  "but  there  is  no  limitation  placed  upon  Cana- 
dian use  of  Niagara  waters.  Therefor  if  things  go 
on  as  they  are  now  going,  all  the  water  of  Niagara 
Falls  might  be  drawn  off  through  Canadian  pen- 
stocks." Somewhat  similar  to  the  St.  Lawrence 
and  Niagara  rivers  are  conditions  which  prevail 
with  the  St.  John  river  in  Maine,  the  Columbia  in 
Oregon,  the  Kootenai  in  British  Columbia,  the 
Colorado,  the  Rio  Grande,  and  others.  Even  such 
water  powers  as  those  on  the  northern  boundary 
of  Minnesota  can  be  rendered  more  profitable  to 
the  people  of  the  two  adjoining  countries  by  agree- 
ment as  to  their  control  and  conservation. 

It  is  certain  that  the  proposed  conference  will 
bring  out  purely  national  views  of  the  conserva- 
tion of  resources  which  will  be  incompatable. 
Some  things  that  will  help  the  United  States  will 
make  for  the  injury  of  Canada  as  a  separate  state, 
and  it  is  not  to  be  expected  that  agreement  can, be 
reached  in  these  so  long  as  boundary  lines  prevail 
and  conditions  vary  in  different  parts  of  the  con- 
tinent, but  there  are  many  phases  of  the  conserva- 
tion of  natural  resources  as  to  which  a  North 
.American  pact  may  be  made,  and  it  is  hoped  that 
the  international  conference  of  next  month  will 
establish  the  basis  upon  which  such  an  agreement 
will  ultimately   be   reached. 


MAKE  IT  INTERNATIONAL. 

Our  enthusiasm  for  the  ideal  is  constantly  held 
in  check  by  the  necessities  of  the  practical.  It  is 
ideal  that  Canada  and  Mexico  and  the  L^nited 
States  should  join  heads  and  hands  in  their  plans 
for  the  conservation  of  North  America's  natural 
resources  but  the  man-made  lines  which  make  sev- 
eral separate  nations  out  of  one  country  mark  with 
equal  distinctness  the  selfishly  protective  interests 
of  each,  and  Canada  and  Mexico,  with  vast  areas 
of  timber  untouched,  refuse,  for  the  greater  part, 
to  make  one  with  us  in  this  matter. 

.'Vn  international  conference  will  be  held  at  the 
White  House  on  Feb.  18.  It  will  be  attended  by 
representatives  from  the  United  States,  Canada  and 
Mexico.  That  conference  is  the  outcome  of  the 
conservation  conferences  held  last  May  and  De- 
cember at  Washington  and  participated  in  by  the 
govern-rs  of  most  of  the  states  of  the  Union  and 
by  men  prominent  in  the  work  of  forest  conserva- 
tion. The  president  in  his  letter  of  invitation  to 
the  proposed  international  conservation  confer- 
ence to  be  held  next  month  says,  'It  is  evident  that 
natural  resources  are  not  limited  by  boundary  lines 
which  separate  nations  and  that  the  need  for  con- 
serving them  upon  this  continent  is  as  wide  as  the 
area  upon  which  they  exist.'"  While  Canada  and 
Mexico  have  already  indicated  their  intention  to 
non-concur  in  some  of  the  plans  which  have  been 
proposed  for  forest  conservation,  believing  that 
their  individual  interests  are  separate  as  separate 
nations  from  the  interests  of  the  United  States, 
both  countries  will  send  representatives  to  the 
conference,  and  both  countries  are  willing  to  admit 
that  there  are  features  of  the  conservation  of 
natural  resources  up<in  which  a  North  American 
agreement  may  be  arrived  at. 

The  protection  and  control  of  water  supply  and 
water  power  is  one  such  subject  upon  which  all 
three  countries  may  agree.  If  each  country  is  to 
go  its  own  separate,  selfish  way  the  injury  that  will 
eventually  be  done  to  humanity  is  great.  -'The 
amount  of  water  that  can  be  drawn  by  American 
power  producers  from  the  falls  of  Niagara  is  lim- 
ited by   law/'  points  out  the  American   Lumber- 


DEPARTMENT  OF  PUBLIC  WORKS. 

There  are  many  things  to  help  us  to  realize  that 
this  is  a  big  country.  One  of  them  is  the  constant 
demand  for  additional  departments  of  government. 
The  latest  is  the  proposal  of  a  department  of  public 
works,  the.  demand  being  the  direct  result  of  the 
idea  of  F.  W.  Fitzpatrick,  the  well  known  architect, 
formerly  of  this  city. 

The  president's  cabinet  at  the  outset  consisted 
of  four  officers,  the  secretaries  of  state,  of  war  and 
of  the  treasury  with  the  attorney  general.  The 
secretary  of  the  navy,  the  postmaster  general,  the 
secretary  of  the  interior  and  the  secretary  of  agri- 
culture were  added  in  turn.  The  last  department 
to  be  added  to  the  government  was  the  department 
of  commerce  and  labor,  organized  and  established 
by  congress  in  1903,  thus  increasing  the  four  orig- 
inal departments  of  the  executive  branch  of  the 
government  to  nine. 

The  last  creation,  the  department  of  commerce 
and  labor,  is  made  up  of  bureaus  detached  from  the 
treasury  department.  This  department,  originally 
organized  for  the  care  of  the  nation's  finances  and 
supposedly,  at  least,  headed  by  a  financier,  still  in- 
cludes numerous  bureaus  of  widely  divergent  char- 
acter.^ All  of  the  work  which  would  be  done  by 
the  proposed  department  of  public  works  is  now- 
done  by  the  treasury  department,  and  includes  the 
planning  and  building  of  all  public  buildings,  the 
development,  enlargement  and  care  of  waterways, 
the  digging  of  the  Panama  canal,  the  maintenance 
of  all  Federal  roads,  in- fact  all  the  engineering  and 
structural  work  of  the  government. 

Mr.  Fitzgerald,  who  is  devoting  much  time  to 
the  promotion  of  this  plan,  declares  that  he  docs 
not  know  of  another  county  which  does  not 
have  a  separate  and  distinct  department  of 
public  works.  Its  primary  purpose  he  defines  as 
above,  but  its  sphere  of  usefulness  would  be  much 
greater.  Just  as  the  weather  bureau,  and  the  de- 
partment of  agriculture  are  not  confined  in  their 
scope  to  national  affairs  but  are  made  to  serve 
the  needs  of  states  and  cities,  and  as  far  as  pos- 
sible, the  needs  of  every  individual,  so  the  proposed 
department  of  public  works,  with  its  different 
bureaus  would  be  at  the  disposal  of  every  state  or 
city.  "Its  trained  assistants  and  advisers,  men  of 
the  highest  attainments  in  the  arts,  would  be  ever 
available  and  anxious,"  explains  Mr.  Fitzgerald,  "to 
aid  any  one  seeking  to  improve,  to  beautify  a  city, 
a  park,  a  railway  terminal  or  whatnot  of  a  semi- 
public  nature.  It  would  urge  all  our  cities  to  have 
formulated  a  fixed  and  artistic  plan  for  progres- 
sive growth,  one  not  necessarily  involving  the 
immediate  expenditure  of  vast  sums,  but  a  deter- 
minate plan  to  which  would  conform  all  improve- 
ments as  they  became  necessary  or  for  which 
funds  became  available." 

The  government  of  the  United  States  is  engaged 
in  structural  enterprises  of  vast  magnitude  and  is 
each  year  spending  millions  for  its  public  buildings, 
waterways  and  other  public  improvements.  Aside 
from  the  artistic,  there  is  weighty  argument  for 
the  creation  of  such  a  department  in  the  savings 
that  would  be  effected  by  unity  of  management  and 
consistency  of  plan.  It  is  claimed  with  authority 
that  out  of  $200,000,000  spent  in  Chicago  during  the 
past  five  years  in  general  civic  improvements  nearly 
40  per  cent  has  been  wasted  because  the  improve- 
ments were  made  "haphazard  and  without  any  pre- 
determined general  plan  of  fitting  one  improve- 
ment into  another  with  some  definite  end  in 
view." 

It  is  expected  that  the  proposed  department  will 
be  embodied  in  a  bill  which  will  be  offered  at  the 
next  session  of  congress.

Thus  the 
county  has,  practically  read^'made  for  an  urgent 
need,  exactly  the  sort  of  platj^c  which  it  must 
sooner  or  later  provide.  J   \'!}^ 

The  matter  is  one  in  whigh  expense  is  no  con- 
sideration. The  few  thousands  which  the  county 
may  receive  by  the  sale  of  the  property  will  be  piti- 
fully small  compared  to  the  great  work  of  saving 
our  children  from  what  start  they  may  have  had 
toward  evil  and  then  making  them  over,  instead; 
into  good  citizens.  Besides,  if  this  opportunity  is 
neglected,  the  cost,  when  the  county  finally  decides 
to  establish  a  detention  home,  as  it  certainly'  will 
some  time,  will  be  many  times  greater  than  the  cost 
to  the  county  of  keeping  the  property  it  already 
has. 

The  juveifile  court  of  St.  Louis  county  has  been 
doing  a  wonderful  work  in  Duluth  and  the  county; 
its  work  has  reached  the  point  where  it  cannot  be 
successfully  carried  on  without  a  detention  home; 
the  home  is  practically  provided  without  extra 
expense;  all  that  now  remains  is  for  the  county 
formally  to  accept  and  establish  it. 


WHAT  WILL  THE  PENNY  BtTiT? 

What  will  the  penny  buy?  Houses  and  lands, 
stocks  and  bonds,  health,  thrift  and  happiness 
that's  what  the  penny  will  buy.  The  dollar  may 
not  do  this,  but  the  penny  will. 

Thrift  is  a  great  virtue  in  a  people.  The  thrift 
and  the  contentment  of  the  Scotch  people  are 
proverbial.  There  is  no  more  cheerful  people  on 
the  face  of  the  earth  than  the  French,  and  the 
French  people,  while  not  parsimonious  or  stingy 
have  a  great  regard  for  the  penny.  It  has  enabled 
them  to  undertake  some  of  the  most  colossal  tasks 
of  history  and  it  has  made  them  hJippy. 

It  is  said  that  the  French  capacity  for  the  accu- 
mulation of  wealth  has  probably  never  been 
equalled  by  the  people  of  any  other  nation.  The 
common  people  of  France,  not  the  capitalists  of 
the  nation,  have  time  and  again  poured  out  mil- 
lions on  millions  for  various  enterprises  in  which 
their  aid  was  enlisted.  No  other  nation  has  had  so 
many  peasant  capitalists.  Time  and  again  they 
have  responded  with  the  most  amazing  financial 
ability  to  the  call  of  need,  as  when  they  paid  off 
the  German  indemnity  so  rapidly  at  the  close  of 
the  war  of  1870,  and  as  when  they  met  and  paid  the 
huge  indemnity  to  their  canal  losses.  The  wealth 
of  the  common  people  of  France  is  due  to  econ- 
omies which  we  do  not  practice,  if  indeed,  we 
know  them.  It  is  their  high  regard  for  the  penny 
that  makes  the  French  people  both  rich  and  con- 
tented. The  tax  returns,  doubtless  far  below  the 
real  values,  show  that  the  French  people  in  1908 
were  worth  $45,000,000,000  or  more  than  31,100  per 
capita.  Their  foreign  holdings  bring  them  in  $360,- 
0<X),000  per  year  and  it  is  estimated  that  they  are 
saving  a  billion  dollars  every  year.  All  this  by 
taking  thought  to  the  penny.

PURELY  REFORMATIVE. 

The  demand  for  a  detention  home  where  chil- 
dren whose  offenses  have  brought  them  to  the  at- 
tention of  the  courts  of  St.  Louis  county  may  be 
temporarily  kept  and  cared  for  and  influenced  is 
purely  reformatory  in  its  intention.  It  proposes  to 
reform  the  child  by  correcting  his  evil  tendencies; 
not  to  restrain  him  by  punishment. 

Children  have  to  be  punished,  of  course,  but 
everybody  knows  that  the  thing  most  needed  to  be 
done  with  them  is  give  them  right  ideas,  to  set 
their  feet  in  the  right  path,  to  show  them  the 
reasonableness  of  righteousness  and  the  unreason- 
ableness of  evil.  Habit  and  ignorance  are  respon- 
sible for  the  great  portion  of  all  that  is  bad  in  chil- 
dren. They  are  most  suspectible  to  influence,  and 
it  is  right  and  overwhelmingly  needful  that  the 
state  shall  step  in  where  parents  fail  and  put  an 
end  so  far  as  may  be  to  evil  influence  and  substi- 
tute so  far  as  may  be  an  influence  for  good.  This  is 
the  purpose  of  the  juvenile  court  and  the  detention 
home. 

That  St.  Louis  county  needs  such  a  court  and 
such  a  home  every  one  will  admit,  but  how  great  is 
the  need  only  those  know  who  have  been  brought 
into  contact  with  the  work  in  this  very  large 
county  which  is  so  rapidly  growing  in  population.

HOTEL  GOSSIP.    ^ 

"Wc  have  s-hlpped  some  copper  from 
the  Houghton  district  this  winter,  and 
there  Is  every  reason  to  believe  that 
there  will  be  a  steady  demand  for  cop- 
per durlngr  the  present  year,"  said  T.  E. 
Scarlet  of  Houghton,  ac  the  Lenox 
hotel  yesterday. 

"A.side  from  the  value  of  the  copper 
shares,  there  Is  every  reason  to  be- 
lieve that  the  market  value  of  the 
metal  will  advance.     There  Is  but  little 

of  the  copper  mecai  in  ctie  hands  of 
the  manufacturers  at  the  present  time. 
Many  of  tlie  large  consumers  of  the 
metal  were  overstocked  at  the  time  of 
the  business  shakeup,  but  since  that, 
when  the  price  of  the  metal  has  suf- 
fered a  slump,  strange  as  it  may  seem, 
there  has  been  very  little  buying  by 
the  American  consumers. 

"Since  the  bu'slness  upheaval  the 
consumers  have  been  exhausting  the 
.supply  of  copper  metal  ihey  have  had 
on  hand.  As  a  consequence,  today 
there  is  but  little  of  the  mecal  in  the 
hands  of  the  manufacturers.  With  but 
little  copper  metal  in  the  hands  of  the 
consumers,  and  the  business  of  the 
country  steadily  Improving,  there  is 
every  logical  reason  to  look  for  an 
advance  In  the  price. 

"We  have  felt  the  demand  up  in  the 
Copper  country,  and  they  are  shipping 
from  some  of  the  mines  at  the  present 
time.  Men  w^ho  are  well  informed 
upon  the  copper  situation  state  that 
copper  metal  ia  below  its  real  value 
at  the  present  time,  and  that  there 
win  be  an  Increase  in  price." 

"Vcsselmen  at  Cleveland  predict  a 
very  good  season  this  summer,"  said 
E.  G.  Ilogprs  of  the  Cleveland  Marine 
Supply  company,  at  the  .Spalding  yes- 
terday. "Frankly.  I  don't  believe  the 
coming  season  will  be  as  good  as  1907, 
which  will  stand  as  the  banner  year 
for  some  time.  There  is  considerable 
ore  on  the  docks  of  the  lower  lake 
ports  at  the  present  time,  and  while 
it  is  anticipated  that  there  will  be  a 
heavier  demand  for  iron  in  all  its  forms 
during  the  present  year  than  there  was 
during  the  year  just  closed,  there  is  a 
great  deal  of  surplus  ore  that  must  be 
cleaned  up  before  the  mines  and  ship- 
owners will  begin  to  feel  the  benefit 
of   the    increased   demand   for   iron. 

"I  am  of  the  opinion  that  the  com- 
ing season  will  be  a  very  good  one.  I 
don't  think  that  many  new  boats  will 
be  added  to  the  lake  fleet.  I  liave'been 
in  the  South  a  good  part  of  the  year, 
but  since  1  have  been  in  Cleveland  the 
past  week  I  have  heard  of  but  few 
new  boats  that  will  be  put  into  the  lake 
service  the  coming  season. 

"All  classes  of  freight  carriers 
should  liave  more  business  this  season 
than  they  had  last  season.  There 
should  be  an  Increase  in  the  lumbei 
traffic  by  way  of  the  Great  Lakes 
while  increased  commercial  activity 
should  bring  an  increased  movement  of 
all  commodities.  The  organization  oi 
the  lumber  interests  at  tlie  Head  o. 
the  Ijakes  will,  no  doubt,  result  In  a 
greater  movement  of  lumber  by  way  ui 
the  lakes. 

'The  people  at  Cleveland  are  looking 
forward  to  a  good  season.  1  can  see 
no  reason  why  there  shouldn't  be  a 
very  profitable  season  for  the  vessel- 
men,  perhaps  a  light  season  at  the 
start  for  the  ore  boats,  with  a  stead;, 
increase  during  the  entire  season  am 
a  very  heavy  buslne.>5S  at  the  end. 
There  is  rea.son  to  believe  that  tlie  de- 
mand for  iron  will  increase  as  the  sea- 
son advances,  which  will  probably 
mean  that  the  demand  for  iron  ore 
will  show  a  hoavy  increase  at  the  end 
of   the   navigation   season,"

"The  people  up  here  in  the  northern 
part  of  the  state  have  the  idea,  at 
least  some  of  them,  that  the  southern 
part  of  the  state  is  opposed  to  your 
progress,"  was  the  remark  of  W.  M.

"Tliere  are  narrow-minded  citizens  in 
all  communities  and  in  all  parts  of  the 
state  We  have  them  down  in  the 
southern  part  of  the  state,  and  you 
have  them  up  here  in  the  nortliern 
part.  But,  thank  the  good  Lord,  the 
broadmlnded  citizens  outnumber  them.

The    Steel    \iorkerii. 

The  first  issue  of  Charities  and  the 
Commons  containing  the  "Pittsburg 
Survey,"  has  an  Interesting  article 
about  the  steel  workers  of  Pittsburg 
written  by  John  A.  Fitch. 

Fully  65  per  cent  of  the  men  em- 
ployed In  the  manufacture  of  steel  In 
Allegheny  county  are  unskilled,  but 
the  remaining  35  per  cent,  the  skilled 
and  seml-sklUed,  are  the  men  who  give 
character  to  the  industry.  This  Is  the 
class  from  which  foremen  and  super- 
intendents and  even  the  steel  presi- 
dents have  be-n  recruited,  and  It  ia 
the  class  that  furnishes  the  brains  of 
the  working  force.  To  know  these 
men  you  must  stand  beside  the  open-

The  Question  Why. 

In  one  of  his  sweetest  poems,  Jamea 
Russell  Lowell  describes  his  pitiable 
loneliness  when  a  darling  child  waa 
taken  from  him.  One  of  the  verses  in 
wliich  he  voices  his  dissatisfaction  with 
tlie  ordinary  explanation  of  trouble  la 
this: 

"Your    logic,    my    friends,    is    perfect. 

Your  moral  most  dreSrily   true; 

But    since    the    earth    clashed    on    her 

coffin, 
I  keep  hearing  that  and  not  you." 

One  has  some  such  feeling  as  thl« 
when  lie  reads  many  of  the  sermons 
and  articles  that  have  sought  to  in-- 
terpret  the  meaning  of  the  terrible 
catastrophe  in  Sicily.  Most  of  them 
leave  you  still  asking  why,  why,  whyT 

In  a  group  of  distinguished  schol- 
ars a  conversation  once  turned  upoa 
this  question  of  mystery  connected 
with  the  divine  rulership  of  the  world. 
One  man  after  another  sought  to  con- 
tribute what  light  he  could,  until  It 
became  the  turn  of  the  oldest  and  most 
revered  among  them,  the  president  of 
a  leading  theological  seminary,  to 
speak.  All  he  said  was,  "Gentlemen, 
we  might  as  well  confess  that  God 
does  a  great  many  things  that  maa 
could  not  conscientiously  do."  He 
meant  that  If  a  man  were  In  charge  of 
the  universe,  and  had  all  power  com- 
mitted to  him,  he  would  not  permit  the 
tilings  to  happen  that  are  allowed  to 
happen  every  day. 

For  mystery  is  an-  every-day  affair. 
The  terrible  upheaval  on  the  other  side 
of  the  sea  is  simply  an  exhibition  on 
a  tremendous  large  scale  of  what  is 
happening  on  a  small  scale  almost 
every  moment  somewhere.  Indeed,  If 
we  can  endure  and  rise  above  tlie  mys» 
terlous  dispensations  that  touch  oui 
own  lives  from  lime  to  time,  we  can 
probably  summon  up  enough  philoso- 
phy to  meet  the  great  public  calamat- 
tifs  concerning  which  tlie  newspapers 
scatter  particulars  far  and  wide.  We 
do  not  put  the  question,  "why,"  for  the 
first  time  when  we  read  of  devastating 
conflagiatlons,  of  engulfing  whirl- 
winds and  merciless  earthciuakes.  We 
put  the  question,  "Why,"  whenever  we 
hear  of  a  fair.  Innocent,  promising 
child  taken  suddenly,  or  by  the  slow 
working  of  disease,  from  life;  or  when- 
ever a  young  man  just  through  his 
studies,  on  the  verge  of  great  useful- 
ness in  the  world,  goes  insane;  or 
whenever  the  father  and  wage  earner 
in  a  large  family  dependent  upon  him 
suffers  a  maiming  accident;  or  when- 
ever sickness  or  death  strikes  as  It 
seems  to  love  to  do.  a  shining  mark; 
or  whenever  tragedy  stalks  in  one 
form  or  another  Into  a  familiar  and  be- 
loved circle  of  dear  ones.  We  are  say- 
ing why  nearly  all  the  time,  if  we  have 
any  degree  of  sentiveness  to  the  sor- 
rows, the  woe  and  de.si>air  of  our  fel- 
low men;  and  5f  we  can  give  an  ans- 
wer to  the  question  In  one  case,  we 
probably  can  in  all. 

But  the  fact  is.  there  is  no  answer — 
at  least  none  that  solves  entirely  the 
my.«!tery  or  satisfies  both  the  demands 
of  the  reason  and  the  instincts  of  the 
heart.  Better  for  us  Is  it  to  admit 
that  we  are  in  a  world  for  whose 
behavior  we  are  expected  to  give  a 
totally  satisfaetoryTiccounling.  We  did 
not  make  this  world  and  tiiere  are  lim- 
its to  our  responsibility  for  it;  and 
yet  we  may  be  sure  of  at  least  three 
things.  First,  that  it  Is.  on  the  whole 
a  good  world,  otherwise  the  number 
of  suicides  would  exceed  tlie  number 
of  those  who  die  a  natural  death.  The 
way  in  which  men  cling  to  life,  even 
though  they  know  little  but  poverty 
and  trouble,  is  proof  that  the  great 
majority  of  mankind  regard  life  as  a 
be  on. 

Another  certainty  Is  that  human 
sympathy,  the  best  thing  that  passes 
between  nian  and  man.  would  never 
exist  were  it  not  for  trouble  and  sor- 
row. The  spectacle  of  the  warships  of 
various  nations  hurrying  toward  the 
Italian  waters  on  errands  of  relief  has 
been  one  of  the  relieving  sights  in 
connection  with  the  awful  earthquake. 
Such  a  tragedy  may  do  more  than  In- 
ternational peace  conventlon.s  to  bring 
about  friendly  understandings  that 
shall  make  armed  conflicts  forever  Im- 
possible. So,  too,  when  trouble  comes 
to  an  individual,  how  quickly  others 
signify  their  appreciation  of  his  suffer- 
ing, and  their  desire  to  do  their  little 
best   toward  making   it   bearable. 

One  more  thing  is  certain — trouble 
%Fb  cmf  etaoin  shrdlu  vbgkqj  cnu 
works  out  beneficent  results  in  the  field 
of  character,  provided  one  does  not 
rebel  and  complain.  The  world  is  edu- 
cated and  disciplined  by  world  trage- 
dies. The  individual  is  purified  and  en- 
nobled by  bitter  experience!?.  So  long 
as  the  most  perfect  character  that  has 
over  walked  this  earth  was  called  upon 
to  endure  the  tragedy  of  the  cross,  not 
only  iit  the,  end  of  liis  life,  but  all  the 
way  through,  we  who  were  cast  Iri  a 
lesser  mold,  who  own  ourselves  far 
from  perfection,  ought  not  to  complain 
when  the  knife  cuts  into  our  fiesli  or 
the  scourge  Is  laid  upon  our  backs. 

The  reason  can  give  no  answer  to  the 
question,  "why,"  but  faith.  In.stead  of 
being  discomforted  and  vanquished.  Is 
braced  and  made  more  robust  by  every 
encounter  with  mystery,  for  faith  takes 
into  account  two  great  factors — God 
and  the  future  life.  -  And  because  It 
rests  profoundly  on  these  realities, 
faith  sings  on,  even  though  the  storm 
may   roar   without.        ^^^   p^RSON.

which  is  to  require  him  to  rear  his  son 
a  vagabond— that  Is.  he  must  wait  till 
the  boy  is  16  before  he  can  leach  him 
to  be  a  barber.  Thus  our  lawgivers  on 
Capitol  Hill  a.ssume  that  the  Parents 
of  this  town  are  the  enemies  of  their 
children,  and  even  of  their  friend.s. 
They  do  not  know  how  to  rear  .them 
The  bill  should  have  been  entitled  An 
act  to  encourage  vagrancy  in  the  Dis- 
frict  of  Columbia."  There  s  now 
pending  in  congress  a  proposal  to  ex- 
fend  thi-^  nonsense  to  the  states  thus 
making  some  20.000.000  boys  and  girls 
wards  of  the  government  at  this  cen- 
ter. 

Statesmen  who  devise  mischievous 
schemes  like  child  labor  laws,  such  arf 
maintains  in  this  district  and  such  as  it 
proposed  to  apply  to  all  the  states,  re- 
call Shakespeare's  criticism  of  Ajax— .- 
if  they  had  all  the  arms  of  Briareus 
they  could  not  touch,  and  If  they  had 
all  the  eves  of  Argus  they  could  not 
see  Able,  brilliant,  virtuous,  philan- 
thropic honest,  patriotic,  their  efforts 
tend  to'  evil  and  failure  comes  in  their 
wake.  Beveridge,  of  one  party,  and 
Bryan,  of  the  other,  agreed  in  nothing 
tlse  are  in  accord  that  American  fath- 
ers'and  mothers  are  not  fit  to  rear 
children.

Eldon,  lord  chancellor  of  England, 
was  such  a  statesman,  gifted  with  all 
the  virtues  and  endowed  with  all  the 
talents,  except  wisdom.  Lord  Palmer- 
aton  as  Justly,  as  wittily,  said  to  him: 
"In  the  history  of  the  universe  no  man 
has  the  praise  of  having  effected  so 
much  good  for  his  fellow-creatures  as 
Lord  Ellon  has  thwarted."  He  was 
the  keeper  of  the  king's  conscience,  and 
never  before,  or  since,  has  a  conscience 
had  so  vigilant  and  so  zealous  a  jailer. 
The  king  was  a  man  after  Eldon's  own 
heart,  as  Eldon  was  a  man  after  the 
king's  own  heart.  That  volume  of 
Campbell's  "Lives  of  the  Lord  Clian- 
cellor's,"  devoted  to  Eldon,  Is  as  read- 
able as  a  novel  to  one  even  moderately 
acquainted  with  the  history  of  Eng- 
land uiller  the  Hanoverian  dynasty, 
and  Lord  Eldon's  early  career  is  a 
pleasing  and  romantic  chapter.  Young 
Jack  Scott,  designed  for  the  church, 
ran  off  with  charming  Bessie  Surtees 
to  Scotland  and  got  married.  They 
were  utterly  ruined,  and  their  only 
visible  means  of  support  was  a  devoted 
h)ve  apparent  to  everybody.  His 
father  relented,  however,  though  her 
parents  did  not.  and  gave  him  enough 
to  afford  him  a  moderate  support.     No 


church  living,  for  which  he  was  edu- 
cated, falling  vacant,  Scott  realized  the 
truth  that  comes  to  most  of  us —  He 
needs  must  go  that  the  devil  drives. 

And  so  he  studied  for  the  bar,  was 
called,  received  some  retainers  in  im- 
portant litigation,  and  so  greatly  did 
he  diatinguiah  himself  that  he  won  the 
heart  of  the  great  Thurlow.  who  got 
for  him  a  silk  gown  and  procured  him 
a  seat  in  the  house  of  commons,  where 
he  soon  reached  the  post  of  solicitor 
general,  despite  the  ridicule  Sheridan 
covered  him  with.  Thenceforth,  he  had 
a  primrose  path  to  eminence — attorney 
general,  a  peerage,  and  finally  lord 
Thancellor.  a  station  he  held  for  moie 
than  twenty  years,  during  most  of 
which  period  he  was  the  ruler  of  the 
British    empire. 

Lord  Eldon  wis  a  thoroughly  honest 
man.  a  great  lawyer  and  a  narj^^g 
statesman.  He  had  the  »l'n^  s  /*'•  as 
no  other  man  had  it,  and  George  IH 
reigned  at  a  time  when  prerogative  was 
a  potent  factor  in  England.  The  King 
Lord  North  and  ^^  edderburn  had  lost 
the  thirteen  American  colonies  despite 
Chatham  and  Burke,  and  by  the  aid  of 
Eldon  the  king  was  now  to  Po^^pone 
Catholic  emancipation.  The  chancel  or 
Vvas  a  man  of  ceaseless  Industry  and  In- 
finite patience.  He  used  to  read  every 
act  of  parliament  to  his  majesty  with- 
out the  omission  of  a  word  for  the 
king's  approval,  though  the  crown  had 
not  exercised  the  veto  In  more  than  100 
years.  This  flattered  old  George,  wlio 
one  day  said  to  him:  "That  is  not 
Thurlow's  way  when  he  was  chancel- 
lor He  used  to  come  in  with  an  act  oi 
scores  of  sections,  read  a  sentence  or 
two,  and  exclaim.  O.  hell,  you  cant 
understand  it;  sign  your  name  here 
But  Eldon  preserved  all  the  etiquette 
of  the  remote  reigns  when  archbishops 
of  Canterbury  were  lord  chancellors 
and    kings    of    England    absolute    mon- 

Perhaps  it  was  that  which  gave  El- 
don his  dominion  over  the  king  antl  his 
conscience,  but  he  was  also  trusted  by 
old  George's  scamp  ot"  a  son,  George  l\  . 
who  had  very  little,  if  any.  conscience 
to  take  inward.  William  IV.  too. 
leaned  on  the  chancellor,  and  nearly 
brought  revolution  by  playing  fast  and 
loose  with  parliamentary  reform.  The 
old  chancellor  lived  to  a  great  age.  and 
his  married  life  was  one  grand,  sweet 
song  until  Bessie  Surtees  died  about 
four    years    before    he    left    the    scenes 

of  men. 

•      •      • 

It  is  your  Lord  Eldons  who  mar  free 
government — your  virtuous  men,  who 
cannot  see  with  all  the  eyes  of  Argus 
or  feel  with  the  arms  of  Briareus. 
They  are  friends  of  their  kind  and 
would  advance  civilization  and  pro- 
mote happiness;  but  they  have  neither 
insight  nor  foresight,  and  without  one 
of  these  gift-s— and  rare  as  the  phenlx 
is  the  Crichton  who  has  them  both— 
a  man  would  better  be  a  blacksmith 
than   a  statesman. 

Eldon  was  a  great  lawyer,  and  of 
100  lawyers  ninety-nine  will  prove  to 
be  conservatives.  Your  great  lawyer 
believes  in  things  established.  His 
trade  Is  a  study  of  precedents  as  well 
as  an  elucidation  of  principles.  Sir 
Edward  Coke,  a  greater  lawyer  than 
Eldon,  declared  that  "the  wisdom  of 
all  the  great  men  in  the  world,  if  they 
had  all  met  together  at  one  time,  could 
not  have  equaled  the  British  consti- 
tution." That  is  what  every  lawyer, 
fit  for  his  lob.  thinks  of  the  principles 
of  the  law  he  attempts  to  expound  In 
the  courts.  And  that  Is  why  liberty, 
as  the  word  Is  understood  lnj^hg»and 
and  in  America,  is  a  chip  that  falls 
from  the  ax  of  the  lawyer,  whereas 
despotism  is  always  fashioned  by  the 
ambitious  soldier,  or  the  politic  dem- 
agogue. Thoughtless  folk  tell  us  the 
courts  threaten  our  liberties  There  is 
not  a  bit  of  danger.  When  liberty  dies 
its  last  ditch  will  be  in  the  precincts 
of  the  judiciary.

The  regulation  of  every  American 
family  by  act  of  congress,  as  is  pro- 
posed in"^  federal  child  labor  laws 
would  be  a  more  cruei  blow  to  liberty 
than  any  adjudication  of  any  court  that 
ever  dealt,  and  when  the  last  Stuart 
king  of  the  Plantagenets  it  was  not 
the  parliament,  but  the  court  that 
thwarted   his   design. 

That     congress     will     enact     a     child 
labor  law  to  apply  to  the  states  is  quite 
likely    for   there  Is  nothing  Imaginable 
that    the    American    congress    will    not 
vote  for  if  there  be  enough  clamor  for 
It    New    England   is  for  a  Federal  child 
labor    law,    because    some    cotton    mills 
down    South    employ    children.    My    in- 
formation   is    that    these    children    are 
Infinitely   better   off   than   they   were   in 
the    mountains      of      the      Appalachian 
chain    where  their  fathers  made  moon- 
shine'whisky  and  left   them   to   misery 
in    the    cabin.    They    have    opportuiuties 
their    parents   never    dreamed    of.    'They 
attend  church  and  are  taught  In  school 
part    of    the    year     They    are    conifort- 
ablv    clothed,    sufficiently    fed.    and    are 
members    of   a      society      immeasurably 
further    advanced    in    civilization    than 
that  in  which  they  were  born.  The  real 
fact     is     that     what     New     England     Is 
concerned  about  it  that   the  fcouth   has 
driven    her    out    of    the    coarse    cotton 
fabric    trade,    and    before    the    world    is 
much    older    the    South    will    drive    New 
England    out    of   the    fine    cotton    fabric 
trade         Tliat    horoscope    is    fallible. 

Man  for  man.  and  woman  for  woman, 
there  is  as  much  intelligence,  as  cuch 
charity,  as  much  philantrophy,  as 
much  patriotism  among  the  white  peo- 
ple of  South  Carolina  as  there  is  among 
the  white  people  of-  Massachusetts,  and 
there  are  more  people  per  thousand  of 
inhabitants  dependent  on  charity  in 
Massachusetts  than  in  South  Carolina, 
and  that.  too.  after  South  Carolina  has 
paid  tribute  for  threescore  years  and 
ten  to  the  mills  and  factories  ot  New 
F:ngland,  to  say  nothing  of  the  vanda- 
lism to  which  South  Carolina  was  sub- 
ject in  1865  and  the  spoliation  of 
which  she  was  the  victim  for  ten  years 
thereafter. 

The  South  can  take  care  of  her  own 
children,  and  movements  are  on  foot 
in  the  South  to  regulate  child  labor  by 
state  legislation.  If  the  children  of 
the  South  are  subject  to  harsh  treat- 
ment the  South  is  the  sufferer.  The 
South  is  no  fool  and  no  miscreant,  and 
the  South  can  be  depended  on  to  rear 
and  nourish  her  own  little  ones.

ing about  in  the  active  game,  proved  so 
fetchlngly  becoming  that  they  did  much 
to  establish  the  vogue  of  the  filleted 
hnlrdresslng   for   evening   wear. 

And  as  everyone  knows,  motoring 
dress  has  established  many  a  fad  among 
those  who  walk.  Notably  the  motor  veil, 
which,  in  order  to  keep  the  hat  on  tne 
head,  had  to  be  tied  flat  across  the  top 
of  the  head  and  knotted  beneath  the 
chin.  A  decade  ago  no  woman  under  80 
would  have  dreamed  of  making  a  spec- 
tacle of  herself  by  adjusting  her  veil  in 
this  elderly  way.

The  single  exception  to  the  picturesque 
liberties  allowed  in  outing  dress  Is  the 
riding  habit.  This  must  not  depart  an 
Iota  from  the  formal  lines  set  down  by 
custom  and  fashion  as  correct.  In  fact, 
the  severe  correctness  of  the  riding  habit, 
as  well  as  Its  immaculate  neatness,  is  its 
particular   charm. 

The  riding  togs  of  the  wl:-ter  girl  will 
have  the  accepted  cut.  but  the  coat  will 
be  very  warmly  padded  and  Interlined, 
and  beneath  the  single  skirt  will  be 
worn  heavy  wool  underwear  and  riding 
knickers  of  close-woven  pongee  or  satin.

The    ridltig 
boots    of   soft    leather   will    be   sufficiently 
loose    to    permit    of    free    circulation     for 
nothing  is   more  conducive  to  frostbitten 
feet   than   pinching   footwear. 
Slllcen    Hose    Vot    tor    the    Athletic 
Girl. 
What  Is  true  of  horseback  riding  Is  also 
true    of    all    other     winter     sports      The 
hands  and  feet-and  particularly  the  lat- 
ter— should  be  warmly,   yet  very   loosely, 
clad     Some    women    cannot    wear    cash- 
mere   hose,    disliking    the    roughness    the 
wool    sometimes    produces    on    the    skin; 
but   stockings   of   heavy    gauge    cotton    or 
lisle  should  be  selected,  and  with  leather 
leggins  strapped  over  the  shoes  and  meet- 
ing   the    Bilk    knickers    which    button    be- 
low   the    knee,    the    winter    athletic    wo- 
man may  snap  her  fingers  at  any  danger 
of  chill  from  standing  or  walking  on  the 
frozen  ground. 

Miss  Simrod  Is  Nattily  Clad. 
The  hunting  girl  particularly  will  at- 
tend well  to  the  sufliclent  warmth  of  her 
"underpinnings."  Her  well-fitting  knick- 
ers, stockings  and  leather  leggings,  while 
warm  and  close  In  texture,  should  not  be 
heavy  enough  in  weight  to  Interfere  with 


her  free  movement  or  tire  her  <>"  '«"« 
tramps  across  country.  No  petticoats,  or 
course,  are  permissible  under  the  swing- 
ing skirt  which  must  scramble  down 
rocks    and    slip    through    brambles. 

In  fact,  the  hunting  girl's  whole  cos- 
tume is  built  with  the  idea  of  being  a 
resister  of  rain  and  undergrowth.  >o 
loosely  threaded  wool  fabric  forms  her 
skirt;  but.  like  the  Indian  maid,  she 
goes  clothed  In  a  clever  suit  of  soft  buck- 
skin or  doeskin.

The  Directoire   Costume  on   Sltates. 

At  a  fashionable  skating  rink  not  far 
from  Central  Park,  where  the  artificial 
ice  Is  frozen  three  times  a  day  and  the 
skaters  glide  about  to  the  strains  of  the 
latest  comic  opera  selections,  the  cos- 
tumes of  some  of  the  fair  participators 
In  the  sport  would  be  laughable,  If  they 
were  not  pitiful. 

Picture  hats,  conventionally  veiled,  are 
the  rule,  though  most  of  the  women  skat- 
ers do  compromise  with  practicability  by 
wearing  ankle-length  skirts  and  necessari- 


ly heavy  skating  boots.  The  grieved  ob- 
server, however,  has  noted  this  year  not 
a  few  clinging  Directoire  skirts,  pains- 
takingly upheld  duHug  the  skaters'  gyra- 
tions about  the  rink.

Another  SQort  that  calls  for  warm  and 
roomy  garb  la  winter  tennis  In  the 
armories.  Many  young  women  have  per- 
mission to  use  the  courts  laid  out  so 
temptingly  on  the  big  armory  floors  dur- 
ing oft  afternoons,  and  It  is  a  pretty  sight 
to  see  the  players  skimming  al^out  on 
the  gleaming  floor  to  the  thudding  music 
of  the  rackets  and  balls. 

Armory  tennis  is  a  much  swifter  game 
than  the  out-of-door  sport.  There  Is  not 
the  same  "spring"  to  the  court  as  in  the 
case  of  turf  or  even  clay;  neither  is  the 
Indoor  air  vivifying  and  Invigorating,  and 
the  player,  besides  becoming  very  much 
overheated,  is  usually  greatly  wearied 
after  playing  a  short  time.

The  very  newest  necklace  does  not  en- 
circle  the   throat,    but    hangs   in    front   In 
two    ends    heavily    weighted    by    tassels. 
Such   a    necklace,    made   of   Jet.    is   worn 
by    Miss  Fritzl   ScheCt   in   her   new    comic 
opera,     "Prima     Donna."      The    necklace 
is  worn  with  a  white  satin  evening  gown, 
and  the  rich  black  of  the  cut  Jet  Is  very 
striking    against    the    snowy    gown     and 
white    flesh    above    the    low    corsage.      At 
the  ends  of  the  string  of  small,   faceted 
beads  are   long   tassels,   also  of  Jet.    Very 
pretty     necklaces    of    this    sort    may    be 
made   of   the    colored   beads    which    are   s 
fad  Just  now;  but  the  ends  of  the  neck- 
lace must  be  well  weighted  by  the  tassels 
In    order    to    keep    the    slender    string    of 
beads  from  slipping  on  the  neck. 


HE    fashionable    woman    is    infinitely 
particular  about  her  veil,   not  only 
as  to  Its  pattern  and  its  color,  but 
the  matter  of  its  adjustment.     The  aver- 
age   women    does    not    give    half    enough 
thought    to   this   Important   detail    of    her 
costume.     The  face  Is  the  focusing  point 
of    Interest    to    the    observer;    no    matter 
bow  wonderful  a  gown  or  a  hat   may  be. 
one's    eve    travels     instinctively     to    the 
wearer's  face  to  see  what  that  is  like.  The 
veil,    therefore,    coming   directly    between 
the  face  and  the  critically  observant  ey«. 
I  la  a  moat  important  feature.     In  fact,  a 


veil  may  make,  or  entirely  spoil,  beauty, 
as  few  women  realize. 

Over  a  fresh,  girlish  face  almost  any 
kind  of  veil  is  becoming;  but  It  is  a  pe- 
culiar fact  that  though  a  conspicuously 
spotted  face  veil  serves  to  emphasize  the 
brilliancy  of  bright  eyes  and  the  rosy 
tints  of  a  lovely  skin,  in  some  insidious 
way  it  renders  dull  and  Insignificant  eyes 
that  are  tired  and  a  skin  that  la  lifeless 
or  colorless.  So  the  woman  over  30 
will  do  well  to  select  her  veils  by  the 
trustworthy  aid  of  the  small  mirror  at  the 
counter,  and  not  depend  on  the  engaging 
effect  produced  when  the  pretty  salesgirl 
holds  the  strio  of  veiling  before  her  own 
piquant   face. 

Fine  mesh  veilings  are  more  universally 
becoming  than  the  dotted  effects,  which 
should  be  worn  only  by  women  of  decided 
coloring  in  eyes,  lips  and  cheeks.  The 
chantiUy  net  veilings  are  perhaps  the 
most  becoming  of  the  dotted  effects,  the 
flat  or  open  "ring"  dots  on  the  beautiful- 
ly fine  net  having  a  very  softening  effect 
on  the  complexion.  New  chantiHy  veils 
have  dainty  allover  spray  and  vine  pat- 
terns matched  by  narrow  borders.  These 
veils  are  rather  high  priced  and  are  not 
as  becoming  as  the  ordinary  plain  ring 
dot  effects. 

Square-mesh  veilings  are  becoming  to 
most  women,  and  one  of  these  square- 
mesh  veils,  with  an  elaborate  border,  is 
shown  In  the  photograph.  The  square 
mesh  veils  In  black,  and  with  woven 
spots,  also  square,  are  having  a  vogue  at 
present  with  the  low  turbans  of  the 
winter. 

Of  all  the  square-mesh  veilings,  the  Rus- 
sian nets  are  the  most  becoming,  and 
there  Is  a  craze  Just  now  for  these.  The 
mesh  of  twisted  black  and  white  threads 
has  a  peculiar  soft  gray  tone  which  is 
extremely  flattering  to  the  complexloii. 
At  the  crossing  of  the  gray  threads  small 
woven  dots  of  black  give  snap  and  char- 
acter to  the  mesh

Magpie  veilings  are  not  at  all 
economical,    however,    as    they    soil    very 
easily,  and  a  veil  that  Is  not  Immaculate 
Is    Intolerable.    Some    women     dip     their 
light  veilings  In  a  bath  of  gasoline,  pin- 
ning   the    fabric    afterward,    firmly    to    • 
pillow  or  other  flat  surface   to  dry   with- 
out  creases.    The   edges   of   a    veil   should 
always  be  straightened  out  crosswise  and 
not    lengthwise    of    the    material,    as    the 
pull  on  the  veil   Is  lengthwise,   and  every 
veil    In    time   stretches   out    and    becom«e 
narrower.    A    good    Idea    Is    to    pleat    the 
veil,    or    roll    It    and    pin    the    roll    by    tbe 
edges  to  a  screen   or  long  cushion,    coun- 
teracting while  the  veil  Is  not  In  use  the 
lengthwise  strain   on   the  material. 

On  the  arrangement  of  the  veil  over  the 
hat  depends  much  of  the  g"od  style  of 
the  wearers  appearance.  There  are  con- 
stant changes  In  the  manner  of  adjusting 
the  veil,  and  scarcely  has  one  achieved 
deftness' lu  one  method  when,  presto,  the 
fashion  weather  vane  swings  around  and 
another  fad  comes   In. 

Just  now  the  veil  Is  pinned  around  the 
edge  of  the  large  hats,  and  the  ends  are 
carried  smoothly  to  the  back  of  the  brim. 
The  square  veil  is  very  easily  arranged 
and  Is  a  Joy  to  the  woman  who  frequents 
the  theaters,  as  It  can  be  adjusted  with- 
out the  help  of  a  looking  glass.  The  bl« 
square  Is  simply  thrown  over  the  hat, 
with  one  straight  edge  falling  Just  below 
the  chin.  The  sides  are  carried  back  and 
a  veil  pin  holds  the  ends  daintily  at  the 
back.  These  square  veils  come  In  bor- 
dered  chantUly    patterns  like   the   one  la 
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Poor  Children. 


It  Is  w€ll  known  that  the  children  of 
the  poor  are  often  uinde  to  Buffer  at  the 
bands  of  the  children  of  the  well-to-do.

rest  upon.  In  the  pages  of  history  we  flud 
the  glorified  iiames  of  ht>roes,  great  gtnlus- 
••,  Btateenien.  who  came  from  the  lower 
walks  of  life.  One  great  man  has  told  us 
that  genius  Is  rocked  In  the  cradle  of  pov- 
erty and  obscurity.  Money  may  give 
pleasure,  ease,  advantages,  bnt  It  does  not 
always  prove  advantageous  to  the  youth. 
Indeed.  It  often  curbs,  or  smothers  alto- 
gether his  amliitlon.  The  poor  boy  real- 
ises that  with  himself  alone  rests  his  fu- 
ture. He  works  like  a  hero  to  gain  his 
goal.  The  rich  boy  too  often  lets  his  money 
work  for  him.  And  In  the  end  the  child 
of  the  poor  may  prove  the  master  lo 
•clence,  art.  statesmanship,  becoming  a 
leader  of  men,  while  his  rich  schoolmate 
mav  develop  Into  an  ordinary  man  with- 
out ability  to  take  care  of  the  fortune 
which  has  fallen  to  him. 

Poor  children  have  nothing  to  be 
••hamed  of.  Eveiy  path  Is  open  to  them, 
and  the  petty  trials  attending  their  earlier 
•chool  days— the  slights  and  Insults  of 
their  richer  classmates— should  be  to  them 
.ImplT  trifles.  Instead  of  suffering  from 
Injured  feelings,  or  holding  lu  their  hearts 
•nvy  or  hntrcd  against  the  children  of  the 
rtch.  they  should  feel  only  pity  for  those 
who  80  far  forpet  themselves  and  their 
duty  toward  their  less  fortunate  class- 
mates that  they  can  stoop  to  such  un- 
worthy behavior.  The  noble  boy  and  girl 
never  allow  money  to  Influence  them.  It 
la  al.lllty,  earnestness  and  worth  that 
•ouuts  for  everything  with  them.

HUGE  DITCH 
IS  PLANNED 

Red  Lake  and  Marshall 

Counties  to  Have  Big 

Drainage  Canal 

Will  be  Forty  Miles  Long 
and  Remove  Trouble- 
some Water. 


Thief  River  Falls,  Minn..  Jan.  16. — 
(Special  to  The  Herald.)— One  of  the 
largest  intercounty  ditches  ever  con- 
Strutced  In  Northern  Minnesota  will  be 
undertaken  in  the  early  spring  In  the 
section  of  country  lying  just  north- 
east of  this  city  in  Red  Lake,  and  the 
adjoining    county    of    Marshall. 

The  proposed  ditch  will  be  forty 
miles  in  length  and  will  begin  on  the 
V»8tern  boundary  of  Beltrami  county 
and  run  due  we.st  without  any  vari- 
ation following  the  federal  survey  of 
two  years  ago.  and  will  empty  into 
the  Thief  river,  four  miles  north  ol 
this    city.  ^  _ 

It  will  be  large  enough  to  carry  off 
the  water  from  this  long  rich  stretch 
of  territory  and  the  earth  that  will  be 
excavated  will  form  a  flrst-class  high- 
way the  forty  miles  long,  and  this 
last  consideration  Is  not  the  least  Im- 
portant In  the  matter,  as  a  road  of 
this  nature  Is  always  the  highest  and 
driest  that  can  be  constructed  and  will 
reach  a  section  that  is  now  quite  Im- 
passabte  at  certain  times  of  the  year. 
Thrt  county   board   has  employed   Kn- 

fineer  Hamre  of  Crookston  to  begin 
he  survey  Immediately,  and  It  is  ex- 
pected that  this  task  will  be  accom- 
plished in  twenty-flve  days.  The  view- 
ers will  then  assess  the  damages  and 
bereftls  and  the  contract  will  be  as- 
signed at  once,  so  that  the  material 
can  be  placed  on  the  ground  before 
the  frost  laves  in  the  spring.  If  the 
contract  will  not  permit  the  completion 
of  the  ditch  by  next  fall,  several  wlli 
be  granted  so  that  this  enterprise  may 
be  ready  to  do  business  the  following 
spring  In  the  way  of  draining  oft  the 
usual    freshets    of    that    season.

after  the  crime  occurred. 

Although  the  massacre  was  perpe- 
trated before  the  birth  of  Sutherland, 
-and  he  alwavs  has  spoken  of  It  as  a 
great  blot  on  the  record  of  the  Mormon 
church,  yet  It  often  has  been  recalled 
by  those  -who  criticise  Sutherland  s 
friendship  to  the  Mormon  cause.  Wh«n 
he  entered  the  United  States  senate  It 
was  ."iaid  that  tlie  Mormons  In  his  elec- 
tion had  protested  against  their  po- 
litical overthrow.  Sutherland's  col- 
league In  the  senate.  Keed  Smoot, 
brought  about  the  downfall  of  Kearns. 
Senator  Sutherland  achieved  political 
"success  by  his  own  exertions.  Admitted 
to  the  bar  In  Michigan  in  1883.  he  w;on 
distinction  and  wealth  as  a  lawyer.  The 
law  firm  of  Sutherland.  Van  Cott  & 
.Mlison  has  been  one  of  the  most  pros- 
IperouB  in  Utah,  being  counsel  tor  many 
large  Mormon  corporations  as  well  as 
for  the  Gould  interests. 

Of  the  foreign-born.  Representatives 
riillip  Pitt  Campbell  has  attracted  spe- 
cial notice  as  the  "Octopus  Hunter."  In 
seeking  to  prr>tect  the  rights  of  his 
constituents  In  Kansas,  he  suddenly 
discovered  himself  confronted  by  the 
long  lenacled  Standard  Oil. 

For  a  long  time  Kansas  citizens  had 
been  asking  their  representatives  to  in- 
vestigate the  monopolistic  methods  of 
the  Rockefeller  company,  but  these 
appeals  usually  were  dealt  with  per- 
functorily. 

Campbell  already  had  won  the  favor 
of  Speaker  Cannon,  who  said  that  the 
young  member  from  Kansas  was  built 
for  big  things.  Notwithstanding  Can- 
non was  taken  back  somewluil  when 
Campbell  told  himi  that  he  intended 
taking  up  arms  against  Standard  Oil 
with  a  resolution  providing  for  an  in- 
vestigalion  bv  the  secretary  of  com- 
merce and  labor  of  the  prices  of  pe- 
troleum, its  production  and  the  cor- 
porations controlling  it. 

Cannon  drew  a  long  puff  from  his 
cigar  and  i>uokered  his  face  like  a  boy 
after  eating  green  apples. 

"All  right,  my  boy,  '  he  replied  'you 
prepare  your  ammunition,  and  I  11  see 
you   have  a  chance   to  explode   it.' 

Camphell's  resolution  was  introduced 
Feb.  15,  1905.  and  passed,  and  since 
then  its  author  has  been  in  the  na- 
tional limeli.ijlit  most  of  tho  time. 

Campbell  at  one  time  in  his  career 
follov.ed  the  law  book  and  the  plow 
at  the  same  time.  Born  in  Nova  Scotia 
In  18'62.  he  was  taken  by  his  parents 
to  Kansas  when  he  was  4  years  old, 
and  has  lived  there  ever  since.  Then 
there  were  no  railroads  and  very  few 
ciiurches  and  schoolhouses  in  Kansas. 
Young  Philip  had  not  opportunities  for 
mental  training,  and  his  physical  bur- 
dens were  made  heavier  still  when  he 
was  only  11  by  the  death  of  his  father. 
Seven  children  were  left  dependent 
on  the  widow.  So  young  Campbell 
literally  put  his  hand  to  the  plow  and, 
with  a  yoke  of  oxen,  broke  up  the  raw 
prairie  land.  He  had  to  haijl  the  wood 
and  corn  ten  miles  to  the  neare.st  town. 
He  worked  for  neighboring  farmers 
and  gave  his  wages  to  his  brothers  and 
sl6ter)».  Wlien  20  he  drove  100  miles 
over  the  prairie  to  Baker  university, 
Baldwin,   Kan. 

Because  of  his  lack  of  schooling  it 
took  him  six  years  to  obtain  a  diploma. 
He  hardlv  had  a  spare  cent  all  this 
time.  When  he  arrived  at  the  univer- 
sity he  only  had  enough  money  co  pay 
his  room  rent,  his  tuition  for  the  first 
three  months,  and  a  buck.saw.  With 
the  saw  and  a  few  other  tools  which 
he  borrowed  he  was  able  to  support 
himself  by  doing  odd  jobs  around 
town.  While  at  college  Campbell 
showed  evidence  of  these  oracorlcal 
powers  which  since  have  won  the  sup. 
port  of  his  fellow-representatives.  His 
speech  on  the  tariff  during  his  flrst 
term  was  used  by  the  Republicans  as  a 
campaign  document  in  the  presidential 
fight   of   1004. 

From  Baker*H  AVnaron  to  ConsreuM  via 
the  Stage. 
A  representative  who  left  the  stage 
for  the  rostrum  is  Julius  Kahn  of  San 
Francisco,  who  was  born  in  Kuppen- 
heim.  Germany,  in  1S61.  Kahn  also 
liad  a  hard  struggle  before  attaining 
success.  In  hie  school  days  In  the 
Pacific  metropolis  he  was  compelled  to 
support  himself  by  driving  a  baker's 
wagon  mornings  and  evenings. 

On  the  advice  of  admiring  relative's, 
who  thought  they  saw  in  him  another 
Booth,  young  Julius  chose  the  stage. 
He  began  In  melodrama.  At  18  he 
played  Shylock.  In  1S81,  when  he  was 
20,  he  came  to  New  York,  and  for  ten 
years  played  prominent  parts  in  the 
company  of  .such  stars  as  Edwin  Booth, 
Joseph  Jefferson.  Salvinl  the  elder,  and 
Clara  Morri.«.  Once  he  was  a  member 
of  a  company  In  which  Maude  Adams, 
then  a  little  child,  had  a  part. 

Yet  of  all  the  lines  Kahn  ever  re- 
cited, the  following  parody  best  exem- 
pUfles  the  chief  crisis  of  his  own  life:

James  Wilson,  secretary  of  agricul- 
ture like  Mr.  Strauss,  is  a  foreigti- 
born  member  of  President  Roosevelt  s 
cabinet  As  if  foreseeing  his  future 
office  iie  became  a  farmer  on  coming 
to  this  country  at  the  age  of  17  from 
Scotland.  It  may  be  said  therefore, 
that   he   has   worked    from    the    ground

Foreign  born  members  of  congress 
form  a  much  greater  proportion  of  the 
national  legislature  today  than  a  de- 
cade ago.  In  the  upper  house  may  be 
mentioned  Senator  George  Sutherland 
of  Utah  who  was  born  in  Buckingham- 
shire. England;  Senator  Knute  Nelson 
of  Minnesota,  a  native  of  Norway,  and 
Senator  J.  H.  Galllnger  of  New  Hamp- 
■hlre.  a  Canadian  by  birth. 

Although  not  a  Mormon,  Senator 
Sutherland  is  considered  a  strong  sup- 
Dorter  of  the  Mormons.  He  is  a  son- 
in-law  of  John  D.  Lee.  the  Danite  chief 
who  was  executed  by  the  government 
for  having  directed  the  Mount  Meadows 
massacre.  A  band  of  Mormons  met  a 
nartv  of  peaceful  emigrants  passing 
through  Utah,  and.  having  assured 
them  of  safety,  asked  them  to  lay  down 
their  arms.  Thereupon  the  Mormons 
fell  upon  the  mea,  women  and  children 
and  killed  them.     Lee  was  convicted  In 


It  did  not  take  Mr.  .Kahn  long  to 
make  up  his  mind  to  quit  the  foot- 
lights for  the  law  office.  He  says  he 
never  regrets  having  made  the  change, 
although  he  not  only  had  won  recog- 
nition as  an  actor,  but  also  gained  a 
multitude  of  friends  in  the  profession. 
Several  times  lie  was  vice  president  of 
tho  Actors'  Order  of  Friendship,  the 
largest  theatrical  organization  in  the 
countrv. 

While  working  with  his  brother  in 
the  mercantile  business  in  San  Fran- 
cisco he  studied  law,  and  In  1894  was 
admitted  to  practice.  Two  years  before 
this  he  was  elected  to  the  state  legis- 
lature. In  1S92  he  also  obtained  dis- 
tinction throughout  California  by  tak- 
ing an  active  part  In  the  Midwinter 
Fair.  He  entered  congress  In  1898, 
Tvhere  he  increased  his  popularity  at 
home  by  fighting  against  the  co-educa- 
tion of  white  and  Japanese  children  in 
the  public  schools  and  all  proposed 
legislation  that  might  let  down  the 
bars  of  the  Chinese  exclusion  act.  Ap- 
propriations of  51,500.000  for  the  new 
San  Francisco  postofflce  and  $125,000 
for  the  purchase  of  the  Calaveras  big 
tree  grove  as  a  federal  reserva  were 
obtained  as  the  result  of  the  efforts 
of  Mr.  Kahn  and  his  California  col- 
leagues. 

Duncan  E.  McKinlay  and  James  Mc- 
I.achlan  are  two  other  foreign-born 
Republican   representatives   from   Call-

fornia.  McKinley  was  a  carriage 
painter.  He  learned  the  trade  when  12 
years  old,  having  come  to  Flint.  Mich., 
from  Orillia,  Ont.,  where  he  was  born 
in  18i)2.  At  21  lie  settled  in  San  Fran- 
cisco. Despite  his  lack  of  education,  he 
studied  law  while  painting  carriages, 
and  obtained  admission  to  the  bar  in 
1892.  His  present  home  is  Santa  Rosa. 
McLachlan  read  law  while  teaching 
in  the  public  schools.  Born  In  Argyll- 
shire, Scotland,  he  was  brought  when 
a  child  to  Tompkins  county,  N.  Y., 
where  he  was  reared  on ,  a  farm.  By 
teaching  he  raised  funds  to  go  through 
Hamilton  college  and  was  admitted  to 
the  bar  In  1880.  He  went  from  Ithaca, 
N.  Y.,  to  Pasadena.  Cal.,  In  1888. 
This  Adopted  Helper  Was  a  Str«ct 
Arab. 
An  English-born  representative  who 
fought  his  way  from  the  street  with 
his  fists  Is  William  Lorimer,  one  of  the 
Republican  bosses  of  Chicago  and 
Illinois.  Manchester,  Eng.,  was  his 
birthplace.  In  1861,  w^hen  he  was  5, 
he  came  to  this  country.  Since  1870 
Chicago   has   been    his   home. 

In  his  early  vears  Lorimer  was  a 
sign  painter,  a  street  car  driver,  a 
bricklayer  and  a  packer  In  the  stock- 
yards. Once,  while  working  for 
Armour,  he  had  a  job  In  the  glue  de- 
partment. At  5:;50  one  morning  the 
elder  Armour  entered  the  factory  and 
found  Lorimer  the  only  workman 
til  trc 

"Do  you  get  down  at  this  time  every 
morning?"    asked    Armour 

'"Yes  s'r,"  responded  Lorimer, 
"every  morning  when  I  know  you  arc 
In  town."  Soon  afterward  the  future 
political  boss  got  a  raise.  Froin  the 
stockyards  he  went  into  ward  politics, 
became  a  contractor,  an  office  holder 
and  a  political  power.  Now  he  is  rich. 
John  James  Jenkins,  Republican 
representative  from  Wisconsin,  at  one 
time  chopped  down  trees  as  a  com- 
mon laborer  In  the  pine  woods  of  the 
Northwest.  Born  In  Weymouth,  Eng., 
in  1843,  he  found  a  home  In  Baraboo, 
Wis  when  a  lad  of  9.  Before  he  had 
obtained  his  grov/th  he  went  to  war 
as  a  member  of  the  famous  ^Iron 
Brigade,"  commended  by  Gen.  Bragg 
of  Wisconsin.  t      i  i 

Long  after  the  war.  when  Jenkins, 
by  his  alliance  with  trade  unioni.sts 
and  victories  at  the  bar,  had  risen  to 
political  power  and  the  «jffice  of  Rep- 
resentative, he  met  Gen.  Fitzhugh  Lee. 
Lee  was  talking  with  Representative 
W  A  Jones,  and  after  heartily  shak- 
ing the  hand  of  Jenkins,  Lee  said  to 
Jones,  with  a  laugh: 

••Jenkins  is  a  thorough  gentleman. 
He  once  aimed  his  gun  at  me  in  battle, 
but  missed  so  that  I  ^vould  have  the 
honor  of  shooting  back." 

When  a  youth  of  19,  William  Bau- 
chop  Wilson,  Democratic  Representa- 
tive from  Pennsylvania,  worked  In  the 
coal  mines  of  the  state  of  his  adoption, 
liorn  at  Blantyre.  Scotland,  in  1852, 
he  went  to  Arnot,  Tioga  county,  Penn- 
sylvania, in  1870.  Since  early  manhood 
he  has  been  active  in  the  cause  of 
trade  unions,  and  now  holds  the  office 
of  International  secretary-treasurer  of 
the  United  Mine  Workers  of  America. 
John  Lauderlale  Kennedy,  Republi- 
can representative  from  Nebraska,  was 
born  on  a  farm  In  Ayrshire,  Scotland, 
and  for  many  years  after  he  settled  In 
LaSalle  county.  111.,  he  tilled  the  soil. 
Aspiring  to  political  honors,  he  de- 
cided that  law  offered  the  right  road. 
After  attending  Knox  college,  he  stu- 
died law  at  the  State  University  of 
Iowa,  and  for  the  last  twenty-five 
■years  has  devoted  himself  to  Its  prac- 
tice  In   Omaha. 

At  the  age  of  10.  Martin  B.  Madden 
of  Chicago,  a  Republican  representa- 
tive began  work  cutting  stone.  He 
now  Is  president  of  the  Western  Stone 
company  and  a  director  of  the  Metro- 
politan Trust  &  Savings  Bank  of  Chi- 
cago He  was  born  in  England  and 
obtained  most  of  his  education  in  pub- 
lic  day   and   night   schools. 

Many  of  the  early  years  of  Charles 
Lindbergh  of  Little  Falls,  Minn.,  long 
before  his  election  to  congress  on  the 
Republican  ticket,  were  devoted  to 
hunting  and  trapping.  Born  In  Sweden 
In  1859.  he  came  to  the  United  States 
when  a  year  old,  his  family  settling  in 
Melrose,  Minn.  For  the  last  twenty 
years  he  has  practiced  law. 

A  clerk  in  a  wholesale  dry  goods 
store  Avas  Gustav  Kustermann  of  Green 
Bay,  Wis.,  before  he  went  to  congress. 
He  was  born  at  Detmold,  Germany,  In 
1850,  and  for  several  years  worked  In  a 
dry  goods  house  In  Hamburg,  Germany, 
coming  to  this  country  In  1868.  He  is 
a  Republican. 

Congressman  James  Anthony  Hughes 
of  Huntington,  W.  Va.,  early  began  a 
business  career.  Corunna,  Ontario,  was 
his  birthplace.  In  1873,  when  a  boy  of 
12,   he   went    to   Ashland,   Ky.,    entered

the  lumber  business,  which  grew  to 
such  an  extent  In  West  Virginia  that 
he  moved  to  that  state.  In  West  V  ir- 
glnia,  as  in  Kentucky,  he  has  been 
active  in  Republican  politics,  having 
been  elected  a  member  of  the  state 
legislatures  of  both  states. 

A  Bohemian  by  birth  is  Adolph  J. 
Sabbath,  Democratic  representative 
from  Illinois.  He  was  born  April  4, 
1866,  at  Zaborl.  emigrating  lo  Chicago 
in  1881.  He  obtained  much  of  his  early 
education  from  a  business  college. 
When  29  he  began  the  practice  of  law. 
He  was  elected  to  congress  by  the 
Democrats  to  succeed  Anthony  Micha- 
lek.   Republican,  also  a  Bohemian. 

Wales  was  the  first  heme  of  Wlliiam 
Aubrey  Thomas  of  Niles,  Ohio,  who  was 
flrst  nominated  to  congress  in  May, 
1904,  to  succeed  Charles  Dick,  present 
United  States  senator,  who  had  re- 
signed. He  is  an  iron  manufacturer, 
like  bis  father,  the  late  John  R.  Thomas 
of  the  Mahoning  Valley.  Mr.  Thomas 
Is  42  years  old  and  a  Republican. 
DiplomatM  and  Explorers. 

The  adopted  son  of  Uncle  Sam  also  Is 
to  be  found  in  the  diplomatic  and  con- 
sular service  of  the  Unl'.ed  States  gov- 
ernment. For  example,  Hamilton  King, 
envoy  extraordinary  and  minister  pleni- 
potentiary to  Slam  since  1-903,  is  a  na- 
tive of  St.  John's.  Nfld.,  where  he  was

Mr.  King  has  been  a  preacher  both 
of  the  gospel  and  of  the  principles  of 
the  Republican  party.

After  studying  at  the  Chi- 
cago theological  seminary  and  Lelpsic 
university,  he  attended  the  American 
school    at    Athens.

Ernest  Ewald,  commonly  known  as 
"Old  Jack,"  a  well  known  character 
around  here,  died  suddenly  Tuesday.

Nothing  is  known  as  to 
the  whereabout  of  his  relatives. 


There    are    twelve    species    and    sub- 
species  of   buzzards    in   North   America, 
four  of  which  belong  to  the  red-tailed 
hawk    group     and     three    to     the     red- 
shouldered    family.      Without    a    single 
exception   the   buteos,   or   buzzards,    are 
valuable  aids  to  the  agriculturalist,  as 
will   be   shown   later.     As  a  class   they 
are  rather  heavy,  deliberate  filers,  much 
given    to   soaring   In   circles   at   a  great 
height.     At  other  times   they  are  prone 
to  select  some  point  of  o'oacrvation   on 
a  dead  limb  In   the   tree  districts,   or  a 
knoll     in     the     prairie     regions,     where 
they  will  remain  in  perfect  repose  for  a 
long  period,  seemingly  asleep;  however, 
any    attempt    to   approach    them    by   an 
observer    quickly    shows    that    tiiey   are 
alert  and  watchful.     Unfortunately,  the 
liarmless     and     beneficial     hawks     are 
scapegoats    of    all    that    is    bad    in    the 
hawk   family,    and   are    made   to   suffer 
for  most  of  the  sins  that  a  very  small 
leaven    of    facts,    magnified    by    the    ig- 
norance   of    ages,      has      swollen    to    u 
mountain     of    crime.       Without    reason 
they    are    called    "chicken    hawks "    and  | 
"hen  hawks,"  simply  because  a  farmer 
from   time   to   time   may   miss   from   his 
flock    of    barnyard    fowls    a    pullet    or 
hen,  or  may  find  their  scattered  feath- 
ers where  a  tragedy  has  occurred.     The 
famer  does  not  for  a  moment  consider 
that    tills    crime    may    have    been    conf- 
mitted   by  a  fox,  skunk,  mink,   weasel, 
cat   or   some   other   canlvorous   animal, 
but  at  once  attributes  it  to  a  hawk,  and 
immediately    registers    a    vow     to    kill 
every    hawk    that    he    sees    without    re- 
flecting   that    by    so    doing    he    may    be 
killing  one  of  his  best  friends. 

Farmers  are  not  the  only  persons 
tiiat  are  prejudiced  against  hawks,  for 
it  Is  unfortunately  too  true  that  a  large 
percentage  of  sportsmen  attribute  the 
rapidly  diminishing  numbers  of  game 
biids!'  to  hawks,  and  consequently  nev^^ 
fail  to  kill  one  when  an  opportunity 
occurs.  There  is  really  very  little 
doubt  but  that  an  Increase  in  the  num- 
ber of  hawks  of  the  buteo  class  would 
result  In  an  increase  of  game  bird^  as 
the  hawks  would  reduce  the  number  oi 
shiall  mammals  that  are  so  destructive 
to  the  young  of  game  birds. 

It  is  certainly  a  very  shortsighted 
policy  on  the  part  of  anyone  to  con- 
demn hawks  on  hear.say  evidence.  In 
human  affairs  no  court  will  permit  the 
admission  of  this  kind  of  testimony, 
and  why  should  It  be  considered  when 
birds  are  on  trial?  The  proper 
method  to  judge  of  the  good  or  evil 
that  hawks  do.  Is  to  consider  the 
suits   of   a   thorough  and   scientific 


re- 
in- 


vestigation of  the  food  of  a  large  num- 
ber of  hawks  collected  from  widely 
separated  sections  of  the  country,  and 
at  all  seasons  of  the  year.  Under 
certain  circumstances  an  individual 
hawk  may  be  guilty  of  doing  harm, 
owing  to  his  particular  surroundings, 
but  that  is  no  reason  for  condemning 
all  hawks,  any  more  than  it  would  be 
for  charging  with  crime  every  citizen 
in  a  village,  because  one  misguided  in- 
dividual was  caught  robbing  the  bank. 
The  subject  of  tlie  economic  status 
of  the  hawks  is  one  of  great  importance 
and  the  agriculturist  who  is  not  wiU- 
ing  to  examine  all  the  evidence  pre- 
sented, certainly  is  not  living  up  to 
the  advanced  Ideas  o  ftlie  twentieth 
century  but  Is  still  groping  In  dark- 
ness. 'I  he  wideawake  farmer  inves- 
tigates every  problon.  mat  will  enable 
him  to  Increase  his  products  a  pouiul  or 
a  bushel.  If  it  can  be  proved  that 
hawks  dc^trov  enormnus  uaantities  or 
Insects  and  vermin  that  are  known  to 
be  a  serious  menace  to  agriculture, 
.should  they  not  be  protected  as  valu-~ 
able  auxiliaries  to  this  industry,  which 
Is  by  far  the  most  Important  and  valu- 
able of  all  that  engage  the  attention 
of    man? 

In  1S03  the  United  States  d^part- 
meit  of  agriculture  presented  the  fol- 
lowing results  of  stomach  examination. 
The  stomachs  of  220  red  shouldered 
hawks  were  examined,  of  which  only 
three  contained  poultry.  This  is  only 
about  1>4  per  cent  of  the  total  number 
examined,  showing  how  very  little 
harm  this  species  of  hawk  does  to 
farmers'  chickens.  Twelve  stomacha 
contained  parts  of  small  birds  103 
stomachs  contained  mice  of  different 
species,  40  others  contained  smail  ani- 
mals, reptiles  were  found  in  20  stom- 
achs and  frogs  in  ">9,  92  contained  In- 
sects. 1<)  spiders.  7  crawfish  1  earth 
worms  2  offal.  3  fl.sh  and  14  ,were 
empty.  These  hawks  were  gathered 
from  all  over  the  United  States,  whlclt 
is  evidenced  from  the  various  kinds  or 
food  eaten.  This  evidence,  which  la 
Indisputable,  shows  not  only  the  ,5>arm- 
less  character  of  these  birds,  but  it 
also  shows  most  emphatically  that  they 
are  of  the  greatest  benefit  to  agricul- 
turists, as  nearly  50  per  cent  of  them 
had  been  eating  mice,  which  are 
destructive  to  the  farmers      crops 

Tlie  farmers  are  not  the  only  ones 
interested  in  these  birds  and  their 
preservation.

Duluth  is  getting  more  healthful.  If 
one  may  judge  from  records  In  the  city 
health  office. 

According  to  the  annual  report  of 
Health  Commissioner  Patton,  now  be- 
ing prepared,  there  were  882  deaths  in 
Duluth  during  1908,  as  compared  with 
961  In  1907,  a  difference  of  seventy- 
nine,  and  this  in  view  of  the  fact  that 
there  is  a  larger  population  here  than 
there  was  in  1907.  These  figures  in- 
clude the  deaths  at  the  hospitals,  and 
many  of  the  hospital  cases  are  brought 
from  outside  the  city. 

The  number  of  births  far  exceeded 
the  number  of  deaths.  The  records 
show  that  1.750  children  were  »>orn  In 
Duluth  in  1908,  a  gain  over  the  deaths 
o?

With  the  exception  of  two  sales  of 
Superior  street  property  and  one  of 
Lake  avenue  property,  the  real  estate 
market  has  seen  very  little  action  dur- 
ing the  past  week.  There  have  been 
a  few  small  sales,  but  nothing  of  very 
great  importance.  Real  estate  men 
uniformly  report  "nothing  doing"  and 
content  themselves  with  showing  the 
genial  smiie  of  hope,  which  has  been 
their  principal  asset  for  some  three 
months    past. 

Not  so  with'  things  architectural. 
With  the  passing  of  llie  first  of  the 
vear,  a  movement  was  expected  in  the 
building  world,  and  It  is  coming.  Ar- 
chitects are  non-committal,  for  their 
tongues  are  tied,  but  the  activity  in 
their  offices  can  mean  nothing  but  pians 
in  preparation  and  before  long  there 
will  be  many  announcements  of  new 
buildings    to    go    up    during    the      next 

The  biggest  project  to  come  to  the 
surface  during  the  week  Is  the  addi- 
tion of  six  stories  to  the  Alworth  buijd- 
Ing  Just  west  of  the  Lonsdale.  It  is 
understood  that  M.  H.  Alworth,  owner 
of  the  building,  is  either  to  add  six 
stories  to  the  present  building  if  the 
foundations  are  strong  enough  or  to 
erect  a  new  building  having  eight 
stories  on  Superior  street  and  nine 
stories  on  Michigan  street.  It  whl 
give  the  building  the  same  height  as 
the    Lonsdale 

M.  H.  Alworth  is  out  of  the  city,  and 
W.  A.  Hunt,  who  is  to  prepare  the 
plans  favor  the  building,  has  nothing  to 
say.  A  well-founded  rumor  says  that 
Mr.  Alworth  has  been  negotiating  for 
the  purchase  of  an  additional  twenty- 
five  feet  to  the  west  of  his  fifty-foot 
property,  with  a  view  to  erecting  a 
building  with  a  frontage  of  seventy-five 
feet  on  Superior  street.  The  deal  may 
vet    go    through. 

Construction  of  the  new  building  wlli 
probably   not    begin    until    spring.      The 
present   tenants  have   been  notified  that 
their    leases    will    not    be    renewed    and 
they  will  be  forced  to  seek  other  quar- 
ters as  soon  as  their  present  leases  ex- 
I  plre.         Some     of     the     rooms     on     the 
i  second  floor  of  the  building  are  already 
'vacant   and   ne,w    tenants    will   not     be 
'■  taken. 

In  connection  with  the  report  of  the 
plans  for  a  new  building,  it  is  said 
the  main   floor  will  be  occupied  by   the 


Northern  National  bank,  the  former  Du- 
luth Savings  bank,  which  now  has 
quarters  in  the  old  Herald  building. 
Officials  of  the  bank  say  that  they 
have  not  even  considered  the  propo- 
sition, but  it  is  said  the  bank  is  out- 
growing Us  present  quarters,  and  the 
new  building  Is  the  logical  place  for  a 
new  location.

Lake  avenue  Is  gradually  moving  to 
the  center  of  the  stage,  and  demand- 
ing attention  as  a  district  for  new 
jobbing  houses.  Two  big  buildings 
are  already  under  construction,  and 
four  more  are  said  to  be  in  contempla- 
tion. 

Lake  avenue  Is  the  lo,arical  place  for 
tlie  location  cf  new  jobbing  houses. 
Michigan  street  and  Fifth >Qvenue  west 
are  crowded.  Lake  avenue  has  plenty 
of  unoccupied  property,  and  those 
who  have  faith  in  the  district  say  that 
before  many  years  jobbing  houses  will 
line  tho  avenue  from  fciuperior  street 
to   t    ho  aerial    bridge. 

Outside  Inquiry  isi  strong,  and  the 
indication  is  a  good  one.  When  Twin 
City  and  Chicago  jobbing  houses  tliink 
of  investing  money  in  Duluth  for 
branch  houses  of  their  own,  the  indica- 
tion of  outside  conflder.ce  in  the  fu- 
ture of  Duluth  is  a  r?assuring  one. 
Several  Twin  City  and  Chicago  houses 
are  saui  to  be  negotiating  for  Lake 
avenue  property,  with  a  view  to  erect- 
ing branch  houses,  and  people  Inter- 
ested  are   pleased   with    the  prospect. 

One  sale  of  Lake  avenue  property 
was  made  during  the  past  week 
through  tho  firm  of  Buig  &  Hawkins. 
Deetz  &  Co.  have  punihased  the  lot 
north  of  tlie  Bethel  for  515,000,  and  it 
is  said  lliey  will  erect  .i  building  im- 
mediately. Their  present  (luarters  are 
loo  small,  and  tlie  new  building  will 
be  adequate  for -their  needs  for  years 
to   come.

The  cold  weather  of  the  past  two 
weeks  has  not  retarded  building 
operations  very  much.  Most  of  the  big 
buildings  now  under  cc'nstructlon  are 
under  cover  and  supplied  with  false 
fronts,  so  that  ^he  iiue-ior  work  may 
go  on  undisturbed  by  the  weather  con- 
ditions. Interior  work  is  going  on  in 
the  Christie,  Ordean,  Elks',  Y.  W.  C.  A. 
MacDonald  and  Folz  buildings  and  all 
will  be  ready  for  occupancy  soon.

Jan.  18.— The  supreme  court  of  the  Tnlted  States  totlay  allirnietl  the  decree  of  the  state  courts  of 
Texas  Imposing  a  fine  of  $1,623,000  on  the  Waters-Pierce  Oil  company  of  St.  I^uis  and  ousting  it  from  the  stat«  on 
the  cliarge  of  violating  the  Texas  anti-trust  law.  This  Is  tlie  closing  chapter  in  a  long  series  of  attempts  on  the  part 
of  Texas  to  defeat  the  oil  trust.  H.  Clay  Pierce,  head  of  the  Waters-Pierce  Oil  company,  who  lives  In  St.  Louis,  tes- 
tlfie<l  in  some  of  the  Tcx.is  liearings,  and  it  was  aftcrvvard  charged  that  he  had  perjnretl  himself.  He  was  caUcd 
back  to  Texas,  but,  refusing  to  g«»,  was  finally  force*!  tliere  by  extradition.  His  case  is  still  hanging  fire  in  the  Lone 
Star  -state  courts.  In  the  meantime,  the  state  of  Missouri,  through  Its  supreme  court,  has  declared  against  the  ^\a- 
tcrs-IMerce  company  and  has  ordered  Ihe  Standard  oil.  of  which  Uie  Waters-Pierce  is  a  bram*,  to  do  no  more  business, 
either  In  refining  or  selling,  within  the  limits  of  tliat  commonwealth.

Lake  Charles,  La.,  Jan.  18. — Rev.  As- 
burv  V.'ilkhison,  said  to  have  been  per- 
haps the  oldest  Methodist  minister  in 
the  whole  country,  both  In  years  and 
In  point  of  service,  died  here  yesterday. 
He  was  91  years  of  age  and  entered 
the  Methodist  conference  of  Indiana 
in    1840.

—  (Special  to 
The  Herald.) — Relief  for  the  humble 
straphanger  is  provided  in  a  bill  which 
Representative  Thomas  Brady  of  St. 
Paul  will  introduce  in  the  house  this 
week.  It  provides  that  hereafter  It 
shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person,  com- 
pany or  corporation  In  the  operation  of 
street  cars  in  this  state,  or  any  ser- 
vants or  agents  in  cliarRe  of  the  run- 
ning and  operation  thereof,  to  carry  or 
permit  to  be  carried  on  any  street  car. 
a  number  of  passengers  greater  than 
fifteen  in  excess  of  tlie  seating  capacity 
of  such  car.  Violation  Involves  a  fine 
of  $10  to  JlOO  or  imprisonment  for  not 
more  than  thirty  davs.

BISHOP  M'QllAIDE 
DIES,  AGED  86 

Head  of  Catholic  Dio- 

» 

cese  of  Rochester 
Passes  Away. 

Rochester,  N.  Y.,  Jan.  18.— Right  Rev. 
Bernard  J.  McQualde  bishop  of  the  Ro- 
man Catholic  dioceee  of  Rochester, 
died   early  today,  aged   86   years. 

Bishop  McQualde  v.-as  the  first  bishop 
of  the  diocese  of  Rochester,  being  con- 
secrated on  July  12.,  1868,  in  St.  Pat- 
rick's cathedral  New  Vork,  by  Arch- 
bishop Hughes. 

He    was    born    en    Dec.    15,    1823,    In 

New  York  city,  and  went  to  school  at 
Cliambly,  near  Monireal,  and  attend- 
ed .St.  Johns  college  at  Fordham.  He 
finished  his  classical  course  in  1843  and 
remained  a  tutor  at  Fordham  for  three 
vears,  studying  theology.  He  was  or- 
dained on  Jan.  16,  1848,  and  assigned 
to  a  parish  In  New  Jersey.  He  found- 
ed and  was  president  for  ten  years  of 
Seaton  Hall  college  and  seminary.  For 
a  time  he  was  pastor  of  the  Newark 
cathedral.  The  bishop  was  probably 
one  of  the  foremost  advocates  of  paro- 
chial school  work''^  in  the  American 
cliurch. 

There  was  always  contention  be- 
tween the  Buffalo  and  flochester  dio- 
ceses in  the  days  of  Bishop  Stephen 
Vincent  Ryan  because  the  Rochester 
prelate  always  sought  to  enlarge  his 
see  at  the  expense  of  tiie  Buffalo  dio- 
cese. The  year  after  Bishop  Ryan 
died  Bishop  McQualde  succeeded  in  his 
design  and  the  counties  of  Steuben, 
Chemung  and  Schuy-ler  passed  under 
his    Jurisdiction.

France  Rejoices  Over  the 

Report  of  Vital

Parl.s,  Jan.  18. — The  vital  statlstlcB 
for  the  first  six  months  of  1908  show  a 
gratifying  decrease  in  the  proportion 
of  deaths  in  France,  a  condition  at- 
tributed to  the  more  stringent  ap- 
plication of  laws  of  hygiene. 

During  this  period  the  births  exceed- 
ed the  deaths  by  11,000,  against  an 
excess  of  5,500  for  the  corresponding 
period   of    1907.

Reggie.  Jan.  18. — For  the  first  time 
■Incc  the  earthquake  disaster  of  Dec. 
£8  mass  wa  ssaid  in  Reggie  yester- 
day under  conditions  that  recalled  the 
earl  vdays  of  the  church.  Processions 
pa.>»sed  through  the  streets  of  the  city 
ringing  bells  and  calling  tl.e  people  to 
the  service  which  was  held  in  an 
orange  and  lemon  grove  near  the  shore. 
The  i:ltar  set  up  under  the  picturesque 
and  pastoral  surroundings,  was  formed 
by  a  table  covered  witn  a  white  cloth. 
behind  which  was  huns  a  cheap  chromo 
print  of  Christ.  Around  this  were  ar- 
ranged several  candles,  a  crucifix  and 
■ome  sacred  vessels,  all  protected  from 
the  wind  by  a  cloth  screen.  There 
were    present    many    women    and    chil- 


dren, all  of  whom  knelt  before  the  im- 
provised altar,  while  the  men  stood 
with  uncovered  heads  behind  them.  On 
the  outskirts  of  the  crowd  were  sev- 
eral shepherds  in  the  midst  of  their 
flocgs.  standing  erect  in  their  charac- 
teristic dress,  with  hansd  crossed  over 
the  tops  of  their  crooks,  upon  which 
they  rested  their  chins.  The  whole 
scene  might  have  b'feen  taken  from  one 
of  the  eariy  bibblical  pictures  of  a 
primitive  religious  service.  The  crowd 
followed  the  ceremony  with  gerat  in- 
terest and  much  fevor  was  shown  In 
carrying  out  the  forms  of  their  reli- 
gion. 

Slight  earthquake  .shocks  continue 
to  be  experienced  here  at  brief  Inter- 
vals. The  quakes  are  not  being  regis- 
tered by  the  observatories  In  the  im- 
mediate vicinity,  which  is  evidence 
that  fhe  movement  Is  local  only.

Springfield,  111.,  .Tan.  18.— In  hl» 
message  to  the  legislature  today  Gov- 
ernor Deneen  urges  that  prompt  and 
vigorous  action  be  taken  in  the  matter 
of  a  deep  waterway  from  the  Lakes  to- 
the   Gulf.      The  governor   says: 

"The    attitude   of   the   representative* 

of  the  Federal  gt«vernment  Is  now  more 

friendly  to  a  broad  policy  of  waterway 

development  than  ever  before,  and 
should  Illinois  show  a  disposition  to 
enter  vigorously  upon  the  work  of  wa- 
terway construction.  It  cannot  but  af- 
fect favorably  the  federal  situation. 

It  seems  to  be  now  an  established 
fact  that  the  Canadian  government  is 
eerlouslv  considering  the  construction 
of  the  Georgian  bay  canal  which  will 
give  to  Canada  a  deep  waterway  to  the 
Atlantic  seaboard  and  a  great  advan- 
tage over  the  I'nited  States  in  the 
matter  of  commerce.  There  should  be 
speedv  beginning  on  the  part  of  the 
United  States  and  the  states  interest- 
ed in  the  construction  of  the  Lakes  to 
the  Gulf  waterway.

New  York,  Jan.  18. — The  nature  of 
the  proceedings  which  have  been  insti- 
tuted against  the  New  York  World- 
and  the  Indianapolis  News  because  of 
their  criticisms  of  the  methods  by 
which  the  purchase  of  the  Panama 
canal  property  was  made,  was  not  dis- 
closed in  the  hearing  In  court  here  to- 
day. Acting  under  instructions  believ- 
ed ~to  have  been  issued  by  authority 
of  the  United  States  government.  Unit- 
ed States  District  Attorney  Henry  U 
Stimson  had  subpoenaed  William  B. 
McLaughlin,  sporting  editor  of  the 
World,  and  J.  Angus  Shaw,  secretary 
of  the  I'ress  Publishing  company,  to 
testifv  before  a  federal  grand  jury  in 
an  action  which  was  not  described  In 
the  supoenas.

J»hlladelphla,  Jan.  18.— The  striking 
hatmakers  of  this  city,  who  number 
nearly  1,000,  are  in  session  today  map- 
ping out  a  plan  of  campaign.  It  is 
understood  a  picket  system  will  be 
established  and  efforts  made  to  induce 
men  who  may  be  imported  from  taking 
the  strikers"  places.

Mannfacturcrw  Are  Firm. 

New  York.  Jan.  18.— The  open  shop 
and  a  flght  to  the  finish  was  the  ac- 
tion decided  upon  by  the  Hat  Manufac- 
turers association  at  a  meeting  yes- 
terdav  to  discuss  the  situation  growing 
out  of  the  strike.  An  effect  of  the 
strike,  according  to  the  manufacturers, 
will  be  a  rise  in  the  price  of  hate,  as 
the  trouble  occurs  in  the  busy   season. 

Twelve  members,  comprising  the 
board  of  directors  of  the  Hat  Manu- 
facturers-  association,  attended  the 
meeting.  President  Samuel  Mundhelm, 
who  was  in  the  chair,  made  the  an- 
nouncement after  the  meeting  that  the 
manufacturers  had  declared  for  the 
open  shop  and  were  prepared  to  flght 
to  a  finish.  He  said  the  number  of 
strikers  was  between  15,000  and  20.000, 
but  that  there  were  many  non-union 
hatters  out  of  employment  and  that 
eventually  the  places  of  the  strikers 
would  be  filled.

DULUTH  SIXTH 
IN  THE  LIST 

Only  Five  Recruiting  Sta- 
tions Furnished  Larger 
Number  of  Soldiers. 

In  the  army  records  for  November, 
the  latest  figures  to  be  complied  upon 
the  recruiting  of  tlie  entire  country, 
Duluth  is  given  sixth  place  among  the 
cities  of  the  country  in  the  matter  of 
furnisliing    recruits   to   the  army. 

New  York  stands  first  among  the 
cities.  Chicago  comes  second  and 
third,  becau.se  it  has  more  than  one  re- 
cruiting division,  San  Francisco  fourth, 
St.  Louis  fifth  and  Duluth  sixth. 

The  fact  that  Duluth  comes  ahead  of 
such  cities  as  Plilladelphla.  Cincinnati, 
Boston  and  other  cities  much  larger 
than  Duluth.  is  a  featlier  in  the  cap 
of  the  Zenith  City.  This  record,  too. 
was  made  after  many  of  the  outside 
stations  had  been  closed.  Asliland  is 
the  only  outside  station  at  the  present 
time. 

Seventy-two  recruits  were-  secured 
from  this  city  during  tlie  month  of 
November.  New  York,  the  leading 
city  of  the  country,  as  far  as  the  num- 
ber of  the  recruits  go,  secured  441  re- 
cruits. 

According  to  the  army  figures,  there 
are  appro.ximately  74,000  soldiers  in 
the  army  at  the  present  time,  includ- 
ing the  Horto  Rican  and  Philippine 
scouts.  Congress  has  appropriated  for 
83.000  men.  The  army  is.  therefore, 
short  about  9,000  men  at  the  present 
lime. 

The  army  record  shows  that  recruit- 
ing Is  verv  dull  all  over  the  country  at 
the  present  time.  This  fact,  and  the 
additional  fact  that  the  army  needs 
a.iiOO  more  recruits,  may  lead  the  gov- 
ernment to  open  additional  branch  offi- 
ces  ill   the   Duluth  district. 

Sixth  position  is  tlie  highest  posi- 
tion that  Duluth  has  ever  occupied 
amo'ig  the  cities  of  the  country,  This 
fact  may  lead  the  officials  at  Wash- 
in'.rton  to  consider  this  city  one  of  the 
n^sl  Important  recruiting  points  In  the 
crntire  countrv.  Another  point  In  favor 
of  Duluth  is  the  fact  that  the  men  re 
cruited  from  here  are  Invariably 
verv    higli    physical    standard. 


The  reading  of  the  municipal  courl 
calendar  this  morning  brought  out 
complaints  In  damage  suits  against 
railroads  for  the  death  of  two  cows, 
and  a  damage  suit  against  the  city 
for  injuries  said  to  have  been  sustain- 
ed by  a  horse,  owing  to  the  bad  con- 
dition of  certal  nstreets.  There  was 
also  a  suit  against  tlie  Lenox  Hotel 
company  over  a  missing  sample  case, 
for  $385.  and  a  suit  brought  by  N.  E. 
Lugoff  against  J.  C.  McFadden  for 
money  loaned. 

Malmia  Hayden,  in  her  complaint 
against  the  city,  states  that  while  her 
liorse  wa«t  being  driven  along  Ram- 
sey street.  It  stepped  into  a  hole  at  the 
corner  of  Fifty-third  avenue  west,  and 
was  Injured  so  badly  that  medicine  and 
medical  attendance  had  to  be  procured, 
at  an  expense  of  $15.  Even  when  doc- 
tored up  and  In  commission  again,  the 
horse  was  worth  $65  less  than  it  was 
before,  according  to  the  complaint. 
Therefore  damages  in  the  sum  of  $80 
are  asked.  The  accident  Is  said  to 
liave   occurred   on   July   29   last. 

Cliarles  EUson  is  suing  the  Omaha 
road  for  $150  for  damages  to  a  circus 
tent  while  It  was  in  transit  between 
Duluth  and  Jordan,  Minn.,  where  it 
was  consigned  to  D.  L.  Dolson.  This 
was  on  May  12,  1908. 

Maria  Latinen  is  suing  the  Duluth. 
Rainy  Lake  &  Winnipeg  road  for  $65 
damages  as  a  result  of  the  alleged  un- 
ilmelv  death  of  a  cow  on  the  tracks 
belonging  to  the  railroad  company  in 
question,  north  of  Duluth. 

Farielde  DeMeyer  is  suing  the 
N  .rthern  Pacific  for  $75  damages  for 
the  alleged  death  of  a  cow  in  front 
of  one  of  the  railroad's  loocomtives  on 
July  24  of  last  year.  He  says  it  was 
a  valuable  cow  and  easily  worth  tlie 
amount  asked  for.  It  is  a  fact  often 
noted  by  railroad  attorneys  that  loco- 
motives are  exceedingly  particular  and 
aiwavs  refuse  to  run  over  any  cow 
that  it.  not  of  a  fancy  breed,  and  there- 
f(-re  worth  a  fancy  price. 

N.  K.  Lugoff.  in  a  complaint  against 
J  C  McFadden.  says  he  loaned  the 
latter  $375  during  April.  May  and  June, 
and  that  $92.75  of  llils  amount  has  not 
been  paid.  He  asks  judgment  In  the 
.sum  of  $92.75,  with  costs  and  Interest. 
\  traveling  man  who  claims  to  have 
left  his  sample  case  In  the  care  of  the 
Lenox  hotel  on  May  1,  1907.  says  he 
never  has  been  able  to  get  it  since,  ow- 
ing to  its  having  been  lost.  He  values 
the  ctse  and  contents  at  $385.  and  asks 
judgment  for  the  full  amount.  The 
l.ig^■l•st  item  in  the  list  is  $2.8  tor 
plans,  specitications  and  materials  for 
advertising,  wliich  it  took  him  years 
to  collect.

Ten  Women  Arrested  in 

Raid  on  Red  Light 

District 

Four  white  women  and  six  negresses 
•were  arrested  Saturday  night  In  a 
raid  on  the  old  St.  Croix  avenue  dis- 
trict, charged   with   being   occupants   of 

houses    of    ill-fame. 

Marguerite  DuBois,  who  has  been 
running  the  resort  at  211  St.  Croix  ave- 
nue, wa.s  among  those  arrested  and 
three  women  were  taken  with  her  from 
the  house.  She  was  bailed  out  two  or 
three  hours  after  her  arrest,  by  Ma- 
dame Marv  Gain,  who  formeny  owned 
two  houses  in  the  district.  The  Du- 
Bois woman  is  charged  with  conduct- 
ing an  immoral  house.  The  girls  gave 
their  names  at  Lucille  Demara,  Gladys 
and    -Mamie   Cooper. 

The  six  negro  -women  wt-re  taken 
from  a  house  on»  the  east  Side  of  St. 
Croix  avenue,  which  is  across  the  street 
froii'  the  former  line  of  houses  of  ill- 
repute.  They  gave  their  names  at 
Helen  Johnson.  Anna  Cartc-r.  Ella  Lewis. 
Stella  Scott.  Mamie  Chase  and  Anna 
Brown. 

Ciiief  of  Police  Troyer  has  been  se- 
curing evidence  against  the  place  for 
some  time  past,  and  when  his  evidence 
was  sure  enough  to  convict,  he  gave 
orders  directing  the  raid.  It  was  made 
by  Capt.  Fiskett.  Lieut,  Fritz.  r>etec- 
tlvea  .Schulte  and  Irvine,  and  Patrol- 
men Barilttt,  Kk.  Gilbert  and  Rothie. 

Marguerite  DuBoJs'  ball  was  fixed 
at  $10u.  The  three  white  women  with 
her  were  unable  to  get  bail.  The  six 
colored  women  were  all  released  on 
bail.

Eveleth,  Minn.,  Jau.  18. —  (Special  to 
The  Herald.) — A  mass  meeting  yester- 
day afternoon  at  Vail  hall  closed  the 
local  anti-tuberculosis  exhibits  and  dis- 
cussion here  of  the  white  plague. 
A  very  large  crowd  attended.  Ephraim 
Johnson  was  chairman.  Dr.  J.  J.  Eck- 
lund  of  Duluth  .«poke  in  Swedish  and 
then  in  English.  He  said  that  tiie 
lodging  houses  were  some  of  the  worst 
breeding  places  for  tub€  rculosls.  Tu- 
berculosis is  not  hereditary,  but  the 
children  of  parents  having  tuberculosis 
are  more  susceptible  to  tlie  disease, 
and  living  with  their  sick  parents  are 
more  liable  to  get  it. 

George  A.  Perham  spoke  of  the 
natural  resources  of  the  state  for  cur- 
ing tuberculosis;  the  woods  and  the 
lakes  and  rivers  all  afford  a  place 
where  one  can  spend  at  least  some  of 
his  time  in  the  open,  making  him  less 
liable  to  get  the  disease.  At  4  o'clock 
a  second  meeting  began,  with  Dr.  More 
of  the  More  hospital  as  cliairman. 
Eveletb    Ih    Cumplimeuted. 

Dr.  H.  M.  Bracken,  secretary  of  the 
state  board  of  health,  complimented 
Eveleth  on  its  fight  against  the  white 
piiigue.  und  for  being  the  only  town  In 
tlic  state  having  school  inspection.  The 
state  he  said  spends  more  money  on 
fisli  and  game  than  it  dues  to  save 
human  lives.  He  said  that  there  were 
four  cla.sses  of  people,  tlie  well,  the 
somewhat  sick,  the  medium  sick  and 
tlie  advanced  sick.  All  these  have  to 
have  care;  the  well  to  be  protected,  the 
ethers  to  get  rid  of  the  di.sease. 

He  said  iliat  the  \Va:ker  sanitarium 
was  too  far  away  and  that  a  tubercu- 
losis liosjiital  for  all  cases  should  be 
established   in    thifc    county. 

Father  FJoyd  compared  the  "white 
plague"  to  the  Black  death  tliat  ravag- 
ed  i^urope   some  centuries  ago. 

Neil  Mclnnis  said  that  tlie  tubercu- 
Ic.vis  cases  ought  to  be  treated  nearer 
home.  J.  H.  Heariiing  spoke  of  the 
great  need  in  caring  for  tuberculosis 
cases  was  to  see  that  the  families  of 
the  sick  should  be  taken  care  of  as 
worry  has  much  to  do  in  the  early 
death  of  one  having  tuberculosis  In  its 
advanced   stages. 

The    following    resolutions    presented 
bv    Dr.    Hai-wood    of    the    Fabiola    hos- 
pital  were   unanimously   adopted: 
Need    of   County    Saullarliini. 

Whereas,  thv  death  rate  v.\  .^t.  Louis 
county  is  higher  than  in  any  other 
part  of  the  state,  and  whereas  St. 
Louis  county  contains  an  unusually 
large  proportion  of  the  floating  ele- 
ment of  population.  among  which 
classes  the  greatest  number  of  cases, 
and  the  most  dangerous  kinds  of  cases 
are    to    be    found,    and. 

Whereas  -we  recall  the  fact  that 
there  must  be  in  the  neighborhood  of 
1  000  cases  of  tuberculosis  in  St.  Louis 
countv.  and  that  the  present  means  of 
taking  care  of  these  cases  is  abso- 
lutelv  inadequate;  that  last  year  the 
whole  amount  appropriated  for  the 
care  of  such  work  was  about  $600, 
which  amount  was  spent  on  institu- 
tional work  through  the  county  poor 
board,  and  that  at  least  tv.o-thirds  of 
these  cases  are  chronic  advanced  ones, 
many  of  which  are  dangerous  to  their 
immediate    surroundings;    and.

Seattle,  Wash..  Jan.  18.— W.  L. 
Seeley,  an  attorney  and  former  na- 
tional bank  examiner  for  Illinois,  his 
wife,  Mrs.  Kate  M.  Seeley.  and  his 
daughter,  Miss  Rene  Seeley,  were  found 
dead  In  a  bathroom  of  their  home  in 
the   fashionable  Capital   Hill   district. 

The  victims  have  been  dead  since  last 
Thursday.  The  women,  each  of  whom 
was  clad  In  a  night  robe,  had  been 
murdered  by  being  struck  on  the  head, 
evidently    with   a    hammer. 

There  was  no  mark  of  violence  on 
Seeley.  He  is  believed  to  have  been 
partially  chloroformed  and  then 
drowned  in  the  bathtub.  All  three 
were  kneeling  at  the  side  of  the  bath- 
tub with  their  heads  submerged  in  the 
water.  A  steamer  trunk  was  on  the 
bodies   of  Seeley  and   his   wife. 

That  Seeley  killed  his  wife  and 
daughter  while  insane  over  financial 
worries  and  then  committed  suicide  is 
the  theory  of  the  coroner  and  the  po- 
lice. He  was  clothed  in  his  underwear, 
shoes  and  trousers.  His  night  gown 
was  bloodstained  from  the  bodies  of 
the  two  women,  and  was  found  beneath 
a  clean  pillow  In  the  room  occupied  by 
him  and  his  wife. 

The  pillow  on  which  Mrs.  Seeley  had 
been  sleeping  was  saturated  with 
blood. 

Detectives  searched  the  house  for 
weapons,  but  were  unable  to  find  any 
bloodstained     implements.

Nashville,  Tenn.,  Jan.  18. — By  a  pe- 
culiar coincidence,  the  Cooper  murder 
trial,  which  was  caused  Indirectly  by 
the  Prohibition  question,  comes  up  for 
hearing  Just  as  the  fight  for  state- 
wide Prohibition  Is  at  its  height.

SCHOONER  SINKS 
WITH  HER  CREW 


Lumber  Laden  Swallow 

Lost  Off  Long  Island 

Shore. 

New  York,  Jan.  IS. — In  the  biting, 
driving  snowstorm  of  early  Sunday 
"  morning  oft  the  Long  Island  shore,  an- 
other vessel,  the  schooner  the  Swallow 
of  St.  Johns,  N.  F.,  and  her  crew 
were  buried  beneath  the  great  sea 
waves. 

The  story  of  the  wreck  was  told  by 
the  sea  Itself,  as  it  strewed  the  beach 
east  of  Fire  island  for  several  miles 
with  bits  of  wreckage  from  the  ship 
itself  and  her  cargo.  Of  the  crew, 
probably  five  or  six  men,  Judging  from 
the  schooner's  size,  there  was  no 
trace. 

At  2  a.  m.  a  beach  man  from  the 
Blue  Point  life-saving  station  saw 
some  black  objects  bobbing  about  in 
the  tumbling  surf  close  to  shore.  He 
hauled  some  of  them  in,  and  finding 
tiiat  It  was  new  wreckage,  hurried 
back  to  his  station  to  report  and  to 
secure  aid.  Other  beach  men  soon 
were  on  the  scene.  There  were  timbers, 
new  lumber,  frozen  herring  and  fishing 
tackle,  and  finally  they  came  to  a  sign 
board  which  told  the  unfortunate  ves- 
sels name. 

The  life-savers  stood  by  and  patrolled 
the  beach  all  day  In  the  hope  that  they 
might  find  some  trace  of  the  crew, 
but  nightfall  came  and  their  quest  had 
been    vain.

Chicago,  111.,  Jan.  18 — After  five 
years  of  hotly  contested  litigation,  set- 
tlement has  been  made  in  the  cases 
of  thirty  deaths  caused  by  the  Iroquois 
theater  fire. 

It  is  said  $750  a  case  is  to  be  paid 
by  one  of  the  firms  responsible  for  the 
construction  of  the  theater,  the  prose- 
cutions against  the  companies  in  these 
cases  having  been  withdrawn  from 
court. 

In  one  instance  a  man  who  lost  his 
wife  and  three  children  in  the  fire 
received  $T50  for  each  death. 

Many  other  suits  against  firms  and 
individuals  interested  in  the  work  are 
still  pending.  The  number  of  un- 
settled cases  Is  estimated  at  over  400.

Finite  Has  No  Power  to 

Judge  Infinite,  He 

Contends. 


Replying  particularly  to  the  agnos- 
tic contentions  of  Robert  Ingersoll  and 
generally  to  all  agno.stlcs,  who  doubt 
the  infinite  nature  of  God  and  attack 
the  Bible  as  a  work  without  divine  in- 
spiration. Dr.  John  P.  D.  John,  former 
president  of  De  Pauw  university,  de- 
livered a  strong  address  at  the  Sun- 
day afternoon  meeting  at  the  Y.  .M.  C. 
A    yesterday. 

"If  man  made  God.  the  inequalities 
of  life  will  never  be  made  equal,  the 
Bcul  will  cease  to  be  in  the  act  of 
beg'inning,  faith  will  disappear,  hope 
will  wither,  love  will  die.  and  and 
man  will  rot  forever  In  the  grave,"  he 
said  in  defense  of  the  Christian  be- 
liefs   of    man. 

Dr.  John's  subject  was  "Did  Man 
Make  God  or  Did  God  Make  Man?"  and 
the  two  questions  ran  all  through  his 
discussion,  "Is  the  character  of  God 
repugnant  to  the  Twentieth  Century 
Conscience?"  and  "Is  Belief  in  the 
lievfclatlons  of  the  Bible  Consistent 
\Vilh  Twentieth  Century  Intelligence?" 

Dr.  John  took  the  agnostics  to  task 
for  attempting  to  judge  the  infinite 
when  they  were  not  able  even  to  judge 
the  finite.  A  man  cannot  even  judge 
the  motives  of  man  In  all  his  acts  and 
it  is  not  for  a  man  to  Judge  the  mo- 
tives of  the  Almigiity.  "Life  is  a  gilt 
of  God  in  trust,"  he  said,  "and  God 
has  a  right  to  ask  its  surrender  at  any 
time.  There  Is  no  justification  for 
the  charge  that  God  is  unmerciful, 
unjust  and  partial  in  his  Irtaiment  of 
humanity. 

"The  fires  of  hell  in  the  life  to 
ccme  are  kindled  by  sowing  and  reap- 
ing, and  they  e.\ist  only  because  sin 
cKisis,"  said  Dr.  John.  "Sin  and  suf- 
fering are  Inseparably  connected,  and 
as  man  Is  responsible  for  sin,  so  shall 
he  account  to  himself  for  liis  suffering 

through  it."'  .^    ^  ..x. 

Di.  Jchn  ridiculed  the  idea  that  the 
Bible  and  science  are  inconsistent. 
Science  has  made  mistakes,  he  said. 
Thougli  the  Bible  might  be  Inconsistent 
with  some  hypothesis  of  science,  it  is 
not  inconsistent  with  discoveries  of 
science,  and  discoveries  tomorrow  may 
upliold  tlie  Bible  In  respects  in  which 
It  mav  appear  inconsistent  with  science 
todiiy'  He  said  science  has  no  right  to 
charge  miracles  with  being  fraudul- 
ent and  unscientific.  Miracles  are  in- 
significant compared  with  the  miracle 
of  tlif  universe,  witli  which  science  is 
toncerned,  he  said.  Whatever  may  have 
been  the  origin  of  life,  it  was  miracul- 
ous. 

The  doctrine  of  self-sacrifice,  as 
taught  by  Christianity  is  not  impos- 
sible In  this  day  and  age,  any  more 
than  it  was  during  the  early  Cliristian 
ages,  said  Dr.  John.  If  the  world  had 
exercised  self-sacrifice  in  the  begin- 
ning of  this  century,  the  social  evils, 
which  now  beset  the  world,  would  dis- 
appear. He  called  attention  to  the 
great  increase  in  the  number  of  Cliris- 
tians  in  the  world,  and  said  that  there 
will  be  war  on  earth  as  long  as  right 
and  wrong  exist,  and  Christianity  is 
on  the  side  of  right. 

"If  there  were  no  God  other  than 
that  made  by  man,"  said  Dr.  John  in 
closing,  "there  woudld  be  no  future  for 
man  or  the  race,  no  decree  of  emanci- 
pation for  ncblllty  suffering  under  in- 
justice, no  undoing  of  oppression,  no 
restoration  of  the  wrecks  of  hope,  and 
no  resurrection  of  spirit  to  eternal  life. 
The  impulse  of  the  soul  looking  to- 
ward immortality  would  have  no  sig- 
nificance, and  tiie  slow  preparation  of 
the  earth  for  man  no  meaning.  But  if 
we  have  had  our  origin  In  God,  we 
shall  return  to  Him.  If  God  has  taken 
infinite  pains  to  bring  us  here.  He  will 
not  desert  us,  and  we  may  look  for- 
ward to  an  Infinite  extension  of  the 
soul's  experience,  and  to  an  eternal 
existence    with    Him."

"Woman  embodies  that  higher  all 
inclusive  love  to  which  all  else  must 
bend  if  individual  or  nation  would 
rise   to    highest   culture. 

"But  though  the  'ever-womanly'  Is 
in  all  its  richness  In  the  heart  of  wom- 
an. It  Is  also  in  the  soul  of  man,  for 
man  shares  in  the  nature  of  woman. 
And  it  Is  to  man  that  we  owe  Its  most 
glorious  proclamation  In  word  and  in 
deed.  The  Son  of  Marj  raised  high 
the  standard  of  the  'ever- womanly;'  he 
put  It  above  nation  and   race. 

"It  is  the  spirit  of  tlie  'ever-woman- 
ly' which  today  reaches  hands  across 
the  sea  to  comfort  the  afflicted  In 
Sicily;  it  turns  the  nations"  warships 
Into  vessels  freighted  with  love  flying 
proudly  the  flag  of  humanity  on  Its 
mast.  It  Is  the  spirit  of  the  'ever- 
womanly'  which  has  brought  about  the 
international  tribunal  of  peace  at  The 
Hague.  It  Is  this  spirit  which  will 
sooner  or  later  do  away  with  capital 
punishment  and  turn  penitentiaries  in- 
to moral  hospitals.  It  is  this  spirit 
which  even  remembers  that  the  beast 
in  the  field  and  the  bird  in  the  air  are 
our  kin  and  shields  them  from  ruth- 
less   destruction. 

"When  this  spirit  will  completely  fill 
the  world,  completely  possess  the 
hearts  of  man.  then  the  kingdom  of 
God   will    be   among  men."

satisfactory. The  e5sentlal  elements 
of  satisfactory  grain  inspection  are 
uniformity  and  accuracy.  Under  the 
old  system,  neither  unlformltly  nor  ac- 
curacy could  be  obtained. 

"To  remedy  the  dei:«ct  of  the  old  sys- 
tem the  department,  about  two  years 
ago,  began  an  investigation  of  the  sys- 
tems of  Inspecting  grain  in  Minne- 
apolis, Duluth  and  Buffalo,  where  mod- 
ern and  progressive  systems  of  grain 
In.spection  had  been  adopted  with 
great  success.  Unde-  the  system  there- 
after adopted  by  the  Illinois  gram  in- 
spection department,  grain  is  no 
longer  Inspected  on  the  track,  but  all 
of  the  grain  received  from  the  twenty- 
three  railroads  engaged  in  the  Chi- 
cago grain  carrying  trade  is  Inspected 
at  a  central  point  by  three  expert  in- 
spectors who  pass  judgment  on  repre- 
sentative samples  drawn  from  the  cars 
by  experienced  grain  examiners. 
Met    With    Approval. 

"The  new  system  has  met  with  the 
approval  of  both  sliippers  and  grain 
dealers  as  well  as  oT  the  railroads,  be- 
cause of  the  fairness,  promptness  and 
finality  of  its  Insp.jctors  which  have 
done  away  with  delays  In  unloading 
and  releasing  cars  arising  from  appeals 
taken  from  former  unsatisfactlon  in- 
spections, ij         i„ 

The  business  of  grain  Inspection  is 
steadily  Increasing.  During  the  period 
of  1901-04  there  were  Inspected  at  the 
Chicago  grain  inspection  office,  805,- 
395,470  bushels  while  during  the  Penod 
1905-08  there  were  Inspected  996,69,5,4/7 
bushels;  an  Increase  of  191.298,007 
bushel.s.  Along  with  the  great  Increase 
in  business  has  gone  on  a  steady  im- 
provement In  accuracy  and  uniformity 
of  inspections.

To    Shorten    Line. 

A  Milwaukee  dispatch  says:  Six 
million  dollars  will  be  expended  by  the 
Canadian  Pacific  railway  in  the  con- 
struction of  a  new  Wisconsin  Central 
cutoff  on  the  route  between  Minneapo- 
lis and  Chicago.  This  announcement, 
made  authoritatively  today,  is  the  first 
concerning  plans  for  the  improvement 
of  the  Wisconsin  Central  property  ac- 
quired Friday  by  the  Soo  and  Canadian 
Pacific  Interests. 

It  is  intended  to  make  the  new  line 
of  the  Central  one  of  the  shortest  be- 
tween the  Twin  Cities  and  Chicago,  in- 
stead of  the  longest,  as  It  Is  at  present. 
The  construction  of  the  proposed  cut- 
off will  be  one  of  the  most  Important 
railway  projects  to  be  undertaken  In 
Wisconsin  the  approaching  summer. 
The  line  will  be  an  extension  of  the 
Stevens  Point-Portage  division  to  a 
point  on  the  present  Chicago  line,  prob- 
ably striking  the  old  main  line  at 
Burlington  in  Racine  county.  It  will 
be  about    140   miles   long. 

Surveys  for  the  new  road  have  been 
made.  They  call  for  a  line  extending 
from  Portage,  in  Columbia  county.  In 
a  southeasterly  direction  across  the 
northern  corner  of  Dane  county,  touch- 
ing Dodge  county  at  the  southwestern 
corner,  passing  diagonally  across  Jef- 
ferson county,  southeast  and  north- 
west, cutting  the  northeast  corner  of 
Walworth  county  and  .nto  Racine 
county.  At  Burlington  it  will  encoun- 
ter the  present  main  line  of  the  Wis- 
consin Central.  Several  Important 
towns  will  be  touched  by  the  proposed 
new  road.  It  will  pass  through  Wa- 
terloo, Jefferson,  Palmyra  and  many 
smaller   places. 

The  Wisconsin  Central  has  labored 
under  a  disadvantage  in  bidding  for 
business  for  the  far  Northwest,  in  that 
Its  line  between  Chicago  and  Minnea- 
polis is  longer  than  the  lines  of  com- 
peting  companies.

ROOSEVELT  ACTS  TO  BOOST 

THE  ART  OF  THE  ARCHITECT 


Washington,  Jan.  18. — Quick  to  ap- 
preciate the  plea  that  the  fine  arts 
have  been  denied  that  governmental 
consideration  accorded  by  other  na- 
tioj^s.  as  sjggested  by  j  the  American 
Institute  of  Architects,  President 
Roosevelt  has  taken  the  first  step  look- 
ing to  their  recognition  by  this  govern- 
ment.

with  the  result  that  the  people  are  informed  and  the 
recommendations  of  the  executive  are  tested  in  the  court 
of  public  opinion.  Upon  the  final  verdict  of  that  court, 
as  the  legislature  reads  its  decisions,  laws  are  made. 

The  messages  of  the  executive  are  not  likely  to  grow 
shorter.  The  Dispatch  suggests  that  it  would  be  better 
to  have  the  executive  submit  his  recommendations 
briefly  and  baldly,  without  advancing  any  argument  »n 
their  support,  leaving  all  details  to  special  reports  to  be 
presented  from  time  to  time  by  the  different  bureaus  of 
the  executive  branch  of  the  government.  All  the  good 
effect  of  the  executive  message  would  be  lost  in  this  way. 
Instead  of  having  the  affairs  of  state  considered  at  one 
time  as  a  unified  whole,  we  should  be  obliged  to  glean 
our  information  from  many  different  sources  and  at 
many  different  times.  Instead  of  exact  information  and 
wide  discussion,  the  public  would  have  but  a  hazy  notion 
of  public  aflfairs  and  public  interest  and  public  discus- 
sion would  languish. 

Few  people  attempt  the  task  of  reading  a  message 
of  30,000  words,  but  under  the  present  system,  practi- 
cally every  one  quickly  informs  himself  of  the  actual 
needs  of  the  government,  the  test  of  public  opinion  is  ap- 
plied to  every  policy  of  state  and  the  legislature  is 
enabled  to  act  far  more  intelligently  than  it  otherwise 
could. 


BECLOUDING  THE  ISSUE. 

The  fury  into  which  the  house  of  representatives  has 
lashed  itself  and  the  ridicule  and  recrimination  which 
have  accompanied  the  discussion  of  that  section  of  the 
president's  message  relating  to  the  secret  service  have 
completely  obscured  the  real  facts  in  the  case  as  well  as 
th  vital  matter  of  the  president's  recommendation.  A 
very  brief  investigation  will  show  what  the  facts  in  the

These  statements  were  m.'ide  by 
Charles  Wertz,  a  mining  engineer,  at 
the  St.  Louis  Saturday  evenirg.  He 
was  referring  to  [the  Roosevelt  dam. 
upon  the  Salt  rive^  near  Phoenix,  Ariz., 
and  to  the  future  of  t^e  state  of  Ari- 
zona. 

"I  know  of  no  other  state  that  has 
a  greater  future  for  the  younir  man." 
said  Mr.  Wertz.  ^I  will  tell  you  why. 
In  the  first  place  the  land  In  Arizona, 
some  of  it  very  cheap  at  the  present 
time,  is  steadily  increasing  in  value. 
Some  day,  and  not  in  the  fai  future 
either,  thousands  of  acres  of  Arizona 
land  will  be  made  fertile  and  tlie  value 
of  this  land  will  be  more  than  trebled. 
The  man  who  secures  land  at  t^e  pres- 
ent time  will  realize  a  handsome  protlt. 

"The  Roosevelt  dam,  which  is  under 
process  of  construction,  only  a  tew 
miles  west  of  Phoenix,  will  revolution- 
ize farming  in  that  section  of  the  coun- 
try.

So  touched  in  its  honor  was  the  house  by  these  state- 
ments   that    it    immediately   demanded    of    the    president 
proof  of  his  assertion  that  "the  chief  argument  in  favor 
of  the  provision   was  that  congressmen   did  not  them- 
selves  wish   to  be  investigated  by   secret   service  men." 
The  president  replied  in  a  special  message  and  said  that 
his  evidence  was  contained  in  the  Congressional  Record 
for  May  1.  pai-es  5553  to  5560.    A  re'ading  of  these  pages 
shows  that  the  arguments  advanced  in  favor  of  limiting 
the  sphere  of  activity  of  the  secret  service  were  just  what 
the  president  said  they  were— that  congressmen  did  not 
themselves  wish  to  be  investigated.     In  these  pages  Mr. 
Sherley    states    that   "the   private   conduct"   of   members 
of  congress  ought  not  to  be  investigated  by  the  secret 
service,    that   the    secret    service    should   not    investigate 
"member  of  congress."  and  that  "the  secret  service  was 
at   one   time   used   for   the   purpose   of   looking  into   the 
personal  conduct  of  a  member  of  congress." 

If  this  is  not  proof  positive  of  the  president's  state- 
ments it  is  difficult  to  conceive  of  the  character  of  the 
evidence  which  would  be  proof. 

So  much  for  unessentials.  Now  as  to  the  statement 
of  the  president  that  "It  is  not  too  much  to  say  that 
this  amendment  (confining  the  work  of  the  secret  service 
to  the  detection  of  counterfeiters)  has  been  of  beneht 
only,  and  could  be  of  benefit  only,  to  the  criminal 
classes."  This  statement  has  not  yet  been  called  in 
question  by  any  member  of  the  house  of  representatives 
or  by  any  newspaper  in  the  country  so  far  as  The 
Herald  has  been  able  to  learn.  It  seems  to  be  admitted 
without  debate  that  the  president's  criticism  is  undeni- 
ably true 

If  it  is  true,  what  is  the  congress  going  to  do  about 
it'  Is  it  going  to  remedy  the  wrong  it  has  done  or 
is  it  going  to  continue  its  protection  to  the  criminal 
classes'  This  is  the  only  point  in  the  whole  business 
that  really  matters.  The  real  issue  has  been  beclouded 
and  neglected  by  the  silly  clavering  of  the  house  about 
its  honor.  If  the  house  will  do  its  duty  as  it  plainly 
sees  it.  its  honor  will  need  no  defense  whatever. 


SYMMETRICAL  REFORM  IMPOSSIBLE. 

Reform  has  many  crudities,  many  oddities,  many 
vagaries.  It  is  impossible  that  reform  should  be  sym- 
metrical, for  it  is  achieved  a  little  at  a  time  and  is  made 
up  of  such  portions  of  the  truth  mixed  with  error  as  we 
are  able  to  wrench  from  buttressed  habit  and  long  estab- 
lished custom. 

The  results  of  reform  are  never  entirely  satisfactory 
for  the  reform  is  never  complete,  but  we  should  not  on 
that  account  reject  it  as  a  failure.  The  only  real  failure 
is  our  failure  to  make  the  reform  complete  in  all  its  de- 
tails. But  the  opponents  of  reform  make  the  most  of 
this  opportunity  and  the  attacks  against  reforms  are 
always  directed  not  against  the  reform  in  itself  but 
against  its  limitations.  Because  the  temple  is  not  com- 
plete the  whole  building  is  condemned. 

There  is  the  primary  election  law,  for  instance.  Very 
nearly  everybody  believes  that  the  people  should  be  given 
the  largest  possible  voice  in  the  management  of  their 
government  and  nearly  every  one  concedes  that  the  pri- 
mary law  does  this.  But  the  reform  is  most  viciously 
attacked  because  it  has  not  yet  been  made  perfect.    Those

WHAT  IS  A  MESSAGE  FOR? 

The  length  of  Governor  Johnson's  message,  some 
30,000  words,  has  been  generally  remarked  by  the  press 
of'  the  state,  and  in  some  few  instances  with  adverse 
criticism.  The  St.  Paul  Dispatch,  in  particular,  has  been 
quite  grouchy  about  it  and  has  been  led,  finally,  to 
moralize  at  length  upon  the  uselessness  of  the  long  mes- 
sage from  the  executive. 

This  gives  rise  to  the  thought.  What  real  purpose 
does   the    executive    message    serve,   what    is    its   actual 

effect? 

Primarily   the   executive   message   «   supposed  to   in- 
form the  legislature  of  the  recommendations  for  legisla- 
tion  made   by   the   executive.     The   message   has   grown 
long  because  of  the  desire  of  the  executive  to  set  forth 
as  fully  as  may  be  his  reasons  for  his  recommendations. 
In  actual   fact   the  executive  message   fills   quite   an- 
other office  in  our  scheme  of  government.     It  does  not 
»o  much  inform  the  legislature  as  the  people.     It  is  a 
digest  of  all  the  information  which  the  various  bureaus 
of  the  executive  branch   of  the  government  have   been 
able    to    gather    from    experience    and    investigation    to- 
gether with  the  deductions  and  recommendations  of  the 
various  heads  of  these  bureaus  as  sifted,  tested  and  finally 
approved  by  the  chief  executive.     It  consists  of  the  con- 
clusions   formulated   from    the   study   of   many   different 
minds  dealing  with  the  many  different  problems  of  gov- 
ernment.    The  executive  department  of  the  government 
submits  these  conclusions  in  as  readable   form  as  pos- 
sible, ostensibly  to  the  legislature,  actually  to  the  people. 
In  the  submission  of  the  message  the  newspapers  of 
the  country  play  no  small  part.     They  print  it,  analyze 
it,  present  its  recommendations  in  tabular  form,  empha- 
size its  vital  points,  put  a  copy  of  it  into  every  man's 
hand  in  a  form  which  enables  him  to  get  quickly  to  its 
essential  points  and  to  study  at  greater  length,  if  he  so 
desires,  the  particular  recommendations  which  appeal  to 
him  as  the  most  vital.    It  is  a  storehouse  oi  information, 
gathered   by   those   most    experienced   in   the   things   of 
which  they  speak,  which  may  be  easily  referred  to  and 
which  will  furnish  exact   and  reliable  information   con- 
cerning practically  every  question   of  government  with 
which  the  public  mind  is  then  concerned. 

In  such  form,  so  complete  and  so  readily  got  at,  the

Louis  Hill,  president  of  the  Great 
Northern  railway,  has  been  chosen  chairman  of  the  state 
highway   commission,   a    position   in   which   his    services 
would  be  of  peculiar  value  to  the  state,  but  it  is  possible 
that  Mr.   Hill  will  refuse  to  give  his  time  and  labor  to 
the  state  because  he  might  not  then  be  able  to  ride  upon 
his  own  railway  and  travel  in  his  own  private  car  with- 
out   paying   himself   and   the   other   stockholders   of   the 
Great  Northern  2  cents  a  mile  for  the  privilege.    The  de- 
livery of  mail   in  the  big  cities  of  the   state  has   been 
greatly  facilitated  by  an  arrangement  by  which  mail  car- 
riers   paid   a    lump    sum   for    yearly    transportation.      In 
making  their  regular  delivery  of  mail  they  often  boarded 
the  street  cars  several  times  for  short  rides  at  various 
points  on  their  route.    Under  the  rigid  provisions  of  the 
anti-pass  law  effective  Jan.  1  of  this  year,  the  mail  car- 
riers must  pay  the  usual  fare  for  every  time  they  board 
the  street  car.     The  result  is  that  the  additional  expense 
conTpels  them  to  walk  and  the  delivery  of  mail  is  much 

retarded. 

Reform  is  not  completely  accomplished  in  a  single 
effort  any  more  than  Rome  was  built  in  a  day.  There 
were  muddy  streets  in  Rome  while  the  city  was  building, 
building  material  lay  about  in  piles  and  obstructed  the 
way,  the  builder's  scaffolding  shut  out  the  view  and  pre- 
vented temporarily  the  use  to  which  the  finished  building 
was  eventually  put.  Such  things  are  the  inevitable  accom- 
paniment of  growth.  Our  reforms  are  clogged  with  the 
machinery  of  their  making,  they  are  more  or  less  unfin- 
ished and  some  of  them  have  not  been  builded  well,  but 
unfinished  Rome  was  better  to  the  people  who  lived  in  it 
than  no  Rome  at  all,  and  the  progress  we  have  made  in 
our  reforms  is  better  to  us  than  no  reforms  at  all.

The  circumstances  In  the  Michigan 
cases  were  almost  exactly  similar  as 
those  in  the  Duluth  cases,  and  from 
this  fact  the  company  expresses  the 
belief  that  if  the  Duluth  suits  are  car-

Proper    Temperatures— Caution    is 

Needed  in  Decanting. 

The  choice  and  the  care  of  wine  are 
matters  on  which  the  average  Person 
is  profoundly  Ignorant.  A  writer  In 
the  Queen  refers  to  "the  elementary 
wisdom-'  which  dictates  that  claret 
rhoS?d  be  slightly  warmed  before  serv- 
ing  and   champagne  should   be   Iced. 

The  article  gives  the  following  list  of 
temperatures  at  whlh  various  wines 
should  be  served:  Sherry  and  Marsa  a 
at  40  degs.;  sauterne  or  other  white 
claret  50  degs.;  claret,  65  degs.;  bur- 
Kundy  70  digs.;  chablls  and  other 
white  burgundies.  45  degs.;  champagne. 
36    degs.;    port.    55    degs..    and    madeira, 

*^^"Shlmpagne,"  says  the  writer 
"should  be  placed  In  a  basin,  a.  handful 
of  broken  Ice  placed  over  and  around 
?t  and  tlfen  covered  with  a  damp  piece 
of  tlannel.  an  hour  before  the  wine  is 
to  be  served.  Claret  and  burgundy 
should  be  placed  In  hot  water  or  near  a 
rtre  to  warm  gently.  These  general 
facts  having  bein  recognized,  the  next 
step  Is  the  decanting. 

"Claret  does  not  require  more  than 
the^ordlnary  care,  but  with  those  old 
wines  which  have  been  Kept  long 
Enough  in  bottle  to  have  sediment, 
ereat  care  is  really  necessary,  or  they 
wlU  be  thick  and  cloudy  when  decanted 
rrom   the  sediment  being  disturbed 

"In  the  beginning  port  should  be 
placed  In  the  wine  bin  at  a  slight  y 
Inclined  angle,  always  being  kept  in 
he  same  position,  and  when  taken  out 
the  boufe'lhould  be  carried  still  In  the

Newark.  N.  J.,  Jan.  18. — Popularity 
and  success  of  horse  racing  abroad  Is 
entirely  due  to  the  absence  of  grafters 
In  the  sport,  declared  Jockey  Charley 
Korb    of    this   city,    who    ia    home    after 

five  money-making  seasons  on  the 
German  turf.  There  is  no  sport  in  the 
world  conducted  any  cleaner  than 
hcrse  racing  in  the  German  empire, 
and  this,  Korb  says,  is  due  to  the  per- 
n  anent  dam  placed  on  grafters  by 
foreign   racing  authorities  years  ago. 

Races  are  conducted  In  Germany 
only  three  days  a  week  and  Sunday 
is  always  the  biggest  day  of  the  week. 
Berlin,  the  German  capital,  he  says, 
is  the  center  of  racing  and  the  Sun- 
day crowds  there  reacn  from  30,000  to 
50,000,  while  the  other  tracks  draw 
20,000    to    30.000. 

There  Is  lots  of  betting,  according 
to  Korb,  the  Paris  mutual  system  be- 
ing* In  vogue  exclusively.  This  depart- 
ment of  the  sport,  lie  says,  is  conduct- 
ed by  honest  men.  A  man  with  the 
least  suspicion  resting  on  him  is  ruled 
off  the  track  for  life.  The  races  are 
quite  largely  attended  by  the  poorer 
classes,  especially  on  Sundays.  The 
prices  of  admission  are  cheaper  than 
in  this  country,  and  made  to  suit  all 
classes.  They  range  all  the  way  from 
12  cents  to   |3. 

Although  he  has  been  riding  regu- 
larly only  five  seasons,  Korb  has 
amassed  a  fortune  of  JIOO.OOO.  He  is 
under  contract  to  ride  for  Count

INDIANS  CLAIM 
PART  OF  STATE 

Good  Portion  of  Northern 

Minnesota  Involved  In 

Appeal  Taken. 

St.  Paul,  Minn..  Jan.  18.  —  (Special  to 
The  Herald.) — Fifteen  counties  In 
Northern  Minnesota  will  revert  to  the 
Mississippi.     Pillager       and      Chippewa 

tribes  of  Indians,  should  the  United 
States  supreme  court  uphold  the  claim 
made  by  iliese  tribes  in  a  complaint 
filed  by  Gus  H.  Beauleu,  a  Chippewa, 
who  for  years  lias  been  recognized  as  a 
leader  of  Indians  residing  In  Minneso- 
ta. 

The  claim  of  Beaulieu  is  an  offshot 
of  the  case  brought  by  the  court  of 
claims  at  Washington,  D.  C,  by  tho 
Minnesota  state  auditor,  in  which  Min- 
nesota steps  up  its  demand  for  title  to 
147,000  acres  of  swamp  land  in  the 
Leach  lake  nd  Winnibogislsh  lake  dis- 
tricts This  at  present  is  federal  land, 
and  the  auditor  demands  it  for  the 
state  under  the  congre.ssional  swamp 
land  grant  enacted  in  1-860.  Various 
pliase.'  of  thi.s  claim  liave  l>€en  In  con- 
troversy for  some   time  past. 

B'.>aulieu  goes  back,  however,  to  the 
treaty  of  Feb.  22,  1855,  when  the  In- 
diaBS  ceded  a  great  amount  of  Minne- 
sota territory  to  the  federal  govern- 
ment. This  treaty  included  what  now 
comprises  the  counties  of  Clearwater. 
Bell  rami,  Mahnomen,  Becker,  Wadena, 
Tod'j,  Otter  Tail,  Morrison,  Koochich- 
ing, Itasca.  Crow  Wing.  Aitkin,  MiUe 
Lacs  and  Hubbard.  . 

Beaulieu  says  that  in  passing  title 
to  the  government,  the  Indians  in  turn 
were  to  receive  certain  concessions,  and 
certain  money  payments.  He  charges 
that  the  government  failed  to  fulfill 
these  conditions,  and  that  therefore  the 
title  must  revert  back  to  the  Indian 
tribes.  ^       . 

The  ruling  of  the  lower  court  at 
Washington  on  the  claim  of  Minnesota 
was  in  favor  of  the  state,  but  the  opin- 
ion recited  that  it  might  be  possible 
the  conditions  of  the  Indian  treaty  had 
uot  been  fulfilled  by  the  federal  gov- 
ernment. The  lower  court,  however, 
refused  to  rule  on  this  point,  explain- 
ing that  it  was  entirely  oueside  of  the 
record  In  that  case.  Beaulieu  has 
brought  the  matter  up  again  In  his 
appeal   to   the   court    of   last   resort. 

Mr  Iverson  expresses  the  belief  that 
there  Is  little  danger  of  the  Indians 
winning  out  in  their  claim  of  title  to 
this  vast  tract;  that  their  point  Is  far- 
fetched.

demanded  that  the  act  be  amended.  He 
says  the  ctatute  Is  both  prohibitory 
and  penal  and  contended  that  the

Congress,  he  insists,  could  not  abro- 
gate its  functions  and  delegate  to  any 
person,  corporation  or  state,  its  func- 
tions in  that  regard.  Commerce  he 
maintains  would  not  be  free  If  regu- 
lated by  the  fluctuating  uncertain,  rel- 
aiive  and  elastic  term,  "not  in  re- 
straint of  trade."  No  standard,  he  said, 
could  ever  be  judged  or  defined.  One 
case,  he  added,  would  not  be  a  pre- 
cedent for  another  subsequent  case. 

Summing  up  his  conclusions  Jenkins 
said-  "Congress  cannot  interfere  with 
any  private  contract  unless  it  is  one 
made  in  restraint  of  regulation  of 
commerce  between  the  states.  As  Its 
power  is  exclusive,  congress  cannot 
affirmatively  permit  the  making  of 
any  contract  that  on  Its  face  or  in  its 
performance  will  reg'ulate  or  restrain 
interstate  commerce.  No  prohibitory 
legi-slalion  is  necessary  as  the  power  of 
congress  is  exclusive  and  any  atttempt 
to  Interfere  with  or  usurp  the  power 
of  congress  Is  void.

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Curtl«  L.  Mosher,  manager  of  the 
Consolidated  Publicity  bureau  of  St. 
|>aul.  who  is  In  Duluth,  has  some  sta- 
tistical facts  that  are  of  paramount  Im- 
portance to  the  business  men  of  this 
city  and  to  the  farmers  of  St.  Louis 
county. 

The.se  facts  have  been  gathered  in 
the  movement  to  have  tiie  state  leg- 
islature appropriate  annually  $100,000. 
the  money  to  be  turned  over  to  the 
resources  of  Minnesota.  Perhaps,  more 
Titally  than  any  other  section  of  this 
state.  Is  the  northern  part  of  Minne- 
sota affected  by  this  movement,  which. 
In  the  opinion  of  Mr.  Mosher.  should 
have   been   started   ten    years   ago. 

First  of  all.  Mr.  Mosher  says,  there 
«,re  S4.000  square  miles  in  the  state  of 
Minnesota.  Of  this  area  only  34  1-H 
per  cent  has  been  touched  by  the 
plow.  Those  figures  were  secured  Fome 
time  ag'>.  and.  as  sortie  of  the  land  of 
tiie  southern  part  of  tlie  state  has 
been  al-andoned,  it  is  probable  that  at 
the  present  time  even  a  greater  per- 
centage of  the  land  of  the  state  is  not 
Under  cultivation. 

Tliere  are  20.0O0.O0rt  acres  In  the 
northern  part  of  the  .<?tate  which  have 
not  been  broken  by  the  plow.  Of  this 
amount  but  5,100.000  acres  is  In  tlie 
hands  of  private  owners.  The  state 
owns  the  rest  of  the  lan<l.  which  means 
that  one-fourth  of  the  land  Is  a  vast 
amount  of  swamp  land,  which  could  be 
reclaimed  and  made  into  fertile  farm- 
lug  land. 

KxuduM  to  Canada. 
Mr.  Mosher  -statesi  tliat  figures  will 
show  that  the  number  of  pupils  in  the 
rural  -oohoois  of  Minnesota  has  de- 
creased within  the  past  five  years.  Mr. 
Mosher  tells  the  rea.^on  of  this.  He 
says  nuiny  of  the  farmers  of  this  state 
are  every  vear  gi>lng  to  Canada, 
•where  the  advantages  to  the  farmer  are 
»et  forth  In  glowing  type.  The  Donun- 
lon  has  appropriated  a  $1,000,000  tor 
advertising  it's  resources,  and  as  a 
consequence  Mr.  Mosher  states  that 
yearly  l.'>0.000  farmers  pass  through  ?.t. 
Paul  on  their  way  to  the  farm  lands 
of  Western  Canada. 

Tht-  state  of  Minnesota  receives  an- 
nually $10,000,000  In  taxes.  The  Min- 
nesota Federation  of  Commercial  clubs 
has  asked  the  state  legislature  to  set 
a.sKle  annually  1  per  cent  of  this 
amount.  $100,000,  to  advertise  the  re- 
sources of  Minnesota,  so  that  In  the 
end  farmers  and  settlers  from  otuei- 
states   mav  he  attracted   to  this  state. 

"Wholesale  houses  and  other  busl- 
nes.s  houses.-  says  Mr.  Mosher.  are  In 
the  habit  of  setting  aside  from  1  to  3 
per  cent  of  their  gross  income  for  the 
advertising  of  their  products.  ^  e  aim- 
Dly  ask  the  state  to  appropriate  1  per 
cent  from  its  tax  income  for  the  ad-

Lake  s  14% 
to  14%  cents,  and  electrolytic  Is  14 Vi 
cents  per  pound.  Some  copper  Is  mov- 
mg  all  the  time,  sales  recently  hav- 
ing aggregated  quite  a  number  of  mil- 
lon  pounds  weekly.  At  present  con- 
sumers are  buying  sparingly  tor  ad- 
vance account.  AS  a  rule  they  are  ex- 
pecting lower  prices.  Jhe  tncreaslng 
stocks  of  copper  abroad  and  the  tre- 
mendous growth  of  production  in  this 
country  make  them  believe,  that  the 
metal  will  sell  lower  soon.  As  a  re- 
suit  practically  all  the  surplus  stocks 
of  copper  In  existence  are  held  by  pro- 
ducers  and   speculators. 

-I    have    made    an    extended    Inquiry 
into  the  metal  situation  this  week,  and 
what  I  have  learned  convinces  me  that 
the  position  is  much  stronger  than  gen- 
erallv    believed.

"It  must  "be  recognized  that  the  com- 
ing demand  for  copper.  consequent 
upon  the  equipment  of  steam  railroads 
with  electrical  power,  will  be  an  entire- 
ly new  demand.  The  copper  mines  of 
the  world  have  been  able  to  sell  their, 
production  at  a  very  handsome  profit 
heretofore,  without  selling  It  to  steam 
railroads  Installing  electrical  power 
systems.  T  believe  this  new  demand 
will  very  much  more  than  take  care  of 
the  Increased  production,  and  that  It 
will  cause  the  price  of  copper  to  aver- 
ag^^  higher  than  15  cents  for  several 
vears  to  come.  There  Is  every  reason 
for  the  belief  that  copper  consump- 
tion will  continue  to  grow  more  rapidly 
tlian   production."

Duluth  Celestials  Are  Too 

Busy  to  Celebrate 

This  Year. 


A    Chinese    New    Year's    feast    would 
make     the     most     elaborate     American 
banquet  effort   look   trivial  and   highly 
uninteresting. 

.  It   is   impossible   for   the   white   man. 
who  has  the  opportunity  to  attend  one 
of  these  Chinese  banquets,  to  decipher 
the  menu  card,  which  is  written  in  the 
Chinese  language,  but  as  the  dishes  and 
wines  make  their  appearance  upon  the 
banquet    board,    one's    eyes    grow    big 
with  wonderment. 

Tliey    have    bird's    nest    soup.      They 
have  wonderful  concoctions  made  from 
crabs.        They      have      prepared      fishes 
which    you    wouldn't    know    where    to 
index  In  the  natural  history  dictionary. 
They    have    chicken    in    various    forms, 
chop   suey   in    many    different   disguises, 
and  wines,  the  brilliant  color  of  vvhich, 
would  make  an  Italian  sunset  look  like 
a  sombre  has  relief. 

The    Chinese    hew     year     begins    on 
Thursday.     In  China  the   celebration   is 
continued    for    seven    days.      In    China- 
town in   San   Francisco  and  New    York, 
and  some   of  the  other   large  American 
cities    where    there    is    a    large   Chinese 
population,  they  observe  the  full  period 
of  celebration.     In  Duluth,   however,   it 
is  probable  that  the  celebration  of  the 
birth   of  the  Chinese  new    year  will  be 
perfunctory.       Possibly    a    few    of    the 
local  colony  will  get  together,  but  out- 
side   of    that    there    will    be    no    formal 
celebration  of  tlie  turning  of  a  new  leaf 
In  the  Chinese  calendar. 

One    of    tlie    reasons    why    the    Duluth 
Chinamen  do  not  celebrate   more  elab- 
orately   Is    because    they    are   too    busy. 
There   are   about   seventy   Cliinamen    in 
the    local    colony.      Most    of    them    are 
employed  In  the  restaurants.     This  year 
some  of  tlie  more  patriotic  of  the  col- 
ony tried  to  get  up  a  celebration.    After 
going  among  their  brethren,  they  found 
that    little    enthusiasm    was    expressed 
in  favor  of  the  celebration,  so  the  mat- 
ter was  dropped. 

No    Chinese    celebration    is    complete 
without   fireworks.     Wlien   the  Chinese 
citizen  starts  out  to  have  a  celebration, 
he  can  Introduce  more  kinds  of  noises 
into    his    stvle    of      entertainment    than 
were  uncorked  at  the  battle  of  Gettys- 
burg. 

They  eat  and  drink  those  varl-color- 
ed  wines.     They  don't  seem   to  get   in- 
toxicated;   at  least  tbelr   Oriental   lack 
of   expression   doesti't   disclose   the   fact 
to  the  M^rhite  observer.     They  eat      and 
they    drink,    and    then    comes    the    big 
noise.      They    sit    unmoved    through    it 
all.   though  once   In  a  while,   when   the 
white    brother  will   Jump   at   some   un- 
usually    loud     explosion,     the     celestial 
will    give    one   of   those   Oriental    grins, 
that  means  so  much  and  yet  means  so 
little. 

It  1b  the  custom  of  the  Chinamen  to 
clean   his  house  from  top  to   bottom  at 
the   beginning   of  the   new   year.      It   Is 
probable   that   this    part   of   the  custom 
will    be    followed    out    In    Duluth.      But, 
according  to  the  statement  of  one     of 
the  leading  restaurant   keepers   of  Du- 
luth,   the   Chinese   here    will    not      give 
much  outward  shoT^  to  the  celebration 
of  the  new  year.  .       ...         .   . 

In  China,  there  will  be  big  doings, 
according  to  the  statement  of  one  of 
the  local  colony.  This  will  be  the  first 
new  year  for  the  Utile  emperor,  since 
he  has  ascended  to  the  Chinese 
throne,  and  they  are  going  to  celebrate 
the  event  in  grand  style.

The  Woman's  Civic  League  of  At- 
lanta has  Just  passed  a  resolution  ask- 
ing the  city  council  to  allow  women  to 
vote  on  a  proposed  bond  issue  of,  $1  - 
500.000.  The  league  points  out  that  At- 
lanta has  many  women  Property-hold- 
ers  who  have  the  good  of  their  city  at 
heart-  that  in  many  instances  their 
property  is  the  result  of  their  own 
efforts,  and  that  If  women  know  how 
to  make  money  and  how  to  take  care  of 
it  thev  certainly  should  have  the  right 
to  sav  for  what  purpose  and  by  whom 
their  taxes  should   be  expended.

ENGLISH  WOMEN'S  WRONGS. 

The  Present  Laws  Work  Grave  In- 
jnstice  to  Wives. 

The  suffragettes  over  in  England  are 
commonly  supposed  in  this  country  to 
be  fighting  more  for  an  abstract  ptin- 
ciDle  than  for  any  practical  personal 
aivlntage  to  women.  That  there  are 
still  on  the  statute  books  laws  which 
are  astonishingly  unjust  to  wonien 
was  proved  no  longer  ago  than  Au- 
gust of  this  year.  »  „.  „* 
Two  wills  proved  during  August, 
says  the  London  Illustrated  News  have 
reminded  us  of  one  of  the  rights  that  a 
British  husband  possesses  in  excess  or 
those  enjoyed  by  the  less  fortunate 
married  men  of  most  other  countries, 
the  right  of  leaving  the  partner  of  his 
life   penniless    at   his   own   discretion. 

One  of  the  testators  in  question  had 
a  grim  sense  of  humor.  He  commands 
his  widow  "to  enter  a  convent  ana 
spend  the  rest  of  her  life  In  prayer. 
In  which  case  he  pays  for  her  boara 
with  a  legacy  of  £1.000  to  the  superior 
of  said  convent;  but  If  the  widow  re- 
fuses this  disposition  of  her  future 
existence  then  she  is  to  have  no  pro- 
vision at  all  but  is  to  face  the  world 
with  only  "her  wardrobe  and  Jewelry 

The  other  husband  certainly  utterly 
lacked  humor,  for  his  wife  died  before 
him,  and  yet  we  are  informed  he  re- 
sisted the  entreaties  of  his  friends  to 
erase  from  his  will  a  clause  leaving  his 
poor  spouse,  who  now  wanted  no  more 
In  this  world  full  of  wants,  one  single 
shilling   out   of  his    fortune. 

It  is  surely  doubtful  if  the  law  ought 
to  sanction  the  enormity  of  a  woman 
who  has  given  up  in  her  married  lite 
all  other  prospect  of  providing  tor  iier 
own  old  age  being  left  at  last  destitute 
by  her  husband's  will.  This  posslbllit> 
Is  the  more  cruel  because  it  Is  furtiier 
the  case  that  under  English  law  a  wttu 
may  not  save  the  merest  pittance  for 
herself  out  of  money  received  by  her 
from  her  husband;  all  such  savings  be- 
long  to    the   hu.sband'8   estate. 

In  France.  Belgium  and  some  other 
countries  a  testator  Is  compelled  In  the 
first  place  to  leave  a  certain  provision 
to  wife  and  children  before  dlsposlngg 
of  the  bal-ance  as  his  own  whim  or 
reason  may  suggest;  and  surely  this  is 
Just,  under  the  circumstances  In  wnicii 
marriage  places  a  woman. 

But  a  man— an  Englishman — does 
not  have  to  wait  until  he  Is  dead  for 
the  privilege  of  pauperizing  his  wire. 
Another  English  publication,  the  Gen- 
tlewoman, contains  some  Interesting 
information  about  what  John  Bull  can 
do   to   his  wife  while  he  I  sallve. 

Not  only  may  a  man  refuse  his  wife 
any  money  at  all  to  put  in  her  pocket 
and  use  as  she  chooses,  is  says,  out 
he  may  legally  keep  her  in  a  most 
meagre  fashion  as  regards  food  ana 
clothing,      without      reference      to    l.ls

The  magistrate  at  the  Southwestern 
London  police  court  stated  the  la%v  to 
be  tin  a  case  heard  as  recently  as 
Julv.  1908),  that  a  man  who  had  an 
Income  of  five  pounds  a  week  ,>niSht 
allowance  his  wife  to  only  one  snilllng 
a  day  to  provide   her  own  food. 

"If  the  husband  took  exception  to 
his  wife  having  meat  more  than  two 
days  out  of  the  seven."  said  this  ex- 
ponent of  the  laws  of  today,  "that  wa.s 
not  a  matter  In  which  the  court  could 
interfere" 

It  is  oiily  a  year  since  the  worklng- 
mens  wives  were  thrown  into  con- 
sternation by  a  county  court  Ji»«g^ 
ordering  some  £40  that  a  woman  had 
laboriously  saved  during  many  /ears 
of  thrifty  housekeeping  out  ot  tlit 
n  oney  allowed  her  by  her  husband  tor 
the  household  expenses  to  be  paid  out 
of  the  savings  bank  to  the  husband. 

The  judge  explained  to  the  aston- 
ished woman,  and  thereby  to  all  other 
married  household  workers,  that  if  a 
wife  had  had  no  other  source  of  in- 
come, except  money  handed  to  her  by 
her  husband,  not  a  farthing  of  that 
even  belongs  to  her  as  her  earnings  or 
returns  for  her  work  In  the  home  or 
for  her  child  tendance.  It  was  still  her 
husband's  absolute  property,  anfl, 
therefore,  anything  that  she  had  saved 
out  of  it  was  also  his,  not  her  own. 

This  home  maker,  therefore,  was 
stripped  of  her  little  provision  for  a 
rainy  day,  and  all  the  other  hard  wo rk- 
[ng  women  who  have  little  investments 
in  co-operative  stores,  or  what  not 
were  thus  made  to  understand  that 
r^  wives  they  are  held  by  the  laws  of 
the  land  to  earn  and  own  not  a  shil- 
ling and  that  any  little  hard  .saved 
treasure  they  have  stored  can  be  spent 
kt  any  time' by  theih  husbands  when 
and  as  they  choose. 

Another  case  followed  still  more  re- 
cently to  emphasir.e  the  position  of  a 
wife  and  her  home  tasks  from  the 
TconomVc  standpoint.  In  this  case  the 
man  had  been  abroad  'or  some  years 
and  had  sent  his  wife  '^r  the  family 
suDDort  such  sums  as  hei  thought  ni.

OREGON   JUSTICE. 

On  April  8  of  last  year  at  Baker 
City.  Or.,  two  men  beat  a  woman  on 
the  public  street,  says  CQllier's.  with 
some  kind  ol"  heavy  strap.  One  of 
these  men  held  a  revolver  in  his  hand 
so  as  to  compel  the  woman  to  stand 
and  take  the  beating,  while  the  other 
brutally  beat  her. 

The  men  were  convicted  by  a  Jury. 
They  were  convicted  under  a  statute 
that  provided  that  "if  any  person  shall 
assault  or  assault  and  beat  another 
with  a  cowhide,  whip,  stick  or  like 
thing,  having  at  the  time  in  his  pos- 
sesson  a  piscil,  dirk  or  other  deadly 
weapon,  with  Intent  to  intimidate  and 
prevent  such  other  form  resisting  or 
defendlnf  himself,  such  person,  upon 
conviction  thereof,  shall  be  punished 
by  imprisonment  in  the  penitentiary 
not  less  than  one  nor  more  than  ten 

years."  ^       .  ,       . 

The  district  attorney  in  his  Jn- 
formatir.n  charged  the  fact  that  the 
defendants  held  a  gun  while  they 
beat  the  woman  with  a  leather  strap. 
The  case  was  reversed  on  the  ground 
that  the  information  "contains  nothing 
to  bring  the  strap  within  the  cla.ss 
of  Instruments  mentioned  under 
•cowhide,  whip,  stick  or  like  thing. 
•Where  the  Instrument  ;  u.sed  is  not 
one  of  tho.se  named  in  the  statute, 
says  the  court,  "then  it  must  be  so  de- 
scribed as  to  bring  it  within  the  ternt 
or  like  tiling,'  and  it  is  not  sufficient 
to  refer  to  it  as  a  leather  strap.  There- 
fore the  information  is  insufficient  to 
charge  the  crime  defined  by  the  sta- 

*"Th3  remarkable  thing  about  this 
decision  is  that  a  leather  strap,  ac- 
cording to  -most  any  of  the  standard 
dictionaries,  comes  within  the  defini- 
tions of  a  whip.  Nothing  was  said 
bv  tht  supreme  court  about  the  gun. 
As  a  matter  of  fact,  the  very  presence 
of  the  gun  alone,  without  the  strap. 
levelled  at  the  woman,  with  intent  to 
do  her  injury  constituted  an  assault 
in  the  first  degree,  the  minimum  pun- 
ishment for  which  was  equal  to  that 
which  had  been  imposed  by  the  trial

Who  Stands  in   Front  of  the  Den 
tist's  Office. 

The  average  citizen  may  not  be  able 
to  see  how  his  employer  could  derive 
a  profit  from  the  work  of  the  dental 
barker,  but  there  he  still  stands  on  the 
sidewalk,  perhaps  in  civilian  attire  or 
it  may  be  in  a  more  or  less  gorgeous 
uniform,  chanting  in  a  low  tone  the 
name  of  the  dental  parlor  for  which 
he  barks  and  handing  out  cards  to 
such  of  the  passersby  as  will  take 
them,  says  the  New  York  Sun. 

If  a  man  has  a  toothache  he  is  apt 
to  know  it,  and  in  such  a  case  he  is 
likely  to  go  to  a  dentist  without  solici- 
tation, but  even  in  these  days  of  ad- 
vanced dental  %  surgery  one  would 
scarcely  be  likely  to  go  to  the  dentist 
unless  he  needed  to,  however  much  he 
might  be  solicited,  and  so  who  are  the, 
clients  that  the  dental  barker  pulls 
in? 

Are  they  strangers  who  have  de- 
veloped toothache  in  the  train  or  boat 
coming  here  and  who,  not  knowing 
where  to  go  in  the  city,  are  caught  at 
this  opportune  moment  by  the  bark- 
er? Tw-o  or  three  hundred  thousand 
strangers  come  to  the  city  every  day. 
Do  enough  of  these  have  a  toothache 
spring  OR  them  here  to  make  it  profit- 
able to  keep  a  man  on  the  sidewalk 
to  tell  these  chance  sufferers  where  to 
go? 

There  must  be  some  strangers  thus 
pulled  in  for  the  relief  of  toothache, 
and  there  mu.st  be  some  drawn  in  to 
get  work  done.  But  are  these  chance 
customers  from  among  the  strangers 
enough  to  pay  for  keeping  the  barker 
going? 

It  would  scarcely  seem  so.  Then 
whom  else  does  the  barker  get? 

Customers,  maybe,  from  among  city 
dwellers  who  have  no  toothache  or 
teeth  needing  tinkering  but  take  the 
cards  he  offers  as  they  would  take 
cards  offered  by  anybody  because  they 
are  offered.  Such  a  card  taker  may 
throw  the  card  aways  in  the  next  step 
or  he  may  put  it  in  his  pocket  and 
carry  it  home  to  put  in  on  his  bureau 
or  his  table  there  to  catch  the  eye 
when  he  does  want  to  go  to  a  dentist 
and  then  this  dental  parlor  may  get 
him. 

Something  In  this,  perhaps,  and  still 
on  the  face  of  things  there  doesn't 
seem  to  be  much.  And  as  for  drawing 
anybody  in  right  of  the  reel  that  is 
something  one  never  sees  done.  You 
may  see  a  man  stop  and  '  talk  with 
by  the  a  dental  barker,  but  you  do  not  often 
sec  a  man  or  a  woman  in  response  to 
his  chant  stop  and  turn  in  to  the  den- 
tal  parlor. 

And  so  the  use  of  the  dental  bark- 
er is  a  mystery.  He  doesn't  seem 
actually  to  pull  in  people  and  yet  the 
dentist' would  not  keep  him  there  If  it 
didn't  pay,  and  he  ought  to  know. 
Anyway,  he  keeps  him  there. 

There  are  dental  barkers  who  have 
been  following  this  work  for  years, 
doing  this  steadily  just  as  they  might 
follow  any  other  employment.  You 
pass  that  way  and  there  they  stand 
month  after  month  and  year  alter 
year,  chanting  in  the  same  low  mono- 
tone the  name  of  the  establishment 
for  which  they  bark.  So  it  must  pay 
to  keep  them  there.

To- 
bacco has  made  a  groat  growth.  To- 
matoes are  a  success.  Squashes  of  sev- 
eral kinds  are  grown,  some  of  them 
weighing  as  mucli  as  fifty-three  pounds. 
Karshner  gets  $1  a  piece  for  his 
muskmelons,  which  are  particularly 
juicy. 

The  hot  water  market  garden  must 
be  a  wonder  In  iis  way,  but  It  is 
doubtful  whether  its  owner  deserves 
as  much  credit  as  belongs  to  I'rank  D. 
Hovifard,  United  States  ocmmissioner  at 
Coldfoot,  Alaska,  sixty  miles  north  of 
the  Arctic  circle,  who  in  the  raising  of 
potatoes  and  other  vegetables  for  mar- 
ket gets  over  the  difficulty  of  the  cli- 
mate bv  starting  them  in  tin  cans  in 
the  iiouse.  When  the  weather  becomes 
warm    enough    he    transplants    them    to

Mr  Howard's  market  garden  Is  the 
most  successful  to  be  found  anywhere 
north  of  the  Arctic  circle.  He  protects 
his  young  cabbagr-s  from  frost  on  cold 
nights  by  covering  uiem  with  beer 
bottles  the  bottoms  and  necks  of 
which  have  been  knocked  off.  In  these 
"jackets, "s  as  he  calls  them,  they  flour- 
ish, and  by  June  10,  '

were  enrolled  on  the  books.  Now  the 
church  has  a  congregation  of  some- 
think  like  567,  and  ows  property 
valued    at    about    $35,000. 

Rev.  Carl  G.  Olson,  who  come  here 
about  three  years  ago  from  Nebraska, 
Is    the   present   pastor    of    the    church.

INTERRUPTION  OF  SERMON  BY 
RIVAL  PREACHER. — In  the  case  of 
Woodhall  vs.  State,  62  Southeastern 
Reportter,  485,  it  appeared  that  de- 
fendant, a  negro  preacher,  had  been  in- 
dicted for  the  disturbance  of  a  con- 
gregation assembled  for  divine  worship. 
The  evidence  showed  that  defendant, 
to  keep  the  ears  of  his  flock  unsullied 
by  doubtful  doctrines  of  a  rival  minis- 
ter, arose,  interrupted,  and  himself  be- 
gan an  harangue.  No  force  or  violence 
was  indulged  in.  The  court  of  appeals 
of  Georgia  held  that  as  the  purpose  of 
defendant  was  to  carry  on  divine  wor- 
bhip,  and  not  to  prevent  it,  he  was  not 
guilty.  It  remarked  also  that  it  is 
beyond  the  power  of  the  courts  to  set- 
tle by  criminal  prosecutions  the  re- 
spective rights  of  contesting  claimants 
to   a    benefice,   even   in   a   negro   church. 


statute  limits  the  privilege  of  natural- 
ization to  white  persons  and  those  of 
African  nativity  or  descent.  The  use 
of  the  words  "white  persons"  clearly 
Indicates  the  intention  of  congress  to 
maintain  a  line  of  demarkation  be- 
tween races,  and  to  extend  the  privi- 
lege of  naturalization  only  to  those  of 
the  race  which  Is  predominant  in  this 
country. 


SLEEPING  JUROR. — During  the 
trial  of  a  case  one  of  the  Jurors  closed 
his  eves  and  appeared  to  be  slumber- 
ing. "The  attorneys  for  appellant  made 
affidavits  that  he  was  asleep.  The  op- 
posing attorneys  made  affidavits  that 
he  was  not  asleep.  The  juror  himself 
swore  that  he  was  not  asleep,  but  that 
he  had  a  habit  of  closing  his  eyes  when 
listening  to  others,  and  that  he  heard 
all  that  was  said  by  both  witnesses 
and  lawyers.  In  Continental  Casualty 
Co.  vs.  Semple,  112  Southwestern  Re- 
porter, 1122,  the  Court  of  Appeals  of 
Kentucky  decided  that  the  circum- 
stances did  not  warrant  a  discharge  of 
the  jury  from  the  trial  of  the  case. 

CAN  SECRET  SOCIETIES  DE- 
SCRIBE ACT  VIOLATING  A  STAT- 
UTE?— A  Montana  statutes  provide 
that  any  person  who  shall  wear  or  use 
the  insignia  or  ceremonial.s  of  any  so- 
ciety order  or  organization  of  ten 
years  standing  In  the  state,  unless  en- 
titled to  use  or  wear  the  same  under 
the  constitution  or  regulations  of  such 
organization,  shall  be  guilty  of  a  niis- 
demeanor.  In  Stale  vs.  Holland,  96  Pa- 
cific Reporter.  719.  appellant  conteiided 
that  this  law  was  unconstitutional  as 
it  enabled  the  organization  to  fix  the 
offense,  thus  delegating  to  it  the  ex- 
ercise of  powers  rightfully  belonging 
to  the  legislature.  Thus  a  citizen  was 
unable  to  ascertain  from  the  statute 
what  he  was  prohibited  to  do,  but  had 
to  gain  such  information  from  the  reg- 
ulations of  a  secret  society  which 
were  closed  to  him.  To  avoid  the  pen- 
alty of  the  statute  he  had  to  keep 
himself  p0.sl.7d  as  to  the  changes  In 
such  societies.  The  supreme  court  of 
Montana  held  that  as  the  legislature 
declared  the  prohibition  and  provided 
the  penalty  for  its  violation,  but  left  It 
to  the  societies  to  supply  the  descrip- 
tion of  the  violated  ritual,  the  statute 
was   unconstitutional. 


FRAUDULENT  REPRESENTATIONS 
MADE  TO  PART  OF  JOLVT  PURCHAS- 
ERS.— A  number  of  farmers,  some  of 
whom  were  Induced  by  false  represen- 
tations as  to  his  potency,  purchased  * 
stallion  for  breeding  purposes.  The 
note  given  for  the  price  was  indorsed 
to  a  third  party.  The  horse  proving 
unsatisfactory,  the  purchasers  sought 
to  escape  payment.  In  City  National 
Bank  of  Columbus.  Ohio,  vs.  Jordan  et 
al..  117  Northwestern  Reporter.  758,  an 
action  was  instituted  by  the  indorses 
to  recover  the  amount  of  the  note. 
Plaintiff  contended  that  the  represen- 
tations were  Immaterial;  that  they  did 
not  appear  to  have  been  made  to  all  of 
the  makers  of  the  note,  and  were 
therefore  insufficient  to  constitute  a 
defense  in  favor  of  any  of  them.  The 
supreme  court  of  Iowa  lield  that  the 
note  was  a  joint  contract,  on  which 
all  of  the  buyers,  if  liable  at  all.  would 
be  bound  either  as  principal  makers  or 
as  sureties  for  their  co-makers,  and 
in  either  case  the  false  representations 
were  a  good  defense  to  an  action  on 
the  note  in  the  hands  of  any  person 
charged  with  notice,  and  that,  as  It 
was  tainted  with  fraud  in  its  inception, 
the  presumption  of  good  faith  ordinar- 
ily attaching  to  the  purcliase  of  nego- 
tiable paper  before  maturity  no  longer 
obtained,  and  the  burden  was  on  the 
indorse  to  show  that  he  received  the 
paper  in  due  course  without  notice  of 
the  fraud.

LURED  TO  DEATH 
BY  FALSE  NOTE 


SERVANT  UNABLE  TO  COMPRE- 
HEND ENGLISH  IS  INCOMPETENT.— 
Plaintiff  was  engaged  as  feeder  ot  a 
machine  for  making  pasteboard  wlilch 
two  men  were  required  to  operate.  The 
assistant  of  plaintiff  was  called  the 
•catcher."  whose  duty  It  was  to  turn 
off  and  on  the  power  in  starting  or 
stopping  While  plaintiff  was  cleaning 
this  machine  his  fingers  became  caught 
and  he  called  out  to  the  catcher  to 
shut  off  the  power.  Owing  to  his  in- 
ability t>J  comprehend  English,  the 
catcher  turned  on  the  power.  The 
fingers,  of  plaintiff  were  amputated. 
The  supreme  judicial  court  of  Mas- 
sachusetts in  Be«rs  vs.  Isaac  Prouty 
&  Co..  85  Northeastern  Reporter.  864. 
held  that  his  inability  to  understand 
English  rendered  the  catcher  incompe- 
t(nt,  and  that  the  employer  was  liable 
to  plaintiff  for  the  injury. 

ILLEGAL  SOLICITATION  OF  CAM- 
PAJIGN  FUNDS. — Defendant  was  In- 
dicted under  the  federal  statute  for  so- 
liciting In  the  postofflee  at  Clanton. 
Ala.,  a  contribution  of  money  for  a 
political  purpose  from  the  postmaster. 
It  appeared  that  defendant  was  the 
Republican  committee  chairman  of  the 
countv,  and  that  he  was  conducting  a 
political  campaign  there.  He  wrote 
letters  in  his  office  to  a  humber  of 
persons,  including  the  postmaster,  so- 
liciting contributions,  and  after  put- 
ting them  In  envelopes,  and  sealing 
and  addressing  them,  look  them  to  the 
posloffice  to  stamx)  and  mail. 
While  stamping  the  letters  in  the  po.st- 
office  the  postmaster  came  into  the 
room'  and  spoke  to  him.  Defendant 
thereupon  handed  him  the  letter  ad- 
dressed to  him,  saying:  "This  will  .save 
a  stamp."  He  took  the  letter,  and  de- 
fendant, without  advising  him  as  to 
its  contents  immediately  left  the  post- 
office  not  '  having  in  any  way  so- 
licited anv  contribution,  except  by  the 
.sealed  letter.  In  United  States  vs. 
.Smith  163  Federal  Reporter,  926.  the 
United  States  district  court  held  that 
a  verbal  solicitation  was  not  neces- 
sary to  constitute  the  offense.  The 
illegal  solicitation  may  be  by  letter. 
The  statute  forbid.s  the  solicitation  in 
"any  manner  whatever."  The  solicit- 
ation was  complete  and  the  statute 
was  violated  when  the  letter  was 
handed    to    the    postmaster 


SURGIC.\L  MUTILATION  OF  CORPSES. 
— Plaintiff's  wife,  being  ill.  was  taken 
by  her  family  physicians  to  the  char- 
ity ward  of  a  hospital  where  she  was 
Intrusted  to  the  hospital  surgeon.  In 
a  few  hours  she  died.  It  was  neces- 
sary to  ascertain  the  cause  of  her 
death  to  make  a  burial  certificate.  The 
hospital  surgeon  made  a  slight  Incision 
in  the  side  of  the  corpse,  whifh  was 
sewed  up  and  was  not  perceptible.  In 
Rushing  vs.  Medical  College  Georgia. 
62  Southeastern  Reporter,  56:1,  the  court 
of  appeals  of  Georgia  held  that  the 
plaintiff's  contention  that  iTie  body  of 
his  wife  had  been  unlawfully  mutilated 
to  gratify  professional  curiosity  was 
unjustified,  and  that,  while  the  hus- 
band is  entitled  to  the  body,  the  laws 
of  health,  dulv  enacted  in  order  that 
the  living  may  be  protected,  are  salu- 
tary and   should   be  observed. 

USING  POSTOFFICEE  TO  ESTAB- 
LISH BOYCOTT. — In  United  .States  vs. 
Ralsh  et  al.,  16.3  Federal  Reporter.  911. 
the  following  state  of  facts  was 
brought  to  the  attention  of  the  United 
.States  district  court  for  the  southern 
district  of  Illinois:  A  corporation, 
pending  the  enlargement  of  Its  planing 
mill,  in  order  to  retain  its  employe.-i, 
employed  them  In  the  construction.

Upon  the  cor- 
poration's refusal,  a  fine  was  fixed 
against  it.  and  a  boycott  threatened. 
Letters  were  sent  to  the  corporation's 
customers  urging  them  not  to  handle 
Its  products.  The  union  officers  were 
indicted  for  an  attempt  to  defraud  'by 
use  of  the  posloffice  In  establishing 
the    boycott.      Both    were    found    guilty. 


TURNTABLE  DOCTRINE.    —   The 

plaintiff,  in  Cahill  vs.  E.  B.  &  A.  L. 
Stone  &  Co..  96  Pacific  Reporter.  84.  a 
vouth  12  years  of  age.  was  inj<ired  by 
a  push  car  left  standing  unguarded  on 
a  railroad  track  in  the  street.  The 
supreme  court  of  California  in  review- 
ing the  case  holds  that  it  i.s  not  dis- 
tinguishable from  the  "turntable 
cases,"  and  affirms -the  doctrine  therein 
lald   down. 

SENTENCE  FOR  CRIME  NO  BAR 
TO  CONVICTION  OF  .MISDE.MEANOR 
ON  DIFFERENT  CHARGE. — Mose 
Coleman  while  under  sentence  of 
twelve  months  to  the  chain  gang  for 
assault  with  Intent  to  murder,  was 
convicted  of  the  disturbance  of  public 
assemblage.  It  appeared  that  he  had 
snatched  a  would-be  peracher  from  the 
pulpit,  teling  him  that  If  he  attempt- 
ed to  preach  he  would  give  him  the 
worst  whipping  a  man  ever  got.  Mose 
was  duly  convicted.  In  Coleman  vs. 
State  62  Southeastern  Reporter.  487. 
plaintiff  in  error  denied  the  jurisdic- 
tion of  the  city  court  for  the  reason 
that  at  the  time  of  his  conviction  of 
disturbing  public  assemblage  he  was 
under  sentence  of  a  superior  court  on 
another  charge.  The  court  of  ap- 
peals of  Georgia  held  that  the  former 
conviction  did  not  present  a  bar  to 
his  trial  for  misdemeanor  before  the 
city   court.

Murder  of  Former  Min- 
er's Union  Ciiief  Baf- 
fles Helena  Police. 

Helena.  Mont..  Jan.  18. — The  police 
are  working  on  a  murder  case  which 
has  proved  most  baffling.  Early  Satur- 
day John  Hancock,  a  well-known  min- 
ing man  and  former  president  of  the 
Miners'  union,  was  found  unconscious 
in  the  front  yard  of  the  St.  John's 
Catholic  hospital. 

Friday  night  Hancock  received  a  note 
purporting  to  be  from  the  secretary  of 
the  Miners'  union,  who  stated  that  he 
was  in  the  hospital  and  wanted  Han- 
cock to  come  to  him.  Hancock  re- 
sponded, and  his  body  was  found  lying 
in  a  snowdrift  at  5  a.  /n.  Saturday,  near 
the  hospital  door.  Death  ensued  a  few 
hours  later. 

The  supposed  author  of  the  note  was 
not  at  the  hospital  and  was  in  entire 
Ignorance  of  the  affair.  There  is  ab- 
solutely no  clue  to  the  perpetrators. 


EXTRATERRITORIAL  EFFECT  OF 
DIVORCE  LAW. — Appellant  in  Lanham 
vs  Lanham.  117  Northwestern  Re- 
porter 787  secured  a  divorce  from  her 
husband  on  Sept.  15.  1905.  for  the  pur- 
pose of  marrying  one  whose  worldly 
goods  and  extreme  antiquity  tempted 
her  The  Wisconsin  law  provides  that 
one  year  must  elapse  between  a  change 
of  spouses  by  a  divorcee.  Undis- 
mayed by  the  discourageing  aspect  of 
the  law  this  couple  went  into  Michigan 
and  were  married  there  by  a  justice  of 
the  peace  on  Oct.  10,  1905,  and  imme- 
diately thereafter  returned  to  Wiscon- 
sin The  man.  being  no  longer  able  to 
ward  off  the  visitation  of  the  reaper 
from  this  meadow  of  connubial  bliss, 
died  on  March  13,  1907.  A  few  days 
prior  to  his  death,  appellant  had  ap- 
plied to  the  county  judge  in  Wiscon- 
sin for  a  permit  to  marry  him.  but  his 
illness  prevented  the  ceremony.  The 
supreme  court  of  Wisconsin  held  that 
the  marriage  In  .Michigan  for  the  pur- 
pose of  evading  the  statute  was  in- 
valid as  against  public  policy:  that, 
although  the  parties  had  cohabited  to- 
gether for  six  months  subsequent  to 
the  year  of  prohibition,  the  cohabit- 
ation was  Illegal  in  its  inception,  and 
was  insufficient  to  establish  a  com- 
mon-law   marriage.

New  M.  E.  Edifice.  Ener- 
getic  Pastor  Helped 
Buiid,  Dedicated. 

Hinckley,  Minn..  Jan.  18. — (Special  to 
The  Herald.) — The  new  i.I.  E.  church 
here  was  dedicated  yesterday  by  Dis- 
trict Supt.

Herman  Stahnke  and  John 
Stanchfield,  and  they  have  earnestly 
worked  together  to  build  the  church. 
Isaac  Conklin.  president  of  the  board 
of  trustees,  presented  the  building  for 
dedication   at  yesterday's  service. 

There  were  four  services  yesterday, 
at  9:30  a.  m..  preaching  by  the  Rev.  L. 
S  Koch;  10:30  a.  m..  preaching  by  the 
district  superintendent;  3:00  p.  m..  a 
platform  meeting  at  which  addresses 
were  made  by  former  pastors  and  the 
district  superintendent;  in  the  evening, 
preaching  by  Dr.  Clemans.  followed 
bv  the  dedication  of  the  church  to  the 
service  of  God.  During  the  various 
services,  music  was  furnished  by  a 
male  quartet,  consisting  of  Messrs. 
Empev,  McKay,  Olson  and  Currier;  and 
a  mixed  quartet  composed  of  Mrs. 
Sthanke.  Miss  Connor,  Messrs.  Olson 
and  Nelson.  The  organist  for  the  day 
was   Miss   Connor. 

At  the  morning  and  evening  serv- 
ices subscriptions  were  taken  to  pay 
for  the  indebtedness  on  the  church 
property,  and  the  people  gave  willing- 
ly and  cheerfully  and  a  large  part  of 
the    indebtedness    was    provided    for.

FORESTRY  WORK 

Representative   Steener- 

son  Introduces  Bill  to 

Provide  Money. 

Washington,  Jan.  19.  —  A  new 
method  by  which  it  is  proposed  to 
provide  additional  funds  for  reclama- 
tion and  forestry  work  by  the  gov- 
ernment is  embraced  In  a  bill  intro- 
duced in  the  house  by  Representative 
Stetnerson  of  Minnesota.  This  meas- 
ure gives  the  secretary  of  the  interior 
the  authority  to  dispo.se  of  merchant- 
able timber  on  the  unreserved  and 
unappropriated  public  domain  in  the 
various  states  named  in  the  reclama- 
tion act  of  1902.  Half  the  proceeds 
would  go  to  the  reclamation  fund  es- 
tablished in  the  act  of  1902. 

One  quarter  of  the  moneys  thus 
obtained  would  be  used  for  a  forestry 
reserve  fund  to  be  used  by  the  secre- 
tary of  agriculture  in  the  establish- 
ment of  forest  reserves.  The  remain- 
ing quarter  would  be  used  as  a  drain- 
age fund  to  be  used  by  the  secretary 
of  the  interior  in  the  examination  and 
survey  for  the  construction,  operation 
and  maintenance  of  works  for  drain- 
age or  reclamation  of  swamp  and  over- 
flowed lands  belonging  to  the  United 
States.

Musical  comedies  may  come  anJ 
musical  comedies  m.ay  go,  but  it  is 
doubtful  if  any  of  them  will  obtain 
the  vogue  that  has  b^-en  vouchsafed 
"Little  Johnnv  Jones,'  that  ringing, 
swinging,  joyous,  jingling  musical 
comedy  from  the  pen  of  George  M. 
Cohan  now  in  the  third  year  of  its 
successful  career.  It  comes  to  the 
Lyceum  on  Jan.   25,  26  and  27. 

There  is  something  about  everything 
that  Mr.  Cohan  writes  that  seems  to 
please  all  classes.  His  "Runnmg 
For  Office"  first  brought  him  into 
prominence.  "The  Governor's  Son' 
added  more  to  his  popularity,  and 
then  "Little  Johnny  Jones"  placed  him 
on  the  pinnacle  of  success  as  a  native 
playwright.  Mr.  Cohan  manages  to 
inject  a  plot  into  everything  he  writes, 
and  there  is  a  rhyme  and  reason  for 
things,  and  around  the  whole  he 
weave's  a  delightful  web  of  melody. 


The  defense  in  the  case  of  Matt  Kra- 
mer, now  on  trial  for  murder  in  Su- 
perior, will  be  that  he  mistook  his 
partner,  Erick  Young,  for  a  deer  after 
dusk  on  July  3,  and  accidentally  shot 
and  killed  him.  Then  fearing  that 
the  shooting  would  be  thought  inten- 
tional, he  buried  him  and  endeavored 
to  keep  his  partner's  death  a  secret. 

This  form  of  defence,  when  an- 
nounced yesterday  by  H.  W.  Dietrich, 
attorney  for  the  acci»se<i,  in  his  open- 
ing address  came  as  a  total  surprise. 
The  case  was  called  yesterday  morn- 
ing at  9  o'clock.  Some  difficulty  was 
encountered  in  selecting  a  jury,  which 
took   the    greater   part  ot  the  day. 

The  first  witness  for  rhe  prosecution 
was  John  Johnson,  a  farm  hand,  who 
claimed  that  he  first  t  iscovered  the 
grave  in  which  Youngs  body  was 
buried.  He  said  that  he  was  on  his 
wav  to  Kramer's  shack,  which  is  situ- 
ated about  ten  miles  Irom  Dedham, 
when  he  came  upon  the  grave  beside 
the  road  near  the  sliack.  This  aroused 
his  suspicions  and  he  asked  Kramer  if 
he  had  kilied  Young.  Kramer  denied 
It  and  said  that  Yuung  had  gone  to 
Foxboro.  Then  he  told  Kramer  about 
the  grave  and  Kranjcr  is  said  to  have 
Slated  that  if  there  was  anything  in  it. 
it  should  be  hidden. 

The  witness  next  told  of  later  finding 
a  fresh  grave  in  tl  e  woods.  He-  then 
again  accused  Kramer,  saying  that  it 
was  strange  tliat  Young  sliould  have 
gone  to  Foxboro  v.itlioiit  his  clothes. 

The  clothes  belonging  to  Young  were 
then  exhibited.  Further  examination 
brought  out  the  fact  tliat  both  Kramer 
and  llie  witness  had  ^uns,  the  former 
a  rifle  and  the  latter  a  shotgun.  It  was 
developed,  also,  tliat  deer  often  passed 
the  slianty,  and  that  tlie  witness  had 
seen   venison   hanging   liiere. 

Upon  questioning,  the  witness  ad- 
mitted that  he  sometimes  drank  too 
much,  which  caused  a  general  laugh. 
Even  ihe  accused  man  smiled.  Kramer 
was  arrested  on  Aug.  17  and  has  been 
in  jail  ever  since.  He  was  neatly 
dressed  in  a  black  suit  yesterday,  and 
was  cool  and  composed  during  the  ses- 
sion. 

Tlie  witness  further  testified  that  lie 
had  known  Kramer  for  the  past  fifteen 
vtars,  and  that  Kramer  and  Young  had 
lived  some  time  together,  apparently 
good  friends.  After  the  disappearance 
of  Young,  Johnson  staled  that  while  he 
v.'as  sleeping  at  the  shack,  he  heard 
Kramer  sav  in  his  sleep  that  he  "must 
keep  quiet,  or  he  will  kill  you  and  kill 
me  too."  In  the  mc  rning  Kramer  said 
that  he  could  not  remember  wiiat  he 
had   been   dreaming  about. 

The  body  was  not  found  until  a 
month  after  the  shooting. 

Through  the  testlmory  of  state's  wit- 
nesses today.  County  Attorney  Foley 
endeavored  to  combat  Attorney  Diet- 
rich's defense  of  tlie  accidental  killing 
of  Young,  and  to  prove  that  the  dead 
man  had  been  deliberately  murdered 
by   Kramer. 

The  evidence  thus  far  introduced 
stated  that  the  body  of  young  had  been 
terribly  mutilated  either  before  or 
after  the  shooting.  Dr.  H.  J.  O'Brien 
was  tlie  flrst  witness  on  the  stand  for 
the  state.  He  testified  that  he  had  been 
present  at  the  disinterment  of  Young's 
bodv.  and  that  his  exaniinatjons  showed 
tl.at  the  body  had  been  cut  and  hacked. 
Mr.  Dietrich  in  lils  answer  to  this, 
stated  that  the  body  had  been  in  the 
grave  for  over  a  month  and  that  de- 
composition had  probal  ly  made  such  In- 
roads upon  It  that  the  marks  were 
mistaken  for  mutilation.  He  also  stated 
that  such  mutilation  may  have  been 
made  l>v  the  spade  used  by  Kramer  in 
his  shanty  covering  the  body.

GOOD  YEAR 
EXPECTED 

Canadian  Reads  Prepar- 
ing for  Heavy  Sea- 
son's Traffic 

Big   Rush   of    Settlers 

to  Nortltwest  is 

Anticipated. 


Robert  Creelman,  agent  for  the 
Canadian  Northern  railroad,  makes  tho 
prediction  that  the  business  of  the 
Canadian  roads  during  the  present 
year,  will  be  the  heaviest  in  the  his- 
tory of  the  dominion.  His  reason  for 
this  prediction  is  the  belief  tliat  the 
dominion  is  entering  upon  one  of  the 
most  prosperous  years  In  its  history, 
and  the  anticipation  that  during  the 
present  year  500,000  people  will  go  to 
Western  Canada. 

Last  year  the  Western  Canadian 
provinces  enjoyed  one  of  the  biggest 
wheat  crops  in  their  history.  Further, 
the  railroads  of  the  Dominion  moved 
these  crops  without  delay.  The  fact 
that  the  past  crop  season  was  a  very 
good  one,  is  calculated  to  bring  thou- 
sands of  farmers  into  the  wheat-rais- 
ing  provinces,   according   to   the   belief 


of  immigration  agents  across  the  Ime, 
states  Mr.  Creelman.  .    . 

"All  of  the  railroads  of  the  donriinion 
have  enjoved  a  prosperous  year,"  says 
Mr.  Creelman.  "The  Canadian  Northern 
at  the  present  time  is  enjoying  a  very 
good  business  between  this  citv  and 
Winnipeg.  The  other  roads  of  Canada 
are  also  enjoying  a  very  profitable 
business.  With  the  increase  of  wheat 
acreag*^,  and  the  great  increase  of  Pop  - 
latlon  in  Western  Canada,  which  it  is 
expected  will  occur  this  year,  there  is 
every  reason  to  believe  that  the  busi- 
ness of  the  Canadian  railroads  will 
materially    increase.  ,  , 

"We  are  going  to  have  competition 
from  this  side  of  the  boundary  line. 
The  Great  Northern  railroad  is  at  the 
present  time  at  work  upon  its  term- 
inals at  Winnipeg.  That  road  will  ex- 
tend from  Emerson,  the  Northern 
Pacific  and  the  Great  Northern  using 
the  same  tracks  from  the  boundary  to  i 
Winnipeg,  and  the  same  terminals  at 
that  city.  But  with  all  tlie  compel)- 1 
tlon,  which  will  come  from  the  Ameri- 
can railroads  and  the  extensions  of 
different  Canadian  roads,  the  great  in- 
crease of  business  should  provide 
enough    traffic    for   all.  .  ^t     »i 

"It  is  expected  that  the  Great  North, 
ern  will  be  running  trains  into  Win- 
nipeg some  time  tlils  summer.  Tlien, 
too,  the  engineers  are  at  work  upon 
the  Pacific  Coast  extension  of  tlie 
Great  Northern  from  Vancouver  to 
Winnipeg.  The  Grand  Trunk,  the  (  ana- 
dian  Pacific,  and  the  Canadian  North- 
ern will  make  extensions  during  the 
present  year,  and  although  it  looks  as 
if  the  year  will  be  a  busy  one  in  rail- 
road   construction    In    the   Dominion 

"As  to  immigration,  the  Canadian 
government  will  probably  spend  $oOO.- 
000  in  this  country  during,  the  course 
of  the  present  year,  for  the  purpose  of 
advertising  the  resources  of  Canada. 
This  Is  In  addition  to  the  advertising 
tliat    the   various   Canadian   roads      will 

do 

"The  extension  of  the  Canadian 
Northern  to  this  city  will  place  the 
cities  of  Duluth  and  Winnipeg  in 
closer  relations.  This  road  has  opened 
up  a  new  country  upon  both  sides  uf 
the  boundarv  line,  that  will  help  both 
Dulutli  and  Winnipeg." 


luth  next  spring.  The  information  in 
the  possession  of  the  employment  men, 
is  that  there  will  not  be  much  con- 
struction work,  but  a  great  d^al  of  re- 
pair work  up<  n  tiic  railroads  of  the 
northern   part  of  the  state. 

Furher  west,  tliis  man  states,  there 
will  be  a  demand  for  additional  men 
for  consructinn  work.

The  terrible  forest  flres  that  raged 
through  nearly  all  ptrts  of  Northern 
Minnesota  during  last  summer  and 
early  fall  has  caused  a  general  senti- 
ment for  tlie  enactment  of  some  kind 
of  law  making  it  compulsory  to  destroy 
all  timber  refuse  and  thus  abate  the 
danger    of   fire.  ,        ^  . 

"Thft  state  has  thousands  of  acres  of

— A  hot  fight  has  opened 
In  the  state  legislature  over  the  loca- 
tion of  the  new  normal  school  pro- 
vided for  in  concurrent  resolutions  in- 
troduced in  both  the  senate  and  the 
house.  The  resolution  introduced  pro- 
vides that  the  school  shall  be  located 
In  Minot.  but  the  people  of  McHenry 
county  have  decided  that  they  have  a 
I  good  location  for  the  school  at  Velva 
and  a  good  sized  delegation  from  that 
city  has  arrived  here  to  assist  the  Mc- 
Henrv  county  delegation  in  the  figlit 
for  an  amendment  that  would  give 
them  the  school.  The  concurrent  reso- 
lution provided  for  the  establishment 
of  the  normal  at  Minot  was  passed  by 
the  assembly  of  19o7  and  referred  to 
the  present  assembly.  The  Velva  dele- 
gation consists  of  Mayor  W.  E.  Byerly, 
I.  L.  Berge,  E.  J.  Morrow,  N.  O.  Dolve 
and  C.  B.  Swanson. 

The  object  of*  a*bill  introduced  by 
Representative  Kiiiels  of  La  Moure 
county  is  the  admission  of  Kansan  oil 
to  the  state.  Under  the  present  lav/ 
such  oils  cannot  be  admitted  for  sale 
In  Xorth  Dakota.  The  Shells  bill  pro- 
vides that  the  oils  shall  be  labeled  as 
coming  from  Kansas.  The  fact  that 
gasoline  from  the  Prairie  state  is 
cheaper  than  the  Pennsylvania  product, 
and  that  the  state  department  has 
made  tests  showing  It  to  be  as  good 
In  Its  powers,  has  led  to  the  introduc- 
tion of  the  measure  now  before  the  as- 
sembly.

BE  DECIDED  ON 


Conferences  at  Washing- 
ton to  Settle  Newfound- 
land Issue. 

Washington,  Jan.  19. — During  the 
present  week,  important  conferences 
will  be  held  between  the  state  depart- 
ment officials.  Ambassador  James 
Bryce  of  Great  Britain,  Attorney  Gen- 
eral Kent,  representing  the  premier 
of  Newfoundland,  and  A.  B.  Ayles- 
worth,  Canadian  minister  of  Justice,  on 
the  Newfoundland  fisheries  question, 
which  is  to  be  referred  to  The  Hague 
for  arbitration. 

Secretary  Root  and  the  British  am- 
bassador have  agreed  on  the  terms  of 
the  questions  to  be  submitted,  but  they 
have    not    yet   decided    the   approval    of

the   Canadian    and    Newfoundland   gov- 
ernments. 

The  points  at  Issue  touch   the  rights 
of  American  fishermen  In  the  waters  of 
British  North  America  under  the  treaty 
of    1818.        Tlie      American      authorities- 
are  anxious  to  get   the  fisheries  treatv 
ratified    by    tlie    senate    at    the    present 
session,  this  being  necessary  before  tha* 
disputed  questions  tan  be  submitted  to- 
The   Hague   court.

"None  sang  so  wildly  well."  as  he.  This  bit  from 
•'Isratel."  slightly  changed  for  our  purpose,  is  as  truly 
descriptive  of  the  actual  Foe  as  of  the  imaginary  Isratel. 
One  hundred  years  after  his  birth,  the  world  is  more 
keenly  appreciative  of  Foe  than  it  was  during  his  life  or 
at  any  time  in  the  sixty  years  that  have  elapsed  smce  his 
death  While  he  lived  the  sweetness  of  his  melody  and 
wonder  of  his  exquisite  prose  held  the  public  captive 
although  it  shuddered  at  its  gloom.

But  his  daemon 
was  a  most  melancholy  daemon  and  the  child  of  his  pas- 
sion was.  for  the  most  part,  sad  and  sore  oppressed  and 
mournful,  given  more  to  sitting  by  tombs  and  sighing 
by  sepulchcrs  than  to  frolicking  in  the  sunlight.  His  fits 
of  melancholy,  relieved  too  infrequently  by  mere  flashes  of 
light,  drove  him  at  tinu-s  to  those  physical  excesses  which 
have  somewhat  clouded  his  name  and  obscured  the  real 
man.  They  ruled  his  pen  and  kept  it  from  the  usefulness 
it  might  have  had.

The  Eveleth 
meeting  went  on  record  for  the  adequate  and  immediate 
establishment  of  a   county  sanitarium  which   shall   be  a 
center  of  action  for  prevention  of  the  dread  disease  and 
a  hospital  for  the  segregation  and  care  of  the  most  dan- 
gerous cases.     The  resolution  was  referred  to  the   con- 
vention of  commercial  clubs  to  be  held  in  Duluth  Friday, 
when  further  action  will  doubtless  be  taken.     The  public 
generally  seems  aroused  to  the  most  active  interest   in 
this  matter,  which  is  the  best  augury  of  action  that  will 
bring  results.

He  as- 
cribed the  Increase  of  busintss  activity 
to  the  fact  that  Northern  capitalists 
were  gaining  moi«l  confldence  In  the 
South,  were  Investing  more  In  the 
Southland  were  being  revolutionized 
by   the    Northern-  business   men. 

"Missouri  had  ^a  very  heavy  bond  Is- 
sue which  the  state  was  o  )ligated  to 
pay,"  continued  Mr.  Strather  berg.  'The 
state  refused  to  pay  this  bond.  That 
vi^as  some  year*"  ago.  The  fact  that 
other  Southern  states  have  done  things 
like  this,  has  hurt  the  business  reputa- 
tion of  the  South  ami  has  resulted  in 
keeping  capital  from  being  invested  In 
tlie  various   Industrie*  of  the  South., 

"When  you  co.me  to  understand  that 
a  man  with  $i!5,000  down  there  in  the 
South  was  considered  a  rlcli  man,  you 
can  understand  the  jjcarclty  of  money. 
A  man  with  |25,000  could,  with  wise 
investment,  make  this  money  bring 
him  an  annual  Income  of  from  $Js.O«'> 
to  $10,000.  That  is  one  exaiiple  of  the 
scarcity  of  money  In  the  South  about 
ten  years  ago.  Today  it  is  different, 
and  the  difference  Is  "^ue  to  the  fact 
that  the  northorai^pttallstj  have  seen 
profitable  fields  of  Investment  and  are 
bringing  money   to  the  South. 

"If  the  men  of  the  North  had  pos- 
sessed this  same  confidence  In  the 
SoMih  twenty  years  ago.  there  would 
have  been  rapid  developmer  t  of  the  in- 
dustries  at   that  time. 

"However  the  economic  upheaval  has 
come,  &nd  with  it  has  come  the  great- 
er prosperity^of  the  South.  Today  they 
are  doing  business  upon  a  more  busi- 
ne.ssllke  ba.^ls.  are  farming  their  land 
upon  a  more  scientific  basils.  In  the 
old  days  the  southern  fapmer  was 
never  out  of  debt.  He  paid  all  the

Red  Tape  Has  Kept  Man 
Prisoner  for  Two 

Months. 

———^     ^ 

Has  Been  Confined  in 

County  Jail  Since 

Nov.  9. 


The   law'e    delay    is   proverbial.      The 
red   tape   of  the  government  ie  always 
a  subject  for  comment.     When  the  two 
are    put    together,    the    victim,    who    is 
enmtshtd,  usually  has  a  troublous  time. 
Richard    Kauna    has      been      in      tht 
county  jail  since  Nov.  9.     He  is  charged 
with    being    insane    and,    not    being    a 
citizen    of    the    United    Stales,    he    is    a 
subject    of    deportation.       The    charges 
against  him  were  taken  into  considera- 
tion  by  the  immigration  officials  when 
Kauna    was    first   placed    in    the   county 
Jail,   but    he  has  not   yet  been   deported 
or  disojiiirged.   and   he   is   beginning  to 
tire  of  the  irksome  life  behind  the  bars. 
The    man    isn't   violently    insane.      To 
all   appearances,    he   is   perfectly   harm- 
less,   but    he    has    a    few      notions      of 
great    wealth    somewhere,      and       they 
prove  the  unsoundness  of  his  mind.     He 
was  in  an  Insane  asylum  in  Toronto  for 
a  time,  but  was  discharged  shortly  be- 
fore he  ca.Tie  to  the  United  States. 

Kauna  was  taken  into  custody  at 
Proctor,  whore  he  was  working.  It  ap- 
pears that  he  spent  last  winter  at  Ver- 
milion Bay,  Ont.,  where  his  family  of  a 
wife  and  five  children  noAV  reside.  He 
came  to  the  United  States  last  summer, 
coming  through  Sarnia.  The  immigra- 
tion officials  failed  to  detect  him  until 
he  came  to  Proctor,  where  W,  H.  Dean, 
the  local  Inspector  In  charge,  discov- 
ered him.  Kauna  is  a  German,  but  has 
failed  to  establish  a  residence  in  this 
county. 

Kauna  doesn't  take  to  his  imprison- 
ment at  all.  He  wants  to  go  out  on  the 
chain  gang  with  the  siiort  term  pris- 
oners, but  being  a  government  pris- 
oner, he  cannot  go  out  to  work.  The 
confinement  is  telling  on  him  and  he  is 
restless  for  some  action  to  be  taken  by 
the  government  official.';.  Mr.  Dean  has 
taken  the  matter  up  with  Washington, 
but  has  no  orders  yet  to  deport  the 
man.

Great  Alienist  Says  Tliat 
Mme.  Steinheil  is  Hys- 
teria! Degenerate. 


Cupidity  the  Motive,  and 
■Desire  for  More  Fa- 
vorable Marriage. 


Turin,  Jan.  19. — Cesare  L&mbroso,  the 
famous  criminologist,  has  made  a  study 
of  Mme.  Steinheil,  whose  connection 
with  the  mysterious  deaths  of  Felix 
Faare  and  her  own  husband  and  moth- 
er has  engaged  the  attention  of  the 
world. 

I'rof.  Lombroso  pronounces  the  wom- 
an a  hereditary  degenerate  with  un- 
usual powers  of  fascination  and  great 
Intellectual  ability  which  enabled  her 
to  charm  high  society. 

"Slie  seemed,'  says  Lombroso,  to 
have  a  liking  for  the  unhappy,  the  poor 
and  the  aged,  people  tiuite  outside  her 
own  family  circle;  while  on  the  other 
liand.  she  hated  with  an  extreme  hatred 
and  without  any  corresponding  reason, 
her  mother  and  her  husband,  who 
nevertheless  put  up  with  her  every  ex- 
cess and  consequently  was  no  obstacle 
to  the  full  enjoyment  of  her  bent.  She 
had  no  love  tor  her  Sisters,  and 
Pt!owe(J  herself  absolutely  devoid  of 
I  sharne;- 

Crime  Peculiar  to  Woman. 

•'The  manner  in  which  the  crime  was 
committed,  in  so  far  as  the  circum- 
stances of  the  case  have  come  to  light, 
Is  that  which  is  found  to  be  peculiar  to 
woman.  ,  , 

"For  want  of  physical  force  and,  per- 
haps, also  bv  reason  of  moral  weak- 
ness, women  scarcely  ever  commit  a 
crime  direct,  but  Induce  others  to  do 
so  and  prepare  by  exagg'erated  en- 
tanglements the  impunity  of  others 
and  themselves,  and  she  therefore  had 
herself  discovered  gagged,  bound  and 
delirious — a  handy  expedient,  this  lat- 
ter, so  as  not  to  refer  to  the  events 
which  had  taken  place.     ,     ^  .        .     ,    , 

"She  most  probably  Invited  her  hateti 
mother  tQ  J.he  fatal  house  so  as  to  kill 
her  Yh  greater' c.nifori. 

Planued  Whole    Affiur. 

"It  is  certain  that  she  it  was  who  en- 
gineered and  facilitated  the  crime  by 
I  ving  one  or  two  keys  of  the  house  to 
accomplices  and  removing  the  watch- 
dogs from  the  premises.  By  hiding  or 
pawning-  false  or  real  jewels  several 
days  before  the  committal  of  the  deed 
and  leaving  the  caskets  enipty.  she 
found  a  means  of  diverting  the  rnaich 
of  justice  and  gaining  credence  for  a 
murder  for  the  sake  of  robbery,  ra\- 
ing  (as  Is  the  custom  of  women  sub- 
iject  to  hysterics)  of  three  masked  as- 
sassins and  the  woman  in  red,  and 
I  then  ending  by  placing  her  own  pearl 
in  Couillard's  pocketbook,  thus  devis- 
Ine  a  means  of  rendering  more  cred- 
ble  the  calumny  against  the  latter  and 
drawing  attention  away  from  the  real 
accomplice— in  which  comes  into  play 
that  tendency  to  mendacity  and  that 
entangletnenc  of  crimes  peculiar  to 
hvsterla.  The  motive  for  the  crime  Is 
thit     of      the    commonest    delinquents.

Wanted  the  money. 

"In  the  first  place  (at  a  time  when 
her  resources,  not  too  honorable,  be  it 
said,  were  beginning  to  fall  off)  In  or- 
der to  lessen  the  expenses  which  she 
had  not  seldom  to  defray  for  both  vic- 
tims, and  above  all.  for  her  mother 
(who  nlcned  her  money  from  her),  and 
in  order  to  enjoy  the  fortune  which 
-nas  to  fall  to  her  from  both  sides;  and^ 
secondly,  that  she  might  throw  off  the

•'Let  us  add,  however,  the  delight  at 
cutting  the  bonds,  which,  ht»wever, 
much  they  had  been  slackened,  still 
served  to  Impose  some  reserve,  for  if 
these  women  enjoy  the  liberty  of  five, 
they  wish  to  have  that  of  fifty. 

Hoped  For  Better  Future. 

"Finally  must  be  added  the  vanity 
and  the  hope  of  contracting  some 
brighter  prospects  in  a  fresh  matri- 
monial start,  having  found  In  Borderel, 
a  rich  man.  at  once  respected  and 
credulous,  who  had  thought  her  in- 
genuous, like  the  good  country  gentle- 
man that  he  was,  and  who.  so  she 
ruminated  In  her  own  mind,  would 
perhaps  marry  her  and  certainly  re- 
habilitate her,  once  she  became  a 
widow. 

"There  is  also  a  certain  trace  of 
sexualitv  brooding  in  the  motive  spring 
of  such  "women,  and  it  is  consequently 
probable  that  the  author  of  the  crime 
Is  to  be  found  in  one  of  her  vile  lovers 
who  do  not  at  all  despise  the  erst- 
while favorites  of  great  personages."

NEW  DIVORCE  WRINKLE. 

Involuntary    Servitude    is    Charge 
Made  by  the  Woman. 

New  York,  Jan.  19.— Mrs.  W.  Edward 
Strong,  21  years  of  age  and  the  mother 
of  a  15-months-old  baby,  has  Just  had 
papers  served  on  her  husband  for  the 
annulment  of  their  marriage  on  the  un- 
usual ground  of  -'Involuntary  servi- 
tude." She  has  nothing  to  say  against 
her   husband,   but  complains   of   drudg- 

cry. 

The  Involuntary  servitude  on  the 
ground  of  which  little  Mrs.  Strong 
makes  her  demand  for  the  annulment 
of  her  marriage  Is  covered  In  the  XIII 
amendment  to  the  Constitution,  which 
says: 

"Neither  slavery  nor  involuntary 
servitude,  except  as  a  punishment  for 
crime,  whereof  the  party  shall  have 
been  duly  convicted,  shall  exist  with- 
in the  United  States  or  any  place  sub- 
ject to  their  Jurisdiction." 

Mrs.  Strong's  attorney,  Mrs.  Har- 
riette  Johnston-Wood,  will  endeavor  to 
obtain  an  annulment  of  the  marriage 
under  this  article.  There  is  no  state 
law  covering  the  point  at  issue,  but 
Mrs.  Strong  thinks  she  will  be  able  to 
get  her  remarkable  case  before  the 
United  States  supreme  court. 

Mrs.  Strong  feels  sure  that  she  could 
support  herself  and  her  baby,  but  she 
would  not  be  able  to  support  more 
children.    She  believes  that  it  the  state 


will  not  favor  the  breaking  of  a  mar-

Washington,  Jan.  19. — In  his  ad- 
dress last  night  at  the  diamond  Jubilee 
celebration  of  the  African  Methodist 
Episcopal  church,  I'resident  Roosevelt 
said   In   part: 

There  Is  one  feature  of  the  expan- 
sion of  the  peoples  of  white,  or  Euro- 
pean, blood  during  the  past  four  cen- 
turies which  should  never  be  lost  sight 
of,  especially  by  those  who  denounce 
such  expansion  on  :noral  grounds.  On 
the  whole,  the  movement  has  been 
fraught  with  lasting  benefit  to  most 
of  the  peoples  already  dwelling  in  the 
lands  over  which  the  expansion  took 
place.  Of  course,  any  such  general 
statement  as  this  must  be  understood 
with  the  necessary  reservations.  Hu- 
man nature  being  what  it  is,  no  move- 
ment lasting  for  four  centuries  and 
extending  in  one  shape  or  another 
over  the  major  part  of  the  world  could 

fo  on  without  cruel  Injustices  being 
one  at  certain  pltices  and  in  certain 
times.  Occasionally,  although  not  very 
frequently,  a  mild  und  kindly  race  has 
been  treated  with  wanton  brutal  and 
ruthless  Inhumanity  by  the  white  In- 
truders.       Moreover.       mere      savages, 

whose  type  of  life  was  so  Prln^iH^f^f 
to  be  absolutely  incompatible  with  the 
existence  of  civilization,  inevitably  died 
out  from  the  regions  across  which  their 
sparse  bands  occasionally  flitted,  when 
these  regions  became  filled  with  a 
dense  population;  they  died  out  when 
they  were  kindly  treated  as  quickly  as 


necessaray  to  their  existence  -were  in- 
compatable  with  any  form  of  higher 
and  better  existence. 

Bvacuutlon   of   Cuba. 

Cuba  we  are  at  this  moment  leaving 
for  the  second  time,  to  work  out  a 
destiny  which  we  now  hope  and  be- 
lieve will  be  one  of  stable  and  or- 
derly independence  and  prosperity.  In 
the  Philippines  we  are  constantly  giv- 
ing an  incerasing  measure  of  self- 
government.  Of  course,  in  one  sense 
of  the  word  self-government  can  never 
be  bestowed  by  outsiders  upon  any 
people.  It  must  be  achieved  by  them- 
selves. It  means  In  this  sense  primar- 
ily self-control  self-restraint,  and  if 
those  qualities  do  not  exist — that  is,  if 
the  people  are  unable  to  govern  them- 
selves— then,  as  there  must  be  govern- 
ment somewhere.  It  has  to  come  from 
outside.  But  we  are  constantly  giv- 
ing to  the  people  of  the  Philippines  an 
incerasing  share  In.  an  Increasing  op- 
portunity to  learn  by  practice,  the  diffi- 
cult ^rt  of    self-government. 

The  responsibility  of  America  for 
the  moral  well-being  of  the  people  of 
Africa  is  manifest.  Our  wealth  and 
power  have  given  us  a  place  of  Influ- 
ence among  the  nations  of  the  world. 
But  world-wide  Influence  and  power 
mean  more  than  dollars  or  social  in- 
tellectual, or  Industrial  supremacy. 
They  involve  a  responsibility  for  the 
moral  welfare  of  others  which  can  not 
be  evaded. 

This  responsibility  Is  to  be  met  In  co- 
operation with  the  Christian  forces  of 
other  nations.     So  vast  is  this    problem 


church  must  have  a  hand  in  this  great 
work.  The  few  score  of  missionaries 
w^ho  are  now  on  the  field  from  Amer- 
ica should  be  multiplied  in  the  near 
future,  and  the  money  contributed  to 
Africa  should  be  doubled  over  and 
over  again  year  after  year.  It  is  a  Joy 
to  learn  that  among  the  misionary  for- 
ces in  Africa,  from  different  lands  and 
representing  different  branches  of  the 
church,  there  are  fraternal  and  mutual- 
ly   helpful    relations. 

Rc«ipon«ilifIlty   of   America. 

The  responsibility  of  Amtrica  toward 
Africa  is  emphasized  because  of  our 
past  history,  and  because  of  the  num- 
ber of  our  citizens  who  are  of  African 
descent. 

As  a  result  of  the  African  slave 
trade,  that  crime  of  the  ages,  and  of 
two  and  a  half  centuries  of  slavery  u- 
America.  the  United  States  has  nearly 
10  000,000  of  colored  people  as  a  part 
of  its  citizenship.  No  other  country 
ouside  of  Africa  has  so  large  a  negro 
population;  and,  what  is  more,  there 
are  no  other  10,000.000  of  negroes  in 
the  world  who  own  as  much  property 
and  have  as  large  a  per  cent  who  are 
Intelligent,  moral  and  thrifty. 

The  twentieth  century  will  see  and 
Is  now  seeing  the  transformation  of 
Africa  Into  a  new  world.  Within  a 
few  years  Its  vast  domain  has  been 
partitioned  among  various  European 
nations.     These  nations   are  expending 


enormous  sums  of  money  and  utilizing 
their  best  statesmanship  and  colonizing 
abilities  in  the  development  of  colonial 
empires  of  wide  extent  and  extraordi- 
nary material  possibilities.

bill  providing  for  a  PO^^al  sav  Ings 
bank  system.  Congress  hasn  t  jet 
exhibited  any  violent  Intent  to  do  th  s 
thing  but  the  party  in  power  is 
nledled  to  it.  and  probably  the  postal 
savings  bank  will  come  ultimately  The 
oendlng  mea.sure  provides  that  the 
money  put  into  postal  banks  shall  bo 
redeposited  in  national  banks,  and 
here  the  state  banks  think  they  are 
likely  to  be  hit  again.  They  fear 
that  the  establishment  of  postal  sav- 
ings banks  will  cause  some  diversion 
of  deposits  from  them  to  the  posta 
banks,  and  thus  again  the  national 
banks    will    have   an    advantage. 

To  protect  themselves  the  state  banks 
want  the  legislature  to  enact  the  law 
described  above,  so  that  they  may  be 
assured  of  at  lea.st  getting  the  state 
and  county  deposits.  At  present  a  very 
large  proportion  of  state  and  county 
money  is  in  national  banks.  ^  What 
proportion  this  Is  has  not  been  figured 
out  but  It  is  believed  that  of  late 
national  banks  have  increased  in  num- 
ber more  rapidly  than  state  banks,  and 
that  national  banks  are  now  getting 
a  good  deal  more  public  money  than 
state    banks.

state  supreme  court  held  that  if  the 
contract  by  which  the  borrower  Is 
compelled  to  pay  the  tax  Is  made  at  a 
different  time  than  the  mortgage,  the 
law  does  not  apply.  And  now  dealers 
in  legal  forma  sell  an  agreement  by 
which  the  borrower  binds  himself  to 
pay  the  tax.  the  paper  taking  such  a 
form  as  to  show  that  it  was  executed 
prior  to  the  execution  of  the  mort- 
gage. And  the  borrower  pays  the  tax 
in  California,  just  as  he  pays  it  in 
Minnesota  under  the  registry  tax  law. 
and  just  as  he  paid  it  in  this  state 
when  mortKages  were  supposed  to  be 
taxed. upon  an  ad  valorem  basis. 

Another  change  proposed  by  Mr. 
Blcknell  In  the  same  bill  seeks  to  rem- 
edv  another  obvious  defect  in  the  law. 
Now  the  tax  Is  5  mills  on  the  dollar, 
no  matter  how  long  the  note  may  run. 
The  Blcknell  bill  makes  the  tax  1  mill 
on  the  dollar  each  year,  and  If  no 
time  for  payment  is  named,  it  Is  to  be 
presumed  that  It  Is  for  five  years,  mak- 
ing the  tax  Just  what  it  Is  now. 

In  another  bill  Mr.  Bicknell  adopts 
another  California  idea.  It  provides 
that  debts  secured  b  •  mortgage  on  real 
all  be  deducted  from  the  value 
of  the  property  In  assessluK  It  for  tax- 
ation In  other  words,  the  owner  of 
the  mortgaged  property  will  pay  real 
estate  taxes  only  on  his  equity.  In- 
stead of  paying  full  taxes  on  the  value 
of  his  property,  and  paying  the  tax  on 
the  mortgage  in  addition. 

Clearly,  not  the  least  interesting  fea- 
tuBe  of  the  session  Is  going  to  be  the 
consideration  of  what  to  do  with  the 
vexed  problem  of  taxation  of  mort- 
srages  There  are  those  who  would 
make  all  credits  exempt  from  taxation 
on  the  ground  that  the  burden  Inevit- 
ably faills  upon  the  borrower,  thus 
constituting  a  penalty  upon  enterprise; 
there  are  those  who  ilke  Mr.  Bicknell 
would  make  another  attempt  to  compel 
the  lender  to  pay  the  mortgage  tax; 
and  there  are  those  who  would  let  mat- 
ters stand  as  they  are,  not  to  mention 
the  very  few  who  would  return  to  the 
old  system  of  ad  valorem  taxation  of 
mortgages.  ,      »      , 

The  legislature  is  going  to  be  asked

No  bill  to  that  end  has  yet  been  In- 
troduced, but  some  of  the  members  are 
being  aproached  on  the  subject  by 
their  local  banker.s,  and  are  being 
uregd  to  declare  for  the  plan.

Bv  th^  time  a  baby  is  a  year  old 
its  diet  should  begin  to  Include  scraped 
meat  and  fruit  Juices  and  the  whites 
of  eggs  Begin  witli  a  wine-glass  ol 
chicken  broth  or  bouillon,  fed  from  a 
spoon,  and  as  these  things  are  in- 
creased, gradually  decrease  the  amount 
of  bottl-  food.  Soon  after  it  turns  its 
first  year  'the  child  .should  learn  to 
drink'  from  a  small  cup.  After  that 
its  meals  mav  be  reduced  to  five  a  day. 
with  an  occasional  drink  of  orange 
juice  and  plenty  of-  water.  . 

The  first  meal  ha*  belter  have  mod- 
ified milk  as  its  cl  ief  constituent, 
with  lialf  as  much  infant  looa  or 
strained  oatmeal  added.  The  second 
meal,  in  the  middle  of  the  morning, 
mav  be  a  repetition  oi'  the  first.  I'-arly 
in  the  afternoon  a  gill  of  chicken  broth 
or  half  as  much  beef  juice,  may  be 
given  and  this  may  be  varied  every 
few  days,  with  the  white  of  an  egg 
boiled,  say,  for  one  minute.  The  two 
remaining  meals  had  better  have  milk 
as  their  mainstay.  After  a  month  or 
so  of  such  diet,  if  th.'  baby  is  in  good 
health,  its  mid-mornlTg  meal  may  be- 
gin to  Include  dry  toast,  zweiback,  thin 
oatmeal  and  other  cereals,  and  is 
afternoon  dinner  ma>  include  a  whole 
egg  soft-boiled  or  poached,  and  a  tea- 
spoonful  of  finely  chopped  raw  beef.

ROOSEVELT  ASKS  CONGRESS 
TO  AUTHORIZE  A  SPECIAL 
ABRAHAM  LINCOLN  HOLIDAY 


Waahlngrton,  Jan.  19. — The  president 
has  sent  to  congress  a  special  message 
recommending-  the  passage  of  a  law 
authorizing  him  to  Issue  a  proclama- 
tion setting  apart  Feb.  12,  1909,  as  a 
special  holiday  in  recognition  of  the 
centennial  anniversary  of  the  birth  of 
Abraham  Lincoln,  The  message  fol- 
lows: 

"I  have  received  from  a  committee  of 
the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic,  with 
the  approval  of  its  commander-in-chief. 
a  communication  reading  in  part  as 
follows: 

"  "Pursuant  to  the  recommendation 
of  the  committee  authorized  by  the 
forty-flrst  national  encampment  of  the 
Grand  Army  of  the  Kepublic,  and  ap- 
p.)lnted  to  take  into  consideration  the 
fitting  celebration  of  the  100th  anni- 
versary of  the  birtri  of  President  Lin- 
coln, which  has  made  a  report  to  the 
forty-second        national        encampment 


that  was  unlnamously  adopted,  the  un- 
dersigned having  been  appointed  a 
committee  to  prepare  a  proclamation 
for  tlie  occasion,  met  in  New  York  city 
Oct.  19.  1908,  and  submits  the  follow- 
ing as  the  result  of  its  deliberations: 

•'  '1 — That  the  commander-in-chief  be 
requested  to  invite  the  president  of  the 
United  States,  governors  of  states  and 
mayors  of  cities  to  participate  with  the 
Grand  Army  of  the  Republic  in  public 
recognition  of  the  centennial  anniver- 
sary of  the  birthday  of  Abraham  Lin- 
coln. Feb.  12.  1909.  and  by  proclamation 
as  far  as  practicable,  recommend  that 
the  day  be  observed  as  a  special  holi- 
day.' 

"I  regard  the  proposal  as  eminently 
proper.  It  will  oe  from  every  stand- 
point desirable  to  observe  this  hun- 
dredth anniversary  of  the  birth  of 
Abraham  Lincoln  as  a  special  holiday.

The  first  speaker  of  the  afternoon 
will  be  George  W.  Cooley  of  the  bureau 
of  good  roads  In  the  department  of 
agriculture  at  M'ashlngton.

The  superstructure  has  not  been 
quite  completed  , though  it  is  sufficient 
for    the    present    needs.

MUCH  PRELIMINARY  AVORK. 

What  State  Board  of  Immigration 
Did  in  Two  Years. 

St.  Paul,  Minn.,  Jan.  19. — (Special  to 
The  Herald.) — The  first  biennial  report 
of  the  state  board  of  immigration  has 
been  placed  in  the  hands  of  the  legis- 
lators. Under  the  direction  of  the 
board  $12,600  was  expended  in  1907, 
the  first  year  of  its  existence,  and  |11,- 
175.24  was  disbursed  in  1908. 

Of  this  amount  nearly  |7,000  was  for 
salaries  and  about  $2,500  for  advertis- 
ing. George  Welch,  speaking  for  the 
board,  says  much  of  its  time  has  been 
given  over  to  preliminary  work  and 
the  gathering  of  statistics,  but  even 
with  this  handicap  the  board  has  not 
been  without  profit  to  the  state. 

"Through  correspondence  and  visits 
the  department  has  reached  63,389  per- 
sons. Calls  by  persons  from  foreign 
states  and  countries  averaged  five  a 
day.  There  are  yet  1,048.114  890  acres 
of  state  land  in  Minnesota,  not  to  speak 
of  2,100,484  acres  of  government  land 
subject  to  homestead  entry.

Although  State  Law  Forbids,  Uncle 
Sam  May  Hang  Guilty. 

Marquette,  Mich.,  Jan.  19. — (Special 
to  The  Herald.) — In  the  event  of  the 
conviction  of  John  E.  Gibson,  who  Is 
to  be  tried  In  the  United  States  dis- 
trict court  here  in  May  on  the  charge 
of  murder,  is  Michigan  to  witness  a 
hanging,  when  the  laws  of  the  state 
prohibit   capital    punishment? 

This  is  the  question  that  threatens 
interesting  complications.  Gibson,  who 
wa£  a  corporal  at  Fort  Brady,  near  the 
Soo,  shot  ond  killed  Private  John  Mc- 
Manus,  Jan.  5.  Had  the  murder  occur- 
red In  time  of  war,  the  man  would  have 
been  court-martialed  and  summarily 
shot,  but  under  the  existing  conditions 
the  prisoner  was  handed  over  to  the 
federal  court. 

The  laws  of  the  United  States  pro- 
vide that  a  person  found  guilty  of  the 
crime  with  which  Gibson  is  charged 
shall  be  hanged,  and  there  Is  no  alter- 
native. On  the  other  hand,  the  laws  of 
Michigan  forbid  capital  punishment 
within  the  borders  of  the  state.  It  Is 
the  first  time  that  a  murder  case  has 
come  before  the  United  States  conrt  in 
this  district  in  the  thirty-two  years 
since  it  has   been   established. 

TRAGEDY  AT  AUSTIN. 

Two  Girls  Are  Struck  by  Train;  One 
Dying. 

Austin,  Minn.,  Jan.  19. — Mamie  Kel- 
ley,  17  years  old,  and  Lizzie  O'Leary, 
14  years  old,  were  struck  by  a  Chicago 
Great  Western  passenger  train,  south- 
bound, at  the  railroad  crossing  on  Oak 
street.

IN  MINNESOTA,  REPORTED 
BY  THE  SPECIAL  AGENTS 


Wnshington.  Jan.  19. — Information  of 
•  startling  character  of  alleged  whole- 
sale and  astounding  frauds  upon  the 
public  lands  has  come  into  the  posses- 
sion of  Secretary  of  the  Interior  Gar- 
field through  special  agents  In  the  field. 
The  allegation  is  made  that  approxi- 
mately 1110.000.000  worth  of  lands  In 
Ptates  principally  west  of  the  Missis- 
sippi river  have  been  fraudulently 
acquired  within  the  past  two  years  by 
corporations    and    individuals. 

With  a  view  of  recovering  these 
lands.  Secretary  Garfield  has  sent  let- 
ters to  Chairmen  Hale  and  Tawney  of 
the  senate  and  house  appropriations 
committees,  asking  for  an  additional 
appropriation  of  $500,000,  which,  if 
granted,  with  that  already  asked  for, 
will  givt  the  department  Jl. 000, 000  for 
the  purpose.  The  specific  purpose  of 
the  appropriation  requested  is  for  pre- 
venting '"depredations  upon  public  tim. 
ber,  protecting  public  lands,  examining 
swamp  lands,  etc."

Annual  Report  of  Fire 

Chief  Thayer  Makes 

Good  Showing. 

Virginia,  Minn.,  Jan.  19. —  (Special  to 
The  Herald.) — That  Virginia  has  an  ef- 
ficient fire  department  and  is  well 
protected   In   that   respect,   Is   shown    by 

the  annual  report  of  Fire  Chief  A-  F. 
Thayer,  which  indicates  a  record  sec- 
ond to  no  city  of  its  size  in  the  United 
States. 

From  the  time  Chief  Thayer  took 
charge  of  the  department  in  March, 
1908,  there  has  been  very  few  calls  for 
the  department. 

The  chief  In  his  annual  report  to  the 
council  shows  the  following  for  last 
year's    record:  Ten    chimney       fires; 

four  over-heated  stoves;  two  fires  re- 
sulting from  children  playing  with 
matches;  one  fire,  cause  of  which  Is 
unknown;  one  fire  caused  from  gaso- 
line explosions;  one  fire  caused  from 
defective  wiring;  one  fire  caused  from 
explosions  of  kerosene  stove;  one  fire 
caused  from  alcohol  lamp;  from  gaso- 
line explosions  three  were  serious  and 
one  fatal.  ,    ^  , 

The  department  has  traveled  twenty- 
six  and  one-quarter  miles;  worked  at 
fire  twenty-four  and  one-half  hours, 
laid  7.050  feet  of  hose,  used  seventy- 
five  gallons  of  chemicals  and  made  a 
total  of  twenty-five  runs  with  no 
false  alarms.  The  loss  on  buildings 
amounted  to  $1,920.10,  loss  on  furni- 
ture. $649,  making  a  total  loss  of  $2,- 
469.10,  all  covered  by  Insurance,  except 

The  chief  recommends  an  Increase  oi 
pay  for  the  firemen,  stating  that  the 
men  are  now  working  for  the  small- 
est wages  of  any  city  of  its  size  in  the 
country.  He  also  recommends  the  put- 
ting in  of  a  direct  fire  alarm  in  the 
school  buildings,  and  the  purchase  of 
1,000  additional  feet  of  hose.  He  also 
suggests  the  putting  In  of  stone  cribs 
for  dock  purposes  for  the  fire  engine 
to  draw  water  from  the  lake,  and 
states  that  this  could  we  done  this 
winter  at  a  nominal  cost  to  the  city. 

The  department  has  recently  added  a 
new  combination  chemical  hose  sleigh 
and  the  city  has  ordered  a  first  size 
Metropolitan  steam  fire  engine,  which 
is  expected  to  arrive  about  the  15th 
of  next  month.  Two  additional  men 
will  be  added  to  the  department  on 
Feb.  1,  which  will  make  a  total  of  nine 
regulars  and  three  volunteers. 

The  volunteers  are  Kver  Hawkinson 
and  James  Lavick,  with  George  Hol- 
comb,  electrician,  who  are  paid  for 
services    accomplished. 

The  members  of  the  department  are 
A.  F.  Thayer,  chief;  James  Stickney, 
assistant  chief;  Louis  Masson,  second 
assistant  chief;  Henry  Oie,  driver  of 
hose-  Edward  Larson,  driver  of  truck; 
Walter  Sy,  Frank  Qoering  and  Fred 
Anderson,  pipemen.  Frank  Grace 
driver  of  hose,  resigned  Saturday  and 
was  succeeded  by  Edward  Larson,  the 
latter  taking  the  position  as  driver  of 
truck  and  Henry  Oie  going  from  driver 
of  truck  to  that  of  hose.  Thirty-one 
fire  alarm  boxed  are  now  distributed 
about  the  city,  and  another  one  will 
soon  be  added  at  the  Shaw  location 
just  east  of  the  Mlssabe  tracks.  An  ad- 
dition to  the  fire  hall  is  being  planned 
for  the  early  spring  In  order  to  accom- 
modate the  new  steam  fire  engine  and 
other  equipment  of  the  department.

The  road 
to  Gilbert  has  been  completed  with  the 
exception  of  a  crossing  over  the  Du- 
luth &  Missabe  road.  The  city  clerk 
was  Instructed  to  write  the  officials  in 
regard  to  establishing:  a  crossing  over 
its  road  and  the  first  answer  from  the 
officials  was  to  the  effect  that  it  had 
referred  the  matter  to  the  engineering 
department.

Parties  go- 
ing to  and  from  Gilbert  are  using  The 
road,  but  it  has  not  been  opened  offi- 
cially by  the  city,  because  the  road  has 
not  recognized  the  point  designated 
for  the  crossing  and  until  It  does  the 
point  where  the  crossing  ought  to  be 
is  still  considered  a  dangerous  portion 
of  the  road  to  travel  over.

Two  vessels  called  the 
Royal  James  came  to  disastrous  ends 
One  of  them  exploded,  and  .some  800 
officers  and  seamen  perished;  the  other 
ship  so  named  was  Actually  carried 
out  of  the  mouth  of  the  Thames  by  the 
Dutch  under  circumstances  disgrace- 
ful to  those  In  charge  of  the  craft. 

Then  there  Is  the  forever  memorable 
disaster  to  the  Royal  George  that 
turned  over  and  sank  In  sight  of 
crowds  at  Splnhend.  over  1.000  souls, 
among  whom  were  300  wotnen  being 
sirrlflced.  And  second  only  to  thl.s 
Wdeous  disaster  Is  that  which  after- 
ward befell  the  Royal  Charlotte,  -which 
was  consumed  by  fire  off  Leghorn 
over  800  of  the  very  flower  of  our 
navv  perishing  with  her. 

When  in  1893  the  Victoria,  a  new 
ve.s8el  and  the  very  triumph  of  modern 
invention,  was  rammed  and  sank  in 
sight  of  the  whole  fleet  there  was  not

New  York,  Jan.  19. — The  course  of 
prices  was  Irregular  In  the  opening  of 
the  stock  market  today,  but  the  more 
representative  stocks  were  advanced.

(iROWL\(il  A  FOREST. 

Millions  of  Yoiuig  Trees  for  Waste 
Adirondack  Land. 

M'hen  you  see  10,000  white  pines 
growing  in  a  space  twelve  feet  by  four 
you  have  reason  to  hope  that  the  de- 
pleted  evergreen  forests  of  this  coun- 
try may  yet  be  renewed.  You  are  still  j 
more  iiopeful  when  you  learn  that  the 
state  of  New  York  is  able  to  furnish 
young  pines  at  $3.75  a  thousand  with- 
out losing  money  and  that  the  per- 
centage of  loss  from  the  seed  to  the 
well  grown  tree  is  very  email,  says 
the   New    York    Sun. 

It  is  statistics  of  this  kind  that  one 
gathers  at  the  state  forestry  depart- 
ments rtursery  lying  within  eight  of 
the  railway  station  called  Saranac  Inn. 
about  two  miles  from  Saranac  lake.  At 
this  nurserv  and  oliiers  near  by  under 
the  care  of  the  same  forestry  station 
evergreens  are  grown  by  the  million 
upon  the  thin  sandy  sollof  the  Adiron- 
dacks  enriched  for  the  seedlings  by 
the  application  of  swamp  muck,  barn- 
yard manure  and  wood  ashes. 

Here  grow  white  pine,  red  pine, 
Scotch  pine,  bull  pine  from  the  Black 
Hills  of  Dakota.  Norway  spruce,  native 
spruce,  tamarack,  all  in  large  quanti- 
ties, and  a  few  others  in  experimental 
numbers.  A  specialist,  trained  at  the 
Cornell  school  of  forestry,  has  general 
char.ge  of  the  work  on  the  ground, 
and  at  the  busiest  season  of  the  year 
there  are  about  120  persons  employed 
at  the  station  and  in  Its  work  far  or 
hear.  ,         ^  „ 

During  the  first  three  weeks  of  Sep- 
tember the  evergreen  seed  crop  Is  har- 
vested. The  cones  are  gathered  by  men 
who  climb  the  trees  for  the  purpose. 
Most  of  the  cones  come  from  the  Lake 
Champlain  region,  and  the  native  Ad- 
irondack cones  are  little  used  because 
conditions  in  the  region  are  not  favor- 
able to  the  development  of  evergreen 
fruit. 

The  cones  fetch  from  25  cents  to  Jl  a 
busl.el,  according  tp  quality  and  sea- 
son. If  gathered  too  early  the  )?eeds 
are  apt  to  be  immature;  if  gathered 
too  late,  the  cones  may  have  opened  up 
and  shed  some  of  their  seeds.  Last 
year  almost  exactly  1,500  bushels  of 
cones  yielded  nearly  1.450  pounds  of 
seed,  but  a  pound  to  the  bushel  is  a 
high  average,  and  there  are  year.s 
when  it  requires  nearly  three  bushels 
of  cones  to  yield  a  poi;nd  of  seed. 

If  the  seeds  are  not  too  fat.  a  pound 
will  yield  about  10.000  seeds,  so  that 
last  vears  crop  must  have  been  some- 
where near  14,500,000  seeds.  Foreign 
seeds  are  bought  at  about  11.25  a 
pound,  mostly  in  Scotland  and  Norway. 
When  the  cones  reach  the  station 
they  are  placed  in  a  house  that  lias  a 
roof  but  no  sides,  and  upon  sheif-Mke 
slatted  platforms  just  far  enough  one 
above  another  to  permit  of  the  com- 
fortable handliiig  of  the  crop.  Here  the 
cones    dry    for   about    two    v.-eeks. 

As  they  begin  to  open  they  are  taken 
out  a  few  at  a  time,  subjected  to  heat 
and  regularlv  threshed  with  a  flail  such 
as  was  u^ed  two  generations  ago  co 
thresh  wheat.  Doubtless  the  tiling 
could  be  done  cheaper  with  a  special 
machine  for  the  purpose,  were  it  not 
that  the  use  of  the  flail  enables  the  sta- 
tion to  keep  its  regular  employes  busy 
at  a  time  when  they  would  otherwise 
be   idle. 

When  threshed  out  the  seeds  are 
passed  througli  screens  so  that  their 
wings  may  be  taken  off.  The  seeds  are 
then  fanned  with  an  ordinary  agricul- 
tural fan  run  by  hand.  When  thus 
thoroughly  cleansed  they  are  put  up  in 
tfns  so  that  they  shall  be  protected 
alike  from  moisture  and  evaporation, 
and  stored  in  an  unheatett  room  for  the 

winter.  ^  ,  

In  the  spring  the  seeds  are  sown 
broadcast  yy  hand  in  enricl>ed  beds, 
enclosed  in  wooden  frames.  Germina- 
tion takes  place  at  somewhat  irregular 
intervals,  often  in  two  weeks,  and  the 
tiny  seedling  come  up  bearing  its  seed 
on  Its  head.  Chielly  because  of  this 
latter  fact  the  beds  are  screened  with 
wire  the  meshes  of  which  are  too  small 
to  admit  any  bird,  for  birds  take  de- 
light in  eating  the  seeds  and  incident- 
ally they  thus  destroy  the  seedlings. 

The  four  feet  by  twelve  beds  in 
which  the  seeds  are  sown  are  to  be  the 
abiding  place  of  the  seedlings  for  two 
years.  At  the  end  of  the  first  year  the 
screens  are  removed  and  the  seedlings 
are  left  open  to  the  air  and  sky.  Be- 
fore the  end  of  the  second  summer  the 
ten  thousand  seedlings  crowded  in 
these  small  beds  look  like  a  dense  glass 
plot,  unless,  Indeed,  the  bed  has  met 
with   some   form   of   ill   luck. 

Late  frosts  sometimes  kill  the  young 
seedlings    the    first    year,    and    a    pro- 
longed  drought   is   likely   to   destroy 
good      many.      Artificial      watering 
found    to    be    no    very   effectual 
tute  for  rain. 

At  two  years  the  seedlings,  about 
four  inches  in  height,  are  ready  to  be 
transplanted.  They  now  need  more 
room  so  as  transplants  they  stand  four 
inches  apart  in  a  row.  and  the  rows  are 
six  inches  apart.  Two  men  will  trans- 
plant 500  seedlings  in  an  hour,  or  4.000 
a  day.  Tlie  loss  from  transplanting 
into  the  beds  Is  extremely  small.  This 
vear  It  was  only  one-half  of  l  per  cent.

Prosecution  Has  Body  of 

Carmack  TaRen  From 

Grave. 

Springs  Surprise  at  Open- 
ing of  Trial  of 
Coopers. 


Nashville,  Tenn.,  Jan.  20.— With  the 
stage  set  for  the  Cooper  murder  trial, 
the  witnesses  present  and  the  pros- 
pective jurors  summoned,  it  became 
known  this  morning  that  the  state 
had  prepared  a  surprise  for  the  de- 
fense by  having  the  body  of  Carmack 
exhumed  and   a  autopsy   held. 

After  the  murder,  and  in  the  excite- 
ment attendant  upon  the  crime  tlie 
state  neglected  to  order  a  post  mortem. 
It  is  essential  In  the  trial  that  the 
direction  from  which  the  b  ullets  came 
be    determined.  ^ 

The  state's  theory  is  that  Carmack, 
with  his  hat  raised  to  greet  a  lady,  was 
shot  frDm  behind.  The  defense  as- 
serts that  he  fired  the  first  shot.  It 
seems,  however,  that,  some  time  be- 
tween the  date  of  tlie  killing  and  the 
present  time,  the  state,  secretly  and  at 
night,  exhumed  the  body  of  the  slain 
editor  and  caused  a  careful  po.st 
mortem  to  be  preformed.  The  course 
of  the  bullets  thus  was  determined  and 
the  state  claims  to  have  proof  that  the 
bullet  which  killed  Carmack  entered 
his    neck    from    behind.  • 

This  however,  does  not  entirely  dis- 
prove the  theory  of  the  defen.se.  Even 
the  defense  does  not  claim  that  Col. 
Cooper  fired  the  shots.  It  maintains 
that  voung  Cooper,  believing  his 
fatlier  s  life  was  in  danger,  fired  upon 
Carmack  to  protect  his  si"-^'  ^nd  It  is 
rot  contended  that  young  Cooper 
stood  anywhere,  but   behind.

NEW  MISSOURI  GOVERNOR  ARGUES 

AGAINST  RAILROADS  IN  COURT 


Kansas  City.  Mo..  Jan.  20.— Final 
arguments  in  the  cases  of  the  eighteen 
Missouri  railways  contesting  the  state 
2-cent  passenger  and  maximum  freight 
rate  acts  on  the  ground  that  they  are 
confiscatory,  were  begun  in  federal 
court  here  today  before  Judge  Smith 
McPherson. 

Frank  Hagerman.  who  opened  the 
arguments  for  the  railroads,  declared 
that  three  companies  have  shown  an 
actual  loss -In  carrying  passengers  at 
2  cents,  while  the  returns  from  the 
other  railways  show  profits  of  only  -Ms 
to  5  per  cent.  Sanford  B.  Ladd  of  Kan- 
sas City,  who  followed  Mr.  Hagerman, 
opening  for  the  state,  asserted  that 
one  road,  the  Burlington,  whose  offi- 
cial asserted  it  had  lost  1630.000  in  its. 
state  freight  business  in  1904,  had,  as 
a  matter  of  fact,  shown  a  profit  of 
about  1^50,000.  Governor  Herbert  S. 
Hadley,    who   had    been   active   in   these 


proceedings  while  the  attorney  gen- 
eral, will  make  the  principal  argument 
for    the   state. 

The  case  has  attracted  wide  atten- 
tion. For  many  months  experts  for 
both  sides  gathered  testimony  to  up- 
hold their  contentions,  and  a  mas.s  of 
figures  was  presented  during  Nove'ii- 
ber  and  December  last.  The  status  of 
the  case   is   this:  ^ 

The  railroads  some  time  ago  obtained 
■an  injunction,  restraining  the  state  ot- 
ficlals  from  enforcing  the  freight  law. 
which  reduced  existing  freight .  rates 
about  25  per  cent.  The  railroads  dt- 
murred  to  the  2-cent  law,  but  agreed 
to  give  It  a  trial,  and  it  has  been  in 
fcrce  since  June.  1907.  The  pr.vient 
heaving  Is  intended  to  be  a  final  di.^po- 
sltior  so  far  as  the  United  States  dis- 
trict court  is  concerned,  of  the  ques- 
tion of  both  the  freight  and  passenger 
rates   in  Missouri. 

Judge  McPherson   has  promised  a  de- 
cision early  in  February. 


Washington,  Jan.  20. — Representa- 
tive Martin  of  South  Dakota,  thinks

"It  has  been  leported  from  unoffi- 
cial sources,"  said  Mr.  Hodgson,  "that 
there  is  about  40o.tioo.0oo  pounds  of 
roper  in  the  iiands  of  consumers  at  the 
present  time.  It  is  my  belief,  from 
what  I  have  been  able  to  gather,  tliat 
there  i.s  not  over  150. Otto. 000  pounds  in 
the  hands  of  tlie  American  consumers 
today. 

"1  am  inclined  to  believe  that  there 
is  more  reserve  melal  in  the  hands  of 
the  German  consumers  th.m  tiiere  is 
In  the  hands  of  tlie  Knglish  manufac- 
turers. However.  I  do  not  think  that 
the  reserve  held  by  either  the  ru-rman 
or  English  consumers  will  affect  the 
advance    of    the    price    of    the   metal.'" 

Mr.  Hodgson  says  the  »>  estern  cop- 
per situation  is  very  pr«)mlslng.  They 
are  opening  up  tlie  .Vrizona  mines  in 
good  shape,  and  Mr.  Hodgson  believes 
that  there  is  a  very  bright  future  for 
some  of  the  Utah   properties.

The  Stat*-  auditor  Is  again  calling 
upon  Duluth  for  the  money  it  owes 
the  state  for  the  inebriate  fund,  pro- 
vide a  for  by  the  last  legislature 

A  bill  was  passed  providing  fur  the 
buil'ling  of  a  state  home  for  inebriate^ 
aSd  the  monty  for  building  the  in- 
stitution and  maintalTiing  it  was  to  be 
procured  by  every  city,  town  and  vill- 
age in  Minnesota  contributing  2  per 
cent  of  its  liquor  license   money. 

The  state  auditor  has  several  times 


asked    Duluth    to    send    forward    her 
share  of  the  fund,  but  no  attention  has 
been    paid    these    requests.         Finally, 
the   state    auditor      wrote      to      Mayor 
Haven  direct,  hinting  that  if  the  mat- 
ter   were    not    settled    right    aw-ay    it 
would  be  put   in  the   hands  of  the  at- 
torney   general.         Mayor    Haven    or- 
dered   that    the    money   be    paid   over 
Last  vear  a  small  town  in  Southern 
Minnesota  tried  to  dodge  payment    and 
the  case   was  taken  into  court,   where 
the   state   won   out.        The    2    per   cent 
of  liquor  license  money  is  supposed  to 
be   sent    forward   as    fa^t  as    received.

said  there  Is  no  fiuestion  as  to  the 
guilt  of  the  soldiers  of  the  Twenty- 
fifth  regiment.  He  justified  the  presi- 
dent in  his  discharge  of  the  entire 
hodv  of  troops  because  of  the  impos- 
sibility of  fixing  the  guilt  upon  par- 
ticular  soldiers. 

Sneaking  of  the  treatment  of  the 
negro  by  the  people  of  the  South,  Mr. 
Frnzier  said: 

"I  would  not  be  entirely  frank  if  I 
did  not  say  that  upon  certain  phases 
of  the  race  tiuestion,  1,  in  common  with 
the  rest  of  the  South  have  stood  ana 
I  bellev.,-  will  ever  stand,  firm  and 
unalterable.  First  never  again  will 
the  negro  race  be  allowed  to  politically 
dominate  and  control  a  sovereign  state 
of  this  union.  To  do  so  would  be  to 
enthrone  ignorance  and  give  It  dom- 
ination over  intelligence  and  to  bring 
back  the  rapine  and  utter  recklessness 
and  debauchery  of  the  Reconstruction 
era.  Second:  The  social  barrier  which 
separates  the  races  will  never  be  al- 
lowed to  be  lowered.  To  do  so  would 
destroy  the  purity  and  Integrity  of  the 
white  race,  and  shock  the  .sensibilities 
and  outrage  the  moral  sense  of  the 
Caucasian  race  the  world  over.  For 
forty  years  In  patience  and  kindness, 
the  people  of  the  South  have  wrestled 
with  this  problem,"  he  said  In  con- 
clusion. 

•'It  is  still  unsolved.  What  the  end 
will  be  only  God  In  His  infinite  wis- 
dom can  see.  Shall  it  be,  that  the 
black  race  be  deported?  If  feasible.  It 
would  remove  the  last  remaining  bar- 
rier to  complete  the  unity  of  thl 
American    people. 

"Shall  it  be  a  race  war,  bloody,  fierce, 
exterminating — a  war  for  the  survival 
of  the  fittest?  God  forbid.  Shall  it  be 
amalgamation  and  the  unspeakable 
horror  of  a  corrupted  and  Inferior  race? 
To  allow  It  would  be  to  destroy  that 
civilization    which      Is      at     once    our

The  crib  marked  the  beginning  of 
the  second  section  extending  furtiier 
Into  tlie  lake.  It  was  used  as  the 
headquarters  for  supplies  and  men  of 
the  second  section.  The  wooden  ma- 
terial used  In  the  crib  me.de  it  an  easy 
prey  of  the  fire.  Powder  and  dyna- 
mite used  in   blasting  were  both  stored 

Ortilnarily  from*  sixty  to  seventy-five 
men  were  employed.  They  worked  In 
shifts  of  eight  hours  each,  eating  on 
the  premises  and  sleeping  in  the  bunks 
with  which  tlie  place  was  provided.  A 
suspended  tramway  connected  the  crib 
with  the  shore.  Immense  buckets, 
suspended  from  heavy  wire  cable  and 
worked  by  machinery,  carried  sup- 
plies to  the  place. 

When  the  fire  was  first  discovered 
an  attempt  was  made  by  a  few  daring 
ones  to  reach  the.  crib  in  the  buckets, 
but   failed.  _, 

When  Capt.  Johnson,  after  what 
seemed  to  him  an  Inteiniinable  trip, 
reached  his  goal,  a  fearful  scene  greet- 
ed his  eyes.  Frantic  victims  of  the 
fire,  their  hair  singed  oft  and  their 
skins  blackened,  were  struggling  in 
the  water  and  ;co.  Some  of  them 
fought  against  their  reseuer.s,  only  to 
sink  unconscious  on  the  deck  when 
forced  aboard  the  tug.  When  every- 
body in  sight  had  been  taken  aboard. 
a  second  muffled  explosion  was  heard, 
probably  marking  tlie  snuffing  out  of 
more    lives      In      the    tunnel    under    the 

"When  I  neared  the  crib,"  said  Capt. 
Johnson,  "I  saw  a  number  of  men,  their 
clothing  ablaze,  run  out  of  the  blazing 
structure  and  jump  into  the  lake. 
Others  rapidly  twisted  ropes  about 
anything  they  could  fin  J  and  jumped 
into  the  water.  Others  used  boxes  and 
pieces  of  timber,  as  life  preservers. 

"When  we  got  within  fifty  feet  of 
the  crib  I  slowed  down  the  engines 
aud  began  throwing  out  ropes  and  life 
belts  to  the  men  In  the  water.  Some 
of  the  men  fought  us  ard  others  were 
so  cold  and  stiff  from  their  icy  baths 
that  we  had  to  reach  over  and  drag 
them  in.  They  were  taken  to  the 
boiler  room,  where  they  were  kept  as 
warm  as  possible.  Meanwhile  we  kept 
drifting  closer  to  the  crib,  where  a 
dozen  or  more  men,  huddled  together 
on  a  far  section  of  the  pilings  whch 
had  not  been  reached  3y  the  flames, 
were  crying  for  assistance.  When  we 
bumped  against  the  ruined  structure 
some  of  the  men  jumped  aboard,  but 
others  were  so  unnerved  that  we  had 
to  climb  out  and  drag  them  aboard. 
Still  others  crawled  from  different 
parts  of  the  crib  with  their  clothing 
ablaze.  One  of  these  we  were  com- 
pelled to  throw  into  the  lake  in  order 
to  extinguish  the  fire  on  his  clothing. 
We  tied  a  rope  around  him  and  dipped 
Mm  in  the  water  and  then  pulled  him 
back  aboard  the  tug.  It  was  while 
we  were  doings  this  that  the  second  ex- 
plosion occurred  and  I  'Dacked  the  tug 
away.  We  could  see  no  more  injured 
and   departed  iov   the   shore."

Miners'   Secretary    Has 

Letter  Bearing  on  Jail 

Sentence. 

Indianapolis.  Ind.,  Jan.  20. — The  re- 
port of  Secretary  W.  D.  Ryan  of  the 
United  Mine  Workers,  submitted  today 
at  the  twentietli  annual  convention, 
begins  by  congratulating  the  organ- 
ization and  its  joint  agreements  witli 
the  operators  of  coal  mines  in  practi- 
cally all  the  districts,  carrying  no  de- 
crease In  wages  or  tightening  of  the 
conditions  of  labor,  despite  the  Indus- 
trial  deprt-ssion. 

The  membership  of  the  organization 
increased  from  54,700  in  December, 
1898,  to  294,746  in  December.  1908.  The 
secretary  called  attention  to  the  larg» 
decrease  in  the  funds  of  the  organiza- 
tion. April  1,  1908.  it  had  on  hand 
$931,996  and  Dec.   1,  1595,739.37. 

Secretary  Ryan  protested  against  the 
electioneering  methods,  which,  he  said, 
were  adopted  in  the  last  campaign 
within  the  organization.  "Officers  and 
candidates,"  he  said,  "can  certainly 
use  their  time  and  talent  to  better  ef- 
fect by  devising  ways  and  means  to 
build  up  the  organization,  rather  than 
descending  to  the  level  of  ward  poli- 
ticians by  securing  the  assistance  of 
questionable  newspapers  in  laying  bare 
each  others  faults."

Ing  out  In  some  w^orkable  form  the 
recommendations  of  the  governor  and 
the    state    auditor. 

There  was  no  politics  in  this.  If  the 
legislature  had  adopted  the  resolu- 
tion and  the  committee  had  been 
formed,  tliree  of  its  members  would 
liave  been  appointed  by  Speaker 
Kockne  of  the  iiouse.  who  is  a  Re- 
publican, and  three  by  Lieutenant  Gov- 
ernor Eberhart,  who  is  also  Repub- 
lican. According  to  a  custom  based 
on  old-time  courtesy,  the  Democrats 
would  have  had  representation  on  the 
lommittee.  but  there  would  probably 
have  been  but  two  Democrats  as 
against   four   Republicans. 

Sueli  a  committee  could  have  devised 
a  bill  without  a  thought  of  politics, 
working  singlemindedly  for  tlie  best 
good  of  the  state  of  Minnesota.  The 
opposition  to  tlie  resolution  from  a 
fear  that  Governor  Johnson  would  gain 
additional  prestige  from  the  creation 
of  sucli  a  bureau  as  he  proposed.  Tlie 
same  oppostiion  will  be  exerted  against 
llie  bill  introduced  by  Senator  Work.s. 
providing  for  a  bureau  of  three  mem- 
ber.s  to  be  appointed  by  the  governor, 
to  take  over  the  state's  land  depart- 
ment, including  tlie  branches  relating 
to  forestry  and  mines.  If  this  measure 
is  considered  on  its  merits  it  or  some- 
think  like  it  will  go  through.  If  it  Is 
considered  on  a  basis  strictly  partisan, 
it  will  fail;  for  its  author  is  a  Demo- 
crat. 

It  is  something  new  to  find  partisan 
politics  creeping  into  the  deliberations 
of  the  Minnesota  legislature,  but  hav- 
ing crept  in.  it  Is  not  surprising  to 
find  it  working  to  the  prejudice  of  the 
state's    interests 

Tlie  question  before  the  legislature 
is  not  whether  this  party  or  that  party 
si^ali  have  credit  or  lose  credit;  neith- 
er it  Is  whether  this  man  or  ttrat  man 
shall  have  the  privilege  of  appointing 
men  to  fill  a  certain  office  or  offces 
It  Is  simply  a  question  of  whether  the 
state  shall  take  steps  adequately  to 
conserve  its  remaining  natural  wealth, 
or  whether  It  will  go  on.  as  it  has  gone 
on  In  the  past,  letting  il.s  resources  go 
10  waste  for  lack  of  proper  facilities 
to  care  for  tiiem. 

It  reallv  makes  no  essential  differ- 
ence whether  the  bill  providing  for 
this  needed  care  of  the  state's  natural 
wealth  comes  from  a  Democrat  or  a 
Republican.  It  makes  no  difference 
wliether  the  places  are  filled  by  ap- 
pointment or  by  election.  If  the  Re- 
publican objection  to  giving  Governor 
John.son  a  new  place  to  fill  Is  Insur- 
mountable. It  Is  a  simple  matter  to 
prepare  a  bill  providing  for  a  single 
commissioner  to  have  charge  of  this 
work,  and  making  the  office  elective 
instead  of  appointive. 

There  Is  no  more  politics  connected 
with  Governor  Johnson's  attempt  to 
Iwing  about  greater  care  of  the  state's 
resources  tlian  there  is  In  any  other 
recommendation  In  his  message.  It  was 
Ills  duty  to  place  before  the  legislature 
such  suggestions  as  occurred  to  him 
looking  to  the  welfare  of  the  state  and 
its  people.  He  made  some  suggestions, 
including  this  one  about  a  state  bu- 
reau of  natural  resources.  The  first 
attempt  to  carry  the  Idea  out  Into 
practice  Is  met  by  Republican  opposii 
tion.  If  it  persists,  but  conclusion  can 
be  drawn:  that  opposition  is  more  con- 
cerned with  undermining  the  popular- 
ity of  Governor  Johnson  than  it  is 
with  the  welfare  of  Minnesota.  But 
that  Is  a  characteristic  of  partisan  poll- 
tics  carried  out  to  its  logical  ends. 
•  «  • 
The  house  railroad  committee  had  a 
merry  time  of  It  yesterday  afternoon 
herring  various  interests  criticise  the 
present  anti-pas.s  law.  Nobody — open- 
ly, at  least — asked  for  the  repeal  of 
the  law  and  the  restoration  of  the  good 
old  days  of  special  privileges  In  the 
transportation  of  persons  and  mes- 
sag'es  for  certain  classes.  But  It  was 
made  quite  clear  that  the  anti-pass 
law  covered  certain  things  that  were 
not  contemplated  by  tlie  legislature, 
and  that  there  is  need  that  It  be 
amended. 

For  Instance,  there  are  railroad  of- 
ficers and  attorneys  in  this  state  who 
are  giving  a  part  of  their  time  to 
pubic  service  witliout  pay.  They  are 
membt-rs  of  school  boards,  members 
of  honorary  state  boards  of  various 
kinds,  or  notaries  public.  Under  the 
an  ti -pass  law  they  cannot  ride  free 
over  their  own  roads  because  they  hold 
these  public  offices.  They  have  to 
choose  between  giving  up  their  passes, 
to  which  they  are  fully  entitled  as 
railroad  employes,  and  giving  up  their 
public  positions.  There  are  men  of 
talent  and  experience  and  capacity  In 
the  railroad  business,  men  who  are 
good  citizens  and  who  take  a  vital 
interest  In  public  affairs.  These  men 
cannot  accept  unpaid  public  positions, 
under  the  law  as  It  stands,  without 
obligating  tiiemselves  to  pay  railroad 
fares  whenever  they  travel,  even  on 
their  own  lines. 

Wliat  the  anti-pass  law  was  de- 
signed- to  attack,  of  course,  was  the 
acceptance  of  passes  by  public  officials 
who  are  In  a  position  where,  If  the 
generosity  of  the  railroads  affected 
their  Judgment,  they  would  have  a 
chance  to  give  favors  In  return  at  the 
expense  of  the  public.  It  was  intended 
that  railroads  should  be  kept  out  of 
politics  so  far  as  possible,  and  there- 
fore they  were  to  be  forbidden  to  give 
passes  to  delegates  to  conventions,  to 
political  workers,  and  to  candidates  for 
and  Incumbents  of  public  offices  like 
members  of  the  legislature,  Judges, 
governors,   sheriffs,   etc. 

But  the  railroad  attorney  serving  on 
a  school  board  is  not  li.vjly  to  betray 
the  public  Interests  for  the  sake  of  a 
free  pass;  he  gets  his  pass  anyway. 
Ihe  railroad  surgeon,  who  becomes  a 
member  of  a  state  board  in  charge  of 
some  educational  or  charitable  institu- 
tion, where  he  serves  without  pay  be- 
cause he  Is  esteemed  by  the  appointive 
power  as  a  good  citizen,  Is  very  nu- 
llkely  to  betray  the  state's  Interests  to 
the  railroad  for  the  sake  of  a  free  pass; 
he  gets  his  pass  anyway,  too.  A 
notarv  public  Is  not  in  a  position  to 
betray  the  people's  interests  to  a  rail- 
road, either;  yet  if  a  railroad  attorney 
hsppens  to  be  a  notary  public,  he  can't 
ilde  free  on  his  own  railroad. 

Neither  are  there  great  potentialities 
of  corruption  If  the  law  permits  a  po- 
liceman in  uniform  to  ride  free  on  a 
street  car,  or  a  fireman,  or  a  health  of- 
ficer, or  a  member  of  a  salvage  corp  or 
a  IFnlted  States  mall  carrier.  Yet  the 
law  bars  all  these,  and  even  if  the 
streel  railway  wishes  to  let  a  police- 
man n  ake  a  quick  Jump  from  one  part 
of  liis  beat  to  another  to  stop  a  riot. 
It  can't   do  It  under  the  law. 

All  these  and  other  reasons  were 
heard  by  the  railroad  committee  yes- 
terday afternoon,  and  there  is  little 
doubt  that  some  changes  will  be  made 
In  the  law.  What  the  anti-pass  bill 
was  aimed  at  la  perfectly  clear.  That 
It  has  gone  too  far,  so  far  that  In  some

"But  my  deft"  joung  ladles,"  the 
speaker  remarked,  ^i.lle  1  e  allowed 
full  scope  to  the  Tafit  smile,  "I  did  not 
come  here  to  biakj  a  prepared  ad- 
dress. I  came  'hete  trusting  to  the 
inspiration  of  tiie  Iwioment  for  what 
your  bright  eyes  arro  pretty  faces  and 
ycur  charming  ,  pretfence  might  bring 
out  of  me.  I  ^ust*^  am  not  too  old 
yet  to  yield  tc«^the 'cliarm  of  beauty 
and  that.  too.  wmlcb  even  ti  Northern 
man  may  be  av?^k^ed  to.  I  know 
there  Is  a  theory  that  we  are  all  cold 
In  the  North,  but  I 'assure  you  it  Is 
not  true.  I  remember  whl  e  once  in 
Nashville,  of  making  inquiries  regard- 
ing a  great  many  families  there,  and 
I  found  that  Immediately  after  the  war 
there  were  a  great  many  Northern  of- 
ficers who  exercised  admirable  taste, 
and  who  found  young  ladles  of  beauty 
and  charm,  formerly  on  the  other  side, 
who  were  willing  or  who  at  least  were 
Induced  whetlier  willing  or  not,  to  be- 
come the  wives  of  Northern  men,  so 
that  It  might  not  be  the  ■worst  lot  should 
your  fate  ever  carry  you  nrrth  of  the 
Mason  and  Dixon  line,  for  we  know 
a  good  thing  when  we  see  It." 


Instances  It  works  lnjuriou3ly  to  the 
public  interests.  Is  also  perfectly  clear. 
The  legislature  not  being  nearly  so  un- 
reasonable as  some  people  ftmcy,  there 
seems  to  be  no  reason  why  there  should 
be  any  trouble  about  agreeing  upon 
the  proper  change.  It  will  not  let 
d  iwn  the  bars  to  paid  pubhc  officers. 
For  instance,  a  St.  Paul  ajdtirman  told 
the  committee  In  all  seriousness  that 
aldermen  ought  to  have  street  railway 
passes.  He  might  as  well  have  saved 
Ills  breath.  Tlie  anti-pass  law  has 
come  to  stay,  for  some  time  at  least, 
and  the  loopholes  In  It  are  not  going 
to  i;e  wide.  There  is  no  need,  how- 
ever, of  the  state's  becoming  so  vir- 
tuous and  upright  that  It  leans  back- 
ward, and  that  Is  what  It  Is  doing 
with    the   present   anti-pass    law. 

The  committee  will  decide  later  up- 
on  what  action  to  take. 

•  •     • 

The  house  elections  committee  will 
hr.ve  no  trouble  about  election  con- 
tests this  year.  When  It  met  yesterday 
afternoon  to  take  up  the  contests 
against  Representative  Lobeck,  Pro- 
hbllionlst.  and  Rdpresentatlve  Carley. 
Democrat,  it  waa^notlfled  that  the  con- 
te.^ls  liad  been  dropped,  It  l^elng  clear 
tliat  both  these  members  have  a  clear, 
though    small,    majority. 

P.  H.  Mc(;arry  *of  Walker,  whom 
many  St.  Louis  county  folks  will  re'- 
iiiember  as  a  long-time  resident  of  the 
Mesaba  range,  has  taken  to  the  legis- 
lative game  like  a  d»iok  to  water,  and 
his  campaign  for  a  hew  normal  school 
at  Cuss  Lake  is  to  be  admired.  Yes- 
terday he  was  showing  aboun  the  house 
two  great,  handsome  photographs  of 
Star  island,  the  beautiful  park  in  Cass 
lake,  as  pictures  of  the  "site  of  the  new 
Cass   Lake   normal   school." 

The  house  committee  on  normal 
schools  win  hear  tomorrow  evening 
those  who  are  come  to  present  tlie 
needs  of  a  new  school  in  Northern  Min- 
nesota. The  question  of  location  is 
properly  to  be  left  until  a  later  time 
for   a    decision. 

•  •      • 

Attorney  General  Simpson  has  decid- 
ed that  no  cliange  will  be  needed  to 
make  the  bill  asserting  the  -Btate's 
claim  to  the  minerals  underlying  mean- 
dered lakes  and  rivers  constitutional, 
but  the  committee  is  now  considering 
tv.'o  other  points.  One  was  raised  by 
Representative  Austin  of  Chisholni. 
wiio  wants  tlie  bill  to  make  it  perfect- 
ly clear  that  ^t  the  state  gains  titlt 
to  these  lakebed  mines  and  issues  leas- 
es upon  them,  no  drainagi  of  lakes 
shall  be  permitted  that  will  work  dam- 
age to  riprarian  owners.  He  iias  in 
mind  Longyear  lake,  whUh  Is  sup- 
posed to  cover  'a  good  deal  of  trun 
ore.  If  it  were  drained  the  village  ot 
Clilsholm  would  be  bereft  of  Its  water 
supply,  and  it  would  also  lose  the 
1100,000  filtration  plant  It  has  put  In. 
This  will  1  o  doubt  be  cared  for  by  the 
committee. 

Another  matter  about  which  the 
members  of  the  committee  asked  the 
attorney  general  and  the  state  auditor 
was  whether  applications  n  ade  to  the 
state  upon  lakebed  deposits  still  hold 
good.  Some  were  mado  before  the 
law  was  passed  two  years  ago  repeal- 
ing the  mineral  lease  law,  t.nd  the  ap- 
plicants have  trted  to  keep  them  alive. 
The  attorney  general  and  state  auditor 
were  asked  to  look  into  this,  and  see 
if  these  leases  could  be  is.'iued  If  the 
state  asserted  Its  claim  to  the  lake- 
bed   minerals. 

•  •      • 

The  legislature  yesterday  afternoon, 
in  informal  session  presided  over  by 
Representative  A.  K.  Ware  of  North - 
field,  heard  an  intet^sting  talk  by  Dr. 
Milo  lioy  Maltbie,  a  memaer  of  tlie 
I  ublic  service  comnii.«sion  of  Greater 
New  York,  on  the  regulation  of  public 
utilities.  Tlie  address  was  heard- with 
especial  intei-est,  because  It  Is  alto- 
gether probable  that  before  the  session 
is  over  Minnesota  will  enaot  a  publi'- 
utilities   law   in   some   form    or   other. 

Dr.  Maltbie  showed  that  public  regu- 
lation of  public  service  corporations 
is  needed  because  there  is,  as  a  rule, 
no  effective  competition  In  these  en- 
terprises. If  a  man  thinks  his  grocer 
or  buccher  or  shoemaker  isn't  doing 
quite  the  riglit  thing,  lie  can  change  to 
some  other  grocer  or  butcher  or  shoe- 
maker. But  he  catit  do  that  with  the 
street  railway  line,  ihe  gas  company 
or  the  electric  llghc  company.  He  either 
has  to  grin  and  bear  it,  or  stir  up  his 
legislature  to  provide  public  regulation 
tiiat  will  Insure  good  service  and  fair 
charges.  That  is  what  Governor 
Hughes  did  in  New  York,  and  the  re- 
sult there  was  the  two  public  service 
commi.-^slons,  one  fc>r  Greater  New  York 
and  one  for  the  rest  of  the  state.  Tliey 
seek  to  regulate  prices,  methods  and 
service  in  the  Interests  of  the  public, 
without  dealing  unjustly  with  the 
stockholders  of  *  the  public  service 
corporation. 

•  •      • 

The  house  tax  committee  met  yester- 
ilay  afternoon  and  authorized  the 
chairman  to  .«end  copies  of  all  pending 
tax  bills  to  the  rax  commission  for  Its 
consideration.  It  was  also  decided  to 
invite  the  tax  commi§.«ion  to  furnish 
such  suggestions  and  Information  as 
it  could  to  help  the  committee  perform 
its  work  properly  and  effectively. 

As  to  the  idea  of  dividing  the  com- 
mittee into  special  sub-committees  for 
various  purposes.  It  was  decided  that 
it  would  be  just  as  well  to  let  the 
committee  be  appointed  by  the  chair- 
man whenever  the  need  of  them  ap- 
peared.

PROHIBITION  BILL 
MEETS  WITH  VETO 

Tennessee  Governor  Re- 
jects Measure— Antl- 
Llquor  Act  Passes. 

Nashville,  Jan.  20. — Governor  Patter- 
son yesterday  afternoon  filed  a  veto  of 
the  state-wide  prohibition  bill  which 
last  week  wa3  'passed.  The  governor's 
action  followed  adjournment  of  the 
senate,  after  it  had  passed  on  third 
reading  the  bill  prohibiting  the  manu- 
lacture  in  Tennessee  of  intoxicating 
liquors.  Consequently  the  veto  was 
read   to  the  senate  this  morning. 

The  bill  prohibiting  the  manufacture 
of  ll()uor  was  amended  so  as  to  become 
effective  Jan.  1,  1910.  With  the  two 
laws  on  the 'statute  books,  property 
worth  millions  will  be  made  practical- 
ly worthless;  vast  revenues  to  the  state 
and  to  certain  counties  and  cities  will 
be  cut  off.  Nashville,  Memphis  and 
Chattanooga  are.  the  only  cities  that 
would  be  affected  by  the  bill  prohibit- 
ing the  sale  of  liquor,  as  local  option 
laws  are  already  In  effect  practically 
throughout  the  state. 

In  his  veto  message  Governor  Pat- 
terson charges  that  such  legislation  is 
against  the  Democratic  platform  and 
the  doctrine  of  self-government;  that 
it  sets  aside  the  recorded  will  of  the 
people;  that  experience  has  taught  that 
no  arbitrary  prohibition  law  was  ever 
obeyed,  and  that  Its  enactment  brings 
no  settlement  of  the  question;  that  It 
destroys  property,  reduces  state  rev- 
enues, increases  taxation,  takes  money 
from  the  people  to  send  It  elsewhere, 
foments  distord.  Impairs  the  dignity 
of  the  commonwealth,  fosters  hypocrisy 
and  invites  evasion  and  deceit  In  the 
people.

Minnesota's  system  of  state  free  em- 
ployment bureaus  has  attracted  coun- 
try-wide attention  and  has  even  been 
considered  by  New  York  as  a  model 
to  follow,  In  establishing  free  labor 
agencies  of  its  own. 

Lewis  Levy,  superintendent  of  the 
Minnesota  state  free  employment  bu- 
reaus, who  is  In  the  city  to  inspect  the 
local  bureau,  states  that  Secretary  Ed- 
ward T.  nevine  of  the  New  York  Char- 
ities and  Corrections  came  to  Minne- 
apolis this  winter  especially  to  study 
the  methods  employed  by  this  state  In 
conducting  its  free  agencies,  with  the 
Idea  of  putting  the  same  methods  Into 
effect  in  New  York  city.  That  city  had 
a  svstem  of  bureaus  several  years  ago. 
but"  according  to  Mr.  Levy,  It  did  not 
prove  satisfactory  and  the  bureaus 
gradually  passed  out  of  existence,  ex- 
cei>t    free    agencies    fur    women. 

Mr  Levy  said  that  Mr.  l>evine  com- 
plimented Minnesota  very  liighly  upon 
The  work  of  its  labor  bureaus  and  the 
wav  they  are  conducted.  Mr.  Devlne 
aUi.  vi.sittd  the  Associated  Chanties  of 
the  Twin  Cities  and  the  labor  cummis- 
siontr  in  St.  Paul  in  regard  to  free 
emp'iovm.nt  agency  work. 

•Boston  has  probably  the  most  effic- 
ient labor  bureaus  in  the  country."  said 
Mr.  Levy,  "but  why  shouldn't  they  be.' 
Thev  have  an  annual  appropriation 
of  i25.t'0O  an»l  they  are  situated  Jn 
one  of  the  greatest  >'"li'f »»■'».•  J^f^.^.^F^ 
of  the  country.  We  get  but  $10,000  in

A  AVoman's  Reasons  in  Favor  of 
Granting  Tiiein  the  Franchise.

STATE  WIDE  ACTION. 

'•The  esteemed  legislature  will  do  well  to  shy  at 
the  proposition  to  appropriate  $100,000  for  advertis- 
ing ilie  .*?tate.  Of  wliat  value,  tor  instance,  is  it  to 
the  southern  two-tliirds  of  the  stute  to  expend 
$100,000,  or  anv  other  sum,  in  advertising  the  north 
tl'.ird?  The  railroad?,  wouhl  be  the  main  bene- 
ficlurits  seconded  by  the  land  companies  and  the 
jobbing  and  manufacturing  houses  of  the  Twin 
Cities.  The  Northwest,  including  Northern  Minne- 
sota, has  been  exfiioiled  by  the  railroads  and  land 
speculators  to  the  detriment  of  the  rural  sections  of 
Minnesota  and  states  to  the  south  and  east  of  us. 
Alluring  descriptions — mostly  bogus — have  drawn 
tlie  vuung  life  and  energy  from  the  older  sections 
until  there  has  bet-n  an  actual  decrease  In  population 
in  old  agricultural  sections.  The  truth  is  tiie  entire 
Northwest  has  been  over  developed  in  the  Interest  of 
railroad  speculation  and  watered  stock,  at  the  ex- 
pi  nse  of  the  older  agricultural  ureas.  If  the  rail- 
roads, the  land  companies  and  the  Twin  City  job- 
bers and  manufacturers  wish  Northern  Minnesota 
exploited  let  them  capitalize  the  scheme  and  do  the 
Job  right.  They  have  no  right  to  .ask  the  state  to 
finance  the  project." 

Tbe  above  from  the  Cannon  F.nlls  Beacon,  one  of 
the  fairest  and  most  thoughtful  of  the  Southern  Minne- 
sota journals,  is  commended  to  the  careful  considera- 
tion of  the  press  of  the  northern  part  of  the  state.  It 
shows,  most  clearly,  to  what  extent  sectionalism  has 
its  grip  upon  Minnesota. 

The  resimrces  of  Minnesota,  which  should  be  a  matter 
of  state-wide  pride  are  instead  a  source  of  sectional  jeal- 
ousy, and  policies  of  state,  which  should  make  for  the 
state's  betterment,  have  come  to  be  a  thing  for  un- 
seemly s(iuabbling  between  northern  and  southern  sec- 
tions, with  the  result  that  Minnesota  is  not  getting 
ahead  as  fast  as  it  ought. 

When  such  papers  as  the  Cannon  Falls  Beacon  will 
talk  .-is  the  Beacon  talks  in  the  paragraph  quoted  above 
it  is  time  to  realize  that  something  is  wrong,  to  enquire 
what  it  is  and  to  seek  for  a  remedy.  Natural  conditions 
are  partly  to  blame  for  the  sectionalism  that  exists  in 
Minnesota.  It  is  a  state  of  varied  resources.  The  iron 
mining  country  of  the  ranges  is  utterly  different  from 
the  vviioat  fields  of  the  Red  river  valley  while  the  great 
timber  belts  of  the  central  section  have  little  that  is 
common  to  either  and  life  in  the  extreme  southern  part 
of  the  state  goes  on  under  conditions  still  more  radically 
different.  Southern  Minnesota  is  strictly  an  agricultural 
secti'-n  and  as  such  has  been  developed  these  many  years. 
Northern  Minnesota,  on  the  contrary,  is  an  agricultural, 
mineral  and  manufacturing  region,  and  even  its  agricul- 
tural conditions  are  utterly  different  from  those  which 
prevail  in  the  southern  third  of  the  state.  But  we  of 
the  north  have  been  much  to  blame  in  that  we  have  been 
too  abusive  of  the  south  for  not  immediately  consenting 
to  all  our  demands.  We  have  failed  to  take  into  consid- 
eration that  Southern  Minnesota  cannot  understand  at 
once  the  needs  of  a  country  so  different  from  itself.  We 
have  berated  Southern  Minnesota  for  this  lack  of  under^ 
standing.  It  is  our  own  fault.  Instead  of  demanding, 
and  insisting  that  our  demands  should  be  complied  with 
forthwith,  we  should  have  instituted  a  campaign  of 
education.  There  was  bitter  opposition  to  the  policy  of 
drainage  in  Southern  Minnesota  at  fir^t,  but  when  that 
section  of  the  state  was  made  to  see  that  drainage  was 
a  state  wide  measure,  that  the  state  would  reap  im- 
mense profits  in  money  from  drainage,  opposition  to  the 
policy  practically  ceased. 

It  is  up  to  the  press  of  Northern  Minnesota  to  study 
the  needs  of  the  northern  two-thirds  of  the  state  from 
the  standpoint  of  the  southern  one-third  and  to  begin  a 
campaign  of  reason  and  education.  The  people  of  South" 
ern  Minnesota  are  a  reasonable  people.  They  can  be 
made  to  see  things  provided  we  do  not  try  to  cram 
them  down  their  throats. 

What  the  Cannon  Falls  Beacon  says,  as  quoted  above; 
shows  how  widespread  is  the  misinformation  and  the 
lack  of  information  concerning  the  resources  of  the  state. 
The  newspapers  of  the  section  of  the  state  most  vitally 
interested  in  state  development  should  begin  at  once  an 
earnest  campaign  of  education.  There  is  no  other  single 
thing  w'.iich  will  make  so  powerfully  for  the  develop- 
ment of  the  state  as  that. 


THE  UNDERPAID  MINISTRY. 

There  has  been  sotnc  agitation  throughout  the  county 
for  the  repeal  of  various  state  laws  which  forbid  the  issu" 
ance  <>f  passes  so  far  as  the  law  applies  to  ministers  of 
the  gospel.  The  reasims  advanced  for  this  action  are  that 
ministers  of  the  gospel  are  engaged  in  labors  of  charity 
from  which  all  mankind  benefit  and  that  they  are  grossly 
underpaid  for  that  service. 

It  is  safe  to  predict  that  such  exceptions  will  not  bo 
made.  Such  exceptions  are  based  upo.i  a  reasoning  that 
is  fuiKlamcntally  false  from  an  economic  standpoint.  Nu 
matter  what  may  be  the  character  of  the  service  ren- 
dered by  the  clergy  to  mankind,  the  compelling  of  one 
class  of  people  to  pay  for  that  service  cannot  be  justified. 
It  is  no  more  right  for  the  state  to  take  the  property  of 
the  railroads  to  pay  the  preacher  than  for  it  to  take  the 
property  of  the  washwoman  for  that  purpose.  And  even 
if  the  railroads  are  not  compelled,  but  only  permitted 
to  grant  passes  to  the  clergy,  it  is  morally  wrong  for 
public  opinion  to  press  for  the  concession,  and  it  is  a 
great  error  for  the  ministry  to  accept,  as  a  class,  such 

charity. 

Every  man  is  worthy  of  his  hire,  the  preacher  along 
with  the  rest  of  us.  No  man,  and  no  class  of  men,  ought 
to  be  degraded  by  being  singled  out  as  a  special  object 
of  charity.  Are  we  not  right  in  getting  away,  as  we  are 
getting  away,  from  the  day  in  which  the  minister's  pay 
was  eked  out  by  means  of  the  donation  social?  It  used 
to  be  that  the  preacher  took  it  for  granted  that  his  call- 
ing madt  him  the  object  of  charity  on  the  part  of  every 
one  else,  and  he  accepted  as  his  due  gifts  of  money, 
clothing  and  food  which  any  other  self-respecting  man 


would  have  felt  disgraced  to  have  offered  him.  The 
minister's  railroad  pass  is  one  of  the  survivals  of  that 
day  and  is  just  as  objectionable  as  a  liiethod  of  payment 
as  an  order  on  the  baker  for  a  pie  every  other  day,  or  a 
due  bill  on  the  tailor  for  a  pair  of  trousers  every  quarter. 

It  is  perfectly  true,  everybody  knows  it,  that  the  min- 
istry is  wretchedly  underpaid.  The  thing  is  a  disgrace 
to  the  Christian  church,  but  the  preacher,  being  the 
leader  of  the  flock,  is  more  to  blame  for  it  than  any  one 
else.  So  long  as  he  was  content  to  accept,  his  people 
were  willing  to  give.  If  he  gave  no  evidence  of  being 
insulted  by  charity,  his  people,  more  concerned  about 
their  own  personal  affairs  than  about  the  preacher's 
could  hardly  be  expected  to  think  that  they  were  insult- 
ing him.  The  world  does  not  often  have  more  respect 
for  a  man  than  he  has  for  himself,  and  there  was  a  time 
when  the  ministry  had  very  little  respect  for  itself  in 
this   matter. 

It  will  be  a  great  many  years  before  the  ministry  is 
adequately  compensated;  probably  that  time  will  never 
come  in  this  world.  But  the  more  we  get  rid  of  gra- 
tuities, the  more  closely  will  we  approach  it.  The 
preacher  ought  to  be  paid  his  wages  instead  of  being 
compelled  to  beg  for  them,  but  so  long  as  he  does  beg 
for  them,  he  will  not  be  paid  them. 


A  STARTLING  THEORY. 

"The  right  of  citizens  of  the  United  States  to  vote 
shall  not  be  denied  or  abridged  by  the  United  States, 
or  by  any  stale,  on  account  of  race,  color  or  previous 
condition  of  servitude." 

This  is  the  fifteenth  amendment  to  the  Constitution 
of  the  United  States,  an  amendment  which  has  abso- 
lutely failed  of  its  purpose,  but  which  has  been  produc- 
tive of  untold  misery,  oppression  and  uprightcousness 
and  which  has  endangered  for  forty  years,  and  still  en- 
dangers, our  free  institutions. 

An  "era  of  good  feeling"  is  apparently  begun  in  the 
South.  Much  is  being  said  and  done  to  allay  the  bitter- 
ness of  feeling  that  has  existed  in  the  past.  The  South 
is  disposed  to  receive  the  advances  of  the  North  more 
graciously;  the  North  is  disposed  to  grant  the  South 
the  same  freedom  of  thought  and  action  it  reserves  for 
itself.  The  time  grows  riper  forjthe  obliteration  of  sec- 
tional lines.  If  the  North  can  now  acknowledge  the  in- 
justice and  iniquity  of  its  attempt  to  weld  into  one  two 
antipodal  races  of  men;  if  the  North  will  now  take  such 
action  as  will  forever  make  it  impossible  for  it  again  to 
attempt  to  make  the  negro  race  the  equal  of  the  Aryan 
race:  if  the  North  will  do  this,  the  great  problem  of  the 
South  will  be  far  toward  solution,  and  sectionalism  will 
confine  itself  to  the  rivalry  of  who  best  can  serve  the 
state. 

The  way  for  the  North  best  to  do  this  is  to  get  rid 
of  the  fifteenth  amendment  to  the  Constitution.  The 
amendment  is  not  anywhere  observed.  The  South  re- 
fuses to  accept  the  spirit  of  it.  The  North  now  admits 
that  its  enforcement  is  a  racial  impossibility.  Yet  so 
averse  is  every  one  to  tampering  with  the  Constitution 
that  it  can  probably  never  be  repealed;  rather,  the  people 
are  content  to  let  it  remain  a  dead  letter.  Could  it  be 
forever  wiped  out,  however,  it  would  inake  all  the  dif- 
ference in  the  world  in  the  feeling  of  the  Southern 
people  toward  the  North. 

M.  F.  Morris,  formerly  an  associate  justice  of  the 
court  of  appeals  in  the  District  of  Columbia,  writing  in 
the  North  .\merican  Review,  points  out  a  way  in  which 
the  fifteenth  amendment  can  be  blotted  out  of  the  Con- 
stitution so  completely  that  it  can  never  by  any  possi- 
bility again  be  made  a  portion  of  that  document.  His 
proposal  is  new  and  startling.  It  is  nothing  less  than 
the  vigorous  assertion  that  the  fifteenth  amendment  is 
not  now,  and  never  has  been,  and  never  can  be  a  part  of 
the  Constitution.  The  learned  judge  points  out  that 
the  Constitution  may  be  amended,  but  that  it  cannot  be 
added  to,  and  he  declares,  and  offers  much  weighty  evi- 
dence in  proof,  that  the  fifteenth  amendment  is  not  an 
amendment  at  all  but  an  addition  to  the  Constitution. 
Now  no  addition  can  be  made  to  the  Constitution  except 
by  the  consent  of  every  state.  Such  consent  was  never 
obtained  for  the  "fifteenth  amendment."  Five  of  the 
states  of  the  Union— Delaware,  Maryland,  Kentucky. 
Tennessee  and  Oregon— rejected  the  fifteenth  amend 
ment  when  it  was  proposed,  and  have  never  accepted  it. 
If  the  amendment  is  new  matter,  that  is,  an  addition,  in- 
stead of  an  amendment,  it  is  not  a  part  of  the  Consti- 
tution. 

This  question  has  never  been  passed  upon  by  the 
supreme  court.  The  state  of  Oregon,  the  most  northern 
of  the  states  which  rejected  the  amendment,  might  bring 
legal  proceedings  which  would  raise  the  question  of  the 
validity  of  the  amendment.  If  the  views  of  Judge  Morris 
are  correct,  a  service  of  inestimable  benefit  would  there- 
by be  rendered  to  the  nation. 


A  RIGHTEOUS  ELECTION. 

The  election  yesterday  in  Oregon  of  Governor  George 
Chamberlain  to  the  United  States  senate  is  of  peculiar 
interest  to  all  lovers  of  good  government. 

The  new  senator  from  Oregon  is  a  Democrat  while 
the  legislature  which  elected  him  is  Republican.  For  the 
first  time  in  the  history  of  the  nation  a  state  legislature 
controlled  by  one  party  has.  without  a  party  bolt,  chosen 
a  United  States  senator  from  the  opposite  party.  This  is 
owing  to  the  Oregon  primary  law,  which  provides  for 
the  nomination  of  party  candidates  for  the  United  States 
senate  at  a  primary  election  and  then  for  a  second  pri- 
mary election  at  which  the  people  of  the  state  instruct 
the  members  of  the  legislature  which  party  candidate 
they  want  elected.  At  the  election  last  November  the 
people  of  Oregon  chose  a  legislature  which  is  Republican, 
but  at  the  same  time  preferred  the  Democratic  candidate 
for   senator,    Governor    Chamberlain,   to   his    Republican 

opponent. 

Every  possible  party  pressure  was  brought  upon  the 
Republican  members  of  the  legislature  to  be  false  to  their 
oath  and  to  elect  a  Republican  instead  of  Governor 
Chamberlain.  It  was  urged  that  the  Oregon  law  of  pop- 
ular choice  thwarts  the  purpose  of  the  Constitution  and 
that  it  was  therefor  the  duty  of  the  members  of  the  legis- 
laure  to  exercise  their  own  individual  judgment.  These 
arguments,  together  with  pressure  from  high  sources, 
failed  and  the  members  of  the  legislature  remained  true 
to  their  pledges. 

The  election  of  Governor  Chamberlain  will  be  espe- 
cially pleasing  to  the  progressives  of  the  country.  He  is 
a  man  of  ability  with  progressive  views  that  especially 
fit  him  for  public  service  at  this  time  when  progressives 
are  so  urgently  needed.

It  is  simply  that  busi- 
has  engaged  all  of  their  atlen- 
I  tJiink  tliat  V'^irgiiiia  is  going 
to  act  as  a  leader  in  a  movement  tliat 
will  gradually  result  In  the  beautifying 
and  tlie  improving  ot  tlie  conditions  of 
all  of  the  range  towns.

"It  is 
impossible  for  any  compan.v  to  do  busi- 
ness in  Minnesota  at  die  present  time 
tiiat  is  not  thoroughly  honest  in  its 
methods.  The  laws  of  the  state  thor- 
oughly protect  the  policyholde;s  of  all 
the  companies  doing  businesi;  in  the 
state. 

"The  insurance  department  Is  con- 
ducted upon  a  higb  plane  of  eiticiency, 
and,  as  I  say,  ther^  are  lanae  very  ex- 
cellent Insurance  laws  upon  th<;  statute 
books  of  this  state.  There  is  no  state 
that  has  more  stringent  laws  chan  Min- 
nesota. 

"At  the  present  time  the  various 
states  have  laws  upon  the  subject  of 
Insurance  that  have  placed  business 
upon  the  best  basis  that  it  has  ever 
been  on  in  this  country.  The  insui- 
ance  laws  of  the  various  states,  like 
the  laws  of  Minnesota,  by  thtlr  exac- 
tions, compel  the  companies  to  conduct 
business  upon  an  honest  and  efficient 
plane.  Minnesota  has  been  one  of  the 
leaders  In  this  movement  for  better  In- 
surance   laws."

THE  WEATHER. 


The  January 
thaw  continued  this 
morning.  Yester- 
day the  weather 
was  almost 
springl  ike,  and 
those  who  were 
not  familiar  with 
Dulutli  w  i  n  t  ers 
might  have  been 
tempted  to  believe 
that  spring  was 
really  coming. 
The  weatherman 
predicts  fair  and  mild  weather  for  to- 
night, with  slightly  lower  temperatures 
Tliursday.  The  lowest  temperature  re- 
corded in  Duluth  yesterday  was  22 
degs.   above   zero. 

A  year  ago  today  the  weather  was 
warm  and  springlike. 

The  sun  rose  tills  morning  at  7:46. 
and  will  set  this  afternoon  at  4:5:3, 
making  nine  hours  and  seven  minutes 
of  sunlight. 

Mr.  Richardson  makes  the  following 
comment    on    weatlier    conditions: 

"An  area  of  higli  pressure  is  ap- 
proaching this  morning  over  Califor- 
nia. The  Northwestern  disturbance 
h.as  advanced  Its  center  to  Saskatche- 
wan, while  tlie  lake  region  low  pres- 
sure area  has  disappeared  over  the 
North  Atlantic  coast.  The  movement 
of  these  two  areas  of  low  pressure  is 
attended  by  warmer  weather  In  their 
respective  districts,  that  In  New  Eng- 
land states  being  much  warmer.  The 
Eastern  high  pressure  has  decreased 
somewliat  in  intensity  since  Tuesday, 
and  is  now  central  over  the  Upper 
Ohio  valley  and  southeastern  states. 
The  temperatures  over  the  entire  coun- 
try have  remained  nearly  stationery 
since  Tuesday  morning,  except  over 
the  extreme  Northwestern  and  North- 
eastern districts.  During  the  past 
twenty-four  hours  rain  has  fallen  over 
':lie  entire  district  west  of  the  Rocky 
mountains,  and  rain  or  snow  over  the 
New  England  states  and  the  North- 
west."

AS  TO  LOBBYING. 


Saginaw  (Mich.>  Evening  Newst 
Measures  appearing  stringent  upon  the 
face  have  been  introduced  In  both  the 
house  and  senate  to  suppress  and  regu- 
late lobbying  at  the  state  capltol. 
Whether  either  Is  effective  can  only  be 
determined  bv  giving  It  a  fair  trial. 
liObbying  will  be  found  to  be  a  dif- 
ficult practice  to  control,  no  mattef 
how  strong  the  legislation  against  It 
may  be.  thougli,  of  course,  the  extent  to 
which  it  is  controlled  will  depend 
principally  upon  the  vigilance  of  the 
authorities  and  their  willingness  to 
enforce  the  lav,'. 

The  bills  introduced  in  the  leslsla- 
tiire  provide  in  substance  that  every 
person  employed  for  compensation  ae 
counsel  or  agent  for  any  person,  flrm» 
corporation  or  association  to  promote 
or  oppose,  directly  or  Indirectly,  the 
passage  of  bills,  or  promote  or  oppose 
executive  approval,  shall,  each  year 
the  legislature  is  In  session,  file  In  the 
secretary  of  state's  office  a  statement 
as  to  who  is  his  omplo.ver  and  a 
description  of  the  legislation  that  he 
Is  working  for  or  against.  The  sec- 
retary of  state  is  required  to  keep  a 
docket  of  this  information  open  for 
public    inspection.      When    the    employ- 


ment of  a  lobbyist  ceases  tlie  fact  le 
to  be  entered  upon  the  docket.  All 
employers   of  lobbyists     are     required.

within  two  months  of  the  final  ad- 
journment of  the  legislature,  to  file 
with  the  secretary  of  stale  an  Itemized 
statement,  certified  under  oath,  of  all 
money  paid  or  promised,  the  amount 
and  name  of  the  payee.  It  is  declared 
to  be  unlawful  for  any  person  em- 
ployed as  counsel  or  agent  to  attempt 
to  Influence  legislation  except  by  ap- 
pearing before  regular  committees,  by 
newspaper  publication,  public  ad- 
dresses, written  and  printed  statement* 
and  arguments  by  briefs  submitted 
oi)enly  to  the  legislators.  Violation* 
of  the  proposed  law  are  to  be  punish- 
ed by  a  fine  of  $1,000  or  one  year  in 
prison,  while  offending  corporations 
mav   be   fined   J1,000. 

This  legislation.  If  enacted,  would 
seem  to  accomplish  two  thin^rs:  The 
lobbyist  must  pall  under  his  true 
colors  or  he  must  stop  doing  business. 
Of  course,  this  would  not  stop  lobby- 
ing. Men  can  always  be  found  who 
are  ready  to  undertake  such  employ- 
ment, even  if  they  have  to  be  tagged, 
But  It  would,  if  enforced,  exterminate 
the  disreputable,  sneaking,  unscrupu- 
lous lobbyist  who  barters  for  votes 
and  stoops  to  any  practice  to  obtain 
results.  His  reputation  is  too  well 
known  to  make  It  possible  for  him  to 
secure  registered  employment  by  re- 
sponsible Interests.  "The  more  dig- 
nified, professional  lobbyist  will  prob- 
ably hang  on,  but  when  he  Is  seen 
talking  with  a  legislator  the  public  will 
know  his  business  as  well  as  the  lawr 
maker.  In  the  last  analysis  it  Is  up 
to  self-respecting,  honorable  legislators 
to  repel  the  advances  of  lobbyists  and 
decline  to  be  compromised  by  their 
association,  but  the  proposed  law  wilj 
strengthen  the  weak  and  roughen  the 
path   of   the  sleek.

— That  death  and 
ilunger  lurk  at  every  turn  of  street 
traffic  on  this  congested  Island  Is  be- 
ing Impressed  on  all  New  Yorkers  to- 
day In  the  form  of  offcial  accident  re- 
ports for  the  old  year,  which  have  just 
been  made  public.     With  »ome  600  vic- 


tims killed  outright  among  the  55,000 
casualties  set  down  to  street  and  rail- 
road car.s  alone  in  Create-  ."lew  York  for 
one  year,  the  careless  crowd  of  Gotham 
is  being  confronted  in  a  practical  way 
with  its  most  pressing  problem  of  the 
new  year.  When  each  day  brings  more 
than  one  death  and  broken  limb,  each 
two  days  a  fractured  skull  and  each 
week  a  leg  or  arm  to  be  amputated  in 
the  whirl  about  the  tracks  of  this 
town,  the  added  hazards  of  breakneck 
driving,  rush  hour  riots  and  theater 
jams  are  making  the  list  of  the  city's 
slain  and  maimed  mount  up  into  the 
hundreds  each  day.  One  man  in  twen- 
ty is  due  to  fall  before  the  highway 
juggernaut  In  the  new  year,  the  (\gures 
show,  unless  speedy  steps  are  taken  to 
succor  the  helpless  wayfarers  at  the 
crossings.

In  the  height  of  the  cold  wave  from

and  professional  pluck.  Months  ago 
the  newspapers  set  a  "death  watch 
over  the  distinguished  patient  whom 
the  very  science  he  excelled  in  had 
given  up.  Each  night  reporters  have 
waited  hour  after  hour  for  the  last 
news  from  the  sick  room,  and  the 
Bull  "obit,"  ready  st  t,  has  stood  at 
hand  to  be  slid  Into  the  presses  at  a 
second's  notice.  Each  day  New  Yorkers 
have  scanned  their  papers  for  the  un- 
welcome news,  and  each  day  a  few 
lines  of  type  have  recorded  only  a 
daily  bulletin  of  unchaoged  condition. 
After  such  a  brave  struggle  the  final 
news  will  strike  the  public  all  the 
harder.  If  it  comes  at  all.

SUIT  MAY  STOP 
TRIP  TO  AFRICA 

Libel  Action  Likely  to 

Keep  Roosevelt  at 

Home. 

Washington.  Jan.  20. — A  story  is 
afloat  in  the  capital  that  President 
Roosevelt  is  on  the  eve  of  abandoning 
or  at  leant  postponing  indefinitely  his 
.African  hunting  trip. 

This  report  is  apparently  well  found- 
ed. At  different  times  within  the  last 
week  the  president  remarked  to  tw3 
New  York  politicians,  one  of  them  a 
member  of  congress,  that  he  feared  he 
would  not  be  able  to  carry  out  his 
plans   to   go   to   Africa. 

The   chief   reason    is    the   proceeding 


which  has  been  started  to  punisn 
Joseph  Pulitzer  of  the  ^ew  York 
World  for  alleged  criminal  libel  in 
connection  with  the  Panama  canal 
scandal.  Mr.  Koosevelt  has  deter 
mined  to  have  punishment  meted  out 
to  those  who  started  the  scandal,  If 
there  is  any  provision  of  law  making 
that  possible.  He  is  more  highly 
wrought  up  over  the  Panama  affair 
and  Mr.  Pulitzer's  connection  with  it 
than  a-.iy  other  incident  of  his  admin- 
istration. He  has  given  his  personal 
attention  to  every  detail  of  the  case 
since  the  stories  were  first  printed  in 
the  Indianapolis  News  and  the  New 
York  World.  He  feels  that,  out  of 
office  neither  his  successor  or  anyone 
else  in  the  new  administration  will 
have  the  same  personal  interest  In  the 
affair  tliat  he  himself  has;  that  if  he 
leaves  th.e  country  at  this  critical  time 
the    suit    may    languish. 

If  tiie  African  trip  proves  incom- 
patible with  the  successful  prosecution 
of  Joseph  Pulitzer  or  anyone  else  who 
may  be  found  to  have  participated  in 
the  spread  of  the  libel,  the  African  trip 
will    be   abandoned. 

In  the  meanwhile  the  activity  on  the 
part  of  the  administration  officials  in 
the  case  continues  unabated.  The 
same  strict  secrecy  is  also  maintained 
as  to  what  Is  going  on  and  under  what 
law    the    action    is    to    be    prosecuted. 

DRUNKEN  FARMER  FREEZES. 

Crookstoiv,  Minn..  Jan.  20. — Chris 
Carlson,  a  farmer  residing  four  miles 
from  New  Munich,  was  so  badly  frozen 
a  few  nights  ago  that  he  may  die.  Both 
feet,    both   hands   and   both    ears    were 


badly  nipped  by  the  cold.  Carlson  had 
been  to  town  during  the  day  and  be- 
came intoxicated.  He  started  out  for 
his  home  shortly  after  dark  and  after 
going  a  few  miles  fell  asleep  and 
rolled  out  onto  the  ground.  Here  he 
lay  until  2  o'clock  the  next  morning 
before  !ie  was  discovered. 

Carlscr's  team  arrived  home  with- 
out the  driver  shortly  after  10  o'clock. 
The  fan  lly  became  alarmed,  and  one 
ijf  his  sons  Immediately  set  out  in 
search  _of  the  missing  fatlier.  He 
drove  a.l  the  way  to  town,  missing  the 
unfortunate  man.  On  his  return,  how- 
(ver,  he  found  the  intoxicated  man 
along   f.ie    roadside. 

Carlson's  cas-e  Is  very  serious  and 
his  recovery  Is  doubtful.  Hia  feet 
and.  ears  v/ere  badly  frozen.  It  is  be- 
lieved th  xt  amputation  will  be  neces- 
sary  to  save  his  life.

Members  of 
the  committee  will  consider  the  dif- 
ferent fans  brought  fortii,  and  will 
make  a  report  to  tlie  louncil  at  its 
rtgulai    meeting  next   Mondax    eveninK- 

Aldermen  Trcvillion.  Mueiler  and 
Sharte:  w»ri  on  harul.  .Manager  Her- 
bert Warren  and  Supt.  D.  C.  Moore 
repr  senied  tiie  street  raiUvny  people. 
Amoni;  the  speakers  from  the  I'-ourth 
strc'  t  nt  ighl'orliood  were  Krnest  Jef- 
ferson, wli:>  presided;  Harney  Forsel, 
Ernisl  Peters.  Charles  Hector,  J.  G. 
Hakowsky.  Frank  Bennett,  \V.  L.  Sea- 
ton   and   Tom    Madden. 

The  West  Fourth  street  residents 
who  attended  the  meeting  had  expect- 
ed ti:at  there  would  be  100  or  more  at 
the  iioeting.  and  they  were  much  dis- 
arr'<'iraed  at   the  slim   attendance. 

The  discussion  seemed  to  develop 
the  act  that  each  citizen  present  liad 
some  individual  grievance  about  the 
cor  Service  in  general,  and  there  was, 
co!.set|Uently.  a  great  deal  of  desultory 
talk  abi'Ut  matters  that  were  hardly 
In  keeping  with  the  purpose  of  the 
nueiTg.  Mr.  Warren  assured  the 
speakers,  however,  tliat  the  matters 
of  which  they  complain  would  be 
taken  up  by  the  cc»mpany  and  remedied, 
if    possif  le.  ^  , 

Mr.  Hector  complained  about  tlie 
difficult v  of  transferring  at  Tliird  ave- 
nue west  and  he  wanted  the  cars  to 
stop  on  the  steep  grade  of  Third  ave- 
nue west  after  making  the  turn  from 
Superior  street.  Mr.  Warren  ex- 
plained that  it  would  be  impracticable 
to   stop   the   cars   on    tlie   grade. 

E.  K.  Jefferson,  the  cliairman,  com- 
plained of  the  overcrowding  of  <  ars, 
partlcularlv  the  smaller  oars,  and  of 
the  difficulty  sometimes  in  getting  the 
attentiiii  of  the  conductor  when  the 
passenger  wislVed  to  get  off  the  car. 

Another  speaker  complained  of  the 
eiglit-minute  layover  of  tiie  W'^si 
Fourth  street  cars  at  Fifth  ave.nue 
west,   claiming   that    the   layover   iS   too 

W.  L.  Seaton  thought  it  might  be 
unrea.=onable  to  demand  a  lO-minuti- 
schedule  of  the  company  and  suggested 
that  the  cars,  instead  of  lay.'i?  "Ver  so 
long  at  Fiftli  avenue  west,  m.ike  an 
extra  trip  as  far  as  tfi.xth  avenue  east, 
between    the    regular   trips. 

A  number  of  those  present  seemed 
for  ii  time  to  be  in  favor  of  aMaidon- 
iT>g  the  car  service  on  Fouvn  street 
tnl  rely  and  tliis  trend  of  the  discus- 
sion evidently  pleased  the  street  rail- 
way   officials    very    much. 

Alter  all  the  citizens  liad  spoken  thf-t 
cared  to.  Manager  Warren,  for  the 
street  railway  compan.v.  exp.ained  at 
some  length  the  company's  position  i  i 
tti  n. after  and  the  existing  con.i:ti-»n.s, 

Mr  Warren  stated  tl.ut  Hie  West 
Fourth  street  line  was  built  sixteen 
years  ago  and  was  operated  for  >:iany 
years  on  a  30-minute  schedule;  that  it 
then  enjoyed  much  more  patronage 
than  at  the  present  time,  or  since  more 
frequent   service   has   been   given. 

According  to  Mr.  Warren,  two  at- 
tempts were  made  three  .>r  four  years 
ag  >  u  maintain  a  lO-minn.'?  .schedule 
en  that  line,  the  effort  being  kepi  up 
each  time  for  about  three  montns. 
without  any  material  increase  in 
latronage. 

Mr.  Warren  said  that  the  West 
Fourth  street  line  doubles  lack  on  an- 
other line,  that  on  Second  street,  which 
has  fre(iuent  service,  and  tliat  nowhere 
are  the  tra<  ks  more  than  two  blocks 
apart.  He  argued  that  very  few  people, 
etarling  to  go  down  town  from  the 
vicinity  of  Third  avenue  west  and 
Fourth  street,  care  to  waste  ten  min- 
utes in  riding  twenty  blocks  in  a  car 
and  arrive  at  a  point  only  two  blocks 
distant  from  the  starting  point,  to 
wl.lch  they  could  have  walked  in  two 
minutes. 

It  was  stated  by  Mr.  Warren  that 
there    are    only    about     half    as    many 

?eople  carried  on  the  down-bound 
rips  as  on  the  up-bound  trips,  the 
average  number  of  passengers  on  the 
down-bound  trips  being  two  or  three. 
as  compared  with  an  average  of  four 
or  five  on  the  up-bound  trips.  The 
averages,  he  stated  .were  taken  from 
the  trip  sheets  of  the  conductors,  cov- 
ering   an    extended    period. 

Mr.  Warren  argued  tliat  there  has 
been  no  growth  in  traffic  on  the  West 
Fourth  street  line  since  it  was  built, 
sixteen  vears  ago.  and  that  a  doubling 
of  the  "service  would  simply  mean 
twice  the  number  of  cars  to  carry  the 
same  limited  number  of  passengers 
now  using  the  cars.  This,  he  claimed, 
would  re.«ult  in  many  of  the  down- 
bound    cars    running    emptv. 

The  main  point  of  Mr.  Warren's  ar- 
gument was  that  tlie  operation  of  the 
West  Fourth  street  line  has  been  a 
great  burden  to  the  street  railway 
company  and  that,  necessarily,  the 
company  must  make  up  for  it  by  re- 
ducing expenses  elsewhere.  which 
means  the  curtailment  of  service  on 
other  lines,  where  the  traffic  is  much 
heavier. 

The  annual  loss  to  the  company  on 
Its  West  Fourth  street  line  was  esti-

United   Mine   Workers  today,   President 

T.    L.    Lewis    intr6duced    his    report    by 

reviewing  the  results  of  the  special 
session  of  the  representatives  of  the 
organization  in  Indianapolis.  last 
March,  which  restilted  In  the  adoption 


of  the  policy  that  the  various  districts 
separately  or  in  groups  should  en- 
deavor to  agree  with  the  operators  on 
contracts  for  one  year  and  at  no  re- 
duction of  wages.  The  interstate 
joint  .igreement  had  not  been  re-estab- 
lished. 

Mr.  Lewis  then  recounted  that  on 
March  30.  he  asked  the  district  organ- 
ization of  the  central  competitive  field 
to  join  in  an  effort  to  establish  an  in- 
terstate wage  contract  by  calling  a  joint 
convention  of  miners  and  operators; 
that  his  proposition  was  not  approved 
by  the  Pittsburg  district,  then  In  con- 
vention, but  that  at  length  in  April, 
a  miners'  conference  was  held  in  In- 
dianapolis, which  resulted  in  appoint- 
ing a  joint  conierence  to  be  lield  in 
Toledo. 

■'The  Illinois  district  officers  refused 
to  vote  for  or  against  an  interstate 
joint  convention,"  said  iur.  Lewis,  "giv- 
ing as  a  reason  that  the  Illinois  oper- 
ators were  not  present.

THE  CALIFORNIA  GOVERNOR 
HEEDS  ROOSEVELT,  ANTI-JAP 
LEGISLATION  IS  HALTED 


I 


Sacramento  Cal..  Jan.  20.— According 
to  a  statement  by  Governor  GilUtt, 
there  wi.l  be  no  legislation  against  the 
Japanese  at  this  session  of  the  legis- 
lature.       Tlie   governor   says: 

-After  conferring  with  the  leading 
members  of  each  of  the  branches  of 
tlie  legislature  last  night,  I  am  con- 
vinced that  no  legislation  directed 
against  the  Japanese  will  be  enacted. 
I  am  satisfied  tliat  the  whole  of  Cali- 
fornia and  particularly  the.  members  of 
our  legislature  appreciate  the  efforts 
being  made  by  the  federal  government 
end  representatives  of  Japan  to  stem 
Immigration  to  tliis  country  of  Japan- 
ese   laborers,    skilled    and   unskilled. 

"There  can  be  no  doubt  that  the 
Japanese  government  Is  acting  abso- 
lutely in  good  faith  in  its  endeavor  to 
trevent  its  people  emigrating  to  our 
Country,  and.  in  my  judgment,  it  will 
be  a  sernous  mistake  while  they  are  so 
doing,  to  enact  any  laws  directed 
against  the  Japanese  people. 

••This  question  Is  one  in  which 
federal  government  is  particularly  in- 
terested and  its  wishes  should  be  care- 
fully considered,  and  will  be  I  am 
sure     bv    the    people    of    this    state. 

President  Rooseveifs  letter  to  Gov- 
ernor Glllett   follows; 

"My  Dear  Governor:  I  am  greatly 
concerned  over  the  anti-Japanese  bills 
-»rhlch  are.  apparently,  going  through. 
or  are  on  their  way  through  the  Cali- 
fornia legislature.  They  are  In  every 
»pn.'»e  most  unfortunate.  At  last  we 
have  in  first  class  working  order  the 
arrangements    which    we    succeeded    in 

fretting  through  two  years  ago.  The 
apanese  government  Is  obviously  act- 
ing In  entire  good  faith.  During  the  six 
months  ending  Oct.  31  last,  the  total

"More  Japanese  are  leaving  the 
country  than  are  coming  in  and  by  the 
present  indications  in  a  very  few  years 
the  number  of  Japanese  here  will  be 
no  greater  than  the  number  of  Amer- 
icans In  Japan;  that  is,  the  movement 
will  be  as  normal  in  one  case  as  In 
the  other,  which  is  just  what  we  de- 
sire. There  is.  therefore,  no  shadow 
of  excuse  for  action  which  will  simply 
produce  groat  irritation  and  may  re- 
sult In  upsetting  the  present  agree- 
ment and  throwing  open  the  whole 
situation  again. 

"These  agitators  have  themselves  to 
thank  if  trouble  comes  from  what 
they  do,  if  there  Is  a  fresh  Influx  of 
Japanese  here.  They  hamper  the  na- 
tional government  In  what  it  has  now 
so  efficiently  accomplished — the  agree- 
ent  by  peaceful  means  and  through  the 
friendly  initiative  of  the  Japanese  gov- 
ernment, to  keep  Japanese  immigrants 
out  of  the  United  States,  save  as 
Americans  themselves  visit  Japan.  Is 
It  not  possible  to  get  the  legislature 
to  realize  the  great  unwisdom  from  the 
standpoint  of  the  country  at  large,  and 
above  all  from  the  standpoint  of  Cali- 
fornia, of  what  is  being  done?"

Emil  Klank,  Gotch's  actor  partner, 
has  sent  to  a  friend  in  this  city  a  copy 
of  the  Sheffield  Everlng  Mall  con- 
taining an  interesting  interview  with 
Dinnie.  showing  that  .he  Englishman 
regards  Gotch  as  the  greatest  of 
wrestlers  and  incomparably  superior  to 
the  "Russian  Lion,"  The  Briton  even 
says   the   toe  hold   Is   "quite  fair." 

Here's  the  Mail's  story,  quoting  Din- 
nie:

MINNESOTA  MASONIC 

GRAND  LODGE  MEETS. 

St.  Paul,  Minn.,  .Ian.  20. —  (Special  to 
The  Herald.) — The  fifty-sixth  annual 
meeting  of  the  Masonic  grancl  lodge 
of  Minnesota,  probabl.v  the  last  session 
of  the  grand  lodge  to  be  held  in  the 
Masonic  hall  at  Fifth  and  St.  Peter 
streets,  began  at  noon  today,  and 
about  iiOO  delegates  took  part  in  the 
ceremony.  The  meeting  will  be  con- 
tinued this  evening  and  tomorrow,  the 
feature  of  the  meeting  tomorrow  being 
the   annual  election   of  officers. 

Grand  Master  William  P.  Roberts  de- 
livered his  annual  address,  and  Grand 
Orator  William  C.  Odell  and  the  officers 
of  tiie  different  lodges  addressed  ihe 
delegates. 

The  attendance  at  the  grand 
lodge  which  opened  today  is  one  of  the 
largest  that  has  been  held  for  years, 
all  of  the  larger  Masonic  lodges  of  the 
state   being   represented. 


KRAMER  A 
DRUNKARD 

Attorney  H,  W.  L'ietrich,  appearing 
for  Malt  Kramer,  charged  w;th  th.c 
murder  of  Erick  Young,  during  the 
closing  hours  of  the  court's  session  yes- 
terday afternoon,  endeavored  to  bring 
out  tiiat  his  client  was  a  iiard  drinker, 
and  was  usually  in  a  state  of  intoxi- 
cation, yet  was  always  peaceable,  and 
never  looked   for  trouble. 

In  bringing  out  this  evidence  the  de- 
fense wished  to  show  that  Kramer  had 
not  deliberately  murdered  Young  or 
mutilated  the  body,  either  before  or 
alter  the  shooting,  as  was  testified  lo 
bv   witnesses   for  the  state. 

"Chief  of  I'olice  McKinnon  stated  on 
♦he  stand  that  Kramer  had  admitted 
to  him  that  he  had  killed  Young  acci- 
dentallv.  Other  witnesses  who  claimed 
accuaiiitance  with  Kramer  testified 
that  he  had  never  been  a  vicious  per- 
son, and  though  he  drank  a  great  deal, 
was  a  drunkard  of  peaceful  nature, 
who  would  not  commit  murder  in  cold 
blood.  ,        ^. 

This  morning  Kramer  took  the 
stand  himself,  testifying  that  the 
shooting  of  Young  had  been  purely  ac- 
cidental. He  claimed  that  on  July  S 
he  and  Young  went  to  Foxboro,  where 
thev  bought  a  jug  of  whisky.  On  the 
wav  home  they  had  several  drinks. 
After  supper  Kramer  took  his  rifle 
and  said  he  v.-as  going  out  to  try  i^ 
get  a  deer.  He  claims  that  Young  dl.i 
not  accompany  him,  btit  remained  in 
tlie  shack.  While  returning  to  Mie 
shack.  Kramer  heard  what  he  thought 
to  be  the  snort  of  a  deer,  and  later  a 
moving  in  the  bushes,  and  shot  at  the 
sound,  killing  his  partner.  He  was 
afraid  to  tell  anyone  of  what  had  hap- 
pened, so  he  buried  the  body  and  kept 
the  secret  to  himself.  When  Johnson 
came  to  visit  him  and  stated  that  he 
had  seen  a  grave  near  the  shack  and 
accused  Kramer  of  killing  Young, 
Kramer  denied  it.  He  later  decided  he 
better  move  the  body  and  did  so. 

The  rest  of  this  afternoon  will  be 
given  over  to  cross-examination,  and 
Kramer  will  probably  be  the  last  on 
the  witness  stand.

Learned  of  His  Plight 

by  This  Time. 


While  Richard  Kauna  was  occupy- 
ing a  cell  in  the  county  jail,  awaiting 
the  action  of  the  government  on  the 
question  of  his  deportation  on  account 
of  insanity,  his  wife  at  Vermilion  Bay, 
Ont.,    was    making    frantic    efforts    to 

locate  him. 

Judge  Middlecoff  of  the  probate 
court  received  several  letters  from  her 
Just  before  Christmas.  AH  were  writ- 
ten in  German  and  wert;  signed  "Mrs. 
Coyne."  Judge  Middlecoff  had  no 
cognizance  of  Kauna  being  in  the 
county  Jail  and  there  was  nothing  to 
connect  him  with  the  letters,  unttl 
the  notice  of  the  man's  confinement 
In  The  Herald  last  evening  aroused 
the  judge's  suspicions.  An  investi- 
gation showed  that  Kauna  is  the  man, 
for  whom  the  inquiries  had  been  made. 

Mrs.  Kauna  has  evidently  received 
news  of  her  husband's  plight  by  this 
time,  for  he  has  had  a  letter  from 
her  since  Christmas  and  has  written 
several  to  her.  Little  can  be  learned 
from  the  man  himself.  He  insists  of 
talking  on  the  subject  of  his  confine- 
ment and  beyond  sayin?  that  he  has 
received  a  letter  from  his  wife  and 
has  written  to  her.  he  is  mum  on  the 
subject. 

Mrs.  Kauna's  letters  to  Judge  Mid- 
dlecoff were  in  plaintive  vein.  She 
begged  the  judge  to  find  her  husband 
and  send  him  home.  She  said  she 
had  heard  of  him  last  at  Proctor,  had 
heard  he  had  mon«y  coming  there, 
but  couldn't  locate  him.  After  vain 
efforts  to  locate  the  man.

JEALOUSLY  LEADS 
TO  DOUBLE  CRIME 

Bently  Objected  to  At- 
tention Neighbor  Paid 
His  Wife. 

Rolla.  N.  D..  Jan.  20. — (Special  to 
The  Herald.) — Details  of  the  murder 
and  suicide  by  Henry  H.  Bently,  a  far- 
mer residing  twenty  miles  west  of  St. 
John,  bring  to  light  one  of  the  most 
tragic  events  that  has  occurred  in  this 
state  In  years.  Jealousy  was  the  mair 
motive  of  the  crime,  according  to  tlie 
decision   of   the.  coroner's  jury. 

The  affair  was  the  culmination  of  a 
(luarrel  following  a  card  game  which 
Mrs.  Bently  enjoyed  with  a  neighbor, 
a  male  visitor.  Sunday  afternoon. 
When  the  man  had  gone.  Bently  claim- 
ed that  his  wife  permitted  him  to  show 
his  affection  for  her,  and  according  to 
the  ?-year-old  daughter,  the  father 
even  stated  that  the  neighbor  had  made 
love  to  her  mother.  This  accusation 
Mrs.    Bently    denied. 

Mrs.  Bently  refused  to  retire  with 
her  husband  Sunday  night,  and  instead 
sought  sleep  on  two  chairs.  The  house 
being  a  10  by  12  claim  shack,  there  was 
only  two  beds  In  the  room,  the  family 
living  in  the  one  room.  Mr.  Bently 
went  to  his  room  and  secured  a  razor, 
which  he  placed  in  his  POcket.  Re- 
turning, he  told  Mrs.  Bently  that  he 
would  see  to  It  that  she  would  go  to 
bed.  Again  Mr.s.  Bently  refused, 
whereupon  Bently  drew  the  razor, 
rhashed  her  across  the  throat,  and  she 

^''/henlr cS  his  own  throat,  but  was 
able  to  Ko  to  the  cistern  and  throw 
hU  weaoon  away.  Returning,  he  laih 
across  fi?e  bed  and. died. before  aid  could

Secretary  Murchison  has  completed 
the  twenty-second  annual  report  of  the 
board  of  public  works.  It  is  exhaus- 
tive, dealing  in  detail  with  all  the  work 
done  during  the  year.  It  shows  that 
during  1908.  $96,777.87  was  expended 
from  the  board  of  works  fund,  and 
$7:', 168. 15   from   other  funds. 

The  feature  of  the  year's  work  was 
the  rapid  extension  of  sanitary  sew- 
ers. This  has  been  most  noticeable  in 
the  central  hillside  district,  wliere  the 
recent  extension  of  the  gas  and  water 
mains  has  been  closely  followed  by  the 
construction  of  sewers.  The  work  was 
not  confined  to  this  district,  however, 
and  the  extensions  have  been  called 
for  at  intervals  from  Sixtieth  avenue 
west    to   Sixtieth   avenue   east. 

"The  failure  of  the  city  to  adopt  at 
the  outside  a  method  of  assessment

Put  Face  In  Crevlce- 
tlospltal,  Next  He 
Knew. 

Chicago.  111..  Jan.  21.— Nathan  Daltz. 
the  last  workman  to  be  rescued  from 
the  ruins  of  yesterdays  crib  tire  in 
which  many  lives  were  lost,  today  told 
a  thrilling  story  of  his  experiences. 
Daltz  was  entombed  eight  hours  and 
was  unconscious  when  taken  from  the 
wreckage. 

"I  went  to  the  crib  and  started  to 
work  at  7  yesterday  morning,"  said 
he.  "My  partner  and  I  were  about 
to  go  down  in  the  shaft  when  I  no- 
I  ticed  smoke  coming  up  from  the  lloor. 
I  think  it  was  then  a  little  after  8 
o'clock.  I  was  not  surprised  at  the 
smoke,  because  I  knew  there  was  a 
blast  down  in  "the  tunnel  every  morn- 
ing about  that  time.  There  were 
about  twelve  men  standing  around  and 
I  remarked  'Look  at  this  smoke  com- 
ing up.  One  of  trie  fellows  said:  'Well. 
I'm  going  to  smoke  my  pipe  and  make 
some  more  smoke,'  in  a  joking  way  and 
we  all  laughed  and  thought  no  more 
about     it.  My     partner     and     1     then 

got   into    the    bucket   and    were   lowered 
into    the    pit. 

■*\Ve  had  been  down  in  the  tunnel 
only  a  siiort  time  wlien  I  felt  an  aw- 
ful heat  on  my  face  and  hands.  The 
bucket  in  which  we  had  been  lowered 
had  been  pulled  up.  I  remarked  to 
my  partner  that  we  must  find  out  wiiat 
was  wrong.  We  stood  there  waiting 
for  the  bucket  to  come  down  again, 
but  It  didn't  come.  Instead,  the  tun- 
nel was  filling  with  smoke  and  the 
air  was  getting  thick  and  heavy. 
Finally,  it  got  so  bad  that  we  could 
hardly  breathe  and  our  eyes  began  to 
smart    and    run    water. 

"I'inally.  my  partner  put  liis  hand 
on  my  shoulder  and  said:  "Xatliar, 
surely  something  has  happened  up  in 
the  crib.  Thia  is  awful,  and  I  can't 
stand  it  much  longer.'  Ttien  I  felt 
his  bod.v  quiver,  and  he  fell  to  the 
ground.  I  was  in  awful  pain  m.vself, 
but  I  cliaffed  his  hands  and  face  for  a 
few  moments,  but  there  was  no  re- 
sponse. He  died  there,  but  I  didn't 
know  it   until   this  mornine 

"Wlien  1  left  him  I  felt  along  the 
wall  of  the  tunnel  and  found  a  crevice. 
Into  this  I  put  my  face.  It  was  cool 
and  It  seemed  to  me  I  stood  there  for 
two  hours.  That's  the  last  I  remem- 
ber.

Johnnie  Kostelic,  a  boy  9  years  old. 
was  the  Innocent  cause  of  it  all.  He 
was  subpoenaed  to  appear  as  a  wit- 
ness for  the  defense  in  the  case  of 
Anna  Kober  vs.  the  Oliver  Iron  Mining 
company,  which  was  called  before 
Judge  Dibell  yesterday.

When  the  case  was  called  yesterday 
afternoon.  Johnnie  wasn't  on  hand. 
The  circumstances  were  related  to  the 
court  and  a  bench  warrant  was  Issued 
for  Jolinnie  and  .Solerich.  One  lone 
deputy  sheriff  was  sufficient  to  enforce 
It  and  the  two  appeared  in  court  this 
morning.  Solerich  was  very  much  put 
out.

C  N.  Kalk,  chief  engineer  of  the 
Wisconsin  Central  railroad,  is  In  Du- 
luth today  inspecting  the  work  upon 
the  tunnel  with  Resident  Engineer 
Reed,  anl  states  that,  besides  the  com- 
pletion of  all  of  but  296  feet  of  the 
heading  of  the  tunnel,  over  halt  of 
the  bench  of  the  tunnel  has  been  com- 
pleted. .      .  ..  ^ 

The  heading  is  the  upper  part  of  the 
tunnel,  the  space  beneath  the  curve 
of  the  arch,  the  bench  being  the  rest 
of  the  space,  or  the  lower  part  of  the 

Just  when  the  tunnel  will  be  com- 
pleted, Mr.  Kalk  or  any  other  engineer 
of  the  road  cannot  estimate.  It  will 
depend,  according  to  Mr.  Kalk.  largely 
upon  the  material  encountered  in  the 
digging  of  the  remainder  of  tlie  tube. 
He  says,  however,  that  a  great  deal 
more  than  half  of  the  entire  work  up- 
on the  tunnel  has  been  completed,  and 
that  the  work  upon  the  subway  en- 
trance to  the  city  should  be  completed 
well   within   a  year  from   this   time.

In  this  district  more  than  1.000 
homes  have  I'ten  .so  visited  during  the 
last   twelve  months. 

Jiiciuding  Messrs.  Ferris  and  An- 
drick, who  are  here  today,  there  are 
fourteen  Sunday  schol  union  workers 
in  Minnesota,  and  in  the  spring  three 
more  will  be  added  to  the  corps.

The  substitute  bill 
includes  in  the  prohibition  not  only  the 
newspapers,  but  those  who  advertise, 
and  also  the  use  of  handbills  or  other 
advertising  methods  to  celebrate  the 
virtues    of    the    nostrums.

The  house  printing  committee  ap- 
proved the  bill  providing  tiiat  copies 
of  legislative  journals  and  printed  bills 
shall  be  sent  to  all  newspapers  that 
demand    tliem.

Fabian  Baudin,  14-year-old  son  of 
Mr.  and  Mrs.  F.  Baudin  of  31  South 
Flfty-Uiird  avenue  west,  died  suddenly 
last  evening  of  diphtheria.  The  funeral 
tooit  place  tliis  afternoon  from  the  res- 
idence, with  mterment  at  Calvary  cem- 
etery. 

The  boy  had  been  ill  since  Saturday, 
but  he  did  not  appear  seriously  ill.  and 
no  pliysician  was  called  until  yesterday 
afternoon,  at  about  6  o'clock,  when  the 
case  developed  startling  symptoms.  A 
physician  was  then  summoned,  who 
immediately  pronounced  tlie  case 
diphtheria  In  a  very  advanced  stage. 
Anti-toxin  was  administered,  and  tlie 
doctor  was  constant  in  his  attendance, 
but  the  disease  had  too  firm  a  hold, 
and  tJie  child  died  at  about  8  o'clock. 

-Mr.  and  Mrs.  Baudin  had  no  idea 
that  their  boy  had  diphtheria  until  the 
physician  pronounced  it  such.  His 
sickness  v.'as  apparently  of  sucli  a 
mild  nature  that  the  mother  thought 
it  could  be  relieved  by  a  few  simple 
home    remedies. 

Not  knowing  that  their  brother  had 
diphtheria,  the  other  children  in  the 
family  were  allowed  to  attend  the 
Irving  higii  school,  where  they  are 
students.  No  quarantine,  of  course, 
was  placed  on  tlie  Baudin  home,  where 
tliere  are  several  boarders,  and  the  In' 
mates  were  allowed  to  go  and  come 
at    will. 

The  school  will  not  be  closed  un- 
less other  cases  develop.  It  is  Im- 
portant now  to  Impress  upon  the  par- 
ents the  great  necessity  of  reporting 
the  first  signs  of  illness.  In  order  to 
pieveiit    a    possible    epidemic. 

A  number  of  cases  of  diphtlierla 
liave  developed  in  the  neighborhood  of 
the  Irving  school  lately,  but  all  of 
them  are  reported  to  be  progressing 
favorably.  The  little  daughter  of  H.  L. 
Scrlbner,  on  Fifty-sixth  avenue,  was 
taken  with  diphtheria  last  evening, 
but  the  child  is  reported  to  be  doing 
well.

Between  fifty  and  sixty  lodgers  are 
accommodated  nightly  at  the  city  jail. 
These  men  present  a  pathetic  sight. 
Most  of  them  have  passed  the  half 
century  mark.  Thty  are  members 
of  the  down-an-out  club.  Many  of 
them  seem  utterly  discouraged,  and 
have  little  or  nothing  left  to  live  for. 
This  number  Is  smaller  than  the 
number  accommodated  at  the  jail  last 
winter,  when  Duluth's  bread  line  be- 
came so  famous,  but  the  fifty  or  sixty 
are  significant  of  the  fact  that  the 
supply  of  labor  this  winter  exceeds 
the   demand. 

The  men  are  most  of  them  wlllmg 
to  work,  but  say  they  can  find  noth-  [ 
ing  to  do.  They  have  no  place  to  : 
sleep,  practically  nothing  to  eat,  and  | 
are  compelled  to  apply  night  after  i 
night  for  lodgings.  The  faces  arc  ] 
not  always  the  same,  for  some  of  the 
unfortunates  manage  to  secure  em- 
ployment, or  leave  town,  and  new 
faces  are  constantly  being  added  to 
the  line  to  take  the  places  of  the  old. 
Residents  of  the  Ea.st  end  and  along 
the  hillside  are  complaining  that  there 
is  an  unusually  large  number  of 
tramps  asking  for  handouts  these  day.s. 
The  men  have  hard  luck  stories  to  tell, 
and  their  one  cry  is  for  food.  Some 
of  them  are  professional  tramps,  and 
others  are  considered  really  deserving. 
Lodging  quarters  at  the  city  jail  are 
rather  small,  when  it  comes  to  accom- 
modating these  outsiders,  and  there  is 
a  plan  on  foot  to  house  them  in  the 
basement  of  the  city  hall  when  the 
municipal  court  offices  are  removed  to 
the  new  McDonald  building,  adjoin- 
ing  the  police   station   on   the   west. 

The  faces  of  the  men  applying  night- 
ly for  lodgings  present  an  interesting 
study  Some  of  them  are  those  of 
hardened  criminals,  and  others  belong 
to  men  who  have  been  merely  unfor- 
tunate, who  are  honest  as  the  police 
could  ask,  but  who  were  careless  of 
money  in  their  youth,  and  therefore 
have  nothing  to  fall  back  on  in  their 
old  age.  ,    .    . 

Some  young  men  ask  for  lodgings. 
They  are  down  an  ou*  merely  tempor- 
arily, and  expect  daily  to  find  work. 
Perhaps  some  of  tliem  spent  tiieir  last 
dollar  In  paying  their  fare  to  Duluth. 
expecting  to  find  employment  here,  on 
the  reputation  of  Duluth  as  being  a 
labor  center,  only  to  be  disappointed 
upon    their   arrival.^

viduals or  organizations  practically  unknown,  and  grant- 
in  perpetuity  those  valuable  privileges  in  advance  of 
formulation  of  defmite  plans  as  to  their  use."    This  is 
keynote  of  both  the  James  river  veto  and  the  Rainy 
veto;  it  is  a  text  which  congress  and  the  people 
take  to  heart  to  the  end  that  we  may  be  delivered

The  editorial  columns  of  the  New 
York  World,  the  New  York  Sun,  the  Indianapolis  News 
and  other  rabid  anti-administration  papers  reek  with  in- 
of  usurpation  of  authority  on  the  part  of  the 
notable  among  v.hich  is  the  declaration  that 
no  other  president  ever  so  ventured  to  extend  his  author- 
ity over  the  legislature. 

President  Roosevelt's  rebuke  to  the  senate,  however 
has  a  prototype  in  the  stern  refusal  of  George  Washing- 
ton to  comply  with  the  demand  of  the  house  of  repre- 
sentatives in  1796  for  certain  information.  Washington 
based  his  refusal  on  "a  just  regard  to  the  constitution 
and  to  the  duty  of  my  offi«e."  The  house  indulged  itself 
in  wild  talk  about  Washington's  usurpation  of  power  but 
it  did  not  get  the  information  it  desired.  Another  famous 
case  in  point  was  the  censure  by  the  senate  of  President 
Andrew  Jackson  for  his  action  with  regard  to  the  Bank 
of  the  United  States  in  1833,  a  censure  in  which  the  sen- 
ate  later   admitted  its  error   by   expunging  it   from  its 

rceord. 

So  intimately  related  are  the  branches  of  our  govern- 
ment that  these  outbursts  of  jealous  care  that  their 
powers  shall  remain  inviolate  are  to  be  expected.  They 
afford  the  enemies  of  public  officials  a  means  of  attack, 
but  they  do  no  real  harm;  on  the  contrary  they  help  to 
emphasize  and  distinguish  the  functions  and  duties  of 
each  branch  of  the  government  and  to  establish  more 
firmly  the  wise  intentions  of  the  government's  first 
builders.

The  earthquake  whicli  attracted 
the  attention  of  the  entire  i.dvIlUed 
world  has  resulted  ui  thousands  of  the 
Italians  leaving  the  districts  that  to 
them  are  filled  with  horror.  The  port 
of  New  York  has  already  begun  to 
show  increa.sed  figures  for  immigra- 
tion, and  a  majority  of  the  immigrants 
landing  in  New  Vork  of  late  iiave  been 
of    Italian    nationality.

'  them.     But  Peter  said.  Silver  and  gold 
have    I    none:    but    what    I    have,    that 
give    I    thee.

Second — ^The  man  himself  interests 
us  for  he  was  a  beggar  and  therefore 
one  of  a  very  numerous  class;  he  was 
totally  unable  to  walk  and  was  born 
so  therefore  Incurable  by  human  skill. 
He  was  shrewd,  for  he  knew  wiiere  to 
go  and  possibly  had  quite  an  insight 
Into  character  throug-h  the  face  and 
manner.  He  hoped  only  for  money, 
but  was  ready  for  something  better. 

Third — The  poweir  that  cured  him 
was  from  Jesus,  by  the  Holy  Spirit 
Peter  said  to  him.  "In  the  name  of 
Jesus  Christ  of  Nazareth,  rise  up  and 
walk."  Jesus  did  It.  as  Peter  afterward 
said  "The  name"  was  not  simply  a 
talisman,  but  It  meant  the  nature  of 
Jesus.  The  writer  of  this  books  is  ful- 
filling the  promise,  implied  In  hi.-« 
preface,  to  tall  what  Jesus  continued 
to  do.  even  as  In  the  Gospel  of  Luke 
he  told  "what  Jesus  began  to  do."  The 
apostles  knew  It  was  His  power  and 
were  surprised  that  the  excited  peo- 
ple should  think  for  a  montfent  that 
they  did  it.  or-  should  wonder  that 
Jesus   did  It. 

p^urth — Those  two  apostles  through 
whom  Jesus  cured  him  Interest  us.  be- 
cause they  so  fully  represent  Jesus, 
each  an  opposite  side  of  Jesus.  Peter 
showed  the  Christlike  action  and 
speech.  John  the  Christlike  penetration 
and  sympathy.  The  two  ^yere  finely 
paired  for  worship  and  work  together. 
Each  supplied  a  help  needed  by  the 
other — Peter  supplied  nervous  energy 
and  expression:  John  gave  depth  and 
tenderness  and  wholesome  restraint  In 
their  common  work.  They  wanted  It 
known,  too.  that  the  Jesu.s  who  did 
this  was  not  only  the  divine  one  now 
sitting  on  high  with  all  auhority  and 
power  In  His  hands,  but  the  very  same 
one  who  had  lived  In  the  flesh,  had 
been  despised  and  mistreated,  had  been 
nut  to  death  and  had  risen  again. 
They  spoke  the  name  by  which  He  was 
scorned — "Nazareth — for  they  wanted 
this  man  and  all  who  heard  to  know 
both  His  humiliation  and  His  honor.

Sixth — Note  how  It  was  done  from 
the  human  point  of  view  First,  the 
apostles  got  him  to  fix  his  attention 
on  them.  We  eould  get  many  high 
blessings  if  we  would  take  the  time 
and  put  forth  the  exertion  to  fix  our 
thought  on  God  and  His  message. 
Next  they  got  his  mind  turned  to  a 
higher  bleslng  and  to  Jesus.

■The     excitement     he     aroused       gave 
Peter  another  chance  to  preach,  ^"d  he 
was  not  slow  to  accept  it.     He  read  the 
minds  of  the  people,  saw  their  need  ot 
Instruction  and  at  once  began  to  speak. 
The  address  of  Peter,  there  at  the  gate 
that    led    to    the    court    of    the    women, 
was    as    appropriate    and    powerful    as 
that    on    the    day    of    Pentecost.      It    all 
centered  around  Jesus.     It   opened  with 
a    statement    that    they    should    not    be 
surprised  at  this.     They  cu^ht  to  have 
been    prepared    for   It.    for   In    this   deed 
God    was    glorifying    His    Son.      "was 
their  God,  the  same  who  was  over  their 
fathers.     There  was  no  excuse  for  their 
ignorance.      Being   criminally   Ignorant, 
they  had  killed  the  Son  o;'  God. 

He  charged  their  guilt  home  on  thein 
in  a  way  to  cut  them  deeply.  They  had 
no  Idea  of  what  a  deed  t  ley  had  done.

Cleveland.  Ohio,  Jan.  21.— The  Iron 
Trade  Review  today  says:  The  ex- 
pectation of  tariff  revision,  and  un- 
certainty as  to  the  attitude  of  many 
state  legislatures  concerning  the  rail- 
roads and  other  corporations,  are 
Having  a  depressing  effect  on  the  Iron 
market.  The  expression  of  fear  of 
tarlfE  reduction  may  sometimes  be  a 
pretext  rather  than  a  real  reason, 
but  tho  effect  Is  nevertheless  felt.

OFFICIALS  MAKE 
ANNUAL  REPORTS 

Eveletli  Fire  Chief  and 

City  Clerk  Review 

Past  Year. 

Eveleth,  Minn.,  Jan.  21. — (Special  to 
The  Herald.) — The  report  of  Cliief 
Neilon  «.  f  the  fire  department  shows 
that  during  the  year  the  department 
responded  to  twenty-seven  calls, 
twelve  of  which  were  false  alarms. 

The  loss  from  fires  was  approxi- 
mately JTO.OOO,  the  large  sum  being  due 
to  the  burning  of  the  high  school. 
There  were  6,150  feet  of  hose  laid.  The 
department  consists  of  one  hook  and 
ladder  truck  wltli  two  chemicals,  new; 
onehose  wagon,  two  years  old;  two 
teams  of  horses;  two  sets  of  harness 
with  hangers;  one  sleigh,  one  year  old; 
one  e.xercise  wagon,  new;  one  exercise 
sleigh,  four  years  old;  1,500  feet  hose, 
new;  2,000  feet  hose,  medium;  500  feet 
hose,  old;  one  40-gaUon,  chemical 
tank. 

There  are  nineteen  Gamewell  alarm 
boxes  In  the  alarm  system,  five  of 
which  have  been  recently  installed. 
There  are  thirty-four  hydrants,  nine 
of  which  were  Installed  in  llHi8.  There 
are  seven  men  on  the  department,  and 
tlie  chief  recommends  a  paid  fire  de- 
partment, instead  of  the  volunteer  or- 
ganization as  the  former  would  be 
more  capable  of  controlling  fires 
through  systematic  training.  He  also 
recommends  the  passing  of  an  ordi- 
nance compelling  public  buildings  to 
afford  better  fire  protection  to  their 
patrons.  Those  now  in  the  depart- 
ment are:  Chief  Neilon,  Assistant 
Clilef  Charles  McDonough,  James

Chicago,  111.,  Jan.  21.— The  morgue 
where  rest  the  bodies  of  the  victims  of 
yesterday's  crib  fire  disaster  today  re- 
sembles the  collection  of  some  terrible 
Bluebeard.  There  are  teven  sacks, 
each  containing  an  unrecognizable 
body  of  some  one  who  met  death  in 
the  charnel  house  in  the  lake.  Outside, 
in  the  street,  there  is  a  quiet,  grief- 
stricken  crowd. 

"Any  news?"  is  a  query  always  an- 
swered in  the  negative  as  some  wife  or 
mother  sought  to  learn  if  husband  or 
son    had    been    identified. 

Efforts  were  resumed  at  daybreak 
today  to  ascertain  whethi-r  any  work- 
men were  still  living  in  the  shaft  be- 
neath the  crib  a  mile  and  a  half  out  in 
the  lake.  Shortly  after  the  fire  which 
burned  the  temporary  crib  structure 
and  compelled  the  workmen,  who  were 
not  entrapped  in  the  flames,  to  jump 
into  the  lake,  it  was  discovered  that 
the  smoke  had  descended  into  the  shaft 
and   had   suffocated   several   men. 

The  air  pumps  were  kept  working 
all  night  in  the  hope  that  some  men 
would  be  found  in  the  shaft  still  liv- 
ing. 

George  W.  Jackson  of  the  construc- 
tion company,  which  built  the  crib,  in- 
formed the  coroner  It  would  be  impos- 
sible for  several  days  to  give  a  com- 
plete list  of  the  dead.  As  It  will  be 
Impossible  to  identify  more  than  a  few 
of  the  dead,  it  is  probable  that  a  single 
funeral    will    be    held    for    all    of    them. 

The  bodies  have  no  human  sem- 
blance, all  look  alike,  ana  where  pos- 
sible it  is  desired,  to  spare  friends  and 
relatives  the  shock  of  gazing  on  the 
awful  spectacle. 

"There  was  no  hope  of  knowing 
father,  son  or  brother,"  said  Coroner 
Hoffman,  as  he  began  the  work  of 
securing  a  jury  to  visit  the  scene  of 
the  holocaust.

of  the  state.  There  ia  no  doubt  that 
the  legislature.  In  passing  it.  Intended 
not  only  to  grant  such  power  but  also 
to  provide  a  method  of  procedure  in 
acquiring  and  operating  public  utili- 
ties, which  wa.s  both  possible  and  prac- 
ticable. 

It  is  becau.se  of  the  alleged  unin- 
tended defects  of  the  Mueller  bill  and 
because  of  the  obscurity  of  some  of  its 
provisions,  that  the  other  bill  was  pre- 
pared under  the  direction  of  the  city 
of  Duluth.  The  changes  are  such  only 
as  are  necessary  to  make  it  i)03sible 
for  cities  to  avail  themselves  of  the 
authority  which  the  Mueller  bill  pur- 
ports to  grant. 

The  new  bill  contains  an  express 
provision  that  It  shall  supercede  the 
provisions  of  the  home  rule  charters 
already  adopted.  Without  such  ex- 
press provl.'^ion,  it  is  said  to  be  doubt- 
ful, undt-r  the  holdings  of  the  supremo 
court,  if  such  a  bill  would  be  of  any 
value  to  a  city  now  having  a  home  rule 
charter. 

Under  the  proposed  bill,  the  propo- 
sition of  the  adoption  of  the  term.-^ 
of  the  act  and  the  proposition  of  is- 
suing bonds  for  the  acquisition  or  con- 
struction of  public  utility,  and  the 
proposition  of  acquiring  and  conduct- 
ing such  utility  may  be  voted  upon  at 
one  and  the  same  election.  Under  the 
Mueller  bill  a  separate  election  ia  re- 
quired for  each  proposition,  thus  mak- 
ing the  proceedings  so  long,  cumber- 
some and  expensive  as  to  be  practical- 
ly prohibitive. 

The  new  bill  provides  fhat  the 
amount  of  Indebtedness  incurred  on 
bonds  or  certificates  Lssued  for  the 
acquisition,  operation  or  Improvement 
of  any  public  utility  shall  not  be 
counted  as  a  part  of  the  munleipality'a 
Indebtedness  within  the  prohibition  ot 
the  enabling  act  and  the  charter 
adopted    thereunder. 

If  the  proposed  bill  is  passed,  cities 
of  the  state  having  home  rule  char- 
ters win  be  given  an  opportunity  to 
have  submitted  to  a  vote  of  the  people, 
upon  its  merits,  the  proposition  of 
municipal  acquisition  of  any  given 
public  utility,  and  if  the  proposition 
carries,  the  city  will  be  in  a  position 
to  acquire  and  operate  such  a  utility. 
The  proposed  bill  is  so  drawn  as  to 
reduce  to  a  minimum  the  oppor- 
tunity for  hostile  interests  to  thwart 
the  will  of  the  people  by  dilatory  suits 
raising  mere  technicalities.

Judge  Williston's  salary  is  $4,200,  but 
he  has  drawn  no  money  from  the  state 
since  early  in  1905.  The  state  auditor's 
books  show  $14.035.0B  now  to  his  credit, 
and  it  Is  growing  at  the  rate  of  $350 
a  month.  The  judge  Is  well  along  in 
years  and  In  good  .';hape  financially, 
and  seems  willing  tu  make  the  state 
treasury  a  savings  bank,  though  It 
rays  him  no  interest.

Sick  in  Railroad 
Without  Aid.  Suffer- 
ing From  Cold. 

Fort  William,  Ont.,  Jan.  21. — (Special 
to  The  Herald.) — A  weird  story  of  slcH 
men  unable  to  obtain  medical  atten- 
tion in  the  railway  camp  of  the  Quebec 
Construction  company,  north  of  Fort 
William,  has  been  brought  to  the  city 
by  several  men  who  recently  visited 
that  district.  Among  the  number  is  a 
man  giving  the  name  of  J.  Reid,  who 
is  in  McKellar  hospital  with  hands  and 
feet   frozen. 

Reid  was  found  in  an  isolated  and 
abandoned  shack,  twelve  miles  from 
Ignace  and  twenty-four  miles  from 
Grassie,  on  the  Grand  Trunk  Pacific, 
which  he  had  reached  after  a  tramp 
through  the  snow  of  about  twenty-five 
miles.  Had  he  not  been  found,  quite 
by  accident,,  it  is  possible  that  he 
would  have  "frozen  to  death. 

Before  being  taken  to  the  hospital 
he  told  that  five  days  after  he  had  en- 
tered the  camp  of  the  Quebec  Construc- 
tion company,  where  he  was  engaged 
as  laborer,  he  started  to  walk  to  Ig- 
nace. the  nearest  poitit  on  the  Cana- 
dian Pacific,  because  he  feared  that  he 
would  either  be  frozen  or  taken  sick, 
and  be  unable  to  secure  medical  aid. 

Several  men,  he  said,  were  lying  sick 
in  camp.  One  man,  a  carpenter,  had 
his  feet  frozen.  Two  business  men 
who  have  just  returned  from  the  di.s- 
trlct  state  that  they  heard  similar 
rumors. 

Reid  wore  nothing  on  his  feet  but 
socks  and  light  leather  shoes  when  he 
left  the  camp.  He  had  almost  given 
up  hope  of  reaching  civilization  when

Louisville.  Ky.,  Jan.  21. — "The  peo- 
ple do  not  want  prohibition,  but  they 
want  a  reform,  and  whan  we  prove 
that  we,  too.  want  reform,  when  we 
gain  the  confidence  of  the  public,  the 
prohibition  wave  will  recede  and  the 
Anti-Saloon  league  will  find  its  occu- 
pation gone."  So  declared  President 
Gilmore.  of  the  Model  License  league. 
In  his  address  at  the  convention  of 
that  organization. 

Mr.  Gilmore  discus.sed  reform  move- 
ments and   the  prohibition  wave,  which 

he  declared  to  be  a  protest  against 
things  that  ought  not  to  be;  against 
ondltions  that  ouglit  not  to  continue. 
Mr.  Gilmore  .said  he  was  satisfied  that 
the  prohibition  movement  will  ulti- 
mately result  in  good  to  the  liquor 
trade  and  to  society,  but  he  insisted 
that  it  should  be  carried  along  in  a 
less  radical  way,  and  that  the  reforms 
desired  should  be  broug'ht  about  with- 
out such  tremendous  losses  as  are 
being  entailed  through  the  passage  of 
prohibitory    laws. 

.SrIoou  a  C'oBvenlence. 
"The  saloon,  if  properly  conducted. 
Is  a  Very  g<jod  convenience,  but  the 
saloon  that  is  run  in  connection  with 
gambling,  and  that  violates  law,  and 
that  sells  to  minors  and  to  men  who 
ate  intoxicated,  is  certainly  out  of 
touch  with  civilization:  it  is  an  of- 
fense to  modern  thought,  and  it  should 
be  stamped  out  by  a  mandatory  pen- 
alty that  is  absolutely  merciless  In  Its 
provisions." 

Gilmore  said  if  the  saloon  shall  be 
permanently  abolished  It  will  be  found 
necessary  to  provide  a  substitute,  be- 
cause the  strenuous  life,  incident  to 
modern  civilization,  demands  a  place 
of  relaxation,  where  friend  can  meat 
friend,  and  where  the  worries,  cares 
and  responsibilities  of  life  may,  for 
the    time    being,    be    put    aside. 

"The  Anti-Saloon  league,"  he  contin- 
ued, "is  not  advocating  prohibition,  and 
to  one  who  is  familiar  with  the  situa- 
tion, all  of  this  talk  about  'dry  territory 
Is  nothing  more  than  an  absurdity. 
There  is  no  'dry  territory'  In  this  coun- 
try, although  there  are  a  number  of 
states  and  a  great  many  counties,  ag- 
gregating in  area  probably  one-half  of 
the  United  States,  in  which  laws  have 
been  adopted  prohibiting  the  .sale,  and 
in  some  cases  the  manufacture  of  alco- 
liolic  beverages.  A  law  merely  prohibit- 
ing the  sale  of  alcoholic  beverages, 
however,  can  not  affect  the  purchase 
and  use  of  alcoholic  berevages  any 
more  than  a  law  that  might  prohibit 
the  sale  of  cigars  would  affect  the  con- 
sumption of  cigars." 

The  speaker  said  that  since  the  pas- 
sage of  prohibition  laws  in  .such  states 
as  Georgia  and  Oklahoma,  shipments 
of  whisky  and  of  beer  to  those  states 
have  been  phenomenally  large.  This, 
he  attributed  to  the  tact  that  people 
who,  under  a  licen.se  system,  would 
never  keep  whisky  in  their  liouses.  are 
persuaded  to  buy  at  least  four  bottles 
through  fear  that  In  case  of  dire  need 
they  would  not  be  able  to  secure  It  in 
time. 

Alive  to  WeaknewH. 
The  Anti-Saloon  league,  he  said,  was 
fully  alive  to  the  weaKness  of  its  cause, 
and  that  its  leaders  know  that  the  peo- 
ple of  this  country  do  not  want  prohi- 
bition.    He  added: 

"It  is  our  Idea  that  the  first  con- 
viction of  the  violation  of  law  on  the 
part  of  a  saloonkeeper  or  of  his  em- 
ploys In  the  conduct  of  his  business, 
his  license  would  be  suspended  for 
thirty  days,  and  that  for  the  second 
conviction  his  license  should  be  can- 
celled, and  he  should  not  again  be  li- 
censed  to   retail    liquors   in   the  state. 

"I  am  satisfied  that  the  time  is  com- 
ing when  the  man  who  becomes  In- 
toxicated will  be  treated  as  a  criminal 
and  will  be  puni.shed  with  the  utmost 
severity,  and  I  believe  the  time  is  com- 
ing when  the  people  of  this  country 
will  give  up  and  resent  what  Is  known 
as  the  treating  habit,  as  the  people  in 
continental    Europe   have   done."
